THE  ANTHRACITE  COMPANIES. 

Has  Depressed 


The  Situation 


The  Men  Who  Robbed  the  Express  Company 

at  The  Dalles,  Ore,,  of  $14,000 

Are  Arrested. 


Frank  Klein   Made  a  Complete  Confession 

and  Nearly  All  the  Missing  Money 

Was  Recovered, 


Bag  Containing   Nearly  Eight  Thousand 
Dollars  in  Gold  Found  Under  a 
Chinese  Laundry. 


The  Only  Clue  to  the  Robbers  Was  a  Bar  of 

Steel    Sharpened    at 

One  End. 


The  Dalles,  Ore, Oct.  29— After  two 
weeks  unsuccessful  endeavor  on  the  part 
of  detectives  and  local  officers,  the  parties 
who  robbed  the  Pacific  Express  com- 
pany in  this  city  of  $14,000  on  Oct.  i, 
have  at  last  been  apprehended  and 
placed  under  arrest,  and  all  but  $200  of 
the  money  recovered.  Frank  Klein  and 
Otis  Savage,  young  men  of  respectable 
parentage,  living  here,  are  in  jail,  having 
made  a  complete  confession  of  the  theft. 
Many  clews  were  followed  by  detec- 
tives, but  all  proved  fruitless  until 
Sheriff  Driver  suggested  that  possibly 
Klein  and  Savage,  who  have  been  living 
in  idleness  about  town  and  who  once  be- 
longed to  what  is  known  locally  as  the 
Hawthorne  gang  of  desperadoes,  miKht 
be  implicated.  It  was  reported  that  the 
young  men  were  separated  from  the 
gang  on  account  of  a  disagreement  as  to 
the  plan  for  robbing  a  Union  Pacific  train 
at  a  point  between  here  and  Portland. 

Shortly  after  separating  Hawthorne 
and  pals  robbed  a  store  here  ot  a  lot  of 
guns,  pistols  and  ammunition  and  left 
for  their  rendezvous  near  Mount  Hood. 
It  is  said  the  only  clue  to  the  robbers 
was  a  bar  of  steel  sharpened  at  one  end, 
which  was  found  beside  the  empty 
treasure  box  on  the  floor  of  the  express 
office,  on  the  morning  of  the  robbery 
Following  the  suggestion  of  Sheriff 
Driver,  Detectives  Sam  Simons,  of  Port- 
land, and  Lord,  of  the  Surety  Company, 
of  Kansas  City,  visited  the  shop  and 
living  room  ot  Klein  &  Savage,  which  is 
in  a  barn  in  Klein's  yard.  The  walls  of 
the  room  bristled  with  guns  of  every 
description  and  the  rooms  also  contained 
an  anvil  and  tools  for  doing  light  black- 
smith work. 

Sheriff  Driver,  learning  this,  took  the 
steel  tools  to  Salem  Rowe,  where  one  of 
the  gang  is  confined  in  the  penitentiary, 
and  from  him  learned  it  was  fashioned 
in  this  shop  by  members  of  the  Haw- 
thorne gang  from  a  drill  stolen  from  a 
Union  Pacific  locomotive  at  the  time 
they  contemplated  the  train  robbery 
Lowe  also  stated  that  Klein,  who  is  by 
trade  an  expert  locksmith,  possessed  a 
key  to  the  express  office. 

Armed  v/ith  this  information  Driver, 
accompanied  by  Detective  Simon,  re- 
turned to  the  Dalles  and  caused  the  ar- 
rest of  Klein  and  Savage.  Thev  were 
captured  without  resistance  at  their  room 
and  confined  in  separate  apartments  at 
the  hotel  where  District  Attorney  Jayne 
and  Mr.  Simons  attempted  lo  get  a 
confession  from  them.  They  withstood 
all  advances  for  a  time.  Finally  Klein 
broke  down  and  sobbingly  confessed  the 
whole  matter,  telling  where  the  money 
was  hidden.  Search  was  instituted  for 
the  money,  and  a  bag  containine  $7555 
in  gold  was  found  in  a  cesspool  under  a 
Chinese  wash  house  which  once  be- 
longed to  the  Savage  estate,  two  bags 
with  $1500  in  silver  were  found  under  an 
old  building  near  the  Cosmopolitan  hotel, 
and  one  bag  which  had  contained  J5000 
in  gold  and  from  which  $200  had  been 
extracted  was  discovered  buried  in 
Klein's  back  yard. 

Savage  at  first  maintained  a  stolid 
silence  when  told  of  Klein's  confession, 
saying  he  was  innocent  of  the  crime,  but 
when  confronted  by  his  pal  he  had  noth- 
ing more  to  say.  Klein  also  confessed 
that  they  had  robbed  the  postoffice  here 
on  the  night  of  Sept.  6.  These  arrests 
break  up  one  of  the  worst  gang  of  rob- 
bers in  this  section  and  relieve  Express 
Agent  Hill  of  the  odium  which  suspicion 
cast  on  him,  when  dispatches  errone- 
ously stated  that  he  had  been  arrested 
for  committing  the  deed. 


in  Coal  Stocks 
the  Market. 
New  York,  Oct.  29.— Henry  Clews 
says  in  his  weekly  financial  review:  The 
principal  event  of  the  week  affecting  the 
stock  market  has  been  connected  with 
the  anthracite  coal  companies.  For  some 
time  past  relations  between  the  pro- 
ducers have  been  steadily  working 
towards  a  tangle.  On  the  one  hand  the 
depression  of  business  has  been  check- 
ing the  demand;  on  the  other,  several 
producers  have  been  exceeding  their  re- 
spective allotments  of  production.  Under 
these  circumstances  stocks  have  steadily 
accumulated  and  buyers  have  had  the 
advantage  over  sellers;  the  natural  re- 
sult of  such  a  situation  being  a  cutting  of 
price,  until  sales  have  been  made  at  70 
cents  per  ton  below  the  "circular" 
figures. 

This  situation  in  the  coal  stocks  has 
had  a  somewhat  depressing  effect  upon 
the  market  at  large,  but  not  to  the  extent 
of  materially  affecting  the  stocks  of 
other  roads.  There  is  still  a  firm  under- 
tone to  the  market.  The  "bears"  fail  to 
produce  anything  beyond  a  fractional 
impression  by  their  raids,  and  the  diffi- 
culty in  getting  stock  to  cover  their  sales 
discourages  them.  Between  the  reduc- 
tion in  the  volume  of  floating  stock  and 
the  large  amount  held  off  the  market 
pending  financial  reconstructions,  there 
is  a  real  and  very  unusual  scarcity  of 
stock,  which  greatly  strengthens  the 
position  of  holders  and  gives  a  steady 
bullish  drift  to  operations. 

The  shipments  of  gold  to  Germany 
have  not  made  much  impression.  This 
week  the  rates  of  exchange  have  dis- 
couraged further  exports;  and  with  the 
large  supply  available  at  London  there 
IS  the  less  inducement  for  Berlin  pre- 
ferring to  get  the  metal  from  New  York. 

The  unusual  excitement  connected  with 
the  canvass  for  the  elections  has  a  tend- 
ency to  div:-:  i":-'.L-  Irom  Wall 
street  for  the  moment,  but  it  can  hardly 
be  said  to  affect  the  tone  of  business. 
Considerable  interest  is  felt  in  the  pros- 
pect as  to  currency  legislation;  but  the 
state  of  opinion  on  the  question  in  con- 
gress and  in  interior  sections  is  so  un- 
developed that  it  is  not  an  influential 
element  on  the  business  of  the  exchange.

a    Fight 
Indians. 

Calistoga.  Cal..  Oct.  29,— A  message 
from  Middletown,  Lake  county,  gives  in- 
formation of  a  serious  fight  among  the 
Indians  at  the  Cayote  valley  rancheria. 

Some  of  the  Sulphur  Bank  Indians 
were  visiting  the  Cayote  tribe  and  cele- 
brated the  occasion  by  getting  drunk. 
They  became  involved  in  a  row  with 
knives  which  resulted  in  the  killing  of 
one  buck  and  the  probable  fatal  stabbing 
of  another,  while  six  others,  including 
two  squaws,  were  seriously  wounded. 

Very  Heavy  Registration. 
Nnw  York,  Oct.  2q.— Corrections 
made  in  the  returns  show  a  total  regis- 
tration in  this  city  of  305,931,  the  largest 
registration  ever  recorded  in  New  York. 
The  largest  preceding  was  that  ot  1892, 
which  reached  a  total  of  302,025.  The 
registration  of  1893  was  265,908. 

Carlisle  Will  Not  Speak. 

Washingto.n.  Oct.  29.  Secretary 
Carlisle  will  not  make  any  political 
speeches  during  the  present  campaign 
The  secretary  had  a  conference  with  the 
president  this  morning.  The  president 
agreed  with  him  that  attention  to  public 
business  should  be  the  first  duty  of  every 
official,  and  therefore  it  was  decided  that 
all  invitations  should  be  declined. 


Knew  Caprivi  and  Eulenberg  Would  Have  to 
Resign. 

Berlin.  Oct.  29.— The  correspondent 
of  the  Associated  Press  learns  from  Var- 
zin  that  upon  receipt  of  the  news  ot  the 
ministerial  crisis.  Prince  Bismarck  said: 

"I  knew  this  would  be  the  inevitable 
result.  Count  Zu  Eulenberg  was  right 
in  regard  to  the  anti-Socialist  measures, 
but  Gen.  Caprivi  disagreed  with  them, 
and  either  one  or  both  had  to  resign. 
Prince  Hohenlohe  is  a  safe  man,  but  he' 
lacks  initiative." 

Prince  Bismarck  returns  to  Freidrichs- 
ruhe  on  Nov.  3.  On  account  of  the  state 
of  his  health,  the  prince  will  be  unable  to 
see  any  more  delegations  before  leaving 
Vatzin.  The  health  of  Prince  Bismarck 
causes  anxiety. 

Prince  von  iriohenlohe  visited  Emper- 
or William  today  in  his  new  capacity  of 
chancellor  of  the  German  empire  and 
premier  of  Prussia.  The  prince  then 
proceeded  to  Berlin,  to  which  city  Herr 
von  Koeller,  the  newly  appointed  minis- 
ter of  the  interior,  had  preceded  him. 

THE  CZAREWITCH'S  MARRIAGE. 

It  is  Not  Expected  it  Will  Occur  Before 
Friday. 

London,  Oct.  29.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Pall  Mall  Gazette  from  Yalta  says  that 
the  metropolitan  of  St.  Petersburg  has 
arrived  there  to  anoint  Princess  Alix 
preparatory  to  her  wedding  which  is  to 
take  place  soon.  It  is  not  expected.how- 
ever,  that  her  marriage  to  the  czarewitch 
will  occur  before  Friday, 

The  Yalta  dispatch  also  announces 
that  preparations  are  being  made  there 
for  the  arrival  of  the  duchess  of  Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha  (the  duchess  of  Edin- 
burgh) sister  of  the  czar,  the  royal  family 
of  Denmark  and  other  distinguished 
guests.

A  RIVAL  TO  TWO  TRUSTS. 

New  Company  to  Compete  With  Sugar  and 
Whisky  Trusts. 

New  York,  Oct.  29.— The  Wall 
Street  News  agency,  alluding  to  the 
newly  organized  Great  White  Spirit 
company,  of  New  Jersey,  says  the  cor- 
poration IS  likely  to  become  a  rival  to 
the  American  Sugar  Refining  company 
(the  sugar  trust)  as  well  as  the  whisky 
trust.  The  plan  is  to  adopt  the  German 
and  French  method  of  refining  sugar 
and  making  spirits  in  practically  the 
same  plant. 

The  sugar  is  refined  from  beet  juice 
and  spirits  are  made  from  syrups  and 
refuse.  Tnis  country  has  already  ex- 
ported some  100,000  tons  of  syrups  to  be 
put  through  this  process.  It  is  alleged 
to  be  the  purpose  of  the  new  concern  to 
reverse  that  condition  and  import  syrups 
from  Europe  in  tank  steamers. 


Sparta.  Wis.,  Oct.  29— Samuel  F. 
Buxton,  who  was  arrested  on  Saturday 
on  a  charge  of  having  murdered  Mary 
A.  Jones  at  her  home  a  few  miles  from 
this  city  on  Oct.  21,  where  she  was  found 
hanging  by  the  neck,  has  confessed  the 
murder.  His  preliminary  hearing  was 
held  this  morning,  soon  after  midnight, 
when  he  waived  examination.  He  was 
immediately  removed  to  Spaita,  fears 
being  entertained  that  a  mob  might  at- 
tempt to  take  him  from  the  jail. 

The  crime  is  one  of  a  revolting  nature. 
Three  years  ago,  Buxton,  by  a  series  of 
obscene  letters,  purporting  to  come  from 
a  witch  and  directed  to  Miss  Jones, 
hypnotized  herand  caused  her  ruin.  The 
intimacy  was  conducted  to  the  day  of 
her  death.  By  the  same  system  of  de- 
ceit, the  infatuated  woman  consented  to 
be  strung  up  by  the  neck  in  the  •  belief 
that  it  would  cause  the  death  of  Bux- 
ton's wife. 

The  second  time  the  experiment  was 
tried,  Buxton  pushed  the  chair  on  which 
the  foolish  woman  stood  from  under  her 
and  she  swung  into  eternity.  Buxton 
took  what  money  was  in  the  house  and 
left  for  his  home,  a  short  distance  away, 
where  he  was  arrested,  brought  to  the 
the  city  and  placed  in  jail.  His  motive 
lor  committing  the  murder  was  that  he 
was  tired  of  the  woman. 

He  will  appear  in  the  circuit  court  at 
Sparta  this  afternoon  and  take  his  sent- 
ence. Buxton  has  a  wife  and  three 
children.  The  murdered  woman  was  a 
near  neighbor  of  the  Buxtons  and  lived 
alone. 

As  soon  as  court  was  called  after  din- 
ner, Buxton  was  brought  in  and  pleaded 
guilty  and  was  immediately  sentenced  to 
Waupan  for  life. 


WAS  BADLY  SCALDED. 

k  St.  Paul  Girl  Probably  Fatally  Injured  by 
Boiling  Sou;>. 

St.  Paul.  Oct.  29.— Lena  Krueger,  14 
years  of  age,  a  kitchen  girl  at  the  City 
hotel,  444  St.  Peter  street,  was  so  very 
badly  scalded  yesterday  at  noon  that  she 
is  in  a  precarious  condition  at  the  city 
hospital.  She  slipped  in  reaching  over 
the  stove  for  the  hot  water  kettle,  and 
thereby  knocked  a  kettle  of  boiling  soup 
over  and  the  soup  was  emptied  out  on 
her  head  as  she  lay  on  the  floor. 

Ker  screams  attracted  the  attention  of 
the  police  and  a  physician  was  sum- 
moned, who  cou'd  do  but  little  for  the 
girl,  and  after  two  hours  suffering  she 
was  sent  to  the  hospital.

ST.  LOUIS  THEATER  BURNED. 

One  Man  Burned  to  a  Cri»p  and  Others  Had 
Narrow  Escapes. 

St.  Louis,  Oct,  2g.—A.n  early  morning 
fire  at  the  Gards  theater  resulted  in  the 
loss  of  one  life  and  destruction  of  the 
building.  Several  perscns  employed  in 
the  theater  as  actors  and  servants  were 
in  the  building  and  had  narrow  escapes. 

Walter  Wise  and  his  wife  Ruth.  Will- 
iam Stewart  and  his  wif«;  Laura,  jumped 
from  second  story  windows  and  were 
caught  by  police  officers  and  spectators 
and  escaped  injury.  Liilie  Goss,  a  ser- 
vant also  escaped  unharmed,  but  Bert 
Shaw,  who  slept  in  the  interior  of  the 
house,  was  overcome  by  smoke  and 
burned  to  a  crisp. 

Three  or  four  other  p;ople.  including 
Henry  Lundberg  and  his  aged  mother, 
Arabella,  also  escaped  unharmed.  No 
one  was  injured  excepting  Shaw.  The 
damage  to  the  property  was  about 
$7000.  A  trunk  belonging  to  the  land- 
lord, containing  $8000,  vfas  rescued  by 
Thomas  Breyson,  the  bartender. 

DROUTH  IN  WEST  VIRGINIA. 

Great  Distress  Caused  Among  the  Farmers  and 
Lumbermen. 

Baltimore,  Oct.  29.— A  special  to  the 
News  from  Parkersbur,?.  W.  Va.,  says: 
The  long  drought  has  caused  great  dis- 
tress among  farmers  Jind  lumbermen 
along  the  Little  Kanawha.  Wells  and 
springs  that  never  failed  before  have 
been  dry  for  months  and  many  streams 
have  dried  up. 

Stock  has  suffered  gieallv.  having  to 
be  driven  miles  to  water.  A  large  pro- 
portion of  late  crops  have  failed.  There 
has  not  been  a  timber  rise  for  some 
months,  and  it  is  estimated  that  at  least 
S7?o,ooo  worth  of  logs,  ti^s  and  lumber  is 
l>ing  along  creeks  and  river  banks. 
Many  sawmills  havi  been  compelled  to 
shut  down  for  want  of  logs.

Mining  Lease,  Buildings  and  Machinery  Sold 
for  a  Sonji. 

Milwaukee,  Oct.  29.— A  special  to 
the  Wisconsin  from  Iron  Mountain, 
Mich.,  says:  A  30-year  lease  of  the 
Chapin  mine,  together  w  ith  all  buildings 
and  machinery  and  2000  shares  of  the 
stock  in  the  Hydraulic  F'ower  company, 
were  sold  today  by  Court  Commissioner 
Hammond  to  M.  A.  Hanna  &  Co.,  of 
Cleveland,  for  $88,973,

The  Reargumentof  the  Case  in  Washington 

Does  Not  Appear  to  Awaken 

Much  Interest. 


Commissioner  Lochren  Confident  That 
Same  Opinion  Will  be  Reached  as 
Was  Given  Before.

He  Discusses  the  Work  Done  by  the  Special 

Examiners,  Criticized  in  Congress 

and  Elsewhere. 


Washington,  Oct.  2q.— The  re-argu- 
ment of  the  Long  pension  case  in  the 
district  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
does  not  awaken  very  nauch  interest. 
Commissioner  Lochren  is  confident  that 
the  same  opinion  will  be  reached.  In 
his  annual  report  the  commissioner  re- 
viewed the  Long  case  at  some  length,  in 
which  he  said: 

"This  case  has  attracted  wide  atten- 
tion because  of  the  fact  that  the  pen- 
sioner is  one  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme 
court  of  Michigan    and    has    upon    the 

rostrum  and  through  the  press  unstint- 
ingly  denounced  the  bureau  and  myself 
for  alleged  arbitrary  and  illegal  proceed- 
ings in  the  reduction  of  his  pensions  and 
because  of  the  suits  instigated  by  him  in 
this  district  against  mvself  to  prevent 
such  reductions." 

After  reviewing  the  proceedings  in  the 
case,  Commissioner  Lochren  says:  "It 
is  quite  clear  that  under  honest  but  mis- 
taken interpretation  of  the  pension  laws 
by  prior  commissioners,  this  pensioner 
has  obtained  from  the  treasury  more 
than  ^jooo  to  which  he  was  never  law- 
fully entitled.  Should  he  make  good  his 
assertions  that  he  will  take  this  case  for 
decision  to  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States  he  may,  when  it  shall  be 
finally  decided,  consider  the  propriety  of 
returning  this  money  to  the  treasury." 

In  the  same  report  the  commissioner 
discusses  the  work  of  scecial  examiners, 
which  have  been  criticised  in  congress 
and  elsewhere.  The  commissioner  says: 
"The  report  of  the  chief  of  the  division 
exhibits  the  character  and  importance  of 
its  work.  Cases  which  appear  to  have 
merit,  but  in  which  the  claimants  are 
unable  to  obtain  essential  evidence  are, 
with  such  information  in  respect  to  wit- 
nesses as  the  bureau  possesses,  placed  in 
the  hands  of  special  examiners,  who  are 
often  able  to  discover  and  obtain  the 
evidence  necessary  to  prove  the  claims. 
The  larger  part  of  the  force  is  always 
kept  employed  in  this  class  of  work. 

"But  the  special  examination  dixision, 
aided  as  it  is  by  the  law  division,  consti- 
tutes the  main  protection  which  the  gov- 
ernment has  against  fraud  and  imposi- 
tion. Most  of  the  pension  attorneys  and 
claim  agents  are  capable  and  honorable ; 
but  some  among  them  are  the  most  dis- 
honest and  unscrupulous  of  men,  dealing 
habitually  in  perjury,  forgery  and  every 
specie  cf  fraud.  Without  special  exam- 
iners the  villainy  ot  such  men  would 
operate  without  check  or  fear  of  detec- 
tion and  be  generally  successful,  as  it  is 
loo  often  now  in  spite  of  all  safeguards. 
"Such  men  attract  the  unworthy  as 
clients— the  bounty  jumpers,  cowards 
and  deserters,  and  ihe  fraudulent 
raaligners.  As  many  of  their  crimes  are 
discovered,  their  fraudulent  cases  over- 
thrown and  themselves  and  their  guilty 
confederates  brought  to  punishment  by 
the  work  of  special  examiners  (there 
were  iq4  convictions  for  pension  frauds 
last  yean,  it  is  but  natural  that  such 
men  and  their  clients  should  be  loud 
and  unceasing  in  decrying  special  ex- 
aminers, as  spies,  and  seeking  with  the 
aid  of  unscrupulous  partisan  newspapers 
and  politicians,  to  create  a  prejudice 
against  special  examiners  in  the  minds 
ot  deserving  pensioners  and  others. 

'The  worthy  and  deserving  soldiers 
are  still  modest,  and  in  the  race  for  pen- 
sions are  elbowed  to  the  rear  by  the  un- 
worthy in  their  continued  struggle  for 
pensions  and  increases  as  when  operat- 
ing for  bounties.  They  crowd  them- 
selves to  the  front  at  soldiers  gatherings 
with  clamor  for  resolutions  for  niort 
pensions,  and  denunciations  of  every 
regulation  tending  to  unmask  or  prevent 
distionesty  and  fraud  as  'unfriendly  to 
the  soldiers.'  Their  insatiable  greed 
and  detestation  of  all  resolutions  made  to 
insure  honesty  and    restrain  or  discover

fraud,  shamelessly  proclaimed,  has  done 
much  to  lower  the  regard  which  would 
otherwise  be  universally  manifested  for 
the  deserving  soldier. 

"It  has  been  reported  that  the  attempt 
to  discover  frauds  is  a  new  movement, 
and  credit  has  been  given  me  m  that  di- 
rection, to  which  I  am  not  fairly  en- 
titled." The  commissioner  then  copies 
extracts  from  repQ;-ts  of  commissioners 
ever  since  1867  to  show  that  the  most 
care  is  necessary  to  prevent  fraudulent 
pensions,  after  which  he  adds: 

"I  have  selected  these  extracts  from 
the  reports  of  the  earlier  commissioners 
since  the  civil  war  to  show  that  special 
examinations,  fraudulent  claimants,  dis- 
honest claim  agents  and  the  practice  of 
dropping  unworthy  pensioners  from  the 
rolls  have  all  existed  in  the  past.  But 
in  those  early  days  fraud  in  pension 
cases  did  not  find  active  champions  in 
public  men  or  much  support  from  the 
public  press." 

The  provision  placed  on  the  pension 
appropriation  bill  Dec.  i,  1893,  prevent- 
ing the  commissioner  from  suspending 
pensions  until  fraud  had  :ictuaUy  been 
established,  the  commissioner  savs,  has 
been  carried  out,  but  with  disadvantage 
to  the  bureau. 

"The  etfect  of  this  provision  is  to  take 
from  the  officers  ot  this  bureau  the 
power  to  interfere  where  they  plainly 
see  the  treasury  being  plundered  by 
fraudulent  and  the  unworthy.  I  could 
cite  numberless  instances  of  pensioners 
having  no  title,  pensioners  drawing  more 
than  one  pension,  and  all  man- 
ner of  fraudulent  and  illegal  pen- 
sions, where  the  treasury  would  conti- 
nue to  be  plundered  for  a  time  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  officers  of  this  bureau, 
who  because  of  that  provision,  were 
rendered  powerless  to  prevent  it." 


BLOWN  UP  BY  DYNAMITE. 

Three  Men  Killed  and  Many  injured  in  a  Hun- 
garian Boarding  House. 

WiLKESBARRK,  Pa..  Oct.  29.— A  large 
Hungarian  boarding  house  at  Laurel 
Run,  this  county,  was  blown  by  dynamite 
to  atoms  yesterday  morning  and  three  of 
the  inmates  killed  outright,  four  fatally 
and  six  seriously  injured.  The  killed 
are:  Frank  Nowaski,  Michael  Caletz, 
George  Zelocky. 

The  most  dangerously  injured  are: 
Joseph  Caletz.  back  broken;  Michael 
Loshitz,  head  and  face  cut  and  left  arm 
broken;  Kasha  Cataresk,  one  leg  broken, 
other  crushed,  necessitating  amputation; 
Michael  Uritz,  abdomen  torn;  Blasb 
Krell,  both  arms  broken;  Fahr  Koizsch, 
shoulder  broken  and  injured  internally; 
Anthony  Czhlech,  back  and  breast 
crushed;  Uritz  Misko,  legs  crushed. 

The  fiends  who  planned  the  explosion 
did  their  work  well,  despite  the  fact  that 
part  of  the  plan  tailed.  They  placed 
about  twenty-four  sticks  of  dynamite 
under  the  building,  each  being  about  9 
inches  long  and  weighing  about  half  a 
pound,  A  wire  connected  the  sticks  with 
a  battery  about  50  yards  away.  When 
the  signal  was  given  only  about  half  a 
dozen  of  the  sticks  exploded. 


SAYS  TAMMANY  TOTTERS.  * 
A  Jersey  City  Clergyman  Predicts  That  Strong 
Will  be  Elected  Mayor. 
New  York.  Oct.  29.— In  a  prelude  to 
his  sermon,  the  Rev.  JohnL.Scudder,  of 
fersey  City,  spoke  last  night  on  the  case 
of  Mrs.  Herman,  the  Lexow  witness,  who 
IS  detained  in  the  county  jail  pending 
the  arrival  of  extradition  papers.  He 
said  in  part: 

"During  the  past  week  Jersey  City  has 
been  misjudged  and  beocme  the  victim 
of  unpleasant  notoriety  through  the  en- 
deavors of  Senator  Daly  to  prevent  Mrs. 
Herman,  formerly  the  keeper  of  a  dis- 
orderly house  in  New  York  city,  from 
testifying  before  the  Lexow  committee. 
This  attempt  to  thwart  the  ends  of  justice 
and  prevent  the  introduction  of  crimin- 
ating evidence  against  blackmailing  offi- 
cials across  the  Hudson  is  something  for 
which  Jersey  City  is  in  nowise  respon- 
sible. Neither  the  mayor  nor  the  chief 
of  police  nor  Justice  Potts  has  shown  the 
slightest  sympathy  with  this  endeavor  to 
shield  the  criminal  classes  and  the  good 
people  of  this  city  deprecate  and  repudi- 
ate the  whole  disgraceful  proceeding. 

"There  are  two  lessons  to  be  drawn 
from  this  sensational  attempt  to  keep 
this  woman  off  the  witness  stand.  First, 
it  is  one  more  evidence  that  Tammany  is 
tottering  and  that  the  braves,  who  felt  a 
year  ago  as  if  they  owned  the  earth,  are 
trembling  in  their  shoes.  It  is  another 
side  light  cast  upon  the  rottenness  of  the 
government  in  New  York  city  and  serves 
to  confirm  the  people  in  their  opinion 
that  they  must  have  a  total  change  of 
administration.  We  predict  that  on  Nov. 
6,  New  York  will  enter  the  procession  of 
cities  that  are  declaring  in  favor  of  muni- 
cipal reform.  Jersey  City  led  off  in  the 
election  of  Mayor  Wanser,  Brooklyn  fol- 
lowed by  electing  Mayor  Schieren.  and 
New  York  will  fall  in  line  by  electing 
Mayor  Strong. 

'The  second  lesson  is  that  the  senti- 
ments of  the  old  Hudson  county  ring 
politicians  have  not  changed  one  iota. 
Their  sympathy  was  largely  with  the 
criminal  element  and  it  is  today.  When 
evildoers  are  in  trouble  they  know  where 
to  go  to  find  assistance.  It  would  be  a 
great  detriment  to  this  city  if  in  the  com- 
ing election  the  ring  candidates  should 
be  elected."

Tucson,  Ariz.,  Oct.  29.— Oscar  Rop- 
ers, one  of  the  men  charged  with  hold- 
ing up  a  Southern  Pacitic  east  bound 
overland  train  a  few  weeks  ago,  near 
Maricopa  station,  and  now  confined  in 
jail  here  pending  a  hearing  on  indict- 
ments found  by  the  grand  jury  ^of  Pinal 
county,  made  a  daring  and  almost  suc- 
cessful atten>pt  to  escape.

Nkw  York.  Oct.  29.— Maj.  George  B. 
Hibhard,  of  this  city,  who  has  recently  re- 
turned from  an  extensive  trip  through 
the  Northwest  and  the  northern 
portion  ot  the  Pacific  slope,  was 
seen  last  night  by  a  reporter.  The  most 
important  news  he  brings  was  of  the  pro- 
posed new  Midland  Pacific  railroad,  over 
the  route  of  which  he  traveled  for  the 
especial  purpose  of  getting  a  knowledge 
of  that  section  of  the  country,  in  order  to 
make  a  report  thereon  to  Canadian  and 
foreign  capitalists  who  were  ready  to  in- 
vest in  the  new  enterprise  if  they  should 
be  !5atisfie:d  of  its  teasibility. 

Maj.  Hibbard  is  now  able  to  stale  that 
the  capital,  both  Canadian  and  loreign, 
is  satisfied,  and  that  he  has  therefore 
been  able  to  enter  into  a  contract  with 
United  States  Senator  R.  F.  Pettigrew, 
of  South  Dakota,  for  the  building  of  the 
Midland  Pacific  from  Sioux  Falls,  S.  D., 
to  Seattle  and  Tacoma,  Wash.,  a  dis- 
tance of  some  1600  miles.  The  success 
is  thus  assured  of  what  will  undoubtedly 
be  one  of  the  great  transcontinental 
routes.  Asked  if  the  construction  of  the 
road  was  to  be  undertaken  at  aa  early 
date,  Maj.  Hibbard  replied: 

"Ihe  first  section,  extending  from 
aioux  Falls,  to  the  coal  fields  of  Wyom- 
ing, about  400  miles,  will  be  built  in  the 
spring  of  1895.  These  fields,  by  the  way, 
contain  vast  quantities  of  coal  equal  in 
quality  to  the  best  produced  in  Illinois. 
Since  South  Dakota  is  entirely  without 
coal  or  other  fuel  in  any  amount,  it  will 
be  seen  what  an  advantage  she  will  de- 
rive from  these  increased  facilities  for 
fuel  that  is  plentiful  and  cheap. 

"The  second  section  from  the  eastern 
boundary  line  of  Wyoming  to  the  Yel- 
lowstone park  will  be  completed  during 
the  season  of  1896,  and  in  connection 
with  the  Illinois  Central  Air  line  will 
furnish  a  route  200  miles  shorter  than 
any  other  between  Chicago  and  the  Na- 
tional park. 

"The  third  section  which  is  expected 
to  follow  the  second  section  immediately 
IS  called  the  Idaho  division  and  starts 
at  the  Western  line  of  the  Rockies,  pass- 
ing through  a  country  rich  in  miaerals, 
timber  and  agricultural  areas.  The 
fourth  section,  the  Washington  division 
will  pass  through  Central  Washington 
and  have  terminals  in  the  peculiarly 
promising  ports  oi  Tacoma  and    Seattle. 

"Sioux  Falls,  the  Eastern  terminus," 
continued  Major  Hibbard,  "as  you  know 
IS  equally  promising.  Five  Eastern  rail- 
roads converge  there.  It  is  the  most 
prosperous  city  of  South  Dakota  by  a 
good  deal,  being  the  distributing  center 
for  all  the  Eastern  and  Southern  p.irts  of 
the  state  and  Southwestern  Miu;iesota 
and  Northwestern  Iowa.  The  ne\T  road 
will  have  its  principal  repair  and  other 
shops  at  Sioux  Falls  and  make  it  the 
basis  for  the  distribution  of  all  the  ma- 
terials to  be  used  in  the  construction  of 
the  first  two  divisions.  The  first  of  this 
active  work  will  be  begun  by  June  i, 
1895."

UNITED  STATES  MARINE  CORPt. 

An  Increase  in  Its  Numbers  Seems  to  be  Much 
Needed. 

Washington,  Oct.  20.— Col.  Charley 
Heywood,  commandant  of  the  United 
States  marine  corps,  in  his  annual  re- 
port asks  for  an  increase  of  the  corps. 
He  says  that  by  keeping  the  number  of 
men  up  to  the  legal  allowance  of  last 
year  the  duty  >vas  performed  with  less 
hardship  to  the  men  and  in  consequence 
the  number  of  desertions  very  material- 
ly decreased. 

The  commandant  is  satisfied  that  de- 
sertions in  the  marine  corps  were  caused 
in  a  large  measure  by  the  hard  work  the 
men  were  called  upon  to  perform.  Last 
year  they  were  able  to  have  two  days  off 
guard,  which  was  a  great  relief  from  the 
seventy  of  the  "day  on  and  off"  to  which 
they  had  been  subjected.  Still,  in  com- 
parison with  the  army,  where  men  are 
never  less  than  five  days  off  guard,  this 
is  hard  duty  and  is  too  much  of  a  tax  on 
the  Dhvsical  energies  of  the  men,  and  to 
produce  even  better  results  there  should 
be  an  increase  in  the  number  at  pri- 
vates. The  demand  increases  everyday 
both  on  shore  and  afloat,  in  view  of  the 
many  new  vessels  which  will  soon  be 
placed  in  commission. 

The  commandant  strongly  recom- 
naends  an  appropiiation  for  barracks  at 
Sitka,  Alaska.  He  speaks  with  pride  of 
the  service  rendered  by  his  corps,  as 
guards  at  the  World's  fair,  and  particu- 
larly in  California  during  the  strike.  He 
encloses  testimonials  from  Brig.  Gen. 
Ruger  and  other  officers  and  says: 

"It  is  most  gratifying  to  me  to  know 
that  the  marines  have  again  proved 
themselves  efficient  and  useful  in  the 
performance  of  any  and  all  duty  that 
may  be  assigned  them,  as  evidenced  by 
this  service,  and  1  am  particularly 
pleased  with  the  work  dore  by  this  fine 
battalion  from  Mare  island,  which  has 
reflected  additional  credit  on  the  corps. 
My  thanks  are  due  and  heartily  tendered' 
to  all  the  officers  and  men  composing  it 
and  especially  to  Ma).  Pope,  whoso  ably 
commanded  it  and  made  possible  by  his 
zeal  and  strict  attention  to  duty  such  ex- 
cellent work."

IS  NOW  IN   EUROPE. 

Trouble  With 


THE  NEW  POSTAGE  STAMPS. 


En- 


They  Are  Not  Creditable  to  the  Bureau  of 
graving  and  Printing. 
•WASHlNGTON.Oct.  2g.— During  the  past 
week  the  first  supply  of  postage  stamps 
printed  at  the  bureau  of  engraving  and 
printing  have  been  placed  on  sale  in 
Washington.  Philatelists  have  been 
comparing  them  with  the  old  issues 
turntd  out  by  private  concerns,  and  the 
comparison  is  anything  but  favorable  to 
the  work  done  by  the  general  govern- 
ment. 

The  new  stamps  are  printed  on  ex- 
ceedingly poor  paper,  from  indistinct 
dies,  and  the  color  is  of  a  sickly  pale  pink 
which  gives  the  face  of  George  Wash- 
ington a  peculiar  appearance  which  sug. 
gests  "the  father  of  his  country"  as  com- 
ing down  with  a  bad  case  of  measles. 
The  work  is  unquestionably  the  poorest 
ever  turned  out  by  the  bureau  of  en- 
graving and  printing,  which  institution 
has  usually  had  the  reputation  of  pro- 
ducing engraving  of  the  first  order  of 
merit.  Altogether  the  experiment  of 
printing  these  stamps  by  the  govern- 
ment has  been  anything  but  saiisfactoiy. 

It  is  not  yet  known  exactly  how  many 
stamps  have  been  stolen,  but  it  is  evi- 
dent that  the  loss  will  foot  up  a  number 
of  thousands  of  dollars  when  the  returns 
are  all  in.  On  top  of  all  this  comes  the 
discovery  that  .the  bureau  is  unable  to 
compete  with  the  outside  houses  in  the 
character  of  the  engraving  or  printing 
from  the  plates,  so  that  thtre  is  likely  to 
be  something  of  a  fuss  stirred  up  in  con- 
gress over  this  matter  again  during  the 
coming  session. 


Whiteman  Said  to    8«  in 
a  Chicago  Bank. 

Another  story  with  A.  f.  Whiteman  as 
the  central  figure  has  come  out.  White- 
min  is  said  to  have  done  up  a  Chicago 
bank  tor  $9300.

He  had  not  and  Whiteman  £at 
down  to  wait  for  him,  A  few  moments 
later  the  telephone  rang  and  an  individu- 
al calling  himself  Mr.  Swift's  secretary 
asked  if  a  man  bearing  the  assumed 
name.  Whiteman  gave  was  there.  Upon 
being  told  yes  he  said  that  the  man 
wished  to  make  a  deposit  and  his  checks 
were  good.  Mr.  Swift,  he  said,  bad  not 
time  to  come  down. 

Whiteman  is  said  to  have  then  de- 
posited a  check  for  $5000  and  drawn  out 
?6oo.  The  next  day  he  deposited  $5000 
more,  drew  $(poo  and  disappeared.  The 
confederate  was  caught  but  Whiteman 
got  away,  if  the  reports  be  true. 

A  week  ago  Saturday  O.  H.  Simonds 
was  in  New  York  with  his  daughter,  who 
sailed  on  the  steamer  Ems  for  Europe. 
As  he  waved  good  bye  to  her  a  man  on 
the  boat  waved  at  him  and  smiled.  It 
was  A.  J.  Whiteman.  Mr.  Simonds  heard 
nothing  of  the  Chicago  affair  until  he 
returned  to  Duluth.  It  is  said  to  have 
been  ascertained  that  no  one  bearing  the 
name  of  Whiteman  sailed  on  the  Ems.

The  Judiciary  Dishonored. 
Whatever  may  be  said  of  the  Ameri- 
can political  system,  one  fact  is  sure,  the 
American  people  will  have  their  judi- 
ciary above  reproach.  Like  CiLbar's 
wife,  it  must  be  above  suspicion.  It  is 
to  the  judiciary  that  the  American  people 
look  for  the  preservation  of  their  rights 
as  guaranteed  by  the  constitution,  and 
so  jealous  were  they  of  these  rights,  that 
they  established  the  judiciary  as  a 
separate  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  gov- 
ernment, so  that  it  might  be  beyond  the 
reach  of  all  executive  or  political  intlu- 
ence.  It  was  intended  to  establish  the 
judiciary  beyond  temptation,  to  place  its 
members  above  sinister  ways  and  social 
influence;  to  establish  one  branch  of 
government  where  the  members  of  that 
department  should  be  placed  upon  their 
sacred  honor  as  men  and  citizens. 

There  has  been  nominated  for  the 
highest  judicial  office  of  the  state  a  man 
who  by  his  acts  as  a  citizen,  lawyer  and 
judge  of  the  district  court  of  Ramsey 
county  has  shown  himself  so  unfit  and 
unworthy  for  the  position  to  which  he 
aspires,  that  it  is  proper  that  the  citizens 
of  the  state  should  be  told  what  manner 
of  man  he  is,  that  they  may  know  him  as 
the  citizens  of  Ramsey  county  know  him, 
and  who  believe  him  to  be  a  dema- 
gogue, a  bigot,  a  traducer  of  the  judi- 
cial ermine,  a  man  who  is  willing  to  trim 
his  religious  opinions  to  fit  his  political 
ambition— in  ihort,  as  pliant  a  knave 
and  subservient  a  tool  as  ever  Jeffreys 
dared  to  be,  though  of  far  less  ability  and 
force  of  character. 

By  a  chain  of  cirumstances  not  neces- 
sary now  to  explain,  in   i8g2  John  W. 
Willis  was  elected  judge  of  the  district 
court  of  Ramsey  county.    No  sooner  had 
he  seated  himself  than  he  began  to  plan 
and    scheme  for  a  posi:ion    on  the  su- 
preme bench.     No  opportunity  was  lost, 
no  means,  however  disreputable,  was  ne- 
glected to  accomplish  this  end.    So  well 
did  his  schemes  and  intrigues  materialize 
that,    though    always    the    most    rabid 
Democrat,  he    was    round    last  summer 
besieging    the    Populist  convention  and 
almost  upon   his   knees  begging  for  the 
nomination  for  chief  justice  of  this  state, 
promising    them    anything   in  sight   for 
such    nomination,  and    when    the  chief 
justicesbip     was     refused,     unabashed 
begged  for  the  nomination  for  associate 
justice,  which  finally  he  received.    Then 
a  month  or  so  later  he  was  seen  before 
the    Democratic    convention,  and    on  a 
plea  of  his  loyalty  to  the  principles  of 
Democracy,  besought   that   convention' 
for  a  similar  nomination. 

Think  of  the  spectacle  of  a  candidate 
for  the  highest  judicial  office  in  the  gift 
of  the  people,  sending  his  trusted  hench- 
men to  a  convention  of  political  enemies 
begging  and  bartering  for  a  nomination, 
and  allowing  his  representative  to  that 
convention  to  give  out  cold  assurance  in 
his  name  that,  in  case  of  his  nomination 
and  election,  his  decisions  will  be  satis- 
factory to  the  political  party  represented 
in  that  convention!  When  before,  m  the 
entire  history  of  the  state  of  Minnesota, 
was  there  a  man  to  be  found  so  lost  to 
the  sense  of  shame,  decency  and  hon- 
esty, that  he  was  willing  to  barter  off  in 
advance  his  decisions  in  that  court,  in 
case  of  election,  for  a  nomination  to  that 
office.' 

Having  succeeded  to  this  dual-headed 
nomination,  he  has  sent  letters  and  em- 
issaries to  every  part  of  the  state,  im- 
portuning the  voters  for  their  votes,  on 
account  of  his  erroneous  decisions  as 
district  judge,  which  the  supreme  court 
promptly  reversed  when  brought  before 
that  court  on  appeal.  Whoever  before 
heard  of  a  Minnesota  judge  becoming  a 
public  charlatan,  and  soliciting  the  sup- 
port of  any  particular  class  of  voters  on 
account  of  his  decisions?  His  duty  is 
to  decide  according  to  the  law,  as  upon 
his  conscience  he  may  be  able  to  see  the 
law,  and  for  doing  this  he  is  entitled  to 
the  respect  of  his  fellow  citizens,  but  he 
has  no  right  to  point  to  such  decisions  as 
the  guide  board  to  the  goal  of  his  politi- 
cal ambition,  especially  if  these  decisions 
reflect  other  considerations  than   a   con- 


scientious interpretation  of  the    law  and 
the  strict  discharge  of  a  public  duty. 

John  W.  Willis  is  the  only  judge  in 
the  state  of  Minnesota  of  whom  it  can  be 
truthfully  said  that  he  has  dishonored 
the  bench  upan  which  he  sits,  and  has 
dragged  the  juaicial  ermine  through  the 
slums  of  ward  politics  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  promoting  his  political  schemes. 
Considered  from  every  point  of  view,  he 
is  the  most  unfit,  unworthy  and  unscrup- 
ulous demagogue  everijominated  for  any 
political  office  in  the  state  of  Minnesota. 
His  nomination  was  an  insult  to  the  in- 
telligence and  decency  of  the  masses  of 
the  political  parties  from  which  he  re- 
ceived his  nomination,  and  his  election 
would  be  an  everlasting  blot  upon  the 
fair  fime  of  the  people  ot  Minnesota. 

The  Republican    candidate    for  asso- 
ciate justice  is  Hon.  L.  W^.   Coliins.Jwho 
has  filled  that  position  for  a  number    of 
years  with  ability,  honesty  and  fairness. 
He  possesses  high  legal  attainments,  and 
his  private  and  public  record  has    been 
above  criticism.     It  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance that  the  high  character  of  the 
supreme  court  should  be    sustained,  and 
this    can  be  done    only    by    re-electing 
Judge  Collins.    The  people  of  the  North- 
ern   portion    of     Minnesota     have     an 
especial  interest  in  his  election,  because 
he  is  the    only  member  of    the  supreme 
court   whose  residence  is  north  of  Min- 
neapolis.   Should    he  be    defeated,    the 
whole    nortnern   portion    of    Minnesota 
would  be    unrepresented  in    the  highest 
court  of  the  state.     Northern    Minnesota 
should  cast  a  solid   vote  for   Judge  Col- 
lins.   The  supreme  court  would  be  dis- 
honored   by    the    presence    of    such    a 
demagogue  as  John  W.  Willis.

The  Next  Congress. 
Estimates  made  by    campaign    mana- 
gers just  before  election  generally    have 
to  be  taken  with  a  little  salt.    In  spite  of 
this  fact,  however,  the    statement    given 
out  by  Vice    Chairman   Apsley,    of    the 
Republican    congressional      committee, 
seems  to  be  a  conservative    and  reason- 
able prognostication  as  to  the  personnel 
of  the  Fifty-third    congress.     He    vigor- 
ously controverts  the  idea  put    forth    by 
the  Democratic  campaign  managers  that 
the  tide  has  turned  and  that  the    claims 
of  the  Republicans  made  ten    days    ago 
are  to  be  considerably  scaled  down.

Mostly  Axiomatic. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

The  word  value,  as  used  in  political 
economy,  is  a  relative  term,  ebuivalent 
to  the  phrase  exchangeable  value  and  in 
this  communication  I  shall  use  it  in  that 
sense.  The  law  of  supply  and  demand 
as  affecting  values  is  of  universal  appli- 
cation. It  applies  to  money  metals  as 
well  as  other  mstals.  Wherever  metal- 
lic money  is  used  as  ultimate  money  of 
redemption,  the  value  of  a  unit  of  money 
as  measured  by  the  price  of  purchase- 
able  things,  will  depend  upon  the  sup- 
ply of  money  metals  and  the  demand  for 
them. 

It  is  an  important  attribute  of  sover- 
eignty to  determine  and  declare  what 
shall  be  clothed  with  the  money  func- 
tion, and  if  it  be  metals,  what  metals  and 
at  what  ratio  they  shall  be  coined.  If 
the  supply  of  money  metals  increases 
faster  than  the  demand,  there  will  be  a 
decrease  in  the  value  and  purchasing 
power  of  money  and  an  increase  in  the 
value  of  commodities  as  measured  in 
money.  Precisely  the  opposite  will  re- 
sult from  the  supply  of  money  metals 
not  keeping  up  with  the  demand  for 
them. 

If  two  metals  are  available  as  money 
metals  and  the  money  quality  of  one  of 
them  is  destroyed  by  legislation— the 
demand  remaining  the  same — to  the  ex- 
tent that  the  supply  of  money  metals  is 
diminished,  the  value  of  the  remaining 
money  metal  will  be  increased,  or  what 
is  saying  the  same  thing  in  a  different 
form,  the  value  of  labor  and  commodi- 
ties as  measured  by  money  will  be  di 
minished. 

In  1873  there  was  a  little  more  in  value 
of  silver  m  the  world's  stock,  than  gold 
The  United  States  then  adopted  sub- 
stantially the  English  gold  monometallic 
monetary  system,  by  depriving  silver  of 
monetary  functions  which  it  had 
possessed  during  practically  the  whole 
life  of  the  republic.  Since  then  the 
leading  nations  of  Europe  have  followed 
the  lead  of  the  United  States,  by  de 
priving  silver  of  its  most  important 
monetary  functions.  As  a  result  of  this 
there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the 
value  of  gold,  amounting  according  to 
the  most  conservative  estimate,  to  50 
per  cent. 

Inevitable  results  of  such  an  increase 
in  the  value  of  money  have  been,  first, 
the  transfer  of  a  vast  amount  of  wealth 
from  debtors  to  creditors,  from  debtor 
communities  to  creditor  communities, 
from  debtor  nations  to  creditor  nations 
Second,  it  has  acted  as  a  deadener  on 
many  wealth-producing,  labor-emoloy  ing 
enterprises.  The  history  of  the"  world  ' 
proves  that  a  steady,  long-continued  in- 
crease in  the  value  of  money  is  always 
accompanied  by  a  diminution  in  wealth- 
producing  enterprises  and  in  the  ad- 
vance of  civilization.  While  money  is 
increasing  in  value  and  everything  else 
decreasing,  men  hold  on  to  money  or 
securities  that  are  gilt-edged  and  sure 
to  bring  the  money.  They  are  very 
chary  about  investing  it  in  plants  or 
commodities  that  are  constantly  dimin- 
ishing in  value.  Third,  in  reducing 
wages  and  throwing  multitudes  of  labor 
ers  out  of  employment. 
C  Under  a  system  like  ours,  .ns  adminis 
tered  by  the  executive  department  of  the 
government,  wherein  every  dollar  of  cur- 
rency, whether  silver  or  paper,  is  con- 
vertible into  gold  coin,  all  values  are 
measured  in  gold  coin,  though  not  a  dol- 
lar in  gold  should  be  in  circulation. 

One  who  loans  money  is  entitled  to  be 
paid  in  money  of  the  same  value,  the 
same  purchasing  power,  as  the  money  he 
loans.  If  he  gets  money  of  less  value, 
he  is  to  that  extent  wronged;  if  of  great- 
er value,  the  debtor  is  to  that  extent 
wronged;  and  if  the  debtor  is  compelled 
to  pay  in  money  of  greater  value,  or 
what  is  saying  the  same  thing  in  another 
form,  in  money  that  it  takes  more  labor 
or  commodities  to  purchase,  to  that  ex- 
tent he  is  the  victim  of  legalized  robbery. 
England  is  a  great  creditor  nation,  the 
United  States  a  great  debtor  nation. 
And  when  she  consented  to  adopt  the 
English  gold  monometallic  monetary  sys- 
tem, she  voluntarily  consented  to  the 
legalized  robbery  of  her  citizens,  to  the 
extent  that  it  takes  more  of  labor  or 
commodities  to  pay  their  debts,  than  it 
would  have  taken  had  she  maintained 
silver  as  a  full  money  metal  within  her 
jurisdiction.  The  fruits  of  this  robbery 
goes  not  to  the  mass  of  the  English 
people,  but  to  the  non-producing,  non- 
labor  employing  drones  of  society. 

Duluth,  like  all  young,  ambitious,  en- 
terprising cities,  is  most  emphatically  a 
debtor  community  and  each  of  us  must 
pay  our  due  proportion  of  the  aggregate 
indebtednesb,  whether  wc  owe  individual 
debts  or  not.  As  to  public  debts  this  is 
patent,  but  it  is  equally  true  of  many 
other  debts.  Who  but  the  patrons  of 
railway  companies,  street  car  companies, 
water  companies  and  so  on,  are  to  pay 
interest  on  their  debts  and  finally  their 
debts  .^  To  a  certain  extent  we  are  thriv- 
ing as  other  cities  are  not,  but  it  is  be- 
cause of  our  marvelous  natural  advan- 
tages; but  for  them  we  should  be  where 
some  of  our  young  sister  Western  cities 
are,  in  a  comatose  condition. 

The  greatest  danger  now  threatening 
the  perpetuity  of  the  Republic  we  all 
love  so  mu.:h  and  for  which  some  of  us 
risked  our  lives  on  bloody  battle  fields, 
comes  from  the  rapidly  increasing  con- 
gestion of  wealth  in  the  hands  of  a  few 
and  nothing  has  facilitated  this  more 
than  our  monetary  legislation  for  the  last 
twentv  years.  I  can  be  witness  of  the 
hardships  of  the  present,  and  share  them, 
brought  upon  us  by  unwise  and  wicked 
monetary  legislation,  with  more  com- 
placency than  I  contemplate  the  final 
outcome  to  the  country,  if  influences  that 
have  dictated  our  monetary  legislation 
for  the  last  twenty  years  and  more,  shall 
continue  to  dictate  it  in  future.

THE  BIG  FOUR'S  ENTERPRISE. 

A   Contract    to  Carry    Flour    From    Duluth 
to  Benton  Harbor. 

An  increased  stream  of  traffic  will  (low 
through  Milwaukee  this  winter  as  a  re- 
sult of  plans  now  being  carried  out  by 
the  Big  Four  Railway  company.  It  is 
{>roposed  to  do  an  all-v/inter  freiglit 
tiusiness,  on  a  large  scale,  between  Mil- 
waukee and  St.  Joseph,  with  a  view  to 
giving  the  Big  Four  a  share  of  the  flour 
business  in  particular  and  lake  and  rail 
traffic  in  general.  No  attempt  will  be 
made  to  maintain  a  winter  line  of  steam- 
ers betvyeen  Chicago  and  St.  Joseph,  but 
the  business  of  the  winter  line  between 
Milwaukee  and  St.  Joseph  will  be 
pushed. 

The  Lake  Superior  line  has  contracted 
to  carry  25,000  barrels  of  flour  before  the 
end  of  the  season  trom  Duluth  to  Benton 
Harbor.  The  llour  from  there  will  be 
sent  South  over  the  Big  Four  railroad 
and  .  after  Lake  Superior  navigation 
closes  the  stream  of  traffic  will  be  direct- 
ed through  Milwaukee.  A  large  ware- 
house has  been  constructed  by  the  Big 
Four  which  has  purchased  all  the  land 
on  the  north  side  of  the  St.  [oscph  river 
between  Benton  Harbor  and  the  Hotel 
S.t.  Joseph.  It  is  stated  that  a  number  of 
slips  will  be  constructed  upon  this  tract 
before  the  opening  of  navigation  next 
spring.

They  were  only  under  way  thirty  min- 
utes when  they  ran  on  a  sand  bar  and 
remained  there  until  next  morning. 
After  passing  South  St.  Paul  they  had  a 
duck  hunt,  using  their  small  skiff,  and 
got  six  nice  mallards,  dining  that  even- 
ing on  biscuits  and  baked  duck.  They 
reached  Hastings  at  2:25  Oct.  10,  and 
left  there  at  4:10  with  a  favorable  wind 
which  enabled  them  to  use  their  sail, 
and  they  made  12  miles  in  two  hours. 
Oct.  1 1  was  uneventful  and  they  floated 
down  the  river  at  a  rapid  rate.  They 
passed  Red  Wing  at  10:15  a.  m.  Oct.  12 
and  reached  Lake  Pepin  at  12:45. 

When  two  miles  down  the  lake  a 
heavy  storm  came  up  and  when  they 
reached  Lake  City  they  were  nearly 
shipwrecked.  The  force  of  the  wind 
broke  the  boat's  anchor  chain  and  drove 
the  boat  on  shore.  A  steam  launch 
came  along  and  pulled  them  ofif  and 
towed  them  around  to  a  place  of  shelter. 
Their  boat  was  full  of  water  and  they 
lost  their  skiff,  but  afterwards  recovered 
it.  After  a  series  of  rather  exciting  and 
some  pleasant  adventuies  they  reached 
La  Crosse  Oct.  17,  and  at  that  point 
their  last  letter  closes.  They  expect  to 
reach  New  Orleans  and  will  probably 
stay  there  all  winter.

The  marine  situation  shows  no  material 
change  today.

He  is 
charged  with  grand  larceny  in  the  sec- 
ond degree  and  the  ground  for  the  case 
is  the  check  passed  upon  W.  S.  Whitten, 
city  ticket  agent  of  the  Eastern  Minae- 
sota. 

Tbe  cases  against  John  H.  Mason  and 
Jennie  Pascoe,  charged  with  attempted 
mdecent  assault,  were  continued  from 
last  term  and  will  come  up  next  week. 
The  case  of  Abe  Finkelstein,  chargea, 
with  grand  larceny  m  the  second  degree 
was  also  continued  from  last  term. 

Other  cases  are  as  follows:  Friderick 
Johnson  and  his  daughter  Mary  John- 
son, incest;  Otto  Miller,  bastardy;  £.

Mrs.  Killian's  grandson, 
20  years. 

Lena  Friedmann,  mother  of  the  dead 
children,  jumped  from  the  third  story 
window.  She  was  badly  crushed  and 
mangled  and  will  die.  The  house  is  a 
5-story  brick  tenement,  the  ground  floor 
being  occupied  by  a  grocery  and  the 
upper  stories  being  arranged  with  front 
and  rear  apartments.  There  were  seven 
families  in  the  house.  The  only  means 
of  exit  for  the  people  was  by  means  of  a 
stairway,  narrow  and  dark,  which  runs 
directly  up  through  the  center  of  the 
building.  On  either  side  of  the  tenement 
are  houses  which  tower  a  story  above 
the  house  which  was  burned.  In  the 
rear  of  the  burned  house  is  a  little  yard 
20  feet  square,  completely  hemmed  in 
by  the  tall  tenements. 

The  fire  was  discovered  at  3  o'clock 
by  passers-by.  When  a  policeman  came 
up  the  door  of  the  tenement  was  opened, 
and  on  the  insiiie  the  fire  glowed  like  a 
torch.  He  could  see  that  the  itairway 
was  being  rapidly  burned  away.  Still 
there  was  not  a  sign  of  life  from  the 
peop!«  m  the  house.  To  enter  the  house 
meant  death.  The  only  hope  for  those 
withm  was  in  arousi/ig  them  by  shouts, 
in  which  the  policeman  was  aided  by 
ihoi,e  who  had  been  attracted  by  the  fire. 
Suddenly  to  the  noise  of  the  Hames  as 
they  burned  away  the  stairway,  there 
was  added  an  awful  cry.  One'  of  the 
tenants  in  the  upper  part  of  the  house 
had  been  aroused  and  stood  at  the  win- 
dow of  the  fifth  floor.  It  was  Mrs.  Eber- 
wein,  who  lived  alone  on  that  floor.  In 
nnother  minute  there  was  not  a  window 
in  the  front  of  the  house  that  did  not 
contain  the  v/ild  and  frightened  face  of 
some  man,  woman  or  child,  each  of  them 
appealing  for  aid.  The  faces  in  the 
windows  were  framed  in  smoke,  which 
poured  forth  in  volumes. 

In  the  absence  of  the  firemen  who  had 
not  yet  arrived,  the  spectators  were 
powerless  to  assist  those  in  the  building, 
further  than  to  remind  them  of  the  fire 
escapes.  By  these  first  one  woman  and 
then  others  of  the  tenants  to  the  number 
of  twenty  reached  the  ground,  descend- 
ing in  the  midst  of  flame  and  smoke,  be- 
fore the  ladder  trucks  arrived.  The 
flames  which  started  in  the  cellar,  did 
scarcely  any  damage  to  the  ground  or 
second  floors,  but  on  the  third  story  they 
spread  over  the  entire  rear  portion. 
There  lived  the  family  of  Nathan  Fried- 
mann, his  wife  Lena  and  his  three 
young  children.  There  were  also  two 
boarders,  Annie  Appleblatt,  22,  and  Lena 
Mitchell,  24. 

Nathan  Friedmann  was  first  aroused 
by  the  smoke  and  noise.  The  room  in 
whice  he,  his  wife  and  baby  slept,  was 
already  filled  with  smoke.  Clutching 
the  baby  in  his  arms,  and  forgetting  all 
else,  he  sprang  to  the  window  and  de- 
scended by  the  fire  escape.  Mrs.  Fried- 
mann too  had  rushed  to  a  window,  but 
not  where  the  fire  escape  was  located. 
The  escape  was  but  2  feet  from  it,  but 
fright  deprived  her  of  her  reason.  Be- 
hind her  were  the  flames,  25  feet  below 
her  was  the  yard.  She  leaped  from  the 
window  and  fell  into  the  rear  basement 
area  and  was  badly  injured.  She  was 
conscious,  however,  and  cried  wildly  for 
her  children  who  were  in  the  burning 
rooms. 

The  fire  was  extinguished  soon  after 
the  hose  had  been  turned  on,  and  al- 
though the  work  of  rescue  was  prose- 
cuted with  zeal  from  the  minute  the  fire- 
men arrived  on  the  scene,  they  were  too 
late.  The  Friedmann  children  and  the 
two  boarders  slept  in  an  inner  apart- 
ment. The  fire  had  not  reached  them, 
but  the  smoke  had  filled  the  room  and 
at  least  three  of  the  occupants  had  suffo- 
cated without  having  awakened  to  their 
peril. 

George  and  Levy  Friedmann  and 
Lena  Mitchell  were  still  in  bed  when 
found,  and  the  peaceful  expression  of 
their  faces  showed  that  they  had  re- 
ceived no  knowledge  of  the  death  that 
came  to  them  so  suddenly.  Annie  Ap- 
pleblatt was  lying  dead  on  the  floor.  Her 
face  was  black.  She  had  her  dress  and 
shoes  on.  Evidently  she  had  been 
aroused  and  had  stopped  to  don  her  clo- 
thing, and  had  died  before  finishing  her 
task. 

On  the  fourth  floor  also  in  the  rear 
were  found  the  remaining  victims  of  the 
fire.  There  Mrs.  Killian,  a  widow  aged 
70  years,  lived  with  her  son,  Jacob,  and 
George  Levy,  her  grandson.  Mrs.  Kil- 
lian and  her  son  were  dead  in  ted.  The 
grandson  was  on  the  floor,  half  way  to 
the  rear  window.  Mrs.  Friedmann  was 
taken  to  the  hospital.  It  was  thought 
she  could  live  but  a  short  time.  The 
damage  to  the  house  will  not  exceed 
$2000. 


EX-PREMIER  MERCIER  DEAD. 

A  Prominent  Frcnch-Car.adian  Leader  Died  at 
Montreal  Today. 

MONTRK.M.,  Oct.  3o.-Ex-Premier 
Mercier  died  at  9:10  this  morning.  The 
family  of  the  ex-premier  came  to  Canada 
from  France.  His  father,  J.  B.  E.  Mer- 
cier, was  a  farmer  at  St.  Athenaise. 
Here  Honore  was  born  Oct.  15,  1840.  He' 
was  educated  at  the  Jesuit  college  of  St. 
Mary's  at  Montreal  and  was  called  to 
the  bar  of  Quebec  in  1867.  From  1S62 
to  '64  he  was  editor  of  Le  Courier  de  St, 
Hyacinthe,  a  strong  Conservative  sheet. 
In  1864  when  confederation  was  first 
discussed  he  condemned  the  project  and 
left  the  editorial  chair  of  the  Courier. 
From  that  moment  he  was  ranked  with 
the  Liberal  party,  and  as  such  was  elect- 
ed to  the  Dominion  house  of  commons 
for  Rouville  in  1^7 '.  In  1874  he  resigned 
his  seat  in  the  commons.  Four  years 
later  he  contested  St.  Hyacinthe  as  a 
Liberal  candidate  for  llie  Quebec  legis- 
lature. He  was  elected  ana  subsequent- 
ly called  to  the  ministry  as  solicitor  gen- 
eral in  the  Joly  administration. 

The  Joly  government  fdl  soon  after, 
whereupon  Mr.  Mercier  succeeded  Mr.' 
Joly  as  the  leader  of  the  local  Liberal 
party.  In  1886  there  was  a  revulsion  of 
feeling  among  the  French  Canadians  due 
to  the  Northwest  troubles  which  had  re- 
sulted in  the  execution  of  Louis  Riel, 
and  on  this  cry  Mercier  succeeded  in 
carrying  the  province  in  the  elections  of 
1887,  upon  which  he  was  commissioned 
to  form  a  ministry. 

He  remained  in  office  holding  the 
portfolio  of  attorney  general  until  Dec- 
ember, 1891.  when  he  was  dismissed  Dy 
the  lieutenant  governor  of  the  province 
as  a  result  of  an  investigation  by  a  royal 
commission  on  what  became  known  as 
the  Bale  des  Cbaleurs  scandal.  Jn  the 
ensuing  elections  his  party  was  annihil- 
ated,and  although  he  himself  wasreturned 
for  the  county  of  Bonaventure,  since  that 
rnoment  he  ceased  to  be  a  factor  in 
Canadian  politics.

He  will  begin  prosecu- 
tions immediately  under  existing  laws, 
and  if  they  prove  inefifective  the  cham- 
ber of  commerce  will  have  a  special  act 
passed  at  the  next  general  assembly  that 
will  reach  the  blind  pools.

"Four  Hundred"  Shocked  at  the  Idea 
of  Receiving  a  Former  Host- 
ler in  Society. 


New  York,  Oct.  30.— The  people  of 
the  pretty  town  of  Ridgewood,  N.  J.,  for 
the  past  two  months  have  been  having  a 
better  time  gossiping  than  they  have  had 
for  the  better  part  of  a  decade  and  all  on 
account  of  a  young  Englishman  named 
John  West  who,  after  being  hostler  at 
the  Herbert  house  for  two  years,  an- 
nounced that  he  had  fallen  heir  to  $12$,- 
030  and    that  he    was    going  to    stay  in 

Ridgewood  and  invest  it  in  real  estate. 

The  "400"  of  the  place  felt  themselves 

in  a  pretty  state  when  this  announcement 

was    made.     What    were    they    to  do? 

Could  they    receive    with    open    arms  a 

youth  who   for   two   years   had  cleaned 

horses  at  the  inn?  Yet  the  fact  remained 

that    he     had    $135,000   in    cash,      and 

apparently    to    prove   that    he  had,    he 

proceeded  to  buy  a  $1400  tandem    team, 

and  let  a  contract  for  a  $15,000  house  to 

be  built  on  one  of  the    most    fashionable 

streets.     But  to  counteract  that  again,  it 

was  rumored  that  he  was  engaged  to  one 

of  the  waitresses  of  the    hotel    and    was 

going  to  marry  her. 

Mr.  West  was  found  at  the  Herbert 
house  where  he  was  waiting  for  his 
coachman  to  bring  around  a  new  horse 
he  had  bought  and  which  he  was  going 
to  tr>'.

OPERATED  IN  GREEN  GOODS. 

A  Woman  Arrested.  But  Claims  She  is  En- 
tirely Innocent. 
New  York,  Oct.  30.— A  stylishly 
dressed,  intelligent  looking  young 
woman,  about  27  years  old,  was  arraigned 
in  the  Yorkville  police  court,  charged 
with  operating  in  green  goods  and  using 
the  mails  for  that  purpose. 

No  evidence  was  taken  before  the  po- 
lice court,  Justice  Meade  committing  the 
woman  directly  into  the  custody  of 
United  States  Commissioner  Shields. 
There  was  an  evident  purpose  to  keep 
the  particulars  of  the  case  quiet,  and  the 
defendant  was  hurried  off  with  all  pos- 
sible haste. 

The  prisoner's  name,  as  it  appears  on 
the  records  of  the  Yorkville  court,  is 
Annie  Leslie,  of  No.  2269  Seventh  ave- 
nue. It  was  learned  that  Capt.  Gal- 
lagher, some  time  ago,  received  a  letter 
from  a  man  in  Illinois  enclosing  a  green 
goods  circular  of  the  regulation  char- 
acter. This  circular  requested  that  cor- 
respondence should  be  addressed  to  290 
Third  avenue.  New  York. 

Capt.  Gallagher  found  that  290  Third 
avenue  is  a  coal  and  wood  office  at  which 
letter  boxes  are  rented.  A  policeman 
watched  the  place,  and  when  Miss 
Leslie  called  for  her  mail,  he  arrested 
her.  She  declared  emphatically  that 
she  had  never  known  what  the  letters 
were  and  that  she  was  simply  acting  for 
a  man  who  employed  her. 

She  then  went  on  to  explain  that  about 
three  months  ago  she  answered  an  ad- 
vertisement in  a  morning  newspaper  and 
engaged  to  work  for  a  man  named  Snow, 
addressing  envelopes.  He  would  meet 
her  at  the  coal  office  or  other  points  and 
give  her  a  lot  ot  plain  envelopes  and  a 
list  of  addresses;  she  would  transfer  the 
addresses  to  the  envelopes  and  return 
them  to  him. 

Mr.  Snow  asked  her  if  she  would  get 
his  evening  mail  and  she  agreed  to  do 
so.  She  disclaimed  all  knowledge  of  her 
employer's  home  address  or  where  he 
could  be  found,  and  the  police,  while 
convinced  that  the  couple  were  acting  in 
consort,  were  unable  to  apprehend  the 
man.

New  York,  Oct.  30.— Jack  Skelly.  the 
lightweight  pugilist,  is  at  his  home  in 
Williamsburg  with  several  stab  wounds 
in  the  back  of  his  neck  inflicted  with 
forks  wielded,  he  says,  by  Tommy  Creed, 
also  a  lightweight  pugilist,  who  used  to 
be  instructor  at  the  Brooklyn  Athletic 
club,  and  George  Maloney  who  occasion- 
ally appeared  in  Williamsburg  as  a 
boxer. 

Skelly  was  stabbed  on  Oct.  18.  He 
did  not  intend  to  siy  anything  about  the 
matter,  but  his  physician,  Dr.  Francis 
M.  Burke,  fearing  that  Skelly  might  die 
from  blood  poisoning,  notified  the  police 
and  warrants  were  issued  for  the  arrest 
of  Creed  and  Maloney,  Maloney  was 
arrested  at  his  home  in  North  First 
street,  Williamsburg,  but  Creed  could 
not  be  found. 

Skelly  went  to  Newton.  L.  I.,  to  see  a 
finish  fight.  Creed  and  Maloney  attend- 
ed the  fight.  They  all  returned  together 
to  James  Browne's  saloon,  cornerof  Bed- 
ford avenue  and  Grand  street,  Brooklyn, 
and  after  drinking  freely  Creed  declared 
that  he  could  whip  any  120-pound  man  in 
the  world. 

That  led  to  a  quarrel,  which  was  sub- 
sequently renewed  outside  of  Frederick 
Birk's  restaurant.  No.  192  Grand  street, 
and  there  they  engaged  in  a  rough  and 
tumble  fight.  Creed  went  down  with 
Skelly  onr  top  of  him,  and  he  now  says 
that  while  they  were  down  Maloney 
kicked  him,  and  both  Creed  and  Ma- 
loney jabbed  him  in  the  back  of  the  neck 
with  forks  which  they  had  taken  from 
the  free  lunch  counter  in  Browne's 
place. 

Maloney  was  arraigned  belore  Justice 
Walsh  in  the  Adams  street  police  court 
and  was  held  for  examination  on  Friday 
next.  He  denied  that  he  used  a  fork 
while  fighting  with  Skelly.

Lively  War  in  Passenger  Rates  by  the  Ten- 
nessee Roads. 

Memphis,  Oct.  33.— The  railroads 
composing  the  Memphis  Passenger  as- 
sociation are  cutting  rates  in  a  style  that 
brings  joy  to  the  public  and  grief  to  the 
stockholders.  Tickets  from  Memphis  to 
St.  Louis  and  Chicago  took  another 
downward  shoot  toaav  and  the  drop  puts 
the  tickets  on  the  market  at  $6  to  St. 
Louis  and  §13.50  to  Chicago. 

The  cause  ot  the  war  between  the 
Chesapeake,  Ohio  &  Southwestern  and 
the  Iron  Mountain  roads,  into  which  the 
Tennessee  Midland  and  the  Louisville  ^: 
Nashville  have  been  drawn,  was  given 
in  the  Associated  Press  dispatches 
Saturday.

MUST  KEEP  THE   CONTRACT. 

A  Democratic  Paper  Leased  Editorial  Space  to 
the  Republicans. 

Omaha,  Oct.  30— In  the  district  court 
today  the  Daily  World-Herald,  Demo- 
cratic organ,  was  enjoined  from  abrogat- 
ing a  contract  made  several  days  ago  by 
which  the  Republican  state  central  com- 
mittee leased  for  the  remainder  of  the 
campaign  two  columns  on  its  editorial 
page  over  which  it  was  to  have  complete 
control.  A  line  appeared  over  the  space 
indicating  that  it  had  been  sold  to  the 
Republicans.

Oct.  30.— E.  F.  Taliey, 
editor  of  the  People's  Advocate,  a.  Popu- 
list newspaper  issued  at  this  place,  was 
arrested  yesterday  afternoon  on  the 
charge  of  sedition  growing  out  of  the 
publication  of  an  article  in  the  last  issue 
of  that  paper.  The  article  in  question  is 
as  follows: 

"After  considering  the  matter,  it  has 
been  determined  to  hold  a  mass  meeting 
which  all  honest  people  are  invited  to 
attend,  in  the  court  house  next  Saturday, 
Nov.  3.  al  I  p.  m.  The  object  of  this 
meeting  is  to  give  expiession  to  the 
determination  now  formed  in  the  minds 
and  hearts  of  the  people  to  die  rather 
than  submit  to  anything  but  a  fair  elec- 
tion on  Tuesday,  Nov.  6.  That  they 
have  all  come  to  this  conclusion,  it  does 
not  requite  much  time  or  conversation 
to  demonstrate. 

"To  submit  to  such  glaring  frauds  as 
were  practiced  in  the  August  election  is 
to  surrender  all  manhood  andpatnotism, 
and  this  the  honest  people  of  old  Lauder- 
dale are  not  yet  ready  to  do,  and  before 
they  will  do  it  they  will  soak  the  sod 
with  their  blood.  Every  honest  man 
who  desires  a  fair  and  honest  election  is 
earnestly  urged  to  quit  his  daily  avoca- 
tion and  come  on  that  day  and  show  that 
he  is  at  least  on  the  side  of  justice  and 
right.    Come  everybody." 

Editor  Taliey  was  arraigned  before  a 
magistrate,  waived  a  preliminary  exami- 
nation and  was  admitted  to  bail  under  a 
S2500  bond.  The  law  under  which  he 
was  arrested  is  a  section  in  ihe  revised 
statutes  prohibiting  the  calling  of  meet- 
irgs  or  mobs  together  for  the  purpose  of 
inciting  a  riot.  Taliey  has  frequently 
been  in  trouble  on  account  of  bii;  fiery 
utterances  and  was  recently  found  guilt> 
of  libel  and  compelled  to  pay  $1000 
damages.

The  Penny  Press  of  Minneapolis  yes- 
terday figured  out  the  election  of  S.  M.

It  claims  to  have  made  a  careful 
estimate  of  the  prospective  vote  of  the 
various  counties.  The  aggregate  vote  is 
placed  at  252,788,  against  255.222  in  1892 
and  240,493  in  1890.  Gen.  Becker's  vote 
is  left  at  the  claim  of  bis  committee  at 
51,000.  Owen's  vote  is  figured  to  be 
97.065,  while  Nelson's  is  placed  at  92  613 
This  would  give  Owen  a  plurality  of 
5342. 

An  analysis  of  the  claims  made  for 
Owen  by  the  Penny  Press  shows  that 
they  rest  upon  a  very  slim  foundation. 
In  order  to  figure  out  a  plurality  for  him, 
the  Minneapolis  paper  claims  that  he 
will  carry  the  following  counties:

Aid.  Harwood  Becomes  Angered  Over  Some 

Recommendations    Made    by    Chief 

Black  of  the  Fire  Department. 


The  council  meeting  last    night  had 
sort  of  a  curtain  raiser  in  the  shape  of 
rather      vigorous    skirmish      by    W, 
Holme?.  F.  C.  Dennett.  M.  O.   Hall.   H. 
H.  Phelps    and  others,    who  were    seen 
hustling  about  the  chamber  and  handinj; 
a  mysterious  legal    looking  piece  of  pa- 
per from    one  to  the    other,  and    every 
once  in  a  while  somebcnly    would  sign  a 
name    and    Dennett   would,    as    notary 
public,    take    an   acknowledgement.     It 
did  not   seem    to  bother    them    whether 
they  were  inside  or  outside  of   the  cham- 
ber rail,  on  the  ground  floor  or  stairways. 
The  reason  ot  all  this  hurrying  about 
became  apparent  when,  after  the   coun- 
cil     meeting      was     called      and      the 
proceedings    were    all    under    way    the 
city    clerk    read    a    propoiition    from 
John  Cline.  who  oflfered  to  duplicate  the 
present  water   plant   for    j;  i  ,400,000,  and 
the  present  gas    plant  for  §250,000  addi- 
tional, aud  to  have  both  in  complete  and 
running  order  in  every  part   of    the   city 
by   Nov.    I,  i8g6.    The    document    was 
acknowledged  before  F.  C.  Dennett,  and 
W.  J.  Holmes  appeared  as   surety  on    it 
for  $50,000,  T.  C  Himebaugh  for  5^50,000 
and    H.    H.    Phelps    for    S20.000.      The 
proposition  was  referred  to   the    finance 
committee. 

The  various,  city  banks  sent  in  their 
requests  to  be  appointed  depositories  of 
city  funds,  ofifering  to  pay  j  per  cent,  on 
daily  balances  until  May  1,  when  they 
trusted  the  charter  would  be  revised  so 
as  to  make  the  rate  asked  2  per  cent.  On 
motion  the  following  banks  were 
designated  as  depositories  and 
required         to  furnish         a         bond 

of  $50,000  each:  Marine  National, 
First  National,  National  Bank  of  Com- 
merce, American  Exchange  and  Se- 
curity. An  effort  was  made  to  include 
the  State  bank  in  the  list,  but  Alderman 
Lerch,  who  made  the  motion,  withdrew 
it  at  the  request  of  M.  O.  HalJ,  who  was 
present  inside  the  council  rail  in  earnest 
conversation  with  City  Attorney  Morns. 
The  City  band  sent  in  a  petition  to  the 
council  asking  that  some  financial  aid  be 
e-xtended  to  the  band,  which  needed  an 
appropriation  of  $545  for  the  purchase  of 
new  instruments  ana  music  and  the  pay 
ment  of  toom  rent.     Referred. 

The  Lakeside  Street  Railway  com- 
pany and  a  number  ot  residents  of  Lake- 
side petitioned  the  council  to 
allow  the  removal  of  the  line 
of  road  to  Jefferson  street  on 
account  of  the  easier  grades  and  the  on- 
coming of  street  improvements  along  the 
present  route  which  would  interfere  with 
the  service.  The  petition  was  referred. 
Alderman  Harwood's  Eloquence. 
About  this  time  Alderman  Harwood 
was  seen  twisting  about  uneasily  in  his 
chair,  apd  as  soon  as  a  resolution  was  in- 
troduced endorsing  the  recommendations 
of  Chief  Engineer  Black  to  the  lire  com- 
missioners, and  after  Alderman  Trevil- 
lion  spoke  against  the  proposed  resolu- 
tion he  sprang  up,  and  with  a  tlourish  of 
his  arms  said: 

"-Mr.  Chairman:  Who's  this  'ere  Black 
anyway?  We  don't  know  anything  about 
him.  The  first  thing  'e  does  is  to  cut 
salaries,  an'  I'm  against  it  for  all  time. 
We're  'ere  to  know  what  he's  a  doin'  of. 
We're  a  nonenitv.  We're  an  automaton. 
We  touch  the  button  an'  it  shall  come." 
After  this  burst  of  stirring  eloquence 
the  council  was  temporarily  paralyzed 
and  the  resolution  of  approval  was  lost 
by  a  vote  of  8  to  7.  It  was  later  on  re- 
considered and  carried  by  a  vote  of  14  to 
2,  after  an  address  by  Alderman  Evens, 
who  said:  "The  state  of  our  fire  depart- 
ment for  the  past  three  years  has  been 
the  subject  of  much  unfavorable  com- 
ment, and  now  that  an  opportunity  pre- 
sents itself  to  improve  the  efficiency  of 
that  most  important  branch  of  public 
service,  I'm  heartily  in  favor  of  doing  so. 
This  council  is  pledged  to  economy;  the 
police  force  has  already  been  cut  in  sal- 
aries and  the  firemen  should  stand  a  lit- 
tle of  the  same  medicine.  Thenewchief 
comes  with  a  good  record  and  the  confi- 
dence of  every  cool  headed  thinker  and 
I  don't  believe  in  attempting  to  put  any 
stumbling  block  in  his  way,  particularly 
at  the  very  outset  of  his  career. 
Let  us  give  him  a  tair  chance,  si.x 
months  or  more  and  see  what  he 
can  accomplish.  Don't  tie  his  hands  at 
the  start.  Give  him  a  chance  and  our 
united  support  and  then,  if  he  fails,  why 
we  can  apply  the  remedy."  Aldermen 
Hale  and  Patterson  spoke  in  about  the 
same  strain. 

Canvassing  the  Vote. 
The  canvass  of  the  election  returns 
was  proceeded  with.  Clerk  Richardson 
reading  them  off  in  twenty-two  minutes 
and  the  tellers  veiifving  them  by  careful 
revision  in  about  fifteen  minutes  more. 
The  officiil  count  showed  the  following 
totals:

Eighth  proposition— 381  votes  for,  anci 
2733  against.     Majority  against,  2352. 

Ninth  proposition— 32S  votes  for,  and 
2806  against.     Majority  against,  2478. 

Tenth  proposition— 2235  votes  for,  and 
1306  against.     Majority  lor,  qh). 

Total  number  ot  votes  cast,  4414. 

The  council  then  declared  propositions 
1,  3.  and  10  carried  and  the  others  lost. 

Alderman  H?le  introduced  an  ordi-  1 
nance  authorizing  the  council  to  issue 
$5(34,000  in  4  per  cent  bonds,  to  run  twenty 
years,  of  Sioooeach,  the  principal  and  in- 
terest to  be  paid  in  gold  at 
the  American  Exchange  'bank  in 
New  York,  and  that  proposals 
for  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  said  ex- 
tension bonds  be  advertised  in  The  Du- 
luth  Evening  Herald,  the  St.  Paul  Globe, 
the  Financial  News  and  a  couple  of 
other  Eastern  papers.  The  bonds  are 
to  be  paid  over  to  the  purchasers  in  two 
mstaliments— §2(;4,cc)3  in  thirtv  days 
after  purchase  and  S300.000  on  Jan.  15, 
l8g5.  The  ordinance  look  its  lirst  read- 
ing and  was  referred. 

Street  Peddlers'  Ordinance. 
Alderman  Patterson  next  introduced 
two  ordinances,  which  were  read  and  re- 
ferred. One  was  to  prohibit  street  ped- 
dlers from  remaining  at  any  one  place 
on  Superior  street  while  disposing  of 
their  wares  between  Second  avenue  east 
and  Sixth  avenue  west  more  than  ten 
minutes.  The  other  was  relative  to  the 
speed  of  street  cars,  fixing  the  maximum 
rate  of  speed  at  12  miles  an  hour  in  all 
parts  of  the  city  except  between  Fitth 
avenue  west  and  Eighth  avenue  east, 
where  the  limit  of  speed  was  fixed  at  8 
miles. 

Alderman  Mitchell  introduced  an 
amendment  to  the  ordinance  governing 
the  erection  of  telegraph,  telephone  and 
electric  light  poles,  which  was  read  and 
referred. 

Alderman  Cox  was  credited  with  being 
the  father  of  the  next  ordmance,  but  said 
he  did  not  know  anything  about  it    and 
his  name  muit  have  got  on  it  bv  mistake. 
However,  as  the  ordinance  was  urgently 
needed  and    was  one  of    justice    toward 
resident  merchants  he  was    willing    an(l 
anxious  to  be  considered  its   parent  and 
he  was  thankful  to  the    gentleman    who 
had  placed  bis  name  at   the  head.    The 
ordinance  related   to    dealers    in    bank- 
rupt stocks,  fire  sales,  water  sales,    etc., 
of  Itinerant  dealers  who  come    in    for    a 
short  time  and  do  considerable  haim   to 
established  houses  byjunderselling  them 
and  furnishing   cheap   and   undersirable 
goods  to  their  misguided   patrons.    The 
ordinance  provided  for  a  license    fee    of 
S500  per  ye\T,  $,y.o    for    six    months    or 
$50  per  day.     It  was  read  and   referred. 
Alderman  French    introduced  a    reso- 
lution supplanting  the  recent  tax  levy  by 
fixing  the  levy  for  the  different  funis  as 
follows:     General  fund,  §159,447;  fire  de- 
partment,     §119,585;     bonded    interest, 
*75-737:  sinking    fund,    $19,931;    library 
funJ,  §11,959. 

There  was  the  usual  grist  of  estimates, 
communications  from  the  board  of  pub- 
lic works,  sidewalk,  gutter  and  grad- 
ing petitions,  etc.,  and  the  council  ad- 
journed.

An  Unknown  Man  Tried  to  Murder  Three  Peo- 
ple in  Michigan. 

Dktroit,  Mich.,  Oct.  30,— A  special 
to  the  News  from  ColumbiaviUe,  Mich., 
says:  At  3  o'clock  this  morning  an  un- 
known man  broke  into  Fred  Skinner's 
house  3  miles  from  here  and  attempted 
to  murder  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Skinner  and  the 
latter's  mother,  Mrs.  Standley. 

The  man  entered  the  house  through 
the  cellar,  went  first  to  Mr«,  Standley's 
room  and  struck  her  with  a  hammer, 
crushing  her  skull.

THE  CZAR   MUCH  WORSE 


as  tbey  were 
burning  when  the  Northern  Pacihc  men 
got  to  the  scene  and  they  could  not  have 
been  lighted  after  the  accident,  as  the 
bridge-tender  was  on  the  other  side  of 
the  open  draw.  One  of  the  men  on  the 
train  which  went  through  the  draw  says 
that  the  lights  were  not  burning. 

The  train  was  going  at  a  rate  of  only  2 
miles  an  hour,  so  the  engineer,  after  re- 
versing his  engine,  had  time  to  jump 
with  the  fireman  and  switching  crew  and 
make  his  escape.  It  was  too  late  when 
the  open  draw  was  discovered,  however, 
to  stop  the  engine,  and  it  went  into  the 
waters  of  the  river  with  the  tender  and 
two  cars  of  coal. 

The  wreck  is  still  in  the  channel  and 
tills  it  up  so  that  no  boats  may  pass  on 
that  side  until  it  is  cleared  out.  The 
channel  on  the  other  side  is  open,  so 
navigation  will  not  be  entirely  obstruct- 
ed. General  Manager  Farrington,  of  the 
Eastern  Minnesota,  went  over  shortly 
before  noon  to  investigate  the  accident 
and  determine  what  may  be  done.  En- 
gineer Doyle  was  in  charge. 

It  will  probably  be  necessary  to  raise 
the  train  from  a  scow,  and  it  will  be  a 
heavy  task.  It  will  be  done  as  soon  as 
possible.  Just  where  the  blame  lies  can- 
not be  determined  until  the  matter  has 
been  thoroughly  investigated,  but  at 
present  it  looks  as  though  the  engineer 
was  responsible.  The  draw  was  not 
harmed  at  all,  and  is  working  as  usual.

St.  Paul,  Oct.  30.— Governor  Nelson 
has  transmitted  to  State  Auditor  Bier- 
mann  the  deeds  to  the  Great  Northern 
Railroad  company  for  271,565  acres  of 
swamp  land,  the  amount  due  the  com- 
pany under  the  old  grant  to  the  Minne- 
apolis &  St.  Cloud  company,  the  origi- 
nal road  out  of  which  the  present  Great 
Northern  system  has  grown.  The  grant 
was  made  under  chapter  3,  special  laws 
of  1S65  and  consisted  of  odd  numbered 
sections  in  the  counties  through  or  into 
which  the  road  should  be  constructed, 
not  exceeding  four  sections  per  mile, 
and  providing  that  in  case  of  deficiencies 
in  any  of  the  counties  through  which 
the  road  should  run,  the  company  was 
authorized  to  select  land  districts 
through  or  into  which  the  road  sbAuld 
pass,  lying  within  odd  numbered  sec- 
tions. 

In  i86g  the  law  was  so  amended  as  to 
allow  the  company  a  grant  of  swamp 
lands  belonging  to  or  that  may  hereafter 
belong  to  the  state  of  Minnesota  not 
otherwise  granted,  equal  to  ten  full  sec- 
tions for  each  mile  of  said  road,  pro- 
vided that  this  grant  shall  not  affect  or 
prejudice  the  rights  of  any  railroad  com- 
pany, any  asylam.  charitable  institution 
or  school  to  lands  heretofore  granted.  It 
was  further  provided  that  whenever  ten 
miles  of  the  road  should  be  completed 
the  governor  .should  execute  to  the  com- 
pany a  deed  for  the  <|uota  due  for  that 
portion  of  the  road. 

A  decision  of  the  supreme  court  later 
affirmed  the  right  of  the  state  to  make 
selections  of  swamp  lands  tor  the  rail- 
road companies.  At  the  last  session  of 
the  legislature  a  law  was  passed  requir- 
ing railroad  companies  to  whom  land 
had  been  granted  to  make  their  selec- 
tious  withia  two  years.  It  was  owing  to 
this  law  that  the  matter  came  up  now. 

The  state  auditor  has  been  busy  for  a 
long  time  selecting  the  lands  and  mak- 
ing out  the  deeds,  and  alter  completing 
them  transmitted  them  to  the  governor 
for  his  signature  Sept.  26.  The  governor 
referred  the  matter  to  the  attorney  gen- 
eral with  a  request  that  he  make  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  law  and  re- 
turn him  an  opinion  at  an  early  day. 
The  attorney  general  finds  that  the  com- 
paiiy  is  entitled  to  273,565.94  acres, 
which  leaves  2000  acres  to  the  company's 
credit  after  the  deeds  have  been  trans- 
mitted. 

Was  Accidentally  Shot. 

Devils  Lake,  N.  D.,  Oct,  30.— George 
Staeser,  aged  12,  and  his  brother  Albert, 
aged  15,  went  bunting  Sunday.  While 
on  their  way  home  their  gun  caught  in 
some  way  in  the  slats  of  their  road  cart 
and  was  discharged,  killing  George  in- 
stantly. Albert  drove  home  with  his 
dead  brother  still  sitting  on  the  seat.  He 
went  where  his  father  was,  told  him  that 
George  was  dead  and  in  sheer  fright  hid 
himself  for  several  hours.  The  boys 
were  the  children  of  Louis  Staeser,  a 
farmer  living  near  Grand  Harbor. 

Was  Tired  of  Life. 

Kenvon,  Minn ,  Oct.  30.— Henry 
Weiby,  a  laborer,  unmarried  and  32 
years  old,  committed  suicide  yesterday 
by  hanging  in  a  warehouse.  Weiby  was 
an  active  member  of  the  Methodist 
church  and  had  many  friends.  He  had 
been  despondent  of  late  because  he 
could  not  find  employment. 

Took  Carbolic  Acid. 

Crookston,  Minn  ,  Oct.  30.— A  man 
named  Harry  Dugan,  formerly  from  St. 
Paul,  committed  suicide  at  the  Cleveland 
house  last  night.  He  drank  an  ounce  of 
carbolic  acid.  The  cause  was  despond- 
ency. 

An  Elevator  Burned. 

St.  Paul.  Oct.  30.— A  special  to  the 
Dispatch  from  Red  Wing,  Minn.,  says:

He  made  the  royal 
and  ancient  game 
popular  in  Eng- 
land, and  our  Am- 
glomaniai)  a 
promptly  import- 
ed it.  Mr.  Balfcoir 
is  this  year  cap- 
tain of  the  Royal 
and  Ancient  Golf 
club  of  St.  An- 
drews, the  most 
famous  organl:ta- 
tlon  devoted  to  iho 
sport  in  the  world. 
The  club  rules  and 
rulings  are  accept- 
od  everywhere, 
just  as  the  rules 
of  the  National 
League  govi  rn 
baseball  in  Anuri 
ca.  When  the 
lusty  Scotchmen 
began  to  play  golf 
A.  J.  BALFOUR.  at  St.  Andrews  is 

not  known,  but  the  sport  was  so  popular 
there  in  the  fifteenth  century  that  it  was 
prohibited  by  act  of  parliament  in  ortler 
that  the  inhabitants  might  have  more 
time  for  archery  practice.

Electric  light  racing,  which  has  ju4t 
been  instituted  near  New  York,  is  so  well 
established  in  the  west  that  no  comment 
is  causeil  when  so  prominent  a  horse  as  Dr. 
Rice,  the  winner  of  the  Brooklyn  Hand- 
icap, is  entered  for  ono  of  the  niglit 
events.  The  system  of  lighting  the  tracks 
is  BO  complete  that  the  race  is  entirely  in 
view  all  the  way  around  the  course.  Be- 
sides bunches  of  incandescent  electric 
lights,  which  iiang  directly  over  the  track 
at  intervals  of  20  or  30  feet,  the  corners  or 
turns  arc  additionally  illuminated  by  pov;- 
erful  searchlights  trained  uiwn  these  8por,s 
from  the  roof  of  the  clubliouse.  The  spo3?t 
is  run  entirely  in  the  interests  of  the  Iraolj- 
makcrs  and  poolrooms,  and  the  betting 
inclosuros  are  the  most  comfortable  and 
spacious  sections  of  the  grounds.  The 
races  aro  sometimes  run  in  a  driving  rain- 
storm, but  the  racegoers  are  thoroughly 
protected  by  glass  inclosed  stands.  Thor- 
oughbred horses  racing  at  a  late  hour  of 
the  night  to  music  and  with  the  rain 
drenching  the  electric  light  wires  is  h 
spectacle  that  Europeans  would  regard  fis 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  developmoniB 
of  sport  in  America.  Tlie  latest  proposi- 
tion in  tlio  west  is  to  construct  a  building 
completely  inclosing  a  quarter  mile  track, 
so  as  to  have  racing  at  night  throughout 
the  entire  winter.

CIA  OEFHTED 


The  Chinese  Forces  Have  Been  Defeated  at 

Chin  Lien  Cheng  and  Retreated 

to  Moukden. 


Another   Important  Victory  Gained  by  the 

Japanese  by  Taking  O.ie  Fort 

at  Port  Arthur. 


The  Place  Strongly  Fortified  by  Land  and 

Sea  and  a  Long  Siege  Seems 

Probable. 


There  Are  Indications  the  Japanese  Intend  to 
Carry  on  the  Campaign   Dur- 
ing the  Winter. 


Washington,  Oct.  30.— Two  import- 
ant and  significant  Japanese  victories 
are  recorded  by  United  States  Minister 
Denby  in  a  cable  to  the  state  depart- 
ment from  Pekin  today.  He  says  that 
the  Chinese  forces  have  been  defeated  at 
Chin  Lien  Cheng  and  have  retreated  to 
Moukden;  also  he  reports  that  the  Japan- 
ese have  taken  one  of  the  Chinese  forts 
at  Port  Arthur. 

The  scene  of  the  first  engagement  is 
just  .;icross  the  Yalu  river  in  Manchuria 
and  it  marks  the  first  real  aggressive 
movement  by  the  Japanese  on  Chinese 
soil,  for  it  is  believed  here  that  the  pre- 
ceding movements  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Yalu  river  by  the  Japanese  have 
been  in  the  nature  of  skirmishes  to  de- 
velop the  real  strength  of  the  Chinese 
forces.  This  having  been  done,  the 
Japanese  are  supposed  to  have  formally 
entered  upon  ihe  campaign,  with  Mouk- 
den. the  Manchurian  capital,  as  the  ob- 
jective point. 

Unless  they  are  fully  prepared  to  make 
this  a  winter  campaign,  something  here- 
tofore unknown  in  Eastern  warfare,  they 
will  ha  obliged  to  force  the  fighting  and 
move  with  great  speed  as  fifteen  days  re- 
main before  cold  weather  comes.  In  the 
neighborhood  of  Port  Arthur,  where  the 
second  Japanese  success  is  reported,  the 
winter  climate  is  not  so  severe  and  oper- 
ations may  be  maintained  until' much 
later  in  the  season,  particularly  in  view 
cf  the  excellent  base  of  supplies  afforded 
for  the  Japanese  troops  in  the  presence 
of  their  own  war  vessels  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, keeping  open  free  lines  of  com- 
munication wiih  Corea  and  Japanese 
supply  ports. 

It  IS  believed  here  that  notwithstand- 
ing the  taking  of  a  Chinese  fort  by  the 
Japanese  at  Port  Arthur,  the  place  will 
be  able  to  ho'.d  out  for  a  long  time.  It 
is  strongly  fortified  by  land  and  sea,  the 
plans  being  drawn  by  experienced 
European  engineer  officers  and  can 
offer  a  most  formidable  resistance. 

The  experts  in  Washington  believe 
that  it  cannot  be  reduced  by  the  Japan- 
ese without  the  use  of  heavy  siege  artil- 
lery, and  so  far  as  reported  the  Japanese 
are  not  supplied  with  this.  Inasmuch  as 
the  capture  of  Port  Arthur  would  result 
in  giving  Japan  control  of  the  Gulf  of 
Pechili  and  cut  off  the  Chinese  capital 
from  communication  with  the  sea.  it  is 
believed  that  the  Japanese  will  make  a 
most  determined  effort  to  capture  the 
fortress.  The  belief  that  they  are  pre- 
pared to  do  this,  even  if  it  involves  a 
long  siege  and  a  winter  campaign,  is 
borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the  agents  of 
the  Japanese  government  in  this  country 
have  quietly  bought  up  a  vast  store  of 
goat  skins  and  have  practically  cornered 
the  market. 

As  these  skins  are  commonly  used  in 
China  and  Japan  as  a  necessary  part  of 
the  soldiers' winter  raiment,  it  is  fair  to 
presume  that  the  Japanese  are  making 
reedy  for  a  winter  campaign.  Great 
interest  is  shown  in  the  news  of  the  day 
at  both  Japanese  and  Chinese  legations 
here.  The  former,  up  to  noon,  had  re- 
ceived no  advices  from  his  government 
relative  to  the  last  engagements,  and  the 
Chinese  minister  evidently  was  in  a 
similar  position,  for  he  was  anxiously 
seeking  news  from  Secretary  Gresham 
this  morning,  even    before  olfice  hours.

A  Ten  Round  Fight  Between    Two    Bantam- 
weights. 

Trenton,  N.  J.,  Oct.  30  —Harry  Dal- 
ley,  the  champion  bantamweight,  of  Aus- 
tralia, and  Ed  Vaughn,  champion  ban- 
tam weight  of  Newberry,  fought  ten 
rounds  last  night  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Magowan  Athletic  associa- 
tion. The  fight  was  called  a  draw  by 
Referee  Chambers,  of  Philadelphia.  The 
men  agreed  to  fight  five  more  rounds,  but 
the  police  interfered. 

Vaughn  put  up  a  goad  fight  for  the 
first  five  roundp  and  had  a  good  chance 
of  winning.  Dalley  then  warmed  up  and 
clipped  Vaughn  over  the  eye  and  brought 
blood.  In  the  ninth  round  he  knocked 
Vaughn  down.  The  decision  gave  much 
dissatisfaction. 


FIVE  BANDITS  CAPTURED. 


Members  of  the  Cook  Gang  Arrested  in  Indian 
Territory. 

Waggoner,  I.  T.,  Oct.  30.— Capt, 
Charles  Bock,  commanding  a  squad  of 
twenty  Indian  police,  has  just  arrived 
here  having  in  captivity  Joe  Johnson, 
Mose  Price.  Dick  Reynolds,  Jim  Bates 
and  Lon  Perry,  five  of  the  members  of 
the  Cook  gang  captured  by  him. 

The  officer  surprised  the  outlaws  in 
camp  and  had  them  covered  with  Win- 
chesters before  the  robbers  could  get 
their  guns,  and  the  capture  wjs  made 
without  a  shot  .being  fired.  Capt.  Bock 
reports  the  rest  of  the  gang  in  this  vicin- 
ity, and  after  escorting  his  prisoners  to 
Fort  Gibson  will  return  and  renew  his 
efforts  to  capture  the  ringleaders. 

Illegal  Registration. 

New  York,  Oct.  30.— Under  instruc- 
tions from  Superintendent  Byrnes,  police 
captains  went  before  the  grand  jury  to- 
day to  submit  evideiDce  in  240  cases  of 
alleged  illegal  registration.

THE   LIOISS'   CUB. 


Sow   a  Lioness   Was    Revenged   For    the 
IXMS  ot  '.O.eT  Cub. 

We  were  up  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
Boer  country  after  lions  for  the  Royal 
Zoological  gardens  of  London.  For  many 
days  we  had  been  eticamped  on  a  creek 
flowing  into  the  Orange  river,  and  we 
had  taken  three  males  and  a  female  lion 
in  pits  and  had  them  on  the  wagon  cages 
in  the  outskirts  of  citmp.  Each  of  these 
Ixiasts  was  full  groTcn  and  very  savage. 
An  hour  before  sundown  ono  evening  2is 
five  of  U3  were  reti;  rning  on  horseback 
fi"om  a  vain  chase  after  an  ostrich  we 
headed  off  a  lioness  who  had  left  her  lair 
in  the  rocks  on  a  small  hill  to  quench  her 
thirst  at  a  pool  half  a  mile  away.  We 
were  between  her  an  1  the  hill  before  she 
discovered  us  or  wo  saw  her.  She  laid 
back  her  ears  and  came  charging  at  us, 
and  though  not  inj  ired  by  the  volley  we 
flted  she  was  frightened  into  changing  her 
course,  and  we  watched  her  until  she  dis- 
appeared over  a  ridgo  a  mile  away. 

"That  beast  has  a  cub  among  the 
rocks,"  said  the  Boer  who  was  in  our  em- 
ploy and  with  us,  and  throe  of  the  party 
dismounted  to  make  a  search. 

Wo  found  him  after  a  brief  search.  He 
was  a  male  and  no  bigger  than  the  aver- 
age pug  dog.  Ho  was  curled  up  and  lying 
very  quiet,  but  as  som  as  hands  were  laid 
upon  him  ho  whined  and  howled  as  if  he 
feared  for  his  life.  It  was  no  trouble  at 
all  to  get  him  into  camp,  but  as  soon  as 
wo  had  put  him  into  a  cage  beside  the  oth- 
er lions  there  was  nn  awful  uproar.  It 
was  as  if  each  of  the  four  were  indignant- 
ly protesting  against  the  capture  of  the 
cub,  and  it  may  hav  1  been  that  one  of  the 
three  males  was  his  father,  as  the  natives 
asserted.  The  rackt  t  was  kept  up  for  a 
long  hour,  and  as  soon  as  night  had 
fairly  como  the  roari  of  the  lions  in  the 
cages  were  answered  from  every  direc- 
tion. While  this  wr  s  by  no  means  a  new 
thing,  the  natives  were  more  frightened 
than  usual,  and  instead  of  sleeping  by 
their  camplires  they  asked  and  received 
pormission  to  occupj  two  of  the  three  big 
wagons.  Wo  had  st  111  four  empty  cages 
on  wheels,  and  as  tlio  wagons  would  not 
hold  all  the  natives  a  number  of  them 
shut  themselves  up  in  the  cages. 

From  8  to  y  o'clock  the  camp  was  a 
pandemonium.  From  9  to  10  it  was  as 
quiet  as  could  be  asked  for.  The  caged 
beasts  had  quietotl  down,  and  the  cub  had 
huddled  up  into  a  ctrner  of  his  cage  and 
ceased  to  whine.  At  10  o'clock  the  full 
moon  came  up.  Four  of  our  party  of  five 
v.ere  in  our  tents  a) id  lying  down,  if  not 
Cslecp,  while  the  Bo:r  sat  beside  a  camp- 
liro  cleaning  liis  riflt .  The  moon  came  up 
ever  a  Hat  plain,  and  her  lower  rim  was 
only  clear  of  it  when  the  cub  began  howl- 
ing again  in  a  plaintive  way.  For  per- 
haps 30  seconds  nos  another  sound  was 
111  :'.rd.  Then  the  caged  lioness  screamed 
out,  the  three  males  began  roaring,  and 
ten  seconds  later  the  natives  began  to  yell 
and  the  oxen  to  bellow  and  clash  their 
horns  together  as  tliey  rushed  about  the 
intlosure  into  which  they  were  nightly 
driven. 

"The  lions!  The  lions!"  called  the  na- 
tives, and  I  got  out  if  my  blankets  and  to 
the  door  of  the  tent  Just  in  time  to  see  the 
Hoer,  who  was  on  lis  feet,  struck  down 
Iiy  a  lioness.  She  seized  him  by  the  breast 
and  Bhook  him  from  side  to  side  and  was 
gone.  In  the  space  of  ten  seconds  I  saw 
fiv(>  or  six  others  da.'hing  about  the  camp, 
and  my  first  thought  was  to  seek  the  shel- 
ter of  the  third  wagon.  The  same  thing 
occurred  to  the  other  three  men,  with  the 
result  that  we  pres-'ntly  found  ourselves 
in  the  vehicle,  all  hjilf  clad  and  entirely 
defenseless  except  for  an  old  musket  witli 
a  Ijayonet  on  it  whii;h  had  been  left  in 
then?  by  accident.  I  do  not  know  by  how 
many  lions  wo  were  attacked.  I  saw  only 
t-ix  or  seven,  but  the  natives  who  were  in 
the  cages  declared  tierc  were  at  least  12. 
Tliat  the  mother  of  the  cub  wo  had  cap- 
lured  was  among  th<  m  no  one  could  doubt. 
She  it  was  who  attncked  and  killed  the 
Boer,  and  after  flni^hing  him  she  made 
straight  for  the  cage  witli  the  cub  in  it. 
She  flung  herself  against  it  with  such 
force  that  tlio  eagre  and  wagon  were 
iip.set,  and  the  fomer  smashetl  so  that 
the  cub  was  lilierated.  While  the  mother 
lioness  was  thus  engaged  the  beasts 
wJio  had  como  witli  her  attacked  every- 
thing in  sight.  In  the  thorny  inclo- 
sure  wo  had  33  oxen  and  seven  horses. 
I'Mvo  or  six  of  the  lions  must  have  attack- 
ed the  helpless  beasts  in  a  Ixidy,  for  the 
uproar  was  something  terrific.  Three 
horses  and  12  of  the  oxen  were  killed  and 
live  other  oxen  more  or  less  injured.  Other 
lions  gave  their  atteation  to  the  cages  and 
the  wagons.  Only  (no  came  near  our  ve- 
hicle for  some  reason,  and  upon  lieing 
pricked  with  the  bayonet  he  skulked  off. 
With  the  natives  i",  was  dififerent,  how- 
ever. They  were  dri\  en  out  of  the  wagons 
entirely  and  into  the  trees,  but  in  seeking 
safer  refuge  five  of  them  were  killed. 

The  natives  in  the  cages  said  that  the 
idea  of  the  free  lions  seemed  to  bo  to  lilier- 
ate  the  beiists  behind  the  bars.  Two  of 
the  cages  were  upset  and  two  of  the  male 
lions  escaped,  and  these  no  doubt  joined 
in  the  attack  on  tl  0  camp.  The  cages 
containing  the  natives  were  also  upset, 
but  as  they  stootl  upon  a  side  hill  they  fell 
over  with  the  exposol  side  downward,  and 
the  terrified  men  could  not  be  got  at.  I 
caught  sight  of  the  mother  lioness  carr>'- 
ing  her  cub  in  her  mouth,  iis  a  cat  does 
her  kittens,  and  she  seemed  to  be  return- 
ing to  her  lair.  Thiiwas  about  15  min- 
utes after  the  attack  The  others  remain- 
ed a  full  half  hour  longer.  I  do  not  know 
why  they  withdrew  •tvhen  they  did,  as  we 
were  helpless  and  not;  a  gun  was  flred.  All 
of  a  sudden  the  frightful  noise  ceased, 
and  we  heard  the  beasts  rushing  away,  as 
if  frightened  at  something.  When  we 
dared  crawl  out  and  start  up  the  fires,  we 
found  six  dead  men,  three  who  could  not 
live  till  daylight  and  four  other  who  had 
been  severely  clawed,  Such  of  our  stock 
as  had  escaped  death  were  scattered  over 
the  plains,  two  valuable  captives  had  es- 
caped, and  even  the  vengeance  of  a  mother 
lioness  robbed  of  her  cub  must  have  been 
siitisfied  by  the  almout  total  annihilation 
of  the  expedition.  M.  Quad.

Wo  shall  have  a  much  needed  table  con- 
venience when  some  one  invents  an  ap- 
paratus for  boiling  eggs  perfectly  that  is 
inexpensive  enough  to  como  within  the 
reach  of  as  many  as  »,re  tho  various  grades 
of  chafing  dishes  no^v  sold.  There  is  an 
English  invention  of  the  kind  that  steams 
egg.s,  to  be  had  In  this  country,  but  it  is 
too  expensive  to  bo  widely  used.  Cooking 
eggs  by  this  nice  little  affair,  that  turns 
them  out  in  a  delicious  hard  or  soft  state, 
is  as  pleasant  as  maling  tea  at  your  own 
table  or  scrambling  your  own  eggs. in  a 
chafing  dish,  but  tho  result  can  hardly  be 
said  to  bo  superior  to  the  way  recommend- 
ed by  Matthew  WiUiums  in  his  "Chemis- 
I try  of  Cookery."  It  will  l)e  remembered 
that  In  his  experiments  he  found  the  albu- 
jmen  of  the  egg  was  niost  perfectly  cooked 
by  covering  it  with  xiUing  water,  cover- 
ing the  saucepan  that  contained  it  tight 
and  placing  it  on  the  hearth  for  ten  min- 
utes.—New  York  Post

Archbishop  Corrigan  Called  on  Monsignor 
Satolli  and   They  Had  a  Confer- 
ence of  Three  Hours. 


New  York,  Oct,  3o.-The  mystery 
which  surrounded  the  recent  annual 
meeting  of  Catholic  arch-bishops  at 
Philadelphia  and  the  subsequent  gather- 
ing here  is  still  unbroken.  But  from 
events  subsequent  to  the  meet- 
ing, the  conclusion  is  drawn  that 
an  important  step  was  taken  to- 
ward the  unificating  of  the  principal 
Catholic  cccelesiastics  in  the  United 
States  in  the  termination  of  antagonisms 
which  have  arisen  over  Monsignor  Sa- 
tolli s  presence  in  this  country,  and  in 
more  comple  support  and  loyalty  to  the 
papal  delegate  in  the  future, 

VVbether  the  archbishops  took  formal 
action  on  the  subject  is  not  known.  Im- 
mediately after  the  meeting  Archbishop 
Corrigan  of  New  York  paid  a  visit  to 
Monsignor  Satolli  at  the  latter's  resi- 
dence m  Washington.  The  two  ecclesiast- 
ics were  together  three  hours,  and  the 
result  is  believed  to  have  been  of  a  grati- 
fying character  to  the  ablegate  and  arch- 
bishop. 

The  unity  of  action  toward  Monsignor 
Satolli  IS  regarded  as  coming  oppor- 
tunely before  the  pope's  approaching 
encyclical  enlarging  the  delegate's 
*"*°P''ity.  It  IS  said  also  the  recognition 
of  Monsignor  Satolli's  authority  by  the 
American  hierarchy  was  as  important 
and  desirable  as  the  conferring  of  the 
authority  itself.

Miss  Olpa  Xcthcrsolc,  the  "English 
Bt-rnhartlt,"  has  conic.  She  has  been  seen, 
but  has  not  conquereii.  She  has  not  even 
Intrenched  herself  flnnly  under  the  re- 
doubts of  the  fort  of  American  public  fa- 
vor. Sho  made  her  dehut,  as  is  generally 
known,  at  Palmer's  theater  in  A.  \V.  Gat- 
tie's  drama,  • '  The  Transgressor. ' '  Of  tho 
piny  little  need  be  said.  It  may  bo  dis- 
mis-seil  almost  in  a  word— it  is  worthless, 
and  with  tho  exception  of  tho  much  her- 
alded 'great  scone"  at  tho  end  of  tho  third 
not  it  does  not  contain  an  episotle  which 
would  prompt  the  average  auditor  to  wait 
to  s«'c  what  would  conjo  nest.  There  is

Mi.ss  Helen  Bertram,  tho 
prima  donna,  who  played  tho  title  role, 
acted  and  sang  charmingly,  tho  simple 
music  enabling  her  to  render  what  was 
assigned  to  her  with  delightful  effect. 
An  augmented  orchestra  under  tho  skill- 
ful liaton  of  Gustavo  Kerker  lends  to  tho 
elal)orate  tout  ensemble,  but  what  "Littlo 
Christopher  Columbus"  seems  to  need 
most  just  now  is  on  augmented  audience. 

A  fact  about  the  present  season  In  New 
York  which  has  escaped  most  obscrsers, 
or  at  least  has  not  been  generally  discussed 
by  them,  is  that,  while  most  of  the  very 
early  productions  were  successful,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  later  ones  have  failed  dismal- 
ly. Perhaps  the  boom  with  which  tho 
season  started  off  turned  some  managers' 
heads  and  influencetl  them  to  put  on  ma- 
terial which  ordinarily  they  would  havo 
ridiculed.  However,  there  is  likely  soon 
to  be  another  turn  in  tho  tide,  for  some 
probably  excellent  things  aro  promised  for 
the  next  few  weeks.

sane. Tho  feeble  attempfs  at  Oscar  Wllde- 
Ish  dialogue  would  Ik>  amusing  if  they 
Weri«  not  so  tiresome.  The  material  of 
'•Tlic  Transgresso.t,"  too,  is  stretched  to 
unendurable  lengths.  Thcn>  is  just  about 
enough  in  it  to  make  a  curtain  raiser,  and 
yet  Mr.  Gattio  has  Inflated  it  into  a  long 
four  act  play. 

MLss  Notliorsolo  could  not  well  have  made 
her  American  debut  in  a  worse  drama, 
but  as  it  is  tho  one  which  first  brought 
her  into  comparative  prominence  in  Eng- 
land it  is  but  fair  to  presume  that  sho  is 
seen  at  her  best  in  it,  and  it  is  therefore 
from  that  viewpoint  that  she  must  t)o  crit- 
icised. 

Beauty  has  nothing  to  do  with  acting, 
cr  Rachel,  Bernhardt,  Janauschek,  Clara 
Morris  and  a  host  of  others  would  never 
have  attained  even  mediocrity  on  tho  stage; 
l>ut  Miss  Xothersole's  pictures  give  the  im- 
prts^ion  tliat  sho  is  tall,  stately  and  very 
beautiful.  Instead  she  is  rather  short, 
quite  awkward  and  anything  but  hand- 
some, either  in  face  or  figure.  Those  facts, 
manifest  as  they  are,  naturally  put  her  at 
a  disadvantage  with  her  American  audi- 
ences, its  also  did  tho  ill  advised  heralding 
of  her  as  a  dramatic  marvel. 

In  ordinary  conversational  tones  Miss 
Nethcrsole's  voice  is  rather  pleasing,  but 
in  her  great  emotional  se<>no,  when  sho 
conrludcs  to  slick  to  her  husband  even 
though  another  living  woman  married 
him  -20  years  before  and  was  never  divorced 
from  him,  it  liecomes  husky  and  unpleas- 
ant. She  gasps  horribly  to  simulate  pas- 
sion and  has  all  the  faults  of  Mrs.  Ber- 
nard Ikere  with  very  few  of  that  actress' 
g<X}d  points.  A  thing  that  appears  natural 
with  Duso  seems  ridiculous  when  Mi.ss 
Nethersole  attempts  it.  It  is  the  depicting 
of  ovenvhelming  sorrow  by  a  very  slow 
uttterance,  foliowetl  by  a  long  pause  and 
then  tho  gasping  out  of  the  last  word  or 
two  of  the  speech.  In  the  lightor  scenes 
the  young  Engli.sh  actress'  shortcomings 
are  still  more  marked.  Sho  mistakes 
r.kittishness  for  vivacity  and  gurgles  and 
•goos"  at  an  awful  rate.  All  in  all,  Miss 
Nethersole  is  excessively  crude  and  ama- 
teurish in  her  methods.  She  is  not  in  tho 
same  class,  even  in  her  chosen  field,  with 
Minnie  Seligman,  Julia  Arthur,  Carrlo 
Tumor  and  several  other  American  lead- 
ing women.  It  is  true  that  every  now 
and  then  there  is  a  gleam  of  a  vague 
germ  of  a  suggestion  of  greatness,  but  it 
will  at  least  take  many  years  to  develop 
It  into  an  exhibit  which  a  majority  of 
American  theater  goers  will  caro  to  pay 
to  see. 

According  to  tho  weather  bureau.  New 
York  city  has  not  had  a  real  heavy  frost 
this  season,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether 
any  one  could  convince  Edward  E.  Rico 
of  that  fact.  Mr.  Rice,  who  made  a  very 
large  fortune  with  -'1493"  and  lost  a  fair 
sized  one  vv-ith  ''Venus,"  had  secured  the 
American  rights  of  the  great  London  "suc- 
cess"— all  things  that  come  from  Lon- 
don appear  to  1x3  successes  until  they  get 
here — ''Little  Christopher  Columbus," 
and  when  ho  sent  '•1492"  out  on  the  road 
his  importation  was  put  on  at  the  Garden 
theater.  Tts  reception  there  Is  doubtless 
responsible  for  his  distorted  meteorological 
opinions. 

•Little  Christopher  Columbus"  has 
some  bright  moments.  They  occur  when 
the  specialties,  which  have  nothing  what- 
ever to  do  with  the  skit,  are  Introduced. 
The  plot  it  would  bo  difficult  to  discover 
with  the  Lick  telescope.  In  fact,  such  an 
accessory  Is  not  deemed  necessary  in  a 
"ploy"  of  that  sort,  but  the  indispensable 
requisite — that  it  shall  bo  amusing — Is 
woefully  lacking,  as  its  effect  upon  tho 
auditor  is  depressing  rather  than  other- 
wise. Messrs.  George  It.  Sims  and  Cecil 
Raleigh  openly  avow  their  complicity  in 
the  libretto,  while  Ivan  Caryll  and  Gus- 
tavo Kerker  are  equally  frank  in  assum- 
ing responsibility  for  the  music.  The 
music,  by  the  way,  ia  really  good,  espe- 
cially that  of  Mr.  Caryll,  who  has  contrib- 
uted many  numbers  which  are  certain  to 
become  popular  because  thoy  possess  a  cer- 
tain rollicking  swingincss.  Mr.  Kerker 
has  written  nothing  particularly  bright, 
but  it  is  like  all  of  his  music — rather  pleas- 
ing and  characteristic. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of 
the  setting  which  Mr.  Rice  has  given 
"Littlo  Christopher  Columbus."  Tho 
scenery  is  very  good,  the  girls  are  particu- 
lary  pretty  and  very  numerous,  and  the 
costumes  are  elaborate  to  a  degree,  except 


I  heard  of  a  manager  tho  other  day  who 
was  complaining  that  his  attractions  aro 
not  doing  very  well  on  tho  road  this  sea- 
son. Ho  wondered  why  it  was  so  when 
business  had  been  excellent  with  most  of 
the  good  companies.  Some  friend  should 
havo  told  him  why  he  is  suffering  from  a 
lack  of  patronage.  It  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  ho  and  many  other  small  managers 
of  his  ilk,  as  well  also,  it  must  bo  admit- 
ted, as  some  of  the  magnates  of  tho  pro- 
fession, havo  a  way  of  .sendiug  thirtl  grade 
companies  on  the  road  and  then  dispatch- 
ing aheml  a  plausibly  prevaricating  ad- 
vance agent,  who  calmly  furnishes  the 
newspapers  with  paragraphs  in  every  one 
of  which  appears  tho  unqualified  state- 
ment that  tho  play  will  be  "presented  with 
tlio  original  cast."  Of  course  it  isn't,  and 
the  people  who  have  paid  their  money  to 
see  a  first  class  performance  and  aro  tor- 
tured with  one  that  is  less  than  pa.-;sable 
are  naturally  disgusted,  not  to  say  indig- 
nant. Tho  next  show  whicli  is  announced 
as  having  an  '-original  cast"  of  course 
suffers,  even  though  the  truth  has  been 
told  about  it.  That  is  one  reason  why 
theatrical  attractions  havo  not  done  as 
well  this  year  on  the  road  as  in  tho  largo 
cities.  This  will  be  difTerent  when  ad- 
vance agents  cease  to  stretcli  tho  truth  to 
the  bursting  limit,  but  that  time,  accord- 
ing to  tho  best  statisticians,  will  como  on 
the  same  day  that  the  world  shall  ceaso  to 
spin  around  "on  its  own  axis,"  as  the 
geographies  put  it. 

Wilson  Barrett's  old  repertory  must  l)e 
pretty  well  worn  out,  for  he  is  to  present 
three  new  plays  during  his  coming  Ameri- 
can tour.  One  of  them  r<^cently  presentod 
in  England  is  a  dramatization  of  Hall 
Caine's  particularly  interesting  story, 
"The  Manxman. "  As  its  name  indicated, 
It  deals  with  life  on  the  isle  of  Man,  just 
as  did  ''Ben-My-Chrce,"  which  was  taken 
from  Mr.  Caine's" Tho  Deemster."  The 
English  papers  pronounce  "The  Manx- 
man" a  very  great  play,  but  their  enthu- 
siasm it  is  usually  safe  to  take  with  some 
big  pinches  of  salt,  for  in  many  such  cases 
American  audiences  havo  failed  to  indorse 
tho  verdict  of  tho  transatlantic  critics. 
However,  Mr.  Barrett  considers  "The 
Manxman"  the  Ijost  play  in  which  he  has 
ever  appeared,  and  it  is  therefore  probable 
that  it  is  possessed  of  considerable 
strength. 

Another  play  which  he  is  to  produce  in 
New  York  is  said  to  deal  with  tho  life  of 
Edison,  the  inventor,  whilo  a  third  dis- 
cusses tho  social  problem  in  a  manner 
which  Mr.  Barrett  himself  declares  to  bo 
decidedly  bold.  These  threo  new  plays 
will  constitute  his  repertory  during  his 
coming  tour  in  this  country. 

A  lady  who  has  just  returned  from  Lon- 
don, where  sho  met  Mrs.  Langtry  fre- 
quently, tells  me  that  tho  Jersey  Lily  is 
handsomer  than  ever.  The  famous  tieautv 
has  not  taken  on  an  undue  quantity 
of  that  arch  enemy  of  the  actress,  adi- 
pose tissue,  and  tho  symmetry  of  the  lines 
and  curves  which  matle  hi-r  world  famous 
a  few  years  ago  is  said  to  bo  more  en- 
trancing than  ever.  Tho  Lily  will  havo  a 
repertory  of  four  plays  during  her  tour  of 
this  country,  including,  of  course,  her  old, 
time-tried  emotional  society  drama,  "As 
In  a  Looking  Glass."  She  will  open  in 
New  Yoik  city  in  a  piece  which  has  never 
been  done  in  this  country.

The  latest  outcome  of  the  peculiar 
transaction  which  occurred  in  i8y3  in 
which  John  D.  Rockefeller,  Charles  W. 
W  etmore  and  the  Merritts  look  the  lead- 
ing part  and  as  a  result  of  which  the  lat- 
ter family  saw  the  Mesaba  range  with 
all  its  wealth  slip  from  their  grasp  to  the 
control  of  John  D.  Rockefeller,  is  a  suit 
brought  by  A.  A.  Harris  cK;  Son  for  Al- 
fred Merritt  against  John  D.  Rockefeller 
and  F.T.Gates,  Rockefdlei's  private 
secretary,  and  president  of  the  Missabe 
road,  to  recover  $1,-26,400  which  the  de- 
fendants are  alleged  to  have  Iraudulentiy 
obtained  from  Alfred  Merritt. 

The  complaint  is  a  long  one,  and  it 
gives  a  full  history  of  the  'formation  of 
the  Consolidated  mines,  but  the  sub- 
stance of  the  ground  on  which  the  action 
is  based  may  be  told  in  a  few  words.  It 
is  alleged  that  Rockefeller,  by  fraudulent 
representations  and  ail  kinosof  promises 
—which  he  never  kept— induced  Alfred 
Merrill  to  put  his  money  and  holdings 
into  the  Consolidated  mines.

For 
all  this  he  received  $1,900,000  in  first 
mortgage  bonds  ot  the  Consolidated 
Mines. 

He  also  transferred  5 1  per  cent  of  the 
Adams  Mining  company  and  all  of  the 
Lone  Jack  stock,  which  it  seems  he  had 
obtained  before,  and  received  $1,700,000 
in  first  mortgage  bonds.  His  aggregate 
holding  of  first  mortgage  bonds,  consti- 
tuting a  first  lien  on  the  property,  was 
$3,600,000. 

He  is  alleged  to  have  represented  to 
the  Merritts  that  companies  whose  stock 
he  put  in  were  all  solvent  and  in  good 
condition  and  that  the  collateral  was 
gill-edged.  The  complaint  alleges  that 
they  were  comparatively  worthless,  that 
his  representations  were  false,  and  that 
one  of  the  companies,  the  Penokee  and 
Gogebic  was  insolvent. 

Made  Large  Promises. 

He  is  said  to  have  made  all  sorts  of 
promises  to  induce  the  plaintiff  to  go  in- 
to the  consolidation.  He  promised  that 
the  stock  would  be  worth  50  cents  on 
the  dollar,  that  it  would  be  easy  to  bor- 
row money  on  it  at  40  cents  on  the  dol- 
lar, that  he  would  [jubliih  it  to  the  finan- 
cial world  that  it  was  worth  50  cents, 
and  if  necessary  he  would  buy    it  back

Milwaukee,  Oct.  31.— A  special  to 
the  Wisconsin  from  Merrill  says: 
Wholesale  murder  and  express  robbery 
was  the  motive  that  inspired  the  recent 
train  wrecking  on  the  "Soo"  road.  Two 
men  charged  with  the  murder  of  the  man 
who  lost  his  life  by  their  work  weregiven 
a  preliminary  hearing  here  today,  and 
were  held  to  trial.  One  of  the  prisoners 
has  confessed,  and  his  story  details  the 
methods  pursued  to  derail  the  through 
Minneapolis-Boston  limited  near  Heaf- 
ford  Junction  on  the  night  of  Oct.  7.  In 
the  crash.  Fireman  Charles  Coltrell  was 
instantly  killed  and  Engineer  James 
Dutch  seriously  injured. 

The  plan  was  to  cause  a  wreck  that 
would  kill  every  person  on  the  train  and 
then  rob  the  safe  in  the  express  car,  as 
it  was  supposed  the  safe  contained  a 
large  sum  of  money.  The  man  who  con- 
fessed is  Levitt  Hazelton,  about  20  years 
old,  who  claims  to  be  a  resident  of  Brain- 
erd,  Minn,  His  companion  is  Frank 
Williams,  a  short  thick-set  man,  who 
claims  to  have  relatives  and  friends  at 
Appleton.  Wis.  Williams  stoutly  main- 
tains that  he  knows  nothing  of  the  wreck- 
ing. 

The  officers  traced  these  men  from 
Minneapolis  to  this  city.  On  Sept.  30 
they  broke  into  and  stole  an  oil  coat  and 
an  overcoat  at  the  tool  house  at  Prentice. 
That  night  they  sawed  a  bridge  near  that 
place,  but  owing  to  the  short  time  in 
which  they  had  to  do  the  work  it  was  not 
completed  and  the  train  passed  over 
safely.  The  following  week's  time  was 
spent  between  Prentice  and  Rhine- 
lander.  On  Oct.  6  they  were  seen  m 
Rhmelander  and  there  purchased  some 
groceries 

On  Oct.  7  they  sawed  the  piles  and 
stringers  of  the  high  bridge  near  Heaf- 
ford  Junction  and  the  west  bound  pas- 
senger train  went  crashing  down  a  25- 
foot  embankment.  The  train  was  run- 
ning slow,  so  the  wreck  was  not  as  com- 
plete as  the  wreckers  expected.  The 
baggage,  smoking  and  day  coaches 
and  two  sleepers  were  not  broken  and 
none  of  the  passengers  were  hurt. 

On  Oct.  II  Sheriff  Patzer  received  a 
telegram  from  the  station  agent  at  Irma 
to  look  out  for  two  suspicious-looking 
characters.  That  night  the  sheriff,  ac- 
companied by  others,  stationed  himself 
about  a  mile  from  the  city,  near  Lake 
View,  and  about  10  o'clock  two  men  ap- 
peared. They  were  taken  into  custody 
and  were  found  to  be  heavily  armed. 
The  Soo  officials  were  notified  and  de- 
tectives put  on  their  case.  The  men 
were  sentenced  for  thirty  days  for  carry- 
ing concealed  weaoons.  Last  Wednes- 
day they  were  trken  before  Court  Com- 
missioner Helms,  charged  with  the  mur- 
der of  Fireman  Charles  Cottrell.  They 
pleaded  not  guilty  and  their  examination 
was  set  for  today. 

Last  Friday  Levitt  Hazelton  signified 
his  willingness  to  confess.  His  state- 
ment was  taken  before  Ed  Kleutz.notary 
public,  in  the  presence  of  Sheriff  Patzer, 
District  Attorney  Anderson  and  F,  X. 
Hotz,  Hazelton  says:  "About  dark  we 
set  to  work  with  the  purpose  of  wreck- 
ing a  passenger  train  so  that  we  could 
rob  the  express  car.  We  expected  that 
the  cars  would  be  all  thrown  from  the 
track,  smashed  up,  and  the  passengers 
and  train  crew  all  killed,  so  that  we 
would  have  no  one  to  prevent  us  from 
accomplishing  our  purpose.  We  thought 
mostly  of  the  money  we  would  get  and 
not  of  the  loss  of  life. 

"We  began  work  west  of  the  center  of 
the  bridge.  We  cut  all  the  stringers 
across  the  bridge  and  two  sets  of  them 
at  the  ends,  and  then  sawed  the  piles 
and  posts  upon  which  they  rested.  We 
also  cut  a  brace.  After  a  train  passed 
over  we  sawed  the  outside  post  and  the 
other  brace,  took  the  bolts  out  of  the  fish 
plates,  pulled  the  spikes  next  to  the  fish 
plates  and  removed  the  bolts  from  the 
fish  plates  at  each  end  of  the  rail. 

"We  waited  at  the  east  end  of  the 
bridge  until  the  west-bound  passenger 
train  came  and  broke  through  the  bridge. 
We  were  on  the  south  side  ol  the  track 
at  the  east  end  of  the  bridge  when  the 
crash  came.  Then  we  walked  west- 
ward to  the  point  where  the  wreck  was. 
We  heard  some  one  crying,  'are  you 
hurt?'  The  other  answered,  'a  little.' 
Then  we  heard  some  one  crying  out 
again.  We  did  not  want  to  hear  more. 
A  man  was  coming  toward  us  and  that 
scared  me  out.  We  walked  away  and 
went  down  pretty  near  to  the  next  town 
on  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  <S:  St..  Paul 
track  and  went  into  a  hay  barn.  VVe  re- 
mained there  three  days  and  then  start- 
ed for  Merrill."

FAMOUS  LAND  GRANT  CASES. 

Will  Settle  a  Long  Contested  Dispute  Over  Val- 
uable Lands. 

Washington,  Oct.  31.— The  supreme 
court  will  hear  arguments  within  the 
next  four  days  in  the  somewhat  famous 
land  grant  cases  from  the  state  of  Michi- 
gan, in  which  the  Lake  Superior  Ship 
Canal  Railway  and  Iron  company  is  the 
plaintiff  and  Walter  Cunningham,  Hugh 
Finan  and  Michael  Donohue  the  defend- 
ants, on  appeal  from  the  United  States 
circuit  court  from  the  western  district  of 
Michigan. 

These  are  only  test  cases.  Their  de- 
termination one  way  or  the  other  will 
settle  a  long  contested  dispute  over  the 
ownership  of  about  400.000  acres  of  val- 
uable land.  This  land  the  canal  and 
railioad  company  claims  under  grants 
made  by  congress  through  the  state  of 
Michigan  in  lad's  iof  the  purpose  of  aid- 
ing in  the  construction  of  the  canal.  The 
defendants  and  many  people  settled 
upon  the  land  and  made  tender  of  decla- 
ratory stamps  under  the  pre-emption 
law,  which  the  local  registers  and  receiv- 
ers refused  to  receive. 

They  have  fought  the  cases  through 
the  interior  department  and  the  courts, 
claiming  that  the  company's  title  had 
been  secured  by  irregular  and  illegal 
action  or  excess  of  authority  on  the  part 
of  the  officers  of  the  United  States  in  the 
selection  and  certification  of  the  lands, 
and  by  attempting  to  show  that  the  title 
was  not  in  the  United  States  at  the  time 
of  the  selection  because  they  claim  that 
the  lands  selected  were  embraced  in  the 
grant  of  lands  made  to  the  state  for  rail- 
road purposes  in  1856. 

Hon,  J.  F.  Dillon  appears  as  principal 
counsel  for  the  company  and  Hon,  Don 
M,  Dickinson  in  the  same  capacity  for 
the  settlers.

Mexico's  Differences  With  France 
to  Be  Arbitrated. 

Washington,  Oct.  31.-  Minister 
Mendonca,  of  Brazil,  has  not  been 
advised  as  to  the  reported  purpose  of 
Brazil  to  submit  her  differences  with 
France  and  Italy  to  arbitration.  The 
trouble  with  Italy  resulted  from  riots  in 
Brazil  in  which  a  number  of  Italians 
were  killed,  Italy  has  demanded  in- 
demnity, and  arbitration  has  been  sug- 
gested by  Italy  but  until  now  without 
the  consent  of  Brazil. 

If  both  countries  come  together  on 
arbitration  it  is  possible  that  President 
Cleveland  will  be  chosen  arbitrator,  al- 
though he  declined  to  act  as  long  as  the 
subject  had  a  belligerent  aspect.  The 
reported  arbitration  between  France  and 
Brazil  is  thought  to  relate  to  the  north- 
ern boundary  of  Brazil,  as  that  is  the 
only  pending  difference  between  the 
countries.

A  WARRANT  FOR  TANNER. 

Mayor  Hopkins,  of  Chicago,  Charges  the  Re- 
publican Chairman  With  Libel. 

Chicago,  Oct.  31.— Mayor  Hopkins 
today  went  before  the  grand  jury  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  an  indictment 
against  Chairman  John  R.  Tanner,  of  the 
Republican  state  central  committee. 
The  mayor  charges  that  Tanner  circu- 
lated campaign  literature  containing 
charges  that  the  former  had  levied  black- 
mail on  the  vices  of  the  city. 

After  the  mayor  had  laid  his  evidence 
before  the  grand  jury,  a  hot  session  fol- 
lowed, resulting  in  the  refusal  of  the  jury 
to  take  any  action  in  the  matter.  Mayor 
Hopkins  then  went  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace  and  swore  out  a  warrant  for 
Tanner's  arrest. 


Lutheran  Societies. 

PiTTSHURG,  Oct.  31.— A  convention  of 
pastors  and  delegates  from  Lutheran 
church  societies  in  Pennsylvania,  Ohio, 
Maryland  and  Washington,  D.  C„  is  in 
session  here.  The  object  is  to  form  a 
central  association  of  Lutheran  young 
people's  societies.  Today's  session  will 
be  devoted  to  framing  a  constitution  and 
forcaing  a  permanent  association. 

Foul  Piny  Suspected. 
Toronto,  Oct.  31.— John  Lane  Smith 
son,  an  engineer,  who  came  here  two 
weeks  ago  from  Minneapo'.is,  died  sud- 
denly  last  night.  Foul  play  is  suspected 
and  an  inquest  has  been  ordered.  He 
left  five  children  in  Minneapolis. 


St.  Paul,  Oct.  31.— A  dispatch  from 
Washington  announcing  that  President 
Cleveland  had  appointed  William  M. 
Campbell  as  United  States  marshal  to 
succeed  J.  Adam  Bede,  whose  resigna- 
tion was  accepted,  created  considerable 
surprise,  as  an  appointment  was  not  ex- 
pected so  soon,  Campbell  served  a  term 
as  marshal  during  Cleveland's  first  ad- 
ministration and  is  now  chairman  of  the 
Chippewa  Indian  commission.  He  was 
a  candidate  when  Bede  was  appointed 
and  created  considerable  stir  by  charg- 
ing Michael  Doran  with  duplicity  in  the 
matter.  Campbell  said  Doran  urged 
him  to  become  a  candidate,  and  when  he 
got  his  application  and  recommenda- 
tions ready,  refused  to  endorse  him,  be- 
cause he  said  Jim  Hill  did  not  want 
Campbell  appointed.  Campbell  and 
Doran  had  some  hot  words,  and  the 
affair  created  a  little  sensation  at  the 
time. 

Regarding  Campbell's  appointment 
the  Globe  adds  the  following  explana- 
tion CO  the  telegraphic  announcement: 
"The  appointment  of  Mr.  Campbell 
came  as  a  pleasant  surprise  to  his  friends 
last  evening.  At  the  time  the  marshal- 
ship  hung  lire  so  long  just  previous  to 
Mr,  Bede's  appointment,  the  name  ot 
Mr.  Campbell  was  sent  in,  but  was  not 
pressed.  Finding  Mr,  Campbell's  name 
m  the  list  still  on  file,  and  knowing  his 
record  to  be  such  an  excellent  one  At- 
torney General  Olney  was  not  slow  to 
recommend  him,  and  the  president 
promptly  made  the  appointment. 

Editorially  the  Globe  says:  "But  the 
oresident  evidently  regarded  the  resigna- 
uon  of  Mr.  Bede  as  final,  and  possibly  to 
avoid  the  importunities  which  his  ample 
ijxperience  teaches  him  are  sure  to  fol- 
low rapidly  in  the  wake  of  a  vacancy, 
decided  to  make  this  appointment  out  of 
hand  by  naming  a  man  with  whom  he 
was  acquainted,  for  whom  he  has  a  high 
regard,  and  whose  previous  record  in  the 
office  was  his  highest  and  best  recom- 
mendation." 

The  Pioneer  Press  sayS:  "Mr.  Camp- 
bell s  appointment  is  another  very  vig- 
orous slap  from  the  administration  in 
the  face  for  Michael  Doran,  'Bill'  and 
'Mike'  have  not  been  on  very  harmoni- 
ous terms  politically  or  personally  for 
some  two  years;  in  fact,  there  has  been 
an  open  rupture  between  them.  It  is 
needless  to  say  that  every  bit  of  Mr. 
Doran's  influence  has  been  thrown 
against  Campbell,  but  to  no  effect.  In 
short,  the  appointment  is  but  another 
evidence  of  the  now  well  recognized  fact 
that  Mike's  influence  at  Washington  is 
not  what  it  used  to  be. 

"Another  man  who  will  be  very  sore 
when  he  awakens  to  the  realities  of  the 
situation  is  Capt,  J.  J.  Thornton,  of  St. 
James.  When  Bede  was  appointed  last 
spring,  Capt.  Thornton  was  a  disap- 
pointed candidate  for  the  position.  He 
had  what  was  apparently  the  strongest 
political  backing  for  the  position  that  has 
ever  bolstered  up  the  pretensions  of  any 
candidate  for  a  federal  office  from  Min- 
nesota, and  yet  he  was  turned  down  with 
a  dull,  cold  turn,  in  favor  of  Baldwin's 
candidate.  When  the  opportunity  again 
presented  itself  he  bloomed  forth  once 
more  as  a  candidate,  with  the  same  in- 
fluences in  his  favor  and  again  he  was 
rebuffed. 

"As  soon  as  Bede  sent  in  his  resigna- 
ton  Campbell,  who,  in  spite  of  his 
boasted  Democracy,  had  been  actively 
engaged  in  canvassing  the  Seventh  dis- 
trict on  behalf  of  Owen,  made  straight 
for  Washington  and  bobbed  up  as  a  can- 
didate for  the  marshalship.  His  backers 
were  P.  J.  Smalley,  Judge  Thomas  Wil- 
son, C.  J.  Buell— the  Independent  Buell 
—Charlie  Foote  and  other  members  of 
the  Minnesota  Democratic  association. 
Justice  Brewer,  of  tbe  supreme  court, 
also  wrote  a  strong  letter  in  his  favor." 

The  Dispatch  today  sa)s:  "W.  M. 
Campbell,  who  has  been  locating  the 
Mille  Lac  Indians  for  the  past  year  or  so, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Chippewa 
commission  act,  is  the  beneficiary  of 
Bede's  resignation  as  marshal.  Camp- 
bell will  step  out  of  his  $10  per  diem  job 
and  return  to  the  fees  and  emoluments  of 
the  marshal's  office.  The  Chippewa 
commission  was  about  'to  be  abolished 
a^ad  Mr.  Campbell  w^ent  down  to  Wash- 
ington not  long  ago  to  see  what  he  could 
do  to  convince  Secretary  Smith  that 
there  were  several  young  Indian  bucks 
whom  he  had  not  yet  succeeded  in  locat- 
ing, 

'In  connection  with  the  ex-marshal's 
visit  and  the  issuance  soon  after  of  the 
president's  letter  calling  off  the  federal 
olficeholders  trom  active  party  work, 
comes  the  story  that  Mr.  Campbell  was 
one  of  the  first  to  discover  the  offensive 
partisanship  of  Bede.  Now,  when 
Cimpbell  was  marshal  he  never  went 
out  to  make  speeches  and  hustle  around 
for  the  candidates  for  congress.  In  fact, 
h«  always  does  his  hustling  for  Camp- 
bdJ,  and  he  seems  to  have  done  it  very 
successfully  in  this  instance."

JUDGE  BUCK  DISSENTS. 

Protests  Against  the  Decision  in  the  Itasca 
County  Case. 
.St.  Paul,  Oct.  3i.-judge  Buck,  of  the 
supreme  court,  this  n.orning  handed 
down  the  long-looked  for  dissenting  opin- 
ion in  the  contest  between  the  nominees 
of  the  Republican  mass  convention  and 
the  delegate  convention  held  in  Itasca 
county. 

Some  time  ago  the  op  nion  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  court,  declaring  the  mass 
convention  legal,  was  tjinded  down  and 
Judge  Buck  then  filed  notice  that  he 
would  dissent.  His  opinion,  of  course, 
favors  the  petitioners,  who  sought  to 
compel  the  county  auditor  of  Itasca 
county  to  place  the  names  of  the  nomi- 
nees of  the  delegate  canvention,  held 
Oct.  8,  upon  the  official  ballots  instead 
of  those  nominated  at  the  mass  conven- 
tion Sept.  I, 

In  his  opinion  Judge  Buck  declares 
that  the  legislature  certainly  had  no 
right  to  declare  that  mass  conventions 
should  be  held  in  thinly  populated  coun- 
ties and  delegate  conventions  in 
thickly  populated  counties.  At 
least,  he  says,  such  authority 
may  be  doubted,  unless  one  accepts  the 
views  of  some  modern  statesmen  to  the 
effect  that  a  legislature  is  omnipotent 
and  Its  knowledge  boundless. 

Referring  to  the  statements  that  the 
mass  conventions  were  sanctioned  by 
usage  in  Itasca  county,  he  says  upon  the 
passage  of  the  law  of  887,  providing 
for  primary  elections,  under  severe 
penalties  for  a  viola'ion.  all  usage 
ceased  to  have  anv  force  that  this  law 
was  in  force  until  April  26.  1891,  when 
the  law  passed  bv  the  leirislature  of  that 
year  went  into  effect,  and  there  has  been 
but  one  election  since  that  time,  and  that 
one  mass  convention  is  not  enough  to 
establish  a  usa?e. 

Admitting  that  "usage  is  sometimes 
the  stuff  from  which  lawj.  are  made,"  the 
judge  holds  that  there  shauld  be  no  need 
of  it  to  light  the  judicial  pathway,  espe- 
ciallv  where  a  plain  statJlory  provision 
enables  them  to  see  clearly. 

As  to  the  construction  oi  the  law  in 
this  case,  he  says  there  is  no  need  of  con- 
struction unless  the  law  is  ambiguous, 
which  he  holds  it  is  not,  but  says  the 
construction  of  the  major  tv  of  the  court 
was  arbitrary  and  an  enlurpement  of  the 
lawitself;  a  bending  and  twistine  of 
words  from  their  well  understood  mean- 
ing; that  it  was  not  consliuction,  but  de- 
struction; that  the  mass  convention  was 
clearly  in  disregard  of  law. 

The  judge  reviews  the  statements  of 
the  counsel  for  the  petiticners  to  the  ef- 
fect that  those  not  Republicans  had  con- 
trolled the  action  of  the  mass  conven- 
tion, and  throughout  is  rather  sarcastic 
in  bis  allusions  to  the  <ipinion  of  the 
other  members  of  the  supreme  bench. 

In  conclusion  he  regrets  that  he  is 
compelled  to  dissent  from  the  opinion  of 
the  majority  and  says  he  realizes  that  his 
opinion  will  have  little  weight,  standing 
alone,  but  he  cannot  agree  with  the 
otheis,  nor  refrain  from  protesting,  since 
the  law  seems  to  him  so  plain.

London,  Oct.  3 1. -A  dispatch  to  the 
Pall  Mall  Gazette  this  afternoon  from 
Livadia  says:  "The  czar  is  dying."  The 
dispatch  adds  that  his  left  lung  is  so  se- 
riously inflamed  that  all  hope  has  been 
abandoned  and  that  the  news  of  his 
death  may  be  expected  at  any  moment. 
St,  Petersburg,  Oct.  31.— Advices 
received  from  Livadia  this  morning  an- 
nounce that  the  czar  slept  some  hours 
yesterday  evening.  These  advices  also 
say  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in 
the  blood  stained  expectoration.  Other- 
wise there  is  no  change  in  his  condition. 

An  official  bulletin  issued  at  10  o'clock 
this  morning  says  that  the  czar  slept  for 
some  hours  last  night  and  that  the  bleed- 
ing has  somewhat  subsided.  Otherwise 
the  condition  of  the  oaticot  is  not 
changed.  The  bulletin  is  signed  in  the 
usual  manner  by  the  physicians  in  at- 
tendance upon  his  majesty. 

The  Official  Messenger  publishes  the 
following  account  of  the  czar's  illness: 
The  disquieting  symptoms  which  mani- 
fested themselves  at  Spala  became  less 
marked  in  the  early  days  of  his  majes- 
ty's sojourn  at  Livadia.  The  czar  was 
able  to  attend  divine  service  after  arriv- 
ing there  and  he  was  also  able  to  drive 
about.  Then  symptoms  of  weakness  ap- 
peared with  failing  appetite,  loss  of 
sleep,  weakening  of  the  heart's  action, 
increase  of  albumen  and  sweating  of  the 
extremities. 

On  Oct,  I  there  was  a  return  of  the 
czar's  appetite  and  Oct.  20  he  was  able 
to  obtain  the  necessary  rest  in  sleep, 
which  produced  a  notable  increase  in  his 
strength,  and  a  reduction  of  the  albu- 
men. The  same  day  the  queen  of  Greece 
arrived  and  the  protopresbyter,  Father 
Ivan,  of  Cronstadt,  who  offered  up  pray- 
ers for  the  emperor,  also  reached  Liva- 
dia. His  majesty  then  received  holy 
communion,  which  assisted  in  tranquil- 
izing  his  mind.  On  Oct.  22,  the  emperor 
prayed  with  Father  Ivan.  Princess 
Ahx  of  Hesse-Darmstadt,  arrived  that 
evening,  and  by  order  of  the  czar  she 
was  received  ceremoniously  with  aguard 
of  honor  and  with  the  military  band 
playing. 

The  meeting  of  the  czar  with  Princess 
Alix,  whom  he  had  long  been  craving  to 
see,  strongly  excited  the  patient  in  spite 
of  the  joy  which  the  meeting  caused  him 
and  his  majesty's  physicians  feared  the 
effects  of  this  excitement,  but  the  night 
passed  favorably.  There  was  continued 
oedema  of  the  feet  on  Oct.  26  which 
hindered  improvement. 

During  all  this  time  the  czar,  in  spite 
of  his  s'-ffering,  did  not  neglect  state 
business,  but  at  the  urgent  instance  of 
his  physicians  he  handed  over  documents 
relating  to  current  affairs  and  reports 
requiring  considerable  examination  to 
the  czarewitch.  His  majesty,  however, 
decided  the  most  important  cases  and 
signed  the  state  paper. 

It  is  semi-officially  announced  today 
that  all  reports  regarding  the  immediate 
marriage  of  the  czarewitch  to  Princess 
Alix  are  unfounded.  It  is  added  that  it 
was  never  proposed  since  the  illness  of 
the  czar  that  the  marriage  should  take 
place  hurriedly. 

The  excitement  in  regard  to  the  czar's 
condition  continues.  Those  engaged  in 
distributing  the  bulletins  regarding  the 
health  of  the  czar  are  besieged  by  dense 
crowds  of  people  who  fall  upon  their 
knees  and  pray  for  the  czar's  recovery 
as  each  new  bulletin  is  posted. 

At  I  o'clock  this  afternoon  the  metro- 
politan of  St.  Petersburg.  Father  Pal- 
lidius,  president  of  the  holy  synod,  at- 
tended by  all  his  clergy,  offered  prayers 
for  the  recovery  of  the  czar  in  the 
Cathedral  of  St.  Isaac.  The  ceremony 
was  most  impressive. 

The  theaters  of  St,  Petersburg  and  all 
the  large  cities  were  nearly  deserted 
yesterday  evening  and  not  a  single  uni- 
form was  seen  among  the  slim  audiences 
assembled. 

Attempted  Train  Wrecking. 
Buffalo,  Oct.  31.— An  attempt  was 
made  to  wreck  the  Boston  and  Chicago 
special  on  the  Lake  Shore  railway  last 
night  near  Lake  View,  10  miles  west  of 
Buffalo,  by  placing  a  plank  and  stones 
on  the  track  just  west  of  a  siding.  Fortu- 
nately the  obstructions  were  discovered 
and  the  train  was  stopped  in  time.  Super- 
intendent Niles  does  not  credit  the  theory 
of  train  robbery.  An  investigation  is 
now  in  progress. 

Large  Snow  Shed  Burned. 

Cheyenne,  Wyo.,  Oct,  31.— No.  6 
snowshed,  800  feet  long,  on  the  Union 
Pacific  at  Sherman,  Wyo.,  was  burned  at 
an  eariy  hour  this  morning.

Latest  Reports  From  Eight  or  Nine  Counties 

Show  That  Sentiment  For  Towne 

Continues  Strong. 


Highest  of  all  in  Leavening  Power — Latest  U.  S.  Gov't  Report 


Baldwin,  It  is  Predicted,  Will   Lose  Several 

Hundred    Votes   to   Halvorsen    in 

Stearns   County. 


Towne  Making  Votes  Wherever  He  Goes, 

and  a  B>g   Landslide  in   His  Favor 

Seems  Probable. 


ViRNnALE,  Minn.,  Oct.  30.— [Special 
to  The  Herald.]— From  Duluth  to  Clear- 
water, Wright  county,  Monday  and  up 
through  St.  Cloud,  Little  Falls  and 
Staples  to  \'erndale  today,  I  have  been 
in  eight  or  nine  of  the  twenty  counties  of 
the  great  Sixth  district.  For  the  most 
part  it  has  been  impossible  to  get  very 
much  information,  but  I  have  heard  re- 
ports  from  nearly  all  of  these  counties. 
Of  Pine  I  know  nothing,  but  the  general 
impression  is  that  it  will  give  Mr.  Towne 
something  of  a  plurality,  against  a  small 
one  for  Maj.  Baldwm  two  years  ago. 
That  it  will  is  confidently  claimed  by 
Republicans.  Of  course  Democrats  do 
not  agree  wiih  them.  Mr.  Towne  has 
not  been  there  yet,  but  will  go  to  Pine 
City  next  Monday  afternoon. 

The  outlook  in  Mille  Lacs  county  re- 
mains as  favorable  to  Mr.  Towne  as  I 
pjctured  it  last  week.  A  report  today 
brought  by  a  man  who  has  lately  gone 
through  it  is  that  Republicans  have 
nothing  to  fear  there.  At  Clear  Lake, 
Sherburne,  where  I  was  for  a  half  hour 
last  evening  I  heard  about  the  same 
kind  of  talk  as  I  did  a  week  ago.  The 
Populists  are  doing  something  there  and 
will  probably  increase  their  vote  a  little, 
but  not  much.  Democracy  is  at  a  low 
ebb.  Mr.  Towne  will  get  more  than 
his  party  vote,  and  Governor  Nelson  will 
not  run  behind. 

At  Clearwater,  Wright  county,  there 
are  150  votes,  about  five  or  six  Populists, 
about  thirty  Democrats  and  the  rest 
Republicans.  Mr.  Towne  will  get  a  full 
vote  here  and  probably  receive  the 
ballot  of  three  or  four  Democrats. 
Clearwater  is  a  solid  community 
mostly  made  up  of  Americans,  many  old 
veterans,  and  Populism  has  been  unable 
to  make  any  headway  save  with  that 
class  of  people  always  found  in  every 
community  which  is  always  taking  up 
with  strange  gods,  politically.  There 
were  300  people  out  last  evening  to  hear 
Mr.  fcvne,  but  unfortunately  he  had 
missed  his  train  at  Minneapolis  and  had 
to  disappoint  the  audience.  The  even- 
ing was  filled  in,  but  the  people  wanted 
above  all  things  to  see  and  hear  Mr. 
Towne. 

In  Stearns  county  the  Republicans 
promise  to  hold  their  own  and  Mr. 
Towne  will  get  the  full  Republican  vote. 
He  will  probably  not  get  quite  so  large  a 
vote  as  Judge  Searle's  in  i8q2,  but  Mr. 
Baldwin  will  surely  lose  300  lo  500  votes 
to  Halvorsen.  The  railroad  men  at  St. 
Cloud,  so  it  was  told  today,  will  most 
likely  cast  their  votes  for  Owen  and 
Halvorsen.  Maj.  Baldwin  expects  3000 
plurality  in  Stearns,  but  will  be  lucky  to 
get  it. 

Further  reports  frcm  Little  Falls  show 
that  Morrison  county  is  m  most  excel- 
lent shape  for  the  Republicans.  The 
party  organization  there  is  the  best  in 
any  county  in  the  Sixth  district  and  the 
Democrats  are  all  on  the  defensive.  The 
Populist  vote  will  not  be  large.  I  believe 
that  Baldwin  cannot  possibly  get  over 
300  plurality  there  as  against  550  two 
years  ago.  From  Benton  county  reports 
are  indefinite  and  I  would  not  venture  a 
guess  as  to  what  it  will  do.  It  is  strong- 
ly Democratic  and  will  remain  so.  Todd 
county  has  an  uncertain  element,  and 
the  Populist  strength, may  show  quite  an 
increase.  The  Democrats  will  not  gain 
any  votes.  Today  I  am  told  that  at  Sta- 
ples the  railroad  men  will  vote  the  Re- 
publican ticket.  Mr.  Towne  is  certainly 
very  strong  there  and  Governor  Nelson 
will  probably  pull  more  than  his  party 
vote.  Crow  Wing  county  is  looking  bet- 
ter for  the  Republicans.  I  gather  this 
from  both  Democratic  and  Republican 
sources.  Populism  is  not  so  strong  there 
as  it  was.  Aitkin  coun'.y  is  all  one  way 
—Republican— except  for  Capt.  Allen 
for  senator,  where  a  local  fight  is  being

made  upon  him  and  where  the  opposing 
cand  date.  Ma  r,  will  poll  a  heavy  Re-! 
publican  vote  on  account  of  his  residence 
in  the  county.  The  vote  in  that  county 
will  be  goo  to  1000  and  Towne  will  get 
two-thirds  of  it.  Nelson  will  run  up  with 
his  ticket. 

Wadena  county  is  strongly  for  Towne. 
His  plurality  can  be  put  down  at  300. 
Only  a  few  Populists  have  developed  in 
this  village,  but  there  will  be  quite  a 
number  in  some  other  parts  of  the 
county.  Talks  with  hack  drivers,  labor- 
ing men  and  others  develop  the  fact  that 
Towne  will  get  an  immense  vote  all 
through  this  region,  and  that  the  Demo- 
cratic vote  he  Avill  receive  will  be  no 
small  amount.  1  also  had  a  report  to- 
day from  Itasca.  That  is  a  Democratic 
county,  but  my  informant  says  Towne 
will  carry  it.  I  have  no  information  from 
Hubbard  nor  Cass.  This  letter  gives  a 
roseate  tinge  to  Towne's  prospects,  l)ut 
facts  justify  it.  Indeed,  I  feel  more  like 
predicting  Towne's  election  by  a 
big  majority  than  on  any  previous 
occasion.  One  prominent  gentleman 
with  whom  I  talked  this  afternoon 
said:  "So  far  as  Towne  is  concerned,  it 
looks  more  and  more  to  me  like  a  great 
landslide.  He  is  making  votes  where- 
ever  he  goes,  and  you  may  expect  a 
plurality  so  big  that  it  will  simply  be 
astonishing."  I  find  too  that  there  is  not 
in  this  vicinity  that  slump  from  Nelson 
that  has  been  talked  about.  He  will  get 
many  Democratic  votes  in  this  section. 

A  great  fight  is  being  made  upon  Capt. 
Allen  for  the  senate  in  Aitkin  and  Itasca 
counties,  but  I  do  not  believe  his  oppon- 
ents will  be  able  to  beat  him.  He  is 
strong  in  his  own  county,  in  Wadena, 
Hubbard  and  Cass.  Aitkin  will  give  a 
good  sized  plurality  for  Marr.  Itasca 
county  is  debatable  ground,  with  a  pro- 
bability of  a  majority  against  Allen,  but 
the  captain  will  probably  come  out  of 
the  contest  with  200  to  300  plurality  in 
the  district.

AFTER  THE  GUATEMALANS. 

Mexican  Troops  Are  Preparing  to   Drive  Back 
the  Filibusters. 

City  of  Mexico,  Oct.  31.— Miguel 
Torruco  is  the  owner  of  a  large  timber 
tract  called  Kgypto.near  the  Guatemalan 
frontier.  Quite  recently  the  authorities 
of  Peten,  Guatemala,  arrested  and  took 
away  six  Mexican  subjects  who  were  em- 
ployed by  Torruco.  The  Guatemalans 
have  occupied  both  sides  of  the  stream 
Agua  Azul  and  have  planted  their  llag 
on  its  bank.  This  is  an  invasion  of  Mex- 
ican territory. 

Among  the  people  whose  business  is 
damaged  by  the  movements  of  the  Gua- 
temalan filibusterers  is  the  American,  D. 
F.  Schraielder,  who  had  a  contract  with 
Torruco  for  the  delivery  of  lumber  and 
who  has  appealed  to  the  American  min- 
ister, protesting  against  the  arbitrary 
acts  of  Guatemala,  The  state  of  Tabas- 
co is  arming  its  military  under  the  com- 
mand of  Col.  A.  Soca. 

Alfonso  Alvarez  has  arrived  at  San 
Juan  Baptista.  His  mission  is  to  con- 
struct a  telegraph  line  to  Tenosique  oii 
on  the  Guatemalan  frontier.  Sixty-two 
leagues  will  be  covered  and  the  com- 
mander of  the  troops  at  the  front  will  be 
in  constant  communication  with  the  war 
department.

St.  Paul,  Oct.  3i.-fSpecial  lo  The 
Herald.]— The  iron  mining  interest  of 
the  Sixth  congressional  district  is  not 
likely  to  forget  the  fact  that  there  has 
been  a  change  in  the  tariff  even  after 
the  gentlemen  who  are  now  serving  their 
country  on  the  stump,  have  evacuated 
their  stamping  ground  and  Maj.  I3aldwin 

has  concluded  that  he  had  better  serve 
his  country  by  staying  at  home.  There 
is  already  plenty  of  talk  among  p»eople 
who  are  likely  to  be  in  the  next  legisla- 
ture, and  others  who  think  themselves 
interested,  about  a  change  in  the  state 
tax  on  iron  ore  and  it  is  better  than  even 
betting  that  the  tax  will  be  increased 
very  early  in  the  session  to  at  least  5 
cents  a  ton. 

About  the  places  were  men  do  most 
congregate,  at  the  hotels  and  elsewhere, 
this  is  a  matter  of  ordinary  conversation, 
and  through  some  sort  of  reasoning  pe- 
culiar to  men  who  are  sore,  the  addition- 
al tax  is  being  advocated  as  a  reproof  to 
the  people  of  the  Sixth  district  for  there 
is  still  an  impression  going  about  the 
state  that  the  people  of  the  iron  country 
do  not  properly  and  vigorously  resent 
the  tariff  change.  Men  do  not  argue 
about  the  matter.  They  simply  point  to 
the  fact  that  the  people  of  the  Duluth 
district  have  gone  so  far  as  to  allow  some 
difference  of  opinion  to  obtain  as  to  the 
right  of  Maj.  Baldwin  to  go  back  to  con- 
gress and  they  say  that  a  set  of  people 
who  do  not  get  together  and  resent  it 
when  their  interests  are  attacked,  as  the 
interests  of  the  Sixth  are  attacked  in  the 
new  tariff  law,  do  not  deserve  any  sym- 
pathy and  ought  to  be  made  to  piy  to 
the  state  what  they  allow  to  be  lost  to 
the  community  in  suffering  the  tariff  on 
ore  to  be  reduced  without  a  prompt  and 
unanimous  kick. 

The  argument  with  the  agricultural 
contingent  is  that  there  must  still  be 
plenty  of  money  in  iron  even  under  a 
reduced  tariff  and  that  the  mine  o  wners 
are  better  able  to  stand  an  increase  of 
taxation,  pro  bono  publico,  than  any 
othei  interest  in  the  state.  The 
premises  upon  which  they  base  their 
argument  may  not  be  sound,  but  it  will 
do  for  them  and  one  of  the  first  bills  to 
be  introduced  will  be  one  increasing,  by 
500  per  cent  at  least,  the  state  tax  on 
the  output  of  the  mines. 

In  the  southern  part  of  the  state  this 
proposition  has  been  repeatedly  made 
by  t*opulist  speakers  and  it  doetj  not 
meet  with  much  reproof  from  men  in 
the  other  parts  who  have  nothing  at 
stake  in  the  matter.  What  ever  the 
complexion  of  the  legislature,  a  bill  will 
be  introduced  early  in  the  session  and  if 
it  is  a  minority  measure  and  comes 
from  the  I'opulists  it  will  provide 
for  an  increase  of  the  tax  to  to 
cents  a  ton.  A  traveling  correspondent 
who  has  just  returned  from  a  tour  of  the 
state  tells  your  correspondent  thai  the 
matter  has  been  much  exploited  on  the 
stump  in  the  farming  regions,  and  he 
was  rather  surprised  that  the  attention 
of  the  newspapers  had  not  been  called 
to  it,  but  accounted  for  this  on  the  theory 
that  the  movement  is  granger  rather  than 
partisan. 

The  question  that  has  bothered  some 
Democrats  and  inspired  unwise  hopes  in 
the  bosom  of  others— as  to  who  will  suc- 
ceed Jadam  Bede  in  the  marshalship— 
has  not  been  bothering  those  of  thtj  De- 
mocrats who  are  strictly  "next  to''  Maj. 
Baldwin.  The  matter  was  discussnd  by 
a  party  of  the  elect  at  the  Merchants 
yesterday  and  the  apparent  indifference 
of  the  gentlemen  who  might  be  expscted 
to  do  a  lot  of  talking,  was  explained. 

"Marshal  Bede  is  really  going  out. 
There  is  nothing  of  the  bluff  in  his  resig- 
tation.  He  is  in  the  hole  to  an  extent 
that  ought  to  be  alarming  to  a  man  of 
slender  financial  resources.  He  ha$  lost 
the  whole  of  the  time  he  has  put  in,  and 
whether  or  no  he  will  quit  a  financial 
loser  depends  on  how  long  it  will  take 
for  the  powers  that  be  to  appoint  his 
successor.  It  has  cost  an  enormous 
amount  of  money  to  run  the  office  since 
Hede  took  it  and  he  has  had  to  pay  a 
high  rate  of  interest  for  what  moni*y  he 
needed.  And  he  needed  a  large  amount. 
While  paying  out  all  this  good  momjy  he 
found  that  his  predecessors  had  not  made 
anything  in  the  office;  that  Marshal 
Campbell  (juit  $1200  loser  and  that  Mar- 
shal Danahowcr  was  obliged  to  bring 
suit  for  money  paid  out  and  when  he  got 
a  settlement  he  was  still  out  his  time 
while  he  held  the  job. 

"This  startled  Mr.  Bede,  for  although 
Jadam  may  be  picturesque  in  his  politics 
he  is  not  in  his  desire  to  get  his  share  of 
the  coin  that  is  going  about.  He  found 
out  two  months  ago  that  there  was  no 
prospect  of  having  'all  kinds  of  money" 
as  a  consequence  of  getting  the  marshal- 
ship.  And  about  that  time  it  became 
evident  to  Maj.  Baldwin  that  it  would 
not  do  a  bit  of  barm  to  make  a  chan?e  in 
the  registershipof  the  Duluth  land  oHice. 
He  had  to  have  Bede  on  the  stump; 
Bede  had  td  have  something  in  the  shape 
ot  an  ol'fice  with  some  emoluments  at- 
tached; C.  P.  Mafjinnis  wanted  a  job; 
Baldwin  wanted  Maginnis  on  the  s'.iimp; 
Register  Taylor  has  no  use  for  anvone  in 
the  campaign,  and  the  other  fellows 
offered  to  furnish  the  motive  forachirge 
if  Baldwin  would  ask  L.-imoreaux  for 
Taylor's  scalp.  Baldwin  had  to  consent 
and  there  was  a  new  slate  made  three 
weeks  before  the  Bede  resign.ilion  -A'cnt 
in.  If  the  deal  is  carried  through  Bede 
will  have  the  registersbip  and  Taylor's 
hide  will  be  hung  on  the  fence."

There  were  no  serious  injuries  to  passen- 
gers as  first  reported,  they  only  suffering 
from  a  shaking  up  when  the  engines 
came  together.

report. 

On  the  other  hand  483^  shares  person- 
ally and  6756  shares  by  proxy  voted  in 
favor  of  the  amendment  to  postpone  the 
acceptance  of  the  accounts  until  the  ex- 
pert investigation  now  pending  shall  be 
completed. 

This  amendment  was  carried  ye.ster- 
dav  by  a  majority  of  one  vote  and  Sir 
lltnry  Tyler,  the  president,  demanded  a

HOW  TO  VOTE. 

The  Supreme  Couri  Has  SeHled  Some  Mooted 
Points. 

Some  interesting  points  about  the 
election  law  were  settled  yesterday  by 
an  opinion  of  the  supreme  court  banded 
down  by  Judge  Collins,  The  syllabus  is 
as  follows: 

State  of  Minnesota,  ex  rel.,  Silas 
Braley  and  Silas  Braley,  appellants,  vs. 
John  F.  Gay,  respondent. 

1.  Held,  where  it  clearly  appears 
that  there  was  no  willful  disregard  of 
that  part  of  general  laws,  1591,  chapter 
4.  section  51,  providing  that  the  initials 
of  the  judges  of  election  to  be  placed 
on  the  backs  of  the  ballots  shall  be 
those  of  two  judges  of  "opposite  po- 
litical parties,"  and  no  wrong  or  fraud 
has  been  intended  or  perpetrated;  that 
the  requirement  is  not  mandatory,  but 
is  complied  with  if  the  initials  are  of 
two  judges  of  the  same  political  affili- 
ations. 

2.  The  requirements  found  in  section 
57  of  the  same  chapter,  that  an  oath 
must  be  administered  to  an  alleged  il- 
literate or  physically  disabled  elector  be- 
fore he  can  havetheaidof  another  person 
in  the  making  of  his  ballot;  held  manda- 
tory. And  the  elector  who  requests  such 
aid  must,  under  oath,  bring  himself 
s  rictly  within  the  terms  of  the  statute  as 
to  his  inability  to  mark  his  own  ballot. 
He  cannot  avail  himself  of  aid  upon  the 
ground  that  he  usually  uses  glasses  but 
has  not  brought  iheai  with  him. 

3-  An  oath  in  its  broadest  sense  in- 
cludes all  forms  of  attestation  bv  which 
a  party  signifies  that  he  is  bound  in  con- 
science to  perform  an  act  faithfully  and 
truthfully.  Held,  m  the  absence  of  a 
statutory  form  of  the  oath  to  be  adminis- 
tered to  an  alleged  illiterate  or  physi- 
cally disabled  elector  that  the  form  u.4ed 
by  the  judges  at  the  election  in  contro- 
versy was  of  binding  force  and  effect. 

4.  Held  (in  a  case  where  all  electors 
as  well  as  the  marker  who  was  one  of  :he 
judges  of  election— acted  in  good  faith) 
in  the  abseiiCe  of  a  finding  that  any  ot 
the  electors  whose  ballots  were  marked 
by  the  judge  at  their  request  and  as  they 
directed  bad  knowledge  that  said  judge 
had  previously  marked  more  ballots  than 
he  was  permitted  by  the  terms  of  said 
S^ection  57,  to  mark,  namely,  three,  that 
the  prohibition  as  to  the  markers,  is  sim- 
ply directory. 

5.  Held,  on  the  facts  in  this  case,  that 
the  law  requiring  and  providing  for  the 
secrecy  of  the  ballot  was  not  violated. 
The  irregularity  complained  of  was  in- 
su  fficient  to  warrant  the  rejection  of  the 
ballots  cast  under  such  circumstanc<«s 
Judgment  affirmed.  Collins,  J.

Maj.  Baldwin's  Defeat. 
Maj.  Baldwin  is  telling  his  audiences  in 
the  western  end  of  the  district  to  look 
out  for  a  sensation  that  he  intends  to 
spring  a  tew  days  before  election,  which, 
he  asserts,  will  land  Mr.  Towne  in  the 
political  bouillon.  This  shows  how  des- 
perate the  major  is  becoming  in  the  face 
of  the  certain  defeat  that  awaits  him  at 
the  polls  next  Tuesday.  It  is  the  usual 
practice  of  politicians  who  see  defeat 
ahead  of  them  to  make  a  last  effort  to 
gain  victory  by  springing  roorbacks  at 
the  last  hour,  thus  giving  tire  r  opponent 
no  chance  to  reply  and  counteract  the 
effect  of  the  charges,  but  it  has  been  re- 
served to  Maj.  Baldwin  to  be  the  tirst  to 
announce  that  he  intended  to  resort  to 
this  extreme  measure. 

Being  thus  forewarned  the  voters  will 
treat  with  entire  disregard  any  story 
affecting  Mr.  Towne  which  may  emanate 
from  the  Baldwin  camp  between  this 
and  election  day.  Mr.  Towne  is  not 
afraid  of  any  charges  that  the  major  may 
make,  because  he  knows  that,  if  proper 
time  be  given,  he  can  refute  any  and 
all  of  them.  Of  course  if  any  vile  at- 
tack should  be  made  a  few  days  before 
election  it  would  be  impossible  for  him 
to  make  a  reply  that  would  reach  all 
portions  of  this  district.  The  major  and 
his  political  managers  are  figuring  on 
this,  and  hence  they  have  delayed  mak- 
ing any  of  their  sensational  and  false 
charges  until  the  last  hours  of  the  cam- 
paign. There  was  a  time  several  years 
ago  when  such  rcorbacks  had  effect,  but 
that  time  has  passed.  The  people  have 
become  accustomed  ^o  expect  these 
roorbacks,  and  they  do  not  pay  the 
slightest  attention  to  them. 

Another  sign  of  the  major's  fast  fading 
hope  of  silting  in  the    next    congress   is 
found  in  the  attifude  of  the    St.    Cloud 
Times,  the  only   Democratic  daily  in  the 
district.    The  Times  is  making  a  frantic 
appeal  to  the  Populists  to  vote  for  Bald- 
win, claiming  that  by  so  doing  they    can 
defeat  Towne.    The  Times  is   fearful  of 
the    Populist  candidate's     strength.     It 
knows  that  in    Stearns    county    he    will 
poll   many    former    Democratic    votes, 
and  that  he  will    cut  deeply    into    the 
major's  strength  throughout  the  district, 
The  probability  that  the   major   will    be 
third  in  the  race  m  consequence  of  Hal- 
vorsen's  running  qualities    has  alarmed 
the  Times  exceedmgly,  and  it  is   really 
pitiful  to  read  its  tearful   appeal   to    the 
Populists  of    Stearns  county    to    desert 
their  candidate  and    vote    for    Baldwin. 
The  Times'  appeal  will  not  be  answered 
as  it  desires.    The  Populists  will  not  be- 
come a  catspaw  for  the  major  and  help 
to  pull  his  political  chestnuts  out  ot  the 
fire.    Charles  A.  Towne  will  be  the  next 
Sixth  district  congressman,  and    all    the 
roorbacks  that    the    major    may  spring 
and  all  the  appeals  to  the    Populists  to 
aid  him  cannot  prevent  this  result. 


us  see  what  such  a  thing   would  accom- 
plish and  who  it  would  affect. 

Of  the^result  of  the  election  there  is  no 
doubt.  The  majority  of  the  votes  were 
in  favor  of  the  purchase.  The  will  of 
the  majority  is  supreme.  That  is  the 
common  law  of  the  land.  The  question 
can  be  dragged  through  the  courts  and 
in  the  end  the  result  will  be  the  same 
But  while  it  is  being  buffeted  about  in 
the  court  rooms,  see  the  condition  that 
will  exist  at  home.  An  injunction  stand- 
ing like  a  wall  between  the  bonds  and 
the  money  markets  will  work  a  variety 
of  ills  and  disasters.  In  the  tirst  place 
it  will  place  a  blot  on  the  credit  of  the 
city  that  it  will  take  long  legal  cleansing 
to  wipe  out,  and  in  the  second  place  it 
will  stop  all  work  that  should  be  done 
this  winter  by  the  army  of  laboring  men 
who  are  waiting  to  earn  bread  oy  the 
sweat  of  their  brows.  These  two  calam- 
ities are  sufficient  to  mention.  They  are 
enough  to  suggest  some  thought  to  the 
mind  of  anyone  contemplating  such  a 
step  as  has  been  mentioned.  The  Her- 
ald has  no  idea  that  such  a  thing  will  be 
done,  but  the  loss  to  the  city  and  our  cit- 
i;:ens  would  be  so  great  in  the  event  of 
such  a  move  that  it  did  not  deem  it  out 
of  place  to  mention  it  now. 

Since  the  smoke  of  battle   has  cleared 
away  those  who  were  opposed  to  the  pur- 
chase have,  with  becoming  grace,  bowed 
to  the  will  of  the  majority    and    become 
new  soldiers  in  Duluth's   army  of   enter- 
prise.

If  any- 
one tried  to  obstruct  that  desire  he  could 
only  be  looked  upon    in    the    light    of  a 
public  calamity.     The  American   people 
like  to  see  a  good  fighter.    They  will  ap- 
plaud him  when  he  wins  or  when  he  ac- 
knowledges defeat,  but  they  have  noth- 
ing but  contempt  for  him  when  he  keeps 
barking  after  he  is  whipped.

The  Water  Bonds. 
The  long  and  bickering  controversy 
between  the  city  and  the  Duluth  Gas 
and  Water  company  is  finally  settled. 
A  majority  of  the  voters  of  Duluth  have 
spoken  in  favor  of  the  purchase  after 
being  thoroughly  informed  upon  all 
sides  of  the  question.  The  city  council 
has  agreed  with  the  sentiment  expressed 
and  has  voted  in  favcr  of  issuing  at  once 
the  bonds  to  permit  extensions  and  im- 
provements. Everything  to  better  the 
water  system  is  progressing  with  the 
spirit  and  activity  that  the  enterprising 
citizens  of  Duluth  have  so  long  hoped 
and  prayed  for.  So  far  so  good.  There 
is  only  one  danger  ahead;  only  one 
block  that  can  be  placed  in  the  path.  It 
is  the  possibility  of  an  injunction  being 
asked  for,  to  retard  the  sale  of  the  bonds, 
upon  the  ground  of  some  technical 
illegality  of  the  election. 

This  possible  barrier  docs  not  spring 
from  the  imagination  of  The  Herald. 
.  The  reason  it  is  mentioned  is  because 
such  a  step  was  hinted  at  just  after  the 
election  by  some  of  those  who  were  most 
strongly  opposed  to  the  purchase.    Let 


Has  Left  the  Democracy. 
Two  years  ago  the  Volksfreund,  the 
only  German  paper  published  in  Duluth 
and  having  a  large  circulation  through- 
out the  state,  supported  Maj.  Baldwin. 
It  was  due  to  the  influence  wielded  by 
the  \'olksfreund  that  Maj.  Baldwin  re- 
ceived the  practically  united  support  of 
the  German-Americans  in  this  section. 
But  like  many  others  they  have  learned 
by  experience  that  they  made  a  great 
mistake  and  they  propose  to  remedy  the 
mistake  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  This 
year  the  Volksfreund  is  supporting  Mr. 
Towne  and  the  result  will  be  that  Mr. 
Towne  will  receive  several  hundred 
German  votes  that  went  to  the  major  two 
years  ago.  The  Volksfreund  has  alto- 
gether transferred  its  allegiance  from 
the  Democracy  to  the  Republican  party, 
and  in  the  last  issue  explains  its  reasons 
for  this  change,  in  the  following  words: 
"Although  in  the  election  of  county 
officers  we  look  to  the  man,  we  feel  that 
this  year  in  national  politics  we  must  ad- 
vocate the  Republican  candidates.  Ac- 
cording to  our  idea  the  Democratic 
party  has,  since  the  inauguration  of 
Cleveland,  when  it  cam  ^  into  full  control 
of  the  government,  shown  itself  de- 
cidedly unfitted  to  rale  over  the  social 
and  political  interests  of  our  country. 
Internal  dissensions,  lack  of  patriotism 
and  business  tact  mark  its  progress,  or 
rather  its  retrogression. 

"The  general  demand  for  energetic 
action  in  the  settlements  of  the  money 
question  was  met  by  exasperating  care- 
lessness, and  thereby  the  industrial  con- 
dition of  the  country  was  further  de- 
pressed.

Tomorrow  and  Get  an   Insurance 

Rebate. 


Rate  Situation  Shows  no  Material    Change 

—Lumber  Shovers   Had  a   Small 

Strike  Yesterday. 


Vcsselmen  all  say  ih.it  the  usual  fall 
rush  of  marine  freights    has  not   materi- 
alized this  year,  and  all  hopes  of  having 
one  have  been  given   up.     In  the  face  of 
that  fact,  and  in  the  face  of  the  dullness 
which  has  continued  throughout  the  sea- 
son the  increase  which    has  been  noted 
each  month  in  all  lines  of  marine   busi- 
ness   shows    that    in    spite    of    adverse 
conaitions     the    traffic      in    and     out 
of  the  port  of  Duluth  has  made  a  steady 
increase  right  along.     Each    of   the  pre- 
ceding months  has    shown  advances    in 
receipts    and    shipments    in    nearly  all 
cases  over  the  same   month   ot  last  year, 
and  October  promises  to  end  up  with  the 
same  showing.      The    number  of    boats 
arriving  and  departing  during  the  month 
of  October  in  1893  and  i8q4  shows  a  sig- 
nihcant  increase. 

_  In  October,  1S93,  there  were  -^lo  ar- 
rivals. In  October,  1S94.  up  to  9  o'clock 
this  morning,  with  fifteen  hours  yet  to 
spare,  there  were  390  arrivals,  an  in- 
crease of  80.  In  October,  1S93,  there 
were  300  departures,  and  in  October, 
i8q4,  there  were  3':>g.  an  increase  of  60. 

All  boats  laying  up  tomorrow,  Nov.  i, 
will  receive  a  20  per  cent  rebate  from 
their  year's  insurance,  and  as  many  con- 
sider that  they  can  make  money  by  tak- 
ing advantage  of  the  rebate,  it  is  prob- 
able that  many  of  the  smaller  wild  boats 
will  go  out  of  commission,  as  the  pros- 
pects are  that  business  will  be  compara- 
tively light  for  the  remainder  of  the  sea- 
son. 

There  is  no  material  change  in  marine 
rates  on  business  today,  and  they  contin- 
ue much  as  as  they  have  for  a  week.  There 
is  a  good  deal  of  inquiry  for  lumber  ton- 
nage, and  shippers  are  bidding  S2.25  to 
Tonawandaand  Si.qo  to  Chicago,  though 
that  rate  is  not  firmly  established.  The 
report  of  a  rate  to  Tonawanda  caused  a 
brief  strike  among  the  lumber  shovers 
working  on  three  boats  yesterdav  after- 
noon. 

Their  wages  are  in  a  way  regulated  bv 
the  lumber  treight  rates,  and  when  ihey 
heard  that  the  rate  had  gone  up  they 
wanted  an  advance  of  ;  cents  an  hour. 
They  were  soon  convinced  that  the  ad- 
vanced rate  had  not  yet  been  paid,  and 
the  strike  ended. 

Coal  rates  are  35  cents  for  soft  and  30 
cents  for  hard  coal.  Wheat  is  quiet  at

I  belong  to  the  chorus,  but  I 
do  a  little  turn  or  two  alone  during  the 
performance  and  I  get  Si8  per,  and 
here's  a  little  English  girl-pointing  to 
a  bystander  who  does  a  turn  in 
the  Clodoche  (luadrille  and  she  gets  S16 
per  and  a  lot  of  the  girls  think 
that  we  are  very  lucky,  and  we 
have  the  same  opinion  of  the  girls  who 
get  as  high  as  S20  per,  and  so  on  through 
the  ascending  scale  to  the  soloists  or 
premieres.  Some  of  the  chorus  get  $12 
a  week  while  out  on  the  road,  and  some 
only  get  $10  while  making  a  long  stay  or 
a  week's  stand.  Mr.  Henderson  is  a 
good  manager  and  is  gentlemanly  to  his 
girls  and  insists  on  their  being  treated 
like  ladies  by  everyone,  but  his  stories 
about  the  salaries  are  a  trifle  overdrawn 
say  50  per  cent."

It  is  rather  strange  that  the  greater 
part  of  the  Aladdin  chorus  girls  are  Eng- 
lish girls,  and  at  one  hotel  in  Duluth  out 
of  eighteen  girls  and  men  twelve  are 
from  England,  one  from  Germany,  one 
from  Scotland,  two  from  France,  one 
from  Chicago  and  one  from  Port  Towns- 
end,  Wash.,  the  two  men  in  this  number 
being  from  England  and  employed 
property  men.  It  is  proportionately 
in  all  large  spectacular  companies.

Highland  Improvement  Company  Sued 
L  Ncv;ton  for  Clearing  Land. 
Some  time  ago  A.  L.  Newton  brought 
suit  against  the  Highland  Improvement 
company  for  $9328  79.  He  alleged  that 
he  had  agreed  with  the  defendant  to 
clear    all    the    timber    off  the  Fifth  and 

Sixth  divisions  of  Duluth  Heights  at  $85 
an  acre.  He  did  so  in  part,  and  was 
paid  $9025.28,  leaving  $4181.37  due, 
which  he  alleged  as  a  first  cause  of  action. 
He  said  that  he  cleared  up  a  large  space 
and  left  the  brush  and  timber  in  piles  to 
dry,  so  that  he  could  burn  it.  In  the 
meantime  he  alleges  that  the  company 
built  on  the  property  180  houses.  1 

This  so  hindered  him  that  be  had  to 
expend  $9147.42  in  taking  the  brush 
away,  and  he  sued  for  $9328.79.  The 
improvement  company  filed  its  answer 
this  morning.  It  claims  to  have  paid 
Newton  $13,441.47,  and  alleges  that  the 
work  was  only  worth  $10,700.  It  denies 
having  built  more  than  two  houses  on  the 
property  instead  of  180. 

It  presents  a  counter  claim  for 
$4268.77,  allying  that  Newton  was  negli- 
gent and  left  a  large  part  of  the  ground 
uncleared,  necessitating  an  expenditure 
of  $5000  on  the  part  of  the  company. 
It  also  claims  that  Newton  was  overpaid 
$2741.47. 

Mary  A.  Hort  accuses  Joseph  L.  Hort 
of  cruelty,  and  asks  for  divorce  and  per- 
mission to  resume  her  maiden  name  of 
Manthey.

London,  Nov.  i.— A  dispatch  from 
Livadia  says  that  the  czar  died  at  3 
o'clock  this  afternoon.  The  news  was  not 
unexpected  as  the  Russian  embassy  an- 
nounced this  morning  that  it  was  in  re- 
ceipt of  a  dispatch  saying  that  the  czar 
was  very  much  worse  and  that  his  end 
was  approaching.  The  bulletin  issued 
by  the  czar's  physicians  at  10  o'clock 
this  morning:  "The  czar  passed  the 
night  without  sleep.  The  activity  of  his 
heart  is  diminishing  rapidly.  His  maj- 
esty's condition  is  very  dangerous.  His 
respiration  is  very  difficult."  This  bul- 
letin was  by  far  the  gravest  yet  issued 
and  the  general  belief  was  that  the  death 
agony  had  begun  and  that  the  czar 
could  not  last  through  the  day.  There- 
fore the  dispatch  announcing  his  death 
was  received  without  surprise. 

According  to  a  dispatch  from  Berlin 
which  has  been  received  here.  Emperor 
William  has  received  a  dispatch  from 
Gen.  von  Werdock,  the  German  ambas- 
sador to  Russia,  who  is  now  at  Livadia, 
saying  that  the  czar  refused  to  go  to 
Corfu  as  he  desired  to  die  in  Russia. 

Gen.  Kostanda,  commander  of  the 
troops  of  the  Moscow  district,  in  reply  to 
a  telegram  of  congratulations  sent  to  the 
czar  upon  the  anniversary  of  the  latter's 
escape  from  death  through  the  railroad 
disaster  near  Borkio,  received  the  follow- 
ing message  from  his  majesty: 

'I  beartly  thank  you  and  the  troops  for 
the  sentiment  and  good  wishes  expressed 
on  the  anniversary  of  an  event  so  memor- 
able for  us  as  our  miraculous  escape 
from  a  threatening  danger. 

"Alexander." 
According  to  a  special  dispatch  re- 
ceived here  from  St.  Petersburg,  a  con- 
spiracy against  the  life  of  the  czarewitch 
has  been  discovered  here.  It  is  added 
that  for  several  days  past  the  police 
have  been  actively  engaged  m  arresting 
nihilists.  Among  those  arrested  are  sev- 
eral students.  The  police  have  also  ob- 
tained possession  of  incrimmating  docu- 
ments. 

According  to  a  private  dispatch  re- 
ceived by  the  queen  of  Denmark,  mother 
of  the  czarina,  the  czar  died  at  3  o'clock 
this  afternoon. 

From  the  time  today's  bulletin  from 
Livadia  was  issued  it  was  known  that 
the  czar's  death  was  only  a  question  of 
hours.  But  the  bulletins  announcing  his 
death  as  having  occurred  this  morning, 
which  were  posted  in  London  and  cabled 
to  the  United  States,  are  shown  to  have 
been  premature.  The  Berlin  foreign 
office  and  the  Russian  embassy  here  did 
not  receive  the  news  of  the  czar's  death 
until  6  o'clock  this  evening. 

Immediately  after  the  body  of  the 
czar  has  been  prepared  it  will  be  laid 
upon  an  inclined  table,  preliminary  to 
being  placed  in  a  temporary  coffin.  The 
priests  will  then  enter  the  bedroom  and 
will  chant  a  requiem.  This  will  be  re- 
peated three  times  daily  until  the 
burial  takes  place.  All  the  members  of 
the  imperial  family  will  be  present  at 
the  ceremonies. 

L  is  expected  that  the  body  of  the 
czar  will  be  removed  tomorrow  to  the 
private  chapel  where  special  prayers  for 
the  repose  of  the  emperor's  soul  will  be 
offered  and  where,  once  a  day,  the 
litany  will  be  sung,  in  addition  to  chant- 
ing a  requim.  When  the  priests  enter 
the  death  room  they  will  cense  the  body 
and  then  commence  the  service. 

It  is  understood  that  the  czarewitch 
will  immediately  issue  a  proclamation 
declaring  himself  czar,  and  all  the  Rus- 
sian officials  throughout  the  world  will 
take  the  oath  ot  allegiance  as  soon 
possible. 


What  preparation  had  he  received  for 
the  exalted  position  to  which  he  would 
DOW  in  the  fullness  of  time  be  called? 

\yell,  he  was  a  surly  young  giant. 
Opinions  he  was  believed  to  have  none. 
If  he  possessed  any  he  at  least  kept 
them  pretty  much  to  himself.  Like  his 
brothers,  Vladimir  and  Alexis,  he  was 
the  performer  of  fabulous  feats  at  tl« 
supper  table.  He  was  a  splendid  wrest- 
ler, extremely  powerful,  who  could  drink 
more  champagne  than  any  of  his 
brothers,  and  who  took  pleasure  in  imi- 
tating the  tricks  with  which  history  haa 
credited  Peter  the  Great. 

Thus  he  used  to  crush  horseshoes  in 
the  hollow  of  his  hand,  roll  silver  rubles 
into  tubes,between  his  thumb  and  finger, 
and  used  to  sally  forth  with  his  brothers 
to  disreputable  drinking  places  at  night, 
in  strict  incognito,  and  thrash  the  assem- 
bled company.  Whether  he  ever 
stopped  the  sails  of  a  windmill  in  full 
motion  as  Peter  is  reputed  lo  have  done 
is  not  on  record. 

He  had  been  brought  up  in  strict  belief 
in.  the  orthodox  Greek  church,  and,  while 
his  father  was  a  free  thinker  and  be:- 
lieved  in  little  else  than  pleasure,  the 
younger  Alexander  swallowed  whole  the 
superstitions  of  his  national  Byzantine 
faith,  and  made  of  his  religious  precep- 
tor, Pobedonostzeff,  his  friend  and  conh- 
dant,  almost  the  keeper  of  his  con- 
science. 

For  the  rest,  he  cared  little  for  booku 
and  less  for  art,  but  he  delighted  in  the 
details  of  militarism,  and,  being  big  ami 
strong,  was  on  the  whole  harmless  and 
gentle,  though  surly  and  self-contained. 
His  Marriage. 
It  was  the  giant,  living  in  intellectual 
daikness,  who,  fresh  from  the  wine 
cellars  of  St.  Petersburg.was  thrown  into 
the  arms  of  the  beautiful  Dagmar  of 
Denmark.  The  princess  had  been  be- 
trothed to  the  heir-apparent  to  the  Rus- 
sian throne.  What  did  it  matter  that 
Nicholas  was  dead?  There  was  still  an 
heir-apparent!  Her  parents  were  poor 
and  anxious  for  good  matches  for  their 


stories  about  Dagmar  and  the  treatment 
he  had  received  as  the  fool  of  the  family 
were  sufficient  for  this,  for  he  was  resent- 
ful. Alexander  II,  was  a  Western.  He 
coquetted  with  France  and  Germany. 
His  son  hated  both  countries,  and  also 
hated  theories. 

When,  in  1881,  the  czar  fell  a  victim 
to  the  intrigues  of  his  brother  Constan- 
tine  and  was  murdered,  it  was  due 
largely  to  the  energy  of  Vladimir,  who 
then  commanded  the  Imperial  guards, 
that  Alexander  III  ascended  the  throne, 
and  a  palace  revolution  did  not  place 
the  crown  on  Constantine's  head.  For 
this  reason  Alexander  has  forgiven  bis 
brother  many  acts  of  robbery  and 
debauchery. 

On  the  throne  he  remained  the    chief 


looking  nervously  at  the  passers-by  in 
the  street,  as  though  lie  expected  every 
next  minute  to  have  a  bomb  hurled  at 
him.  Imposing  he  wis  not,  but  simple 
and  kindly  certainly. 

His  masters,  charged  with  the  duty  of 
educating  him  for  his  great  position,  in 
the  freedom  of  privati:  conversation  used 
to  testify  to  his  intelligence  and  applica- 
tion. 

It  has  been  stated  that  be  has  no 
knowledge  of  politics  This  is  not  cor- 
rect. For  the  last  fiv.;  years  he  has  been 
in  the  habit  of  presiding  over  the  council 
of  state,  a  duty  which  his  father's  laziness 
made  irksome  to  him.  At  these  meet- 
ings the  young  man  conducted  the  busi- 
ness with  surprising  ability  and  tact. 
Much  more  Uct  than  his  father  ever 
showed. 

He  has  a  will  of  his  own.  His  father 
wanted  him  very  much  to  marry  one  of 
the  daughters  ot    Nikita,    the    reigning 

young 


of  the  Slavonic  party.  But  he  was  prac- 
tical, and  did  not  advocate  any  of  those 
wild  schemes  which    his  friends    wished 

him     to     carry   out.    He     had     com- 

manded  an  army  in  the  Russo-Turkish    prfnceof  ~Montenegror'  "fhese' 
war,  and  knew  something  of  the  terrors    '    "  -   .      -      .    .  .. 

of  warfare.  He  was,  therefore,  obsti- 
nately in  favor  of  peace.  Besides,  much 
as  he  respected  the  religious  and  in- 
triguing fanatic  Pobedonostzeff,  the  em- 
press bated  this  man,  and  so  the  fanatic 
never  quite  got  the  upper  hand. 

Alexander  III  had  a  certain  kind  ot 
cunning,  which  stupid  men  possess,  and 
did  not  mind  increasing  the  power  of 
Russia  by  the  arts  of  diplomacy.  When 
his  cunning  failed  him,  as  in  the  case  of 
Bulgaria,  he  had  the  common  sense  to 
swallow  his  pride,  and  did  not  proceed 
to  bloodshed.     This  was  his  great  merit. 

Otherwise  he  was  an  indifferent  and 
lazy  monarch,  who  governed  Russia  by 
means  of  favorites.  He  picked  them  up 
wherever  he  could  find  them  and  prided 
himself  on  his  faculty  of  discovering 
genias.  In  this  respect  he  had  something 
of  Napoleon  about  him. 

Not  an  Industrious  Man. 

But  all  the  talk  of  his  great  industry  is 
sheer  nonsense.  He  spent  most  of  his 
time  sleeping,  eating  and  drinking.  This 
was  the  cause  of  his  disease.   He  did  not 


ladies  are  of  the  Greek  faith;  they  weje 
educated  at  a  fashionable  school  at  St. 
Petersburg,  and  they  iire  fine,  handsome 
tall  and  strong,  of  supsrb  physique,  with 
coal-black  hair  and  eyes  to  match.  But 
the  young  czarewitch  would  have  none  of 
them.  He  had  fixed  his  affections  else- 
where. 

In  Love  with  an  Actress. 
Alexander  III,  mincful  of  the  sad  fate 
of  his  brother,  Nichohs,  who  had  died  of 
nervous  debility,  determined  that  his 
delicate  son  should  escape  that  fate. 
Manners  are  still  somewhat  primitive  in 
Russia,  and  so  the  czarewitch  was  in- 
troduced to  a  very  charming  actress, 
with  whom  he  fell  violently  in  love  and 
who  became  his  mistress.  He  loved  this 
woman,  who  had  an  excellent  disposi- 
tion, so  passionately  ttiat  he  declared  his 
intention  of  marrying  her,  backing  his 
resolution  by  the  theoiies  of  Tolstoi.  His 
father  lost  his  temper,  but  did  not  suc- 
ceed in  frightening  th«;  young  man,  who 
declared  that  if  he  wus  not  allowed  to 
marry  her  he  would  not  marry  any  one 
else. 
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THE  DECEASED  EMPEROR. 


He  Never  Expected  lo  Reign  and  Was  Trained 
lor  a  Soldier. 
The  Emperor  Alexander  III,  who  was 

born  in  1845,  was  never  expected  to 
reign,  but  was  intended  to  lead  the  life  of 
a  soldier.  It  was  upon  his  brother 
Nicholas,  the  czarevitch,  that  all  the  best 
traininf:  was  lavished.  It  was  be  who, 
as  the  eldest  son,  was  supposed  to  be 
destined  to  ascend  the  throne  and  rule 
autocratically  loo.ooo.ooo  unhappy  Rus- 
sians. 

But  the  eldest  son,  tended  like  a  hot- 
house plant,  was  over-educated,  over- 
forced  and  died  of  physical  and  nervous 
exhaustion  in  the  flower  of  his  early 
manhood. 

Alexander,  who  had  always  been  re- 
garded as  the  fool  ot  the  family,  now  be- 
came the  heir  of  the  throne. 

What  sort  of  a  young  man  was  he? 


daughters;  besides  there  were  high  po- 
litical reasons. 

Her  sister  had  married  the  prince  of 
Wales.  Russia  and  England  would 
thus  become  related.  The  ever-med- 
dling Queen  Victoria  was  supected  to 
have  a  finger  in  the  pie.  And  then  Den- 
mark, the  best  part  of  which  had  just 
been  swalfowed  up  by  Prussia,  wanted 
powerful  friends. 

In  short,  the  beauty  and  the  beast 
were  united,  the  beautiful  Dagmar  to 
the  repulsive  and  dissipated  Alexander. 

That  repulsive  giant  developed  into 
what  is  called  a  good  husband.  But  not 
suddenly.  Horrid  scandals  had  to  pave 
the  way.  It  was  across  the  vilest  wick- 
ednesses of  a  corrupt  court  that  the  road 
to  domestic  peace  lay. 

At  first  Alexander  neglected  his  wife, 
who  was  too  beautiful  and  delicate  a 
flower  for  him  to  appreciate.  But  his 
father's  attentions  to  her  and  the  stories 
which  these  attentions  called  into  being 
made  him  madly  jealous.  He  satisfied 
himself  that  these  were  slanders,  but  he 
began  to  see  that  the  flower  he  was  neg- 
lecting was  beautiful  and  sweet. 

The  Empress  Dagmar  certainly  had 
as  little  brains  as  her  husband.  She  was 
frivolous  and,  having  been  brought  up 
in  great  poverty,  was  naturally  very  ex- 


take  sufficient  exercise.  When  his  minis- 
ters presented  him  with  projects  of  laws 
he  would  retire  to  his  study  and  go  to 
sleep  over  them. 

He  was  also  very  miserly  and  hated 
expense.  The  furniture  in  his  palaces 
is  in  a  disgraceful  state  of  untidiness  be- 
cause he  grudged  the  money  for  repairs. 
In  his  dress  he  was  untidy,and  his  valets 
had  the  greatest  difficulty  in  turning  him 
out  creditably.  He  was  very  shy  and  a 
poor  speaker. 

In  fac,  he  had  bo  talents,  but  he  was 
an  honest  and  a  moral  man,  who  tried  to 
do  his  duty,  who  was  brave  and  did  not 
fear  death,  and  who,  if  he  could,  would 
have  done  a  great  deal  of  good,  but  he 
had  not  the  originality  of  character  to 
rise  superior  to  his  advisers,  and  he  was 
intensely  jealous  of  his  imperial  author- 
ity. 

Six-foot  three  in  height,  weighing  250 
pounds,  the  emperor  looked  like  a  giant. 
He  had  small  eyes,  straight,  hard  eye- 
brows, a  small  forehead,  a  fair  beaid  and 
a  coarse  moutb.  In  appearance  he  was 
not  unlike  the  peasants  he  ruled. 
The  Czarevitch. 

A  very  different  person  is  Nicholas 
Alexandrovitch.  Short  in  stature,  insig- 
nificant in  appearance,  generally  sup- 
posed to  be  an  idiot,  he  has  nevertheless 
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travagant.  She  loved  dress  and  vanides, 
and  especially  dancing.  If  her  hus- 
band was  sullen  and  taciturn,  a  sort  of 
Saul,  she  was  a  kind  of  female  David, 
full  of  life  and  animation,  and  he  grew 
to  love  her. 

Alexander  III  bad  few  opinions  and 
little  learning,  but  he  bad  an  ambitious 
favorite  in  the  person  of  his  old  tutor, 
Pobedonostzeff.  This  man  is  very 
nearly  a  genius — an  evil  genius,  per- 
haps, but  still  a  genius. 

He  saw  that  Russia  was  drifting 
toward  republicanism.  It  was  then  the 
fashion  to  be  either  liberal  and  "West- 
ern" or  to  talk  of  a  revival  of  the  old  Re- 
public ot  Novgord  under  the  form  of  a 
confederation  of  all  Slavonic  countries. 
He  Takes  the  Throne. 

A  clever  journalist  saw  how  to  turn 
this  latter  movement  to  account.  He 
argued  that  the  autocracy  was  a  purely 
national  institution,  and  that  the  con- 
federation of  Slavonic  nations  should  be 
be  consummated  under  a  czar.  This 
man  was  Karkoff.  He  won  over  Pobed- 
onostzeff, and  he  succeeded  in  inducing 
the  czarevitch  to  put  himself  at  the  head 
of  this  national  party. 

The  czarevitch  bated  bis  father.    The 


many  amiable  and  gentle  qualities  and  a 
kind  heart,  besides  a  very  strong  will. 

Born  in  186S,  he  developed  so  slowly 
and  showed  so  few  mental  gifts  that 
his  parents  called  in  a  specialist  to  pro- 
nounce upon  his  health.  This  scien- 
tific gentleman  pronounced  the  youth  a 
congenital  idiot,  and  was  nearly  killed 
for  his  frankness  by  the  irascible  czar, 
who  gave  him  a  swinging  box  on  the 
ear. 

But  the  young  prince,  if  very  far  from 
being  a  genius,  is  certainly  no  fool.  He 
has  the  weedy  physique  of  his  mother,  is 
very  sallow  and  has  extraordinarily  ex- 
pressionless bluish  gray  eyes,  the  bushy 
black  eyebrows  over  which  do  not  im- 
prove his  appearance.  He  has  lately 
grown  a  beard,  which  has  given  him  a 
more  manly  aspect  and  made  him  look 
like  the  cousin  he  is  of  the  duke  of 
York,  out  it  is  an  ugly  likeness.  There 
is  the  square  Tartar  head  and  the  curious 
Tartar  snub  nose,  which  pronounces 
him  a  Russian. 

As  a  boy  his  appearance  driving 
through  the  streets  of  St.  Petersburg  in 
his  Cossack  uniform  and  seated  in  a  small 
sleigh,  was  distinctly  insignificant.  "The 
writer    rememl>ers   seeing   him  in  1896, 


It  was  for  this  reason  that  the  czare- 
vitch was  sent  on  his  famous  journey 
round  the  world,  in  order  to  give  him 
other  ideas.  The  wild  ind  boisterous  l)ut 
extremely  powerful  Grand  Duke  George 
of  Greece,  went  with  him  to  amuse  and 
take  care  of  him. 

The  young  princes  ttehaved  with  any- 
thing but  the  repose  ^?hich  marks  the 
caste  of  Vere  de  Vere.  The  journey 
was  a  perpetual  orgy,  interrupted  by 
boxing,  swimming  and  fencing  matches. 
It  was  on  this  trip  tha:  the  czarevitch's 
brother,  the  Grand  Duke  George  of 
Russia,  sowed  the  seeds  ot  the  disease 
which  is  now  killing  him.  George  of 
Greece,  was  too  rough  a  playmate  and 
inclined  to  forget  his  strength.  The 
boxing  and  swimming  was  too  much  for 
the  Russian  George,  w  bo  had  to  be  sent 
home  by  himself,  a  spar  having  been 
clumsily  dropped  on  his  head  in  the 
course  of  some  mad  pranks. 

To  atone  for  his  misfortune,  the  Grand 
Duke  George  of  Greece  saved  the  life  of 
the  czarevitch  on  the  memorable  occa- 
sion when  he  was  attacked  by  a  Japanese 
policeman  in  Tokio,  who  hit  the  czare- 
vitch over  the  head  wiih  a  sword. 
The  Row  In  Tokio. 

The  true  story  of  the  affair  has  never 
been  told  in  print.  It  was  simply  this: 
The  young  princes,  in  ordinary  civilian 
dress,  had  determined  to  see  life,  and 
were  making  a  night  of  it.  In  the  course 
of  their  fun  they  were  taken  to  a  house 
of  amusement  reservec  only  for  the  re- 
laxation of  the  priests.  It  was  guarded 
by  a  policeman,  and  for  a  layman  to 
enter  was  desecration. 

Faithful  to  his  duty  and  the  teachings 
of  his  religion,  the  policeman  tried  to 
prevent  the  young  princes  from  entering. 
As  words  would  not  avail,  he  drew  his 
sword  and  hit  the  "fore  ign  devil"  a  blow 
across  the  head.  Instantly  the  Grand 
Duke  George  laid  him  low  with  the  for- 
midable cudgel  which  he  is  in  the  habit 
of  carrying,  and  hurried  the  czarevitch 
away. 

,  The  trip  round  the  world  had  the  de- 
sired effect.  It  very  much  fortified  the 
constitution  of  the  c;:arevitch,  showed 
him  "cities  and  manners"  and  cured  him 
of  his  love  for  the  actress,  who  had  mean- 
while been  spirited  away. 

On  his  return,  however,  he  fell  in  love 
with  the  Princess  Alix  of  Hesse,  He  had 
always  had  a  penchant  for  her,  and  now 
he  determined  to  make  her  his  wife. 
His  determination  gav<;  his  parents  more 
trouble,  but  his  good-nitured  aunt,  the 
duchess  of  Coburg.  '.hen  duchess  of 
Edinburgh,  stood    his  friend. 

What  kind  of  an  emperor  Nicholas 
Alexandrovitch  will  m  ake  it  is  difficult 
to  tell,  still,  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  while  be  will  be  quite  as  peace- 
loving  as  his  father,  he  will  be  less  in- 
clined to  play  a  gresit  diplomatic  part 
in  Europe.  He  is  mor;  likely  to  resem- 
ble his  greatuncle,  iVlexander  I,  and 
while  anxious  to  introduce  liberal  in- 
stitutions into  his  country,  may  probably 
succumb  eventually  to  the  evil  councils 
of  self-seeking  courtiers. 

Still,  be  may  have  surprises  in  store  for 
us,  and  do  something  g  xat.  It  is  always 
the  unexpected  that  b.ippens,  and  he  is 
still  too  young—only  26— to  have  definite- 
ly formed  bis  character.

Decrease  in  Registration  in  Devocratic  Wards 
in  St.  Paul. 

St.  Paul,  Nov.  i.— [Special  to  The 
Herald.]— A  great  many  have  been  try- 
ing to  figure  out  the  meaning  of  the  de- 
crease in  the  registration,  which  has  been 
quite  marked  in  all  the  Democratic 
wards  and  in  one  or  two  Republican 
wards.

A  BIG  PACKING  HOUSE. 

The  One  Begun  at  Sioux  Falls  Four  Years  Ago 
to  be  Completed. 

Sioux  Falls,  S,  D.,  Nov.  i.— The 
mammoth  packing  house  begun  here 
four  years  ago  is  in  a  fair  way  to  l>eing 
completed  and  operated  soon.  Tuesday 
record  was  made  in  the  register  of  deeds 
office  here  of  a  transfer  from  the  Sioux 
Falls  Packing  company  to  the  North- 
western r'acking  company  of  2000  acres 
of  land  adjoining  the  packing  grounds.

With  Disorder. 


No  Country  in  the  World  so   Niggardly  With 

Its  Volunteer  Soldiery  as  the 

United  States. 


Washington,  Nov.  i.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.]— A  strong  effort  will  be 
made  at  the  coming  session  of  congress 
to  secure  an  increase  in  the  appropri- 
ations for  the  support  of  the  National 
Guard  of  the  country.  Dissensions  and 
popular  uprisings  increase  in  proportion 
to  the  growth  of  population  and  re- 
sources of  our  country.  This  is 
especially  true  with  respect  to  the  larger 
cities.  It  is  nnuch  wiser  to  be  prepared 
for  such  disorders.  As  a  rule  the  ordi- 
nary civic  authorities  are  able  to  cope 
with  any  disturbances  but  occasionally 
they  are  not  and  it  is  then  that  the  value 

of  a  well  disciplined   militia    is    demon- 
strated. 

During  the  labor  disturbances  of  last 
sumnaer    the    conduct   of   the   National 
ixuard  m  several  states  evoked  consider- 
able criticism  and  tended  in  a  measure 
to  bnng  it  mto  disrepute.    This  seeming 
cowardice  of  the  state  troops  was  due  in 
a  large  measure    to   the    irresolution  of 
their    leaders   and  the    understood  fact 
that  the  state  officials  were  largely  in 
sympathy  with  the    strikers.     In    nearly 
every  case  where  the  National  Guard  has 
failed  to  do  its  duty    m    recent   years,   it 
has  been  because  the  state    was    perme- 
ated with  Populistic  vagaries  or  actually 
in  control   of  that  party.     Pennsylvania 
and  Ohio  have  fully    demonstrated   the 
value  of  a   well-organized    militia.    The 
citizen  soldiery  of  many  of  the  Western 
states  will  make  just  as    good    a    record 
tor  themselves  if  given  a  chance 

No  country  in  the  world  is  so  nig- 
gardly with  Its  volunteer  soldiery  as  is 
the  United  States.  No  other  country 
either,  has  such  a  large,  well  equipped 
army  at  so  little  cost.  An  efficient  mili- 
tia organization  in  the  sutes  relieves  the 
government  of  the  necessity  of  main-

The   individual 
members  of  the  regiments  are  also  men 
ot  means  and  do  not  hesitate  to   contrib- 
ute  out  of  their  own  pockets  to   the   sup- 
port of  their    regiments.     In    the  newer 
and  poorer  states  it    is    different.    It  is 
dimcult  to  hnd  educated  and   intelligent 
young  men  who  will  devote  or  who  can 
afford  to  give,  the  time  necessary  to  such 
work.     1  he   money    received   from    the 
general  government  is  a  mere   bagatelle 
and  the  states  cannot  afford  to  appropri- 
ate a  sufhcient  sum  for    the    support  of 
the  state  guard. 

Last  session  there  was  introduced  in 
the  house  a  bill  known  as  the  Meyer  bill 
which  sought  to  increase  by  §200,000  the 
annual  appropriations  made  to  the  sev- 
eral states  to  aid  them  in  maintaining 
their  mihtta.

escape  to  the  rigging,  where 
mained  until  daybreak. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  many  more 
passengers  would  h^ve  been  drowned, 
had  it  not  been  for  the  gallantry  of  two 
seamen  who  swam  ashore  with  a  line  by 
meains  of  which  a  stout  rooe.  which  was 
used  later  on  in  the  work  of  rescue,  was 
fiauled  ashore.  Nearly  all  the  survivors 
reached  the  shore  in  the  scantiest  cloth- 
ing. Some  of  them  remained  on  the 
rocks  for  thirty  hours,  subsisting  on 
oranees  which  washed  ashore  from  the 
wreck. 

When  the  disaster  became  known  to 
the  Maoris  on  land,  these  natives 
launched  their  small  boats  and  succeeded 
in  rescuing  a  number  of  people.  Assist- 
ance was  finally  obtained  from  Port 
1'  itzroy  and  the  survivors  of  the  Wair- 
aipa were  brought  there. 


Washington,  Nov.  i.— The  Japan 
war  news  received  at  the  legation  gives 
graphic  descriptions  ot  the  emperor's 
headquarters  at  Hiroshima  and  of  the 
enthusiasm  with  which  the  war  prepara- 
tions are  made.  The  imperial  head- 
quarters are  in  an  old  wooden  building 
two  stories  high,  formerly  u««d  as  an 
army  barracks.  The  rooms  are  small 
and  scantily  furnished.  The  emperor 
occupies  the  upper  floor,  while  the  lower 
story  is  used  for  the  council  of  war. 

The    emperor    rises  at  6    o'clock  and 
does    not  retire    until  11.    all  the    while 
wearing  military  costume.    He    apoears 
and    Qirects  all  that    goes  on    and*  has 
^\°^t^  to    be  an   indefatigable   worker, 
All  the  barracks  and    quarters    near  bv 
are  full  of    soldiers.     There   is  the    con- 
stant rattle  and  clai.k  of  cannon,  horses, 
guns  .and  sabres.    The  streets  are   lined 
with  flags  and  lanterns.    The    soldiers, 
as      they      move      on,      are      cheered 
by    enthusiastic     crowds.      The    spirit 
of  humbling  China  to  the  dust  is  every- 
where manifest,  and  the  Japanese  without 
exception  regard  this  result  as  beyond  the 
slightest  doubt. 

The  unanimity  of  war  scntnnent  is 
shown  by  the  printed  declaration  of  the 
Kaishinto  party  which  has  hitherto 
resisted  the  government.  It  announces 
the  chastisement  ol  China  as  the  first  and 
paramount  duty  of  Japan,  It  here  gives 
its  support  to  all  war^measures,  and  says 
It  will  resist  any  propositions  for  peace 
until  China  is  humbled  and  the  objects  of 
the  war  attained.  The  full  text  of  the 
emperor's  decree  establishing  pensions 
for  distinguished  service  is  printed.  The 
pensions  range  from  900  yen  to  65  yen 
per  annum,  according  to  the  service  and 
aje  divided  into  several  classes.  In  case 
of  death,  the  widow  or  orphans,  are  to 
receive  the  pension.

VAGARIES  OF  THB  WOUNDED. 

Th.iuchta  TliBt  Flit  ThroQKh  a  Man's  ftflnd 
When  He  Has  Been  Hit. 

Few  soltliors  have  over'  felt  the  bi41et 
which  laid  them  low  if  they  wore  struck  in 
the  heat  of  battle.  As  we  pushed  forv'ard 
to  oh.-irgo  the  battery  enfilading  our  line 
t  ho  atmosphere  was  clear  of  smoko,  and 
I  plainly  saw  oveTythlng  taking  place 
•iround  us.  I  took  notice  of  the  number 
of  fences  before  us,  saw  the  skirmisliers 
running  forward  to  throw  them  downfmd 
caught  the  jokes  and  laughter  around  me. 
As  wo  got  the  word  to  move  I  lookel  at 
my  watch  and  noticed  that  thft  hour  was 
4:30.  Wo  were  protected  by  a  point  of 
woods  while  we  moved  forward  a  distaoice 
of  ,30  rods.  Once  beyond  that  point  we 
would  get  the  fire  of  the  enemy's  infantry 
and  perhaps  grapo  and   canister  from  tlie 

guns  as  well.  I  had  no  fear  of  being  hit 

that  is,  the  thought  of  bekig  struck  down 
did  not  occur  to  nie,  or  at  least  it  was  not 
uppermost  in  my  mind.  I  found  myself 
wondering  if  we  could  bring  off  the  gnns 
aft.er  capture  and  if  our  regiment  would  be 
mcntionetl  in  general  orders.  The  lines 
were  wonderfully  quiet  after  we  got  start- 
ed. At  the  point  of  the  woods  we  shculd 
break  into  double  quick  time,  and  ofHoera 
and  men  alike  .seemed  to  bo  saving  th'tm- 
selves  for  the  rush. 

I,  saw  our  colonel  wave   his   sword   .ind 
the  men   nearest  him  start  forward,  ;ind 
flvo  seconds   later  the  two  Hues  were  off, 
guns  carried  at  a  trail,  heads  bent  dcwn 
and   the  pace  a  run.     I  knew  wo  should 
get  a  flank  lire,  and  I  was  on  the  oxpceed 
flank,  but  I  did  not  hoar  the  crash  of   the 
musketry.     I  did  not  feel   the   bullet,  did 
not   know   that  I  fell  down,  had  no  idea 
when  I  finally  opened  my  eyes  that  I  was 
one  of  those  left  on  tlio  field  and  had  been 
there  four  hours.   My  tongue  seemed  made 
of   wood  and  my   lips   of  leather.     There 
can  be  no  such  thirst  as  that  which  comes 
with  a  Wiuiiul  and  loss   of    blood.     It  was 
not  until  I  got  hold  of  my  canteen  and 
drank  its  ?ontents   to  the  la.st  drop  that  I 
felt  tlio  pain  of  my  wounds.     The  feeling 
might  not  have  como  so  soon  but  Ua  a 
comrade  who  fell   at  the  same  time,  but 
had  not  lost  consciousness.     He  called  out 
to  mo  to  know  how  badly  I  was  hurt,  jind 
an  instant   later  I  was  graining.     For  IG 
minutes  tlu^   pain  was  acute,  and   I    had 
no  tloubt  death  was  at  hand.     Then  it  Iw- 
gan  to  deaden.     In  other  words,  I  almost 
lost    consciousness  and  relapsed   into    a 
dreamy,  restful  .state, which  I  hopetl  noth- 
ing would  break.   The  fighting  liad  passed 
down  to  tho  left.     A  mile  or  so  away  Aras 
a  heavy  gun,  which    gave  out  a  peculiar 
sound  vvhen  disch;irged.  I  counted  14  dis 
charges  and  .speculated  on  the  reason  for 
the  peculiar  sound,  yet  at   the   same  time 
I  did  not  hear  one  of  tho  words  addrcsted 
to  mo  by  tho  comrade   10  feet  away.  The 
heavens  were  studded  with   st.irs,  and  »he 
mcon   shone  full  iu  my  face.

The  Major  to  Speak. 
Free-iron-ore-free-lumber-and-dearcr- 
sugar  Baldwin  will  make  a  little  speech 
at  the  Temple  tomorrow  night.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  he  will  deal  with  the  lead- 
ing issues  of  the  campaign,  with  the 
questions  of  tariff  policy  in  which  Du- 
luth  is  most  interested,  and  not  occupy 
the  time  in  discussing  the  opening  of 
the  Red  Lake  reservation  and  his  own 
war  record,  to  which  most  of  his  speeches 
in  other  parts  of  the  district  have  been 
devoted. 

Two  years  ago,    Maj.   Baldwin   stood 
upon  the  stage    of  the    Temple    Opera 
house  and  assured  the  people  of  Duluth 
that,  if  they  would  elect  him  to  congress, 
he  would  not  do  anything  that  would  ad- 
versely affect    any  of    the  industries  of 
the  Sixth  district.    The  people  accepted 
his    promise,    believing    that  he  would 
keep     his    promise,      and     being    very 
anxious  that  a  Duluth  man  should  repre- 
sent this  district  in  congress.they  elected 
bin?.      How    basely  they   were  betrayed 
by  his  speeches  and  votes  in    relation  to 
iron  ore— how  he    violated   his    p'edges 
and  treated  with    contempt   the  petition 
of  nine-tenths  of  the  voters  of  St.   Louis 
county— are  matters  of  history.     During 
the  present  campaign,  the  major  has  dis- 
creetly   remained    away  from    Duluth. 
He    has  avoided    meeting    the    people 
to  whom  he  owed  so  much  and  to  whom 
he   proved  a  traitor.    He  has  confined 
his  speechmaking   to  other   portions  of 
the  district,  where  the  iron  ore  question 
would    not    prove    so   troublesome,  and 
now  in  the  dying  hours  of  the  campaign, 
when  the  battle   is  nearly  over,  he  pre- 
sents  him    to    the    people    by    whose 
favor  he  was  given  a  seat  in  congress. 

Dulutb  was  the  place  in  which  Maj. 
Baldwin  should  have  opened  his  cam- 
paign. If  he  had  not  been  afraid  to 
meet  the  people,  whose  interests  he  be- 
trayed, he  would  have  begun  his  cam- 
paign by  appearing  in  public  here  and 
giving  an  account  of  his  stewardship. 
The  Herald  trusts  that  he  will  not  fail  to 
deal  fully  with  the  iron  ore  question  in 
bis  speech  tomorrow  night.  The  people 
of  Duluth  have  a  right  to  demand  that 
he  shall  tell  them  why  he  broke  his 
promise  and  violated  his  pledge  made 
before  election,  and  why  he  ridiculed 
and  treated  with  contempt  the  petition  of 
nearly  every  voter  in  St.  Louis  county.

The  major  voted  for  the  tariff 
bill  which  was  so  highly  beneficial  to  the 
sugar  trust  and  as  a  result  of  which  the 
housewives  ot  Duluth  today  get  less 
pounds  of  sugar  for  $i  than  they  did 
before  .  the  Democratic  congress  tam- 
pered with  the  tariff  bill.  Stick  to  these 
leading  questions,  major. 


The  New  German  Chancellor. 
Prince  von  Hohenlohe  Schillingfurst, 
who  has  succeeded  Gen.  von  Caprivi  as 
chancellor  of  the  German  empire,  is  a 
statesman  of  tried  abilities.  He  was 
born  in  1S19  and  is  head  of  the  second 
branch  of  the  line  of  Hohenlohe-Wal- 
denburg.  For  a  time  he  was  foreign 
minister  for  Bavaria,  before  the  forma- 
tion of  the  empire.  He  favored  the  in- 
corporation of  Bavaria  in  the  empire, 
and  after  that  was  vice  president  of  the 
first  reichsrath.  In  1874  he  was  the 
German  ambassador  at  Paris,  and  in 
1885  became  governor  of  Alsace  Lor- 
raine. 

A  statesman  and  diplomat  of  the  first 
rank,  the  ptince  brings  to  his  difficult 
position  a  perfect  acquaintance  with  men 
and  measures  in  Germany  and  excep- 
tional skill  in  dealing  with  them.  His 
appointment  indicates  a  disposition  on 
the  part  ol  the  emperor  to  avoid  taking 
sides  for  or  againstHhe  very  repressive 
policy  advocated  by  Zu  Eulenburg  and 
opposed  by  von  Caprivi.  The  new 
chancellor  is  a  Catholic,  but  he  is  not  in 
very  close  alliance  with  his  church,  be- 
cause he  has  steadily  refused  to  acknowl- 
edge the  doctrine  of  the  infallibility  of 
the  pope. 

It  is  stated  that  Prince  Hohenlohe  has 
come    to    an   agreement  with   Emperor 
William,  which  will  change  the  imperial 
policy    in    several    important    respects. 
The  first  visible  sign  of  this  is  the  issu- 
ance of  an  order  to  establish  agricultural 
bureaus  in  connection  with  the  German 
embassies     at     London,     Washington, 
Paris,  Vienna  and  St.  Petersburg.    This 
step  is  looked   upon  as  evidence  ot    a 
striaer  protective  agrarian  policy,  which 
is  known  to  have  been  contemplated  for 
some  time  past.    But  difficulties  in  this 
connection  arose  with  the  old  ministry. 
It  is  also  said   that  the  government  in- 
tends to   establish  an   imperial  colonial 
ministry,  and  this  is  looked  upon  as  a 
sign  of  an  active  colonial  policy.    The 
new    chancellor     evidently    intends    to 
make  some  history.

They  Voted  Against  Building. 

The    Herald    publishes    today,  by  re- 
quest of  some  of  the  people  who  opposed 
the  purchase  of    the  gas  and  water  com- 
pany's   plant,  a   communication    which 
was  presented  to  the  common  council  by 
John   Clyne,  a  West   Duluth  contractor. 
He  offers  to  duplicate  the  present  water

§500.000  less  than  the  aii.ount  10  be  paid 
for  the  company's  plants.    Of  course  it 
would  be  impossible  for  the  council  to 
accept   Mr.  Clyne's  proposition,  even    if 
it  were  deemed  by  it  advisable  to  parallel 
the  present   system.     By  the  vote  of  the 
people  on  Friday  last,  the  aldermen  are 
debarred    from    even    considering    the 
question    of    building    a  new  plant.    If 
there  was  anything  more  than  another 
that  was  positively  settled  by  that  elec- 
tion It  was  the   question   of  building    a 
new   water    plant.    The    people    voted 
down    the    proposition    to  build   by  an 
overwhelming    majority.      They  at    the 
same  time  instructed  the  council  to  pur- 
chase the  company's  plant. 

But  Mr.  Clyne's  proposition  to  build  is 
really  no  cheaper  than  the  proposition 
to  purchase  the  company's  plant. 
When  we  consider  the  costly  delay  that 
would  be  caused  by  building  and  the 
heavy  annual  loss  in  operating  expenses 
for  several  years  it  will  be  found  that 
the  proposition  of  Mr.  Clyne  is  not  as 
chean  as   it  appears  at  first    sight.    The

The  Attorney  General's  Letter.

Mr.  Bede  gave  as  his   reason  for  resign- 
ing his  inability  conscientiously  to  ooev 
Mr.  Cleveland's  executive  order  of  1886 
in    restraint  of    the    political  activity  of 
officeholders    *    *    *    Mr.  Olney   h   a 
successlul  lawyer,  a  man  of  education 
and,  technically    at    least,  a  gentleman.' 
We  should  like  to  think   that  his  expres-. 
sion  of  fear  lest  Mr,  Bede  should  commit 
murder  was    meant    for    sarcasm.    The 
moral    tag  added  on  makes  this  theory 
untenable.     Evidently  Mr.  Oiney   is   not 
trying  his  hand  at  heavyweight  sarcasm. 
He  is  seriously  and  soberly  insulting  a 
respectable  citizen  of  the  United  States 
who  has  written  him  a  civil  letter,    Mr.

Barley  Receipts    so  Far  This  Year   Have 

Increased  Seven  Hundred  Per  Cent 

Over  Last  Year. 


Flax,    Oals    and  Rye  Also  Show  Fine 
creases  But  Wheat  Has  Fallen 
Off  Slightly. 


The  Duluth  board  of  trade  reports  for 
the  month  of  October  and  for  the  crop 
year  up  to  date  show  a  tine  condition  of 
business.  Wheat  receipts  have  fallen 
ofif  somewhat  since  181)3.  due  largely  to 
the  blockade  on  the  reads  running  into 
Duluth,  because  of  the  tires  early  in  Sep- 
tember. But  in  other  grains  there  is  an 
enormous  mcrease.  Barley  shows  up 
the  largest  of  all,  .ind  it  is  positively 
astonishmg  to  view  the  stride  forward 
the  Duluth  board  has  taken  as  a  barley 
market.  The  figures  show  the  total  re- 
ceipts of  barley  in  1893  to  have  been 
227.327  bushels,  while  this  year  they  are 
1,581,124  bushels,  an  increase  of  nearly 
700  per  cent.  Flaxseed  likewise  shows  a 
heavy  increase— more  than  ^00  per  cent.

Alexander  Saivini. 
It  is  Alexander  Salvini's  ambition  to 
enter  that  field  of  the  drama  in  which  his 
famous  father  was  king  o'er  all— the 
Shakespercau  and  tragic.  There  are 
many  who  have  seen  him  only  as  d'Art- 
agnan  and  Don  Ciesar  de  Bazan  and  be- 
lieve he  is  ot  a  too  highly  nervous  and 
vivacious  temperament  to  play  roles 
like  Hamlet  or  Othello.  These  should 
have  seen  him  last  evening  in  "Ruy 
Bias"  and  they  would  have  gained  a  far 
different  idea  of  the  young  man's  talent 
and  versatility. 

The  play  of  "Ruy  Bias"  is  a  sad    one. 
It  tells  the  story  ot  a  man  possessing  the 
soul,    ambition    and   character    of     the 
noblest  of  men  who  by  force  of    circum- 
stances    fills      the      station       of       a 
lackey.       He      has       the       true       in- 
stincts   of     a     nobleman    so    forcibly 
expressed    in    the    words    "I   wear  the 
lackey's  jacket,  J  ou    have    the    lackey's 
soul."    Saivini  plays  the  character  mag- 
nificently. As  the  lackey  he  is  simple;  and 
as  Don  Ciesar,  the  dictator,  he  is  grand, 
towering  above  all  petty  meanness    like 
the  true  nobleman  and  his  bearing  is  that 
of  the  honorable  statesman;  and  as  the 
avenger  of  the  queen  he  is  terrible.    No 
one  who  saw  the  last  act  will  ever    for- 
get it.    The  lackey  made  a  statesman  by 
a  wicked  duke    to  serve    his   diabolical 
purpose  learns  that  he  has  been    used  to 
betray  his  queen,    and  the  love  of  his 
soul,  to    her    enemie>.    For   a  time  he 
hesitates  overpowered    by    the    terrible 
knowledge  of  what  he  has  done.    There 
is  before  him  the    possibility  of  winning 
the     queen       if      he       continues      to 
deceive     her.      It     is     a     temptation 
but  he  spurns  it  and  declares,  though  he 
knows  it  blasts  him    in  the  eyes    ot    the 
woman  he  loves,  "I  am  not  Don   Ca-sar; 
my    name    is    Ruy    Bias    and  I    am    a 
lackey."     Then  like    a  lion  he  turns    on 
the  man    whose  dupe  he  has  been    and 
kills  him  and  then  himself.    A  grander 
scene  than  this  one  has  never  been  seen 
on  the  stage. 

William  Redmund  as  Don  Ciesar  was 
excellent.  It  is  a  leading  role  and  Mr. 
Redmund  completely  sustains  it.  He  is 
a  versatile  actor.  Not  less  worthy  was 
Elmer  Delameter's  impersondlion  of 
Don  Salluste,  the  wicked  duke.  Miss 
Eleanor  Moretti  was  a  charming  queen, 
acting  the  part  sympathetically  and  ear- 
nestly.   The  entire  cast  was  excellent.

By  request  the  following  communica- 
tion addressed  to  the  common  council  is 
published  by  The  Herald: 

Gentlemen:  I  hereby  offer  to  furnish 
all  material  and  labor  necessary  to  con- 
struct and  complete  the  following  speci- 
fied public  works  in  the  city  of  Duluth 
for  a  net  sum  of  $1,400,000.  Payment  to 
be  made  upon  engineer's  estimates 
motitbly  as  work  progresses: 

First.    I  will    construct    as  nearly    as 
practicable  a  duplicate  of  the  water  sys- 
tem now  in  use  in  this  city  and  supposed 
to  be   owned  by    the  Duluth    Gas   and 
\\  ater  company.    All    pipes  and  mains 
and  other  fixtures  of  said  duplicate  sys- 
tem to  be    laid  in    a  first    class    maniier 
under  the  direction  and  supervision    of 
the  proper  city  officials,  and  to  be  placed 
upon  or  in  the  same  streets,  avenues  and 
alleys  as  said  original    plant   now  occu- 
pies.   The  city  to  have  the  right  to  re- 
quire me  to  use  larger,  heavier  or  better 
pipes,  mains  or  other   material  than   the 
pipes,  mains  or  other  material    now    in 
said  original  system    by  paying  me    the 
extra  value  thereof.    The  city  to  furnish 
me  complete  plans  and  specifications  of 
said    duplicate  plant    with  changes    re- 
ciuired,  noted  thereon,  within  five  months 
after  this  date.    I  to  commence  work  on 
said     duplicate    system      within    seven 
months  after  this  date  and  to  have    the 
same  fully  completed  on  or  before  Nov.

Rates  May  Go  up  With  the  Withdrawal  of  IMany

A  good  deal  of  tonn.ige  will  be  taken 
to  the  market  this  week  on  .account  of  the 
laying  up  of  a  large  number  of  the 
smaller  carrier;;,  so  it  is  probable  that 
better  rates  may  be  obtained  for  the  clos- 
ing weeks  of  the  season.

Day  before  yesterday  a  marriage  li- 
cense was  issued  in  the  district  clerk's 
office  to  Charles  Drapeau  and  Mrs.  Min- 
nie Greenwood.

MOURNING  IN  FRANCE. 


St.  Petersburg,  Nov.  2.— The  Offi- 
cial Messenger  this  morning  publishes 
the  first  proclamation  of  Emperor  Nich- 
olas II  of  Russia,  in  which,  after 
formally  communicating  to  the  nation 
the  news  of  the  death  of  his  father, 
Alexander  III,  he  says:  "May  the 
knowledge  console  you  that  our  grief  is 
the  grief  of  our  entire  beloved  nation, 
and  may  the  nation  not  forget  that  the 
strength  and  firmness  of  holy  Russia  lies 
in  its  unity  and  unbounded  devotion 
to  us. 

"In  this  sad  and  solenan  hour  in  which 
we  ascend  our  ancestral  throne  ot  the 
Russian  empire  and  czardom  of  Poland, 
and  the  grand  duchy  of  Finland  indis- 
solubly  linked  with  it,  we  how^ever  re- 
member the  legacy  left  us  by  our 
lamented  father,  and  imbued  with  it,  we, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Most  High,  take  a 
vow  to  make  our  sole  aim  the  develop- 
ment of  the  power  and  glory  of  our 
beloved  Russia  and  the  happiness  of  all 
our  faithful  subjects." 

The  manifesto  concludes  with  com- 
manding that  the  oath  of  allegiance  be 
taken  to  him.  Emperor  Nicholas  II,  and 
to  his  heir  apparent  Grand  Duke  George 
Alexandrovitch,  his  brother,  who  is  to  be 
entitled  czarewitch  until  God  may  bless 
with  a  son  the  union  which  his  majesty  is 
about  to  enter  into  with  Princess  Alix  of 
Hesse- Darmstadt. 

At  9  o'clock  this  morning  the  imperial 
heralds  in  brilliant  uniforms,  attended  by 
a  troop  of  trumpeters,  announced  the 
death  of  Alexander  III  and  the  acces- 
sion to  the  throne  of  Russia  of  Nichrlas 
II.  The  two  heralds,  with  their  escorts, 
traversed  all  tbe  princi^^l  streets  of  the 
city  and  after  the  trumpeters  had  de- 
livered three  ringing  blasts  upon  their 
trumpets  thev  made  public  the  procla- 
mation of  Emperor  Nicholas  II,  which 
has  already  been  cabled  to  the  Associ- 
ated Press.  Throughout  St.  Petersburg 
today  the  accession  of  the  new  czar  is 
being  celebrated  as  a  festival,  for  this 
event  takes  precedence  of  the  mourning 
ceremonies.  The  Russian  newspapers 
therefore  appeared  without  black  bor- 
ders and  all  of  public  mourning  will  be 
withheld  until  tomorrow. 

At  10  o'clock  yesterday  evening  tbe 
first  requiem  mass  for  the  repose  or  the 
soul  of  Alexander  III  was  celebrated  in 
St.  Petersburg,  and  ail  the  ministers  and 
members  of  the  council  of  the  empire 
were  present.  When  the  service  was 
over  all  those  in  attendance  took  the 
oath  of  allegiance  to  Czar  Nicholas  II 
and  to  the  heir  presumptive  the  czare- 
witch. Grand  Duke  George,  brother  ot 
the  czar. 

This  morning  the  senate  met  in  plen- 
ary session  and  all  its  members  took  the 
oath  of  allegiance.  At  the  same  time  all 
the  troops  forming  the  garrison  of  St. 
Petersburg  were  paraded  in  full  uniform 
with  their  colors,  with  the  customary 
formality.  Later  the  same  ceremony 
was  observed  in  the  case  of  the  civil 
servants  of  the  empire. 

A  dispatch  from  Livadia  says:  The 
remains  of  Czar  Alexander  III,  having 
been  embalmed  and  attired  in  the  uni- 
form of  the  Preobrajensky  regiment  of 
the  guard,  were  conveyed  this  morning 
to  the  small  private  chapel  of  the  place. 
The  bier  was  surrounded  with  lighted 
candles  and  is  watched  by  relays  of 
priests  and  officers  of  the  army.  At  the 
religious  services  which  were  afterwards 
held  in  the  chapel,  all  the  members  of 
the  imperial  family  and  the  imperial 
household  were  present.  An  officiating 
priest,  after  censing  the  remains,  began 
chanting  an  impressive  liturgy.  The 
whole  ceremony  was  most  imposing  and 
produced  the  deepest  efifect  upon  those 
present. 

SYMPATHY  IN  ENGLAND. 


The  Republic  Believes  it  Hat  Lost  a  Strong 
Friend. 
Paris,  Nov.  2.— There  is  universal 
mourning  today  throughout  Fiance  at 
the  death  of  the  czar.  Although  the 
manifestations  of  griet  are  quiet,  there 
is  no  doubting  the  fact  that  the  grief  of 
France  is  profound  and  that  the  republic 
really  believes  that  it  has  lost  one  of  its 
best  friends  by  the  death  of  Alexander 

The  tri-color  of  France,  draped  with 
black,  is  displayed  on  all  sides,  aad 
mourning  ernblems  are  to  be  seen  in 
many  windows,  while  pictures  of  the 
dead  czar,  draped  with  crepe,  are  to  be 
seen  in  countless  store  windows.  The 
favorite  form  of  mourning  display  is  the 
draping  of  Russian  and  French  flags 
combined,  these  emblems  of  the  two 
countries  being  bound  together  with 
mourning  bands. 

The  death  of  the  czar,  however,  has 
caused  no  excitement  in  France  and  bus 
not  been  marked  by  any  trouble  on  the 
bourse.  The  boulevard  quotation  of 
French  threes  late  yesterday  evening 
only  showed  a  falling  off  of  17  centimes. 

The  call  of  President  Casimir-Perier 
and  the  French  ministers  at  the  Russian 
embassy  last  evening  was  marked  by 
profound  emotion  upon  the  part  of  the 
president  who  solemnly  expressed  to  the 
Riissian  ambassador,  baron  de  Mohreo- 
beiro,  his  grief  and  the  grief  of  the 
French  nation  at  the  death  of  the  czar. 

All  the  theaters  will  be  closed  tonight 
and  they  will  be  closed  an  the  day  of  the 
funeral. 

The  municipal  council  of  Paris  met 
today  and  drew  up  an  address  of  condo- 
lence and  arranged  to  send  a  deputation 
of  its  members  to  St.  Petersburg,  who 
will  take  to  the  municipal  council  of  St. 
Petersburg  some  toagnificent  floral 
wreaths  to  be  place4  upon  the  casket 
containing  the  remait^  of  the  dead  era- 
peror.  The  council  general  of  the  de- 
partment of  the  Seine  took  similar 
action,  and  the  students  of  Paris  are 
holding  a  meeting  this  morning  in  ordor 
to  make  the  arrangements  necessary  for 
sending  a  delegation  to  St.  Petersburg 
and  to  Moscow  and  have  the  students 
of  those  two  cities  represent  the  students 
of  France  at  the  funeral  and  deposit 
upon  the  casket  the  wreaths  which  will 
be  sent  from  France  for  that  purpose.

HIS  END  WAS  PEACEFUL 


The  Czar's 


Many  Messages  of  Condolence  Sent  to  the 
Russian  Embassy. 

London,  Nov.  2.— The  expressions  of 
sympathy  and  respect  which  have  been 
called  forth  by  the  death  of  the  czar,  are 
universal.  The  officials  of  the  Russian 
embassy  have  been  overwhelmed  with 
messages  of  condolence.  Flags  are  half 
masted  everywhere  in  London  and  in 
the  large  cities  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  special  religious  services  are  being 
arranged  at  Buckingham  palace,  at 
Marlborough  and  at  all  the  other  resi- 
dences of  the  royal  family.  In  addition 
the  shades  are  drawn  at  all  the  palaces 
and  other  habitats  of  royalty,  and  orders 
have  been  issued  that  the  military  bands 
are  not  to  play  at  any  function  until  after 
tbe  funeral. 

Queen  Victoria  is  profoundly  affected 
at  the  death  of  the  czar  and  has  issued 
the  necessary  instructions  for  the  court 
to  go  into  mourning  for  the  usual  period. 

The  press  reflects  the  feeling  of  sym- 
pathy expressed  on  all  sides  among  the 
queen's  subjects  for  the  Russian  nation 
in  its  grief.  The  Daily  News  alone  this 
morning  appeared  with  black  borders, 
and  among  the  afternoon  papers  the 
Globe  has  made  itself  somewhat 
conspicuous  by  striking  discordant 
note,  saving,  among  other  things 
that  "it  does  seem  a  little  absurb  to 
watch  the  attitude  of  France.  For  days 
past  there  has  been  a  kind  of  historical 
insistence  that  when  the  event  occurred 
France  must  be  the  power  to  occupy  the 
position  of  chief    mourner.    Apart  from 


Emotion  on  Bidding  the  Empress 
Goodbye. 

London,  Nov.  2.— A  special  dispatch 
from  Livadia  says  that  at  10  o'clock 
yesterday  morning  the  czar  expressed  a 
wish  to  speak  to  the  czarewitch,  and  for 
several  minutes  conversed  with  him  m 
low  earnest  tones,  while  the  attendants 
withdrew. 

The  czarewitch  replied  in  a  few  words 
and  bent  down  and  kissed  his  father's 
lips.  Then  the  emperor  asked  all  of  his 
children  to  come  to  his  side,  inviting  the 
other  immediate  members  of  the  imp<j- 
rial  family  to  do  the  same.  In  a  weak 
but  perfectly  audible  voice,  the  dying 
man  addressed  his  children,  and 
then,  taking  the  hand  of  the  em- 
press, he,  for  the  first  time  since 
his  illness,  showed  signs  of  deep  emo- 
tion. .\fier  this  the  czar  seemed  somu- 
what  more  cheerful  and  frequently  ad- 
dressed words  of  comfort  to  the  empre4s 
who  had  not  left  his  side. 

Towards  2  o'clock  there  were  sigris 
that  the  end  ot  the  czar  was  approaching. 
His  breathing  became  more  labored  and 
a  violent  tit  of  coughing  brought  on  a 
slight  hemorrhage  and  this  was  followed 
by  faintness.  When  this  had  partially 
passed  away,  the  czar  turned  to  speak 
once  more  to  his  family  but  the  empress 
who  was  supporting  him  could  not  hear 
his  words  and  almost  immediately  after- 
wards he  sighed  deeply  and  ceased  to 
breathe.     His  end  was  most  peaceful. 

HE  STILL  HAS  THE  DUST. 


Omaha,  Nov.  2.— Just  as  the  men  were 
going  to  work  in  the  big  beef  house  of 
tbe  Hammond  Packing  plant  at  South 
Omaha  at  7  o'clock  this  morning,  flames 
were  discovered  in  the  second  story  and 
quickly  spread  to  the  tkird  and  fourth 
floors.  As  scon  as  the  fire  was  discov- 
ered the  private  fire  department  of  the 
Hammonds  started  to  fight  the  flames, 
but  it  was  discovered  that  the  pressure 
was  so  light  that  it  was  impossible  to  ac- 
complish anything. 

Word  was  at  once  sent  to  0.naha  and 
all  the  available  apparatus  was  hurried 
to  the  scene,  for  as  a  high  wind  pre- 
vailed the  fire  threatened  to  spread  to 
the  house  of  Swift  &  Co.  and  to  the  stock 
yards.  All  the  efforts  of  the  firemen 
were  confined  to  keeping  the  fire  from 
spreading,  as  there  was  no  possible  show 
of  saving  the  big  beef  house,  a  4-story 
structure,  200  by  200  feet,  which  origin- 
ally cost  $200,000  and  was  filled  with 
valuable  machinery  and  a  large  amount 
of  beef. 

The  efforts  of  the  firemen  to  confine 
the  flames  to  this  house  proved  success- 
ful, but  only  at  the  cost  of  two  lives.  At 
II  o'clock  one  of  the  walls  of  the  burn- 
ing building  fell,  and  two  firemen  be- 
longing to  the  private  department  of  the 
packing  company  were  buried  under 
tons  of  burning  timber  and  red  hot  brick 
The  killed  were:  John  Steele,  Henry 
Peters. 

Immediately  after  the  wall  fell,  ef- 
forts at  recovering  the  bodies  of  the  two 
men  were  bugun,  but  it  was  two  hours 
before  their  remains  were  fcund.  When 
taken  from  the  debris  it  was  discovered 
that  both  men  were  still  grasping  the 
hose  "nozzle  they  were  holding  when 
their  lives  were  crushed  out.  Steele  was 
married  only  last  Wednesday. 

The  insurance  on  the  property  de- 
stroyed amounts  to  $220,000.  The  loss 
will  almost  double  that  amount. 


HALL  IS  STILL  IN  BED.

Clever  Manner  in  Which  a  Boston  Tailor  Was 
Swindled. 

Boston,  Nov.  2.— Meyer  J.  Cohen,  a 
tailor  at  78  Prince  street,  has  reported  to 
the  police  the  loss  of  $6500  by  a  clever 
swindle. 

Cohen,  through  a  friend,  made  a  deal 
with  a  stranger  to  purchase  forty  pounds 
of  alleged  gold  dust,  alleged  to  have 
been  secured  in  the  Siberian  mines, 
where  the  swindler  said  he  had  served 
sixteen  years  of  a  life  sentence  before  ht 
escaped. 

The  value  of  the  dust  was  said  to  be 
$10,000,  but  the  swindler  would  take 
$6500  for  it.  Cohen  paid  the  money  but 
the  dust  proved  to  be  worthless. 

Deaf  Mutes  Divorced. 

Chicago,  Nov,  2.— Lulu  Merchant 
Sampson,  the  deaf  mute  daughter  ot  ex- 
Postmaster  Merchant,  of  New  Orleam;, 
one  of  the  wealthiest  men  in  the  Cres- 
cent City,was  divorced  today  from  James 
Irwin  Sampson,  also  a  deaf  mute.  Mrs. 
Sampson  told  a  pitiful  story  of  gross  cru- 
elty on  the  part  of  her  husband,  who  is 
a  clerk  in  the  Chicago  postoffice. 

To  Sell  Nitrate  Fields. 

Valparaiso,  Chili,  Nov.  2.— The  gov- 
ernment  has  issued  a  decree  orderinjf 
the  sale  at  auction  of  fifteen  nitrate 
establishments  on  May  15,  1895.  Six  of 
the  fields  will  be  sold  at  a  valuation 
to  be  set  by  a  commission  which  meets 
on  March  10.

Government  Forces  Worsted  the  Guerillas 
Pimental  and  the  Rebel  Leader  Was 
Nearly  Captured. 


Nf.w  Vokk.  Nov.  2.— A  corre;lpondent 
in  Lima.  Peru,  sends  this  dispatch: 
"Business  is  in  a  paralytic  state  through- 
out the  repubhc.  The.injury  donij  already 
to  the  commercial  interests  of  the  country 
is  incalculable  and  it  will  be  many  years 
before  Pern  recovers  itself  from  this  war- 
tare  which  seems  to  be  as  far  from  the 
end  as  ever. 

"In  a  battle  between  the  government 
forces  and  guerillas  in  Rhaco.  the  latter 
were  victorious  and  remain||in  possession 
of  the  town.  The  loss  on  both  sWes  was 
severe  and  the  fighting  hard. 

"In  Pimentel,  the  government;  troops 
surprised  Teodoro  Seminario  and  his 
followers.  A  sharp  fight  ensued  in  which 
the  guerillas  were  considerably  worsted, 
leaving  behind  them  several  dead  and 
wounded,  besides  some  prisoner;!.  Teo- 
doro Seminario  himself  narrowly  es- 
caped being  taken  and  only  succeeded 
•"  getting  away  owing  to  the  swiitness  of 
his  horse.  He  succeeded  in  cariying  off 
ttie  body  of  his  brother.  Alipio,  who  was 
killed. 

"In  the  south  where  the  guerillas  are 
weak,  various  small  bands  have  been 
overtaken  and  dispersed  by  the  govern- 
ment forces.  In  Cana,  the  guerllas  are 
said  to  be  occupying  the  heights  and 
mountain  passes,  while  Prefect  Muni/  is 
maneuvering  so  as  to  hem  them  in  and 
force  a  decisive  battle."

New  Anti-Toxine  Remedy  Tested  In  Two 
Cases. 

PuiLAnELPHiA,  Nov.  2.— The  new 
anti-toxine  remedy  for  diphtheria,  known 
as  "diphtherinc."  has  been  tested  in  two 
cases  in  this  city.  Ten  tiny  vials  of  the 
serum  were  received  last  Friday  by  Ger- 
man \  ice  Consul  Charles  H.  .Meyer 
from  Professor  Behring.  ot  Berlin,  and 
at  once  turned  over  to  the  German  hospi- 
tal. '^ 

The  tirst  case  tested  was  that  of  Jessie 
Hankie,  a  girl  2'^  years  old,  living  at 
Mount  Airy.  On  Tuesday  afternoon  the 
contents  of  one  of  the  vials,  a  full  dose 
was  injected  into  the  girl's  arm  with  an 
aspirating  needle.  The  i.]jected  se- 
rum was  well  absorbed,  but  the 
disease  had  obtained  too  strong  a  hold  on 
the  child's  system  for  relief,  and  the 
patient  died  Tuesday  night.  The  phy- 
sicians interested  in  the  case  claim,  how- 
ever, that  it  was  not  a  fair  test,  as  the 
patient  was  already  in  a  hopeless  condi- 
tion when  the  remedy  was  applied. 

The  other  case  was  that  o{  a  little  girl 
who  had  been  subjected  to  diphtheritic 
infection  from  the  child  who  died.  A 
smaller  dcse  was  injected  in  the 
manner  into  the  child's  am 
last  night  she  had  developed 
toms  of  the  disease.

Ma.nagita,  Nicaragua,  Nov.  2.— In  an 
in-erview  with  Under  Secretary  General 
Matsu.  he  said,  speaking  of  the  affairs 
of  his  country: 

"The  new  interior  loan  has  been  taken 
up  by  resident  merchants,  natives  and 
foreign.  The  promptness  with  which  it 
was  subscribed  shows  the  widespread 
cnnfidence  in  President  Zelaya.  and  the 
administration  of  Dr.  Baca,  the  new 
premier. 

"Importations  are  gradually  increas- 
ing, m  the  Corinto  customs  house  alone 
more  than-  200  packages  of  mer- 
chandise being  landed  fiom  the  last 
Panama  and  San  Francisco  steamers. 
The  head  of  the  national  customs  depart- 
ment estimates  that  during  the  coming 
November.  December  and  Janutiry  re- 
ceipts from  imports  will  exceed  $;oo.ooo 
per  month. 

"The  release  of  the  Americans- 
Browning,  Taylor  and  Ingram— im- 
prisoned in  connection  with  the  Mosquito 
trouble,  has  had  a  good  effect  in  local 
foreign  circles.  The  people  are  gradu- 
allv  becoming  convinced  the  new  Ni- 
caragua regime  in  Bluefields  and  on  the 
Mo-quito  coast  makes  for  order,  mor- 
ality and  public  economy.  Personil  pro- 
tection and  property  guarantees,  have 
been  extended  to  all,  and  wise  laws  have 
been  decreed  for  the  government  of  the 
municipalities."

DOUBLE  MURDER  IN  BUFFALO. 

William  Gipp  Shot  His  Mother  and  Fatally 
Wounded  His  Father. 

BuKiALO,  Nov.  2.— Without  known 
provocation  William  Gipp  shot  his 
mother  to  death  and  fatally  wounded  his 
father  at  their  home  in  this  city  today. 
The  murderer,  who  was  employed  as  a 
railway  car  inspector,  the  duties  of  which 
position  kept  him  out  all  night,  entered 
the  house  on  his  return  from  work  and 
without  a  word  to  show  his  intention, 
drew  a  revolver,  which  he  fired  twice  at 
his  mother.  One  bullet  struck  her  in  the 
temple  while  the  other  took  effect  in  her 
body.    She  died  almost  instantly. 

The  shots  aroused  the  family.  The 
father  was  the  first  to  appear,  and  at  him 
the  son  lired  twice,  one  bullet  striking 
him  at  the  corner  of  the  right  eye.  near 
the  nose,  and  the  other  taking  effect  in 
his  right  breast. 

The  other  sons  then  entered  the  room 
and  grappled  with  William,  trying  to 
wrest  the  weapon  from  him.  After  a 
brief  struggle  he  got  awav  from  them 
and  ran  out  into  the  back  yard  and 
escaped.  The  father  is  at  the  hospital 
in  a  ctilical  condition. 

DEEPENING  DULUTH  HARBOR. 

What  the  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers 
Says  About  It. 

Washington,  Nov.  2.-  [Special  to 
The  Herald.]— In  the  report  of  the  chief 
of  engineers  of  the  army,  made  public 
today,  the  amount  that  can  be  profitably 
expended  in  the  improvement  of  the 
harbor  of  Duluth  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1896,  is  estimated  at 
$237,322  88,  wiiile  the  amount  on  hand  is 
584,317.67.  The  chief  of  engineers  rec 
ommends  deepening  the  harbor  ba^n 
and  connecting  channels  to  a  depth  of  22 
feet.

2:03X,  the  new  queen  of  the  trot- 
ting turf,  is  not  an  accident,  but  the  result 
of  scientific  breeding.  Tho  best  trotting 
blood  in  tho  world,  including  that  ol 
.Mam brino  Chief  and  Hambletonian,  runs 
in  her  veins.  She  was  bred  in  Iowa  si:i 
years  ago  and  is  by  Patronage — Atl.inta. 
She  was  sold  as  a  yearling  for  $800  to 
.Morris  Jones  of  David  City,  Neb.,  who  is 
still  her  principal  owner.  She  5s  a  beau- 
tiful piece  of  trotting  mechanism  and  is 
as  sound  and  free  from  blemishes  as  a  new 
gold  eagle.  Her  trotting  weight  is  87.) 
pounds.  Sho  carries  not  an  ounce  of  su- 
pcrlliious  flesh  and  is  the  picture  of  an 
equine  athlete  from  forelock  to  hoof.  Ono 
peculiarity  about  her  build  is  the  fact 
that  sho  is  a  hand  longer  than  sho  is  tall. 
Turfmen  hold  that  tho  symmetrical  trotter 
should  bo  of  tho  same  dimensions  In 
height,  length  and  girth,  liut  Alix  doe^ 
not  conform  to  this  standard.  Sho  is  CO 
inches  tall,  64  Inches  long  and  68  incheti 
in  girth. 

Tho  secret  of  her  unusual  speed  may  bo 
ivad  in  her  strong,  muscular,  perfect  legs, 
lier  depth  of  shoulder  and  heart  action, 
her  perfect  muscular  development  through- 
out and  tho  Intelligence  and  courage  thai) 
flash  from  her  dark  eyes.  Another  factoi? 
that  cuts  no  Fmall  flguro  is  her  enorniouH 
stride,  which  is  nearly  22  feet,  when  sho 
'."?  stepping  a  mile  in  fast  time.  Although 
hhe  has  Ixtrnc  the  brunt  of  many  a  hard 
c.impaign,  tdio  is  kind  and  gentle  and.

000  .\lix  must  bo  valued  at  the  same  fig- 
nrc.  I'nlike  matiy  famous  trotters,  Alix's 
nerves  are  under  such  excellent  control 
that  sho  does  not  seem  to  possess  any. 

An  interesting  study  of  tho  trotter  of 
the  past  and  the  trotter  of  the  present  Is 
ftirnlshed  by  a  comparison  between  Lady 
Suflfolk,  the  queen  of  45  years  ago,  and 
Alix,  tho  queen  of  1894.  As  a  yearling 
Lady   Suffolk,   who   received,   her  name 


was  roaiea,  was  sold  for  $60.  'During  her 
career  on  the  turf  sho  won  over  $35,000  in 
stakes  and  purses.  At  4  years  old  she  was 
tliought  60  little  of  that  she  changed  hands 

for  11 13.50.  She  trotted  her  first  race  for 
tho  munificent  sum  of  $1 1  and  did  tiro 
trick  in  throo  minutes.  During  her  career 
she  trotted  in  138  races,  a  large  percent- 
age of  which  were  two,  three  and  even 
four  mile  heats  to  saddle,  and  won  88  of 
them.

Alix  has  won  as  much  in  her  turf  career 
of  five  years   as  Lady  Suffolk  did  in  1.5. 
Alix  made  a  world's  record  of  2:03 iJi   as  a 
6  year-old,  while  Lady  Suffolk  was  16  lie 
fore  sho  trotted  in  2:20}^.    Alix  was  aided 
by  tho  best  of  tracks  and  a  bicycle  sulky 
that  Is  considered  good  for  five  seconds  to 
tho   mile,    while   Lady   Suffolk   pulled   n 
sulky  of  primitive  construction  on  tracks 
that  were   very  slow  when  compared  with 
tho  tracks  of  today.     Alix  trotted   in  2:30 
as  a  2-year-old,  and  Lady  Suffolk   was  a 
veteran  of  16  before  she  entered  the  charm- 
ed list.     Alix's   distance   has  alwt^ys  been 
one  mile,  but  Lady  Suffolk  trotted  about 
as  many  two,  three,  four   and   five   mile 
heats  in  competition  as  she  did  mile  heats. 
The  trotting  queen  of  today  is  gSJi  sec- 
onds faster  than  tho  queen  of  45  years  ago 
apparently,    but    one    naturally  wonders 
what    Lady    Suffolk's   mark  for  a   mile 
would  bo  could  she  draw  a  light  pnebm.it- 
Ic  tired  sulky  and   go  against   time  on   a 
modern  track.     No  one  imagines  that  sho 
coi>!d  get  anywhere   near  the  2:03?i   of 
Ailx,  but  It  would  also  be  Interesting  to 
know  how   Alix's  time   for  a  four  mile 
heat  would  compare  with  the  mark  of  1 1 
minutes  15  seconds  made  by  Lady  Suffolk 
in  her  race  with  Bonaparte  In  1840.

Populism  Causes  Ruin. 
The  supporters  of  the  Populist  state 
ticket  are  claiming  that  the  election  of 
Sidney  M.  Owen  as  governor  is  assured. 
The  Herald  does  not  believe  that  their 
claims  are  well  founded,  because  it  can 
find  nothing  in  the  situation  to  warrant 
them.  A  careful  canvass  of  the  Sixth 
district  shows  that  the  Populist  strength 
has  been  overestimated  and  that  Gover- 
nor Nelson  will  carry  the  district  by  a 
good-sized  plurality.  Similar  reports 
come  from  the  other  congressional  dis- 
tricts, and  there  is  good  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  Governor  Nelson  will  have  a 
plurality  of  at  least  20,000  in  the  state. 

The  people  of  Minnesota  have  wit- 
nessed the  sad  efifects  of  Populist  ad- 
ministrations in  other  states,  and  they 
will  not  vote  to  saddle  the  same  incu- 
bus  of  misrule  and  financial  disaster 
upon  this  state.  Against  Mr.  Owen 
personally  The  Herald  has  nothing  to 
say,  nor  does  it  believe  that  those  who 
support  him  are  thieves  and  anarchists. 
It  IS  the  theories  which  he  and  they  re- 
present and  advocate  that  The  Herald 
opposes.  It  is  not  necessary  to  again 
repeat  the  solid  arguments  against  the 
various  planks  in  the  Populist  platform, 
e  experience  of  other  states  which 
have  been  cursed  by  Populist  adminis- 
trations is  sufficient  to  convince  every 
thinking  man  who  has  the  interest  of 
this  state  at  heart  that  the  election  of 
Mr.  Oi*en  or  any  other  Populist  to  the 
governorship  would  be  a  serious  calam- 
ity to  Minnesota, 

The  effect  of  Populist  rule  in  Colorado 
is  shown  in  a  striking  manner  by  a  state- 
ment recently  published  by  the  Business 
Men's  League  of  Denver,  an  organiza- 
tion composed  of  men  from  all  political 
parties.  The  Denver  business  men  state 
that  Populist  misrule  there  has  de- 
stroyed credit  and  reduced  values  to  the 
extent  of  ?300,ooo.co3.  The  power  of 
the  people  to  borrow  money  has  been 
paralyzed  and  as  a  result  business  of  all 
kinds  has  suffered  severely.  They  said 
in  addition: 

"The  property  of  Denver  was  assessed 
for  $100,000,000,  and  was  worth  three 
<imes  that  sum  when  the  Populists  came 
into  power.  Notwithstanding  the  city's 
inevitably  brilliant  future,  the  average 
selling  price  of  this  property,  pending 
the  overthrow  of  Waiteism,  has  shrunk 
two-thirds.  Silver  has  declined  only  25 
per  cent,  or  less  than  the  average  pro- 
ducts of  the  other  states,  while  the  in- 
•  creased  value  and  output  of  gold,  to- 
gether with  our  bountiful  crops,  have 
more  than  made  up  the  shortage.  There- 
fore, not  one-half  of  our  shrinkage  of 
values  can  be  charged  to  the  panic  and 
the  universal  depression  resulting 
from  the  gold  standard.  The  other 
one-half  of  loss  is  due  directly  and 
wholly  to  the  destruction  of  confi- 
dence by  Populist  misrule.  So  with- 
ering has  this  been  that  at  the  present 
moment  even  a  gold  mine  cannot  bor- 
row $1  on  §5  worth  of  gold  ore  actually 
in  sight  with  which  to  extract  that  ore 
and  send  it  to  the  smelter.  Lenders  are 
anxious  to  reap  the  rich  harvest  offered, 
but  hold  aloof  until  the  election  in  No- 
vember decides  whether  we  are  to  have 
anarchy  or  civilized  government.  Two 
hundred  thousand  farmers  from  the 
drouth-stricken  states  to  the  east  of  us 
are  anxious  to  come  here  and  farm  by 
irrigation,  but  under  Populist  rule  we  can 
borrow  no  more  money  with  which  to  build 
irrigating  canals.  Manufacturing  is  most 
profitable  here,  but  capital  shuns  Popu- 
lism as  a  pestilence." 

This  should  be  an  instructive  ante- 
election  lesson  to  ihe  people  of  Minne- 
sota. This  state  is  largely  dependent 
upon  Eastern  capital  for  its  continued 
advancement.  The  progress  of  Duluth 
requires  the  employment  of  capital  that 
can  be  obtained  only  from  Eastern  in- 
vestors. If  the  Populists  should  gain 
control  of  the  sUte  administration,  cap- 
ital would    be  withdrawn    from    Duluth 


An  Inflated  Currency. 
The    free   silver   coinage  idea,  if  put 
into  effect,  would  create  an  inflated   cur- 
rency—50     cent    dollars    and    more  of 
them.    The  people  who   advocate    this 
theory  say  that  "more  money"  will  cause 
higher  prices,  but  they    tail    to    explain 
how  the  people  would  be  better  off  for 
having  the  currency   depreciated.    They 
are  in  the  state  of  mind,  the    Baltimore 
Sun  thinks,  that  the  people  of  Argentina 
were  in  before   President  Celman's    ad- 
ministration in  i8go.  when  currency  was 
issued  without  stint.    Though  this  unre- 
stricted issue  brought  financial  ruin  from 
which  Argentina  still  suffers,  yet    there 
are  people  who  want  more  paper  money 
issued.    In  his  last  message    President 
Pena  had    this  to  say  of  their    demand: 
"It  is  asserted  that  the  paper  in   circula- 
tion is  becoming  scarce,  and  from    this 
the    inference  is  drawn  that  more  ot  it 
should    be    issued    without  taking  into 
account  the  fact  that  the  void  in  the  cir- 
culation proceeds    from  a  want  of   con- 
fidence and  not    from  a  want  of    money. 
A  new  issue  would  be  a   new  cause    for 
distrust  and    would    only    increase    the 
evil.    It  is  really  astonishing    that    such 
notions    should  still    have    enthusiastic 
advocates.     It  seems  that  the    errors  of 
the  past  and    the    experience    acquired 
are  a  dead  letter    for    those  who  suffer 
from  them,  and  who  still  suffer  from  the 
effects  of  the  crisis." 

"These  words  apply' exactly,"  says  the 
Economiste  Francais  of  Oct.  6,  "to  many 
people  in  the  United  States,  only  what 
they  wish  to  take  refuge  in  is  not  the 
issue  of  paper,  but  of  silver,  which,  from 
certain  points  of  view,  is  even  worse. 
One  can  easily  understand  why  the  sil- 
ver men  do  not  tail  to  encourage  and 
support  this  currency,  so  favorable  to 
their  dividends.  This  free  coinage  is 
exactly  the  free  issue  of  paper  to  which 
the  president  of  the  Argentine  Republic 
refers  in  his  message.  The  purchase  of 
silver  metal  by  the  treasury  might  suit 
the  interests  of  silver  men,  but  today 
these  interests  are  no  longer  of  prime 
importance;  what  is  of  prime  importance 
is  the  American  conception  of  the  money 
question." 

The  French  paper's  observations  are 
generally  correct,  but  it  should  take  note 
of  the  fact  that  the  conditions  have 
changed  greatly  in  the  United  States 
during  the  past  year.  The  silver  craze 
has  lost  ground.  Its  force  has  been 
spent,  and  it  is  now  disappearing.  It 
has  always  been  claimed  by  the  free 
silver  inflationists  that  the  Southern 
people  were  with  them.  There  may 
have  been  at  one  time  good  grounds  for 
this  claim,  but  the  campaign  of  educa- 
tion upon  the  money  question  has  pro- 
duced a  marked  change. 

The  repeal  of  the  Sherman  law  was 
the  knell  of  the  free  coinage  scheme. 
The  agitation  connect^  d  with  its  repeal 
set  the  people  to  thii.king  about  silver 
and  their  conclusion  was  adverse  to  its 
continued  coinage  into  ^c-cent  dollars. 
The  recent  elections  in  the  South  prove 
this,  and  further  confirmation  is  given  to 
the  assertion  by  the  action  of  the  Georgia 
legislature,  which  has  defeated  by  a 
large  majority  a  resolution  favoring  the 
free  coinage  of  silver.  The  people  of 
the  South  do  not  favor  free  coinage  of 
silver,  except  by  international  agree- 
ment, and  this  is  the  platform  upon 
which  the  Republican  party  also  stands.

Accused  Gov.  Nelson  of  Failure  to  Enforce 
the  Anti-Trust  Law— A  Speech 
By  J.  A.  Keyes. 


Sidney  M.  Owen  faced  a    large    audi- 
ence at  the  Temple  last  evening,  in  fact 
the  theater  was  almost  filled  to  the  top. 
Mr.  Owen  made  a  good  stump  speech  as 
every  lair-minded  man    will    admit,  no 
matter  whether  he  beheves  in  the  princi- 
ples he  advocated  or  not.    It  was  plain 
and  forceful  and  his    arguments    and  il- 
lustrations were  presented  in  such  a  sim- 
ple   and    clear    manner  that  they  could 
not  be  lost  on  a  smgle  man  in  the  audi- 
ence, whether  of  higher  low  intelligence. 
Capt.  Smallwood    presided.    He    ex- 
pressed   his    pleasure  at   seeing  such  a 
large  audience  and  considered  it  a    good 
omen    for    the    success    of  the  People's 
party.     Perhaps  many  had  come  out,  he 
said,  to  see  the  show,  to  see  what  kind  of 
a    man    is    the    standard    bearer  of  the 
coming  party.    All  new  parties  had  been 
derided  and  ridiculed    in   their    infancy 
and  it  is    nj    disgrace    to    the   People's 
that  it  is  now  abused  as    it  is.     He  read 
some   of    the    names    which    has    been 
hurled  at    the  Populists    in  the  Republi- 
can and  Democratic  press  and  expressed 
his    scorn  at    the  manner    of    political 
fighting. 

John  A.  Keyes,  candidate  for  attorney 
general  was  introduced.  "I  am  past 
grand  master  of  the  Republican  oarty" 
said  he,  "and  I  am  today  standing  on 
the  old  historic  platform  of  the  Republi- 
can partf.  Were  they  alive  today  i 
would  have  as  my  associates  Andrew 
Jackson  and  Thomas  JefiFerson.  There 
IS  serious  business  before  us.  Lincoln 
said  this  country  cannot  live  half  slave 
and  half  tree.  We  say  the  same  today. 
1  he  great  problem  todav  is  not  what 
snail  be  the  schedule  of  the  duties  on 
aiffirent  articles  but  it  lies  in  the  distri- 
bution of  wealth.    The  brains  and  intel- 


[Laughter.]  But  opponents  have  dis- 
covered in  me  a  cussedness  I  know  not 
of.  I  am  advocating  the  same  principles 
now  as  then  and  I  am  standing  for  them 
with  the  same  dignity  and  fairness.  I 
tell  you  this  abuse  is  born  of  the  fears  of 
certain  powers  that  they  are  to  be  over- 
thrown.   (Applause.] 

"I  believe  this  republic  of  ours  is  in 
great  peril.  A  republic  is  the  most 
short  lived  government.  It  is  more 
likely  to  die  than  any  other.  While  men 
are  wise,  patriotic  and  watchful  the  re- 
pirblic  is  secure  and  its  perpetuity  as- 
sured. The  citizen  here  has  fallen  into 
the  way  of  being  not  watchful  and 
patriotic  for  the  man  is  not  patriotic  who 
watches  his  political  party  all  the  time 
instead  of  his  country.  It  is  becoming 
like  ancient  Rome  'all  men  are  for  party 
and  none  for  the  state.'  Now  I  propos» 
to  talk  for  the  state,    [.\pplause.] 

What  Are  the  Perils? 
"What  are  our  perils.'  Some  of  the 
framers  of  the  constitution  wanted 
wealth  to  be  the  basis  of  representation 
but  the  majority  declared  for  population 
and  by  that  declaration  justified 
the  saying  that  this  government  is  'lor 
the  people,  by  the  people  and  of  the 
people.'  Wealth,  though  defeated  there, 
was  not  conquered,  but  waged  its  war- 
fare until  it  conquered,  revolutionized 
the  government  and  made  it,  instead  of 
'for  the  people,  by  the  people  and  of  the 
people,'  a  government  'for  the  dollar,  by 
the  dollar  and  of  the  dollar."  [Applause.) 
During  the  past  twenty-five  years  this 
government  has  seen  a  centralization  of 
wealth  without  parallel.  No  nation  can 
long  survive  it.  I  am  not  talking  for  the 
equal  distribution  of  wealth  or  a/ainst 
the  accumulation  of  wealth.  If  wealth 
can  be  secured  under  natural  laws  and 
universal  conditions,  I  say  man  is  entitled 
to  it.  But  when  a  handful  of  men  can 
secure  half  the  wealth  of  a  country,  I  say 
something  is  wrong. 

"This  is  a  question  which  vitally  con- 
cerns you  business  men.    If   a  few  thou- 
sand men    gain    control    of    half    the 
wealth      of      the      nation,     then      the 
wealth    of    the     balance    is   decreased 
in  proportion  and  their  purchasing  power 
decreased.      Ask    any      business    man, 
what  will  increase  the    prosperity  of  the 
people  so  much  as  an  increase  of  their 
purchasing    power.    The    centralization 
of  wealth  has  plunged  the  people  almost 
hopelessly  into  debt.    The   private   debt 
has  increased  from  $6,000,003,000  to  Siq.- 
000.000,000.    Why  hasthe  debtsof  the  dif- 
ferent states  increased  so  heavily?    The 
centralization  of  wealth    is    responsible. 
It  has  been  done  by  a  system  of  robbery 
under  which  the  people  are  compelled  to 
go  to  the    men    who    robbed  them  and 
borrow.    [Applause.] 

Cause  of  Depression. 
"There  is  universal  depression  every- 
where.   It   is    not   the   tariff  which   has

ligence  of  the  country  must  be  called  in 
to  settle  the  question. 

Not  Lack  of  Confidence. 

"We  have  been  told  that  it  was  lack  of 
confidence  that  caused  our  great  financial 
depression  of  last  year.  Is  that  true? 
Were  the  thousands,  yes  millions  of 
workmen  who  traveled  over  this  country 
idle  because  they  had  a  lack  of  confi- 
dence? Did  these  men  leave  work  be- 
cause they  had  no  confidence?  The 
fundamental  reason  for  the  depression 
lies  in  the  money  question.  Who  created 
the  want  of  confidence?  The  same 
power  that  today  asks  you  to  surrender 
your  rights  to  it  that  it  may  in  future 
again  accomplish  its  end." 

He  appealed  to  business  men  to  study 
the  questions  before  the  people  and  look 
on  the  Populists  as  their  friends.  "Look 
at  us  not  as  a  lot  of  cranks,  but  as  what 
we  are.  Look  at  us  loi  what 
we  mean,  for  what  we  want  and  for  what 
we  are  going  to  get."    [Applause] 

John  Cogm  here  announced 
that  it  takes  money  to  run 
a  campaign  and  that  a  collection 
would  be  taken  up.  Then  he  addressed 
the  Democrats  in  the  audience  and  said: 
"It  IS  fact  that  Gen.  Becker,  that  geod 
old  man  who  is  in  the  evening  of  his  life, 
is  being  used  as  a  bridge  to  carry  Knute 
Nelson  over.  In  the  event  of  Nelson's 
election  he  will  be  reappointed  railroad 
commissioner.  Do  you  wan;  to  continue 
that  crowd  in  power?  If  you  do  not, 
then  vote  for  Democracy's  best  friend, 
Sidney  M.  Owen."  [Applause.] 
Mr.  Owen's  Address. 

Mr.  Owen  was  then  introduced,  and  as 
he  stepped  forward,  was  greeted  with 
applause.  He  spoke  for  about  two 
hours  and  held  his  audience  until  his 
last  word.     He  said  in  substance: 

"As  I  look  out  over  this  large  audience 
I  think  of  the  time  when  I  first  began  ad- 
vocating these  principles.  It  was  a 
humble  beginning,  but  recruits  gradu- 
ally came  in;  we  kept  growing,  and  I 
feel  today  that  that  little  band  has 
become  a  great  army  which 
is  to  bring  back  to  our  government 
all  its  old  glory.  [Applause. |  Your 
chairman  has  spoken  of  the  epithets 
which  are  hurled  at  us.  Four  years  ago 
I  was  a  candidate  for  governor  on  the 
Alliance  ticket.  There  was  no  earthly 
chance  of  my  election  then  and  I  was  a 
splendid  man.  [Laughter.]  I  was  con- 
ducting a  manly  campaign.  Now  when 
they  know  I  am  to  be  elected  I  am  the 
meanest  man  on  earth.  I  am  not  con- 
scious   of     having    been    born     again. 


caused  it.  There  is  some  general  cause 
and  it  is  the  one  the  People's  party  is 
opposing  and  which  it  is  fighting— the 
monetary  system,  [Applause.]  Governor 
Nelson  says  'you  can't  understand  the 
silver  question.  Leave  it  to  us.  we'll  fix 
it.'  Well  now  I  propose  that  you  shall 
understand  it.  Here  are  two  bodies  of 
gold  and  silver  representing  the 
money  of  the  world.  It  is  used 
to  pay  all  debts.  Cut  o£f  one-half  of  it 
and  the  other  must  pay  all  of  the  debt 
which  does  not  decrease.  What  is  the 
result?  It  takes  more  products  to  get  $i 
and  when  you  get  it  it  will  not  pay  but 
$1  of  your  debt.  Debt  is  the  largest 
thing  the  people  of  this  country  have  to 
buy.  They  say  we  have  silver.  Yes,  but 
it  is  only  redeemable  in  gold.  It  might 
just  as  well  be  iron  as  silver.  We  want 
no  silver  unless  silver  has  all  of  its  money 
functions  returned. 

"I  will  give  you  an  illustration.  Here 
is  a  load  drawn  by  a  yellow  and  a  white 
horse.  The  driver  wants  to  save  the 
white  horse  so  takes  him  out  of  the  team 
and  puts  him  on  the  wagon.  What's  the 
result?  The  yellow  is  hauling  the  load 
alone  and  it  is  heavier  than  ever.  It 
goes  along  in  a  spasmodic  lumbering 
way  and  occasionally  fetches  up  with  a 
sharp  jerk.  That  is  a  financial  panic. 
[Applause.]  What  you  want  to  do  is  to 
vote  for  a  man  for  congress  who  will 
pull  that  white  horse  down  and  put  him 
where  he  belongs.  [Applause.]  You 
have  a  candidate  for  congress  who  says 
he  knows  nothing  about  the  money  ques- 
tion. That  confession  makes  him  unfit 
to  get  one  of  your  votes.  That 
is  your  Republican  candidate.  Your 
Democratic  candidate  is  too  busy  talk- 
ing about  the  tarifif  to  know  whether  we 
have  any  money  or  not.  But  you  have 
one  good,  honest  and  sturdy  man  who 
seeks  to  represent  you— Kittel  Halvor- 
sen.  [Applause],  Vote  for  him.  Vote 
for  men  for  the  legislature  who 
will  elect  a  United  States  senator 
pledged  to  take  that  white  horse  off  the 
load  and  put  him  in  the  team.  They  say 
our  system  must  be  pleasing  to  England 
or  it  will  be  disastrous.  I  am  tired  of 
that  kind  of  talk.  I  protest  against  that 
little  foreign  tail  being  allowed  to  wag 
this  big  domestic  dog.    [Applause], 

How  Oo  You  Like  It? 
"But  they  hold  up  their  hands  and  say 
'you'll  drive  us  to  a  silver  basis.'  Weil, 
you've  been  on  a  gold  basis  for  twenty 
years;  how  do  you  like  it?  Then  again 
they  say  we  would  make  the  silver  mine 
owner  rich.      I  can  prove  that  for  every 


dollar  the  silver  mine  owner  has  lost 
under  the  rule  of  gold,  the  farmer  has 
lost  §18.  When  a  speaker  talks  to  you 
of  the  evil  of  silver  hurl  at  him  the  ques- 
tion why  it  coits  more  to  buy  gold  and 
yet  gold  will  pay  no  more  debts.  Keep 
hurling  that  at  him  and  vou  will  close 
him  up, 

"We  have  other  heresies  as  they  call 
them.  We  believe  the  government 
sliouid  control  the  currency.  Thomas 
Jefferson  believed  that,  too."  He  de- 
clared that  at  the  recent  session  of  the 
bankers  in  Baltimore  they  adopted  a 
proposed  bill  which  embraces  all  the 
People's  party  ideas  except  that  it  de- 
signed to  keep  the  control  of  the  money 
in  the  banks.  It  proposes  to  abolish  the 
national  banking  system,  and  to  estab- 
lish state  banks.  The  government  is  to 
give  the  banks  bonds  in  the  sum  of  half 
their  capital  stock,  the  banks  to  pay  half 
of  I  per  cent  interest.  Then  the  banks 
are  to  issue  money,  "There  is  no  word 
in  the  bill  about  a  metallic  basis,  it  is  to 
be  fiat  money  pure  and  simple  based  on 
the  capital  stock  of  the  bank  and  noth- 
ing else.  They  arc  on  our  platform. 
We  only  differ  as  to  the  distribution. 
We  want  the  government  to  control  it 
they  want  the  banks  to  have  it." 

He  advocated  the  loan  of  government 
money  to  municipalities  on  bonds  at  low 
interest  with  an  annual  payment  of  the 
principal  at  the  rate  inter^est  is  now  paid. 
Roasts  Governor  Nelson. 
Governor  Nelson  then  came  in  for 
some  criticism.  He  talks  of  reducing 
grain  rates,  said  Mh  Owen,  but  why  did 
they  not  do  it  long  ago?  He  spoke  of 
Gen.  Becker  as  a  good  old  man  but  not 
sufficiently  aggressive  to  be  governor  of 
the  state. 

"Nelson  talks  of  pine  land  thieves,"  he 
continued.  "Why  are  there  any?  We 
have  had  a  Republican  administration 
for  thirty-six  years.  Nelson  likens  us  to 
lightning  rod  agent?,  says  we  are  vile 
and  deceitful  and  commiserates  the 
business  man.  I  would  not  talk  that  way 
of  my  Republican  friends  if  it  got  me 
every  vote  in  Minnesota.  [Applause] 
My  Republican  and  Democratic  fti- 
low  men  are  good  citizens,  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  this  government  as  much 
as  I;  only  they  are  blindly  led  by  parti- 
san principles. 

"They  all  say  'oh  yes  we  know  some 
things  are  wrong  but  we  are  going  to 
fix  them.'  No  old  party  ever  reformed 
anything.  It  has  always  been  a  new 
party  which  has  brought  reforms. 

"I  give  notice  that  if  I  am  elected  gov- 
ernor I  will  enforce  the  law  as  rigidly 
against  the  high  as  against  the  low,  as 
mercilessly  against  the  corporation  as 
against  the  individual,  [Applause] 
That's  the  kind  of  an  anarchist  I  am. 
Combined  wealth  has  been  allowed  to 
disregard  the  law  with  impunity  long 
enough. 

Who  Are  the  Anarchisis? 
"VVho  are  the  anarchists?  The  an- 
archist  is  the  man  who  pushes  aside  the 
law  for  his  own  personal  interest.  Let 
me  introduce  you  to  some.  The  Pull- 
man company  has  capital  stock  and  sur- 
plus of  $61,000,000,  which  Mr,  Pullman 
declares  contains  not  one  dollar  of 
water.  It  pays  taxes  on  $1,600,000. 
There  are  the  anarchists  for  you.  This 
country  is  not  half  so  much  in  danger 
from  the  anarchy  of  poverty  as  from  the 
anarchy  of  wealth. 

"Governor  Nelson  talks  of  legislation; 
let  me  talk  of  administration.  This  state' 
has  an  anti-trust  law  which  has  never 
been  enforced.  It  is  violated  every  hour 
of  every  day." 


The  Anti- Trust  Law. 

Mr,  Owen  then  produced  a  letter  writ- 
ten by  Griggs,  Cooper  &  Co.,  of  St.  Paul, 
to  a  Minneapolis  grocery  firm,  sayirg 
that  It  had  been  reported  by  the  Minno- 
apolis  Retail  Grocers  association  as  sell- 
ing sugar  below  the  schedule  and  the 
company  had  been  ordered  to  furnish  the 
firm  no  more,  an  order  which  the  firm  re- 
gretted It  could  not  do  otherwise  than 
respect. 

"Look  at  that,"  continued  Mr.  Owen 
"Ahrm  violating  the  laws  of  the  state 
because  of  the  order  of  the  Minneapolis 
Retail  Grocers  association.  There's  an- 
archy for  you!  We  are  accused  of  in- 
juring the  business.  Look  at  the  busi- 
ness of  the  country  now.  You  might  as 
well  accuse  us  of  assassinating  a  corpse. 
[Laughter]  ^ 

Mr.  Owen  said  he  would  not  be  gov- 
ernor from  choice.  He  knew  full  well 
what  It  means  for  a  man  to  go  in  under 
such  condiuons  as  those  upon  which  he 
is  to  be  elected.  "I  plead  not  for  myself 
when  I  ask  your  votes,"  said  he,  "but  bf- 
cause  I  believe  I  can  do  a  patriot's  dui'y 
to  you  and  my  country.  We  have  seen 
the  dollar  enthroned  long  enough  we 
want  It  pulled  down  and  the  man  put 
there  again."  ^

JAPANESE  PUSHING  AHEAD. 

Invasion    of  Port  Arthur  by  Land  End  Sea 
Completed. 

YoKOHA.MA,  Nov.  2.  It  is  announced 
here  that  the  invasion  of  Port  Arthur  by 
the  Japanese  forces  by  land  and  sea  has 
been  completed,  and  that  the  forward 
movement  of  both  the  Japanese  armies 
in  the  direction  of  Moukden  is  being 
rapidly  pushed. 

It  isndded  that  a  portion  of  Field  Mar- 
shal Count  Oyama's  force  will  attack 
Kinchow,  which  is  occupied  by  the  Chin- 
ese troopy.  In  the  meanwhile  Gon. 
Nodzu's  advance  column  is  approaching 
Fung  Whang,  a  fortified  town  on  the 
main  road  between  Wigu  and  Moukdtm, 
to  which  place  all  the  Chinese  troops  re- 
treated after  leaving  their  positions  north 
of  the  Yalu  river. 

The  Japanese  expect  to  defeat  the 
Chinese  at  both  places  and  there  unite 
their  columns  before  the  walls  of  Mouk- 
den.

Old  Eliakim  Hunt  vras  an  ox-.slave  of 
Halifax  t-onnty,  Va.,  who  was  extreme- 
ly prond  of  the  family  name. 

"Yaas,  .^ah,  I  wa.s  or  bodysarvnnt  ob 
olo  Mar.se  'Noiii  Hunt,  wot  nierried 
Mi.ss  Pinkie  Elli.s,  f 'om  de  quality  El- 
lises,  ober  in  ole  Flnvanner  county,"  he 
would  explain.  "Deyse  daid  an  done 
gone  now,  but  I  ain't  gwine  furgit  we 
was  (jnulity  folkses. " 

'Akim  v.'a.s  averse  to  work,  and  when 
fhe  re.'iiiits  of  the  War  made  it  necessary 
to  Bhift  for  himself  he  concluded  that 
preaching  was  an  easy  and  at  the  same 
time  dignified  way  of  getting  along.  He 
could  rant  very  eflfectuallj  aud  might 
have  succeeded  quite  well  but  for  a  sin- 
gle weakness,  'Akim  was  a  great 
"wrasler  in  pra'r, "  as  one  of  his  breth- 
ren expressed  it,  "but  he  do  git  drunk 
pow'ful. " 

Yet  tho  .simple  people  to  whom  he 
ministered  were  not  inclined  to  be  very 
harsh  in  their  judgment  of  this  offense, 
for  their  own  sins  called  for  such  con- 
stant exercises  of  tho  pardoning  power, 
and  'Akim  was  very  full  of  tho  quality 
of  mercy,  particularly  when  the  trans- 
gressors spared  him  personally.  When 
his  weakness  came  up  for  con.sideration 
in  the  "dLsciplino"  meetings  from  time 
to  time,  he  was  left  out,  with  the  sim- 
ple admonition  that  he  try  to  keep  out 
of  sight  of  "white  folkses"  when  in 
his  cups,  tho  colored  folks  being  pecul- 
iarly sensitive  to  criticism  from  their 
former  owners. 

Repeated  condoning  of  his  sin  hard- 
-  lu-d  the  heart  of  old  'Akim,  and  he 
finally  mounted  his  pulpit  one  Sunday 
so  drunk  that  he  could  scarcely  main- 
tain his  equilibrium.  Deacon  Si  Jones 
arose  and  rebuked  him,  whereupon  the 
preacher  swore  at  him  roundly  and  ac- 
cused him  of  being  a  chicken  thief.  The 
latter  offense  was  not  so  heinous  in  the 
sight  of  'Akim's  congregation  as  might 
be  supposed,  but  it  was  a  mortal  affront 
to  be  accused  of  such  ac transgression, 
and  the  deacon  having  great  influence 
in  tho  body  'Akim  was  then  and  there 
placed  upon  trial  and  deposed  from  the 
ministry,  not  for  getting  drunk,  but  for 
calling  one  of  the  brethren  a  pilferer  of 
fowl. 

Thenceforward  old  'Akim  lived  upon 
his  wits  and  his  politeneness.  There 
were  evil  minded  persons  who  alleged 
that  much  of  his  revenue  was  derived 
from  tho  hen  roosts  of  his  neighbors, 
and  what  gave  color  to  tho  charge  was 
the  fact  that  while  ho  sold  a  great  many 
chickens  to  the  people  of  a  neighboring 
town  he  never  raised  any  fowls  himself. 
If  any  of  these  slanders  reached  the  ear 
of  'Akim  he  gave  them  no  heed.  He  had 
the  most  ineffable  contempt  for  "poor 
white-trash"  and  "cornfield  niggers" 
and  affected  intimacy  with  real  qualitv 
V>eople. 

One  day  Parson  Redbetter,  the  Meth- 
odist circuit  rider,  met  him  as  he  was 
.'Staggering  along  tho  highway  from  the 
effects  of  large  potations  of  moonshine 
whisky  that  had  been  given  him  by  a 
party  of  fox  hunters.  To  a  sternly  ad- 
ministered rebuke  from  tho  preacher 
old  'Akim  made  reply: 

"Y'aas,  sub,  but  do  Bible  bay,  'Drink 
ob  de  whisky  fur  de  stomach  ache  an  di 
of 'en  information.'  " 

Being  corrected  in  his  Scriptural  quo- 
tation, (»ld  'Akim  fell  back  into  his  im- 
pregnable fortress.

Such  was  'Akim's  faith.  What  the 
quality  did  could  not  be  wrong.

A  small 
farmer  caught  Eliakim  in  the  very  act 
of  stealing  a  pig  and  forthwith  drag- 
ged him  before  Justice  Danforth,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  simou  pure  aristocracy  of  j 
Halifax,  who  knew  'Akim  well.  The  I

convincing  stoiyof  the  theft,  but 'during 
the  recital  the  prisoner's  ebon  counte- 
nance expressed  contempt,  indignation, 
scorn  and  increculity.

dozen  streams  were  directed  at  the  burn- 
ing building. 

The  fire  soon  lumped  to  the  Indiana 
Medical  college  and  thence  to  the 
handsome  Scottish  Rite  building  imme- 
diately north.  This  last  building  was 
the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  country 
and  its  original  cost  was  Sioo,ooo.  Re- 
cently ^25,000  additional  improvements 
had  been  made.  By  4:15  it  was  evident 
tliat  the  three  buildings  would  entirely 
be  destroyed,  and  at  4:30  the  crash 
came. 

At  4:30  the  walls  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
building  fell  in,  carrying  with  them  to 
destruction  documents  of  an  invaluable 
character  and  which  can  never  be  re- 
placed, even  at  any  cost.  By  5  o'clock 
the  gas  company  building,  the  medical 
college,  which  was  a  contiguous  part  of 
the  same,  and  the  Scottish  Rite  building 
were  a  smouldering  pile  of  debris. 

A  fireman  named  Samuel  Muir  fell 

from  the  third  floor  of  the  Scottish  build- 

I  ing  and  was  seriously  injured.  Fire  Chief 

Webster  was  also  injured  on  the  arm  by 

falling  bricks. 

The  total  loss  will  amount  to  a  little 
over  ij2oo.ooo.  The  gas  company's  loss 
is  $60,000,  insured  for  §21,000.  The 
medical  college  loss  is  S8000,  covered  by 
insurance,  The  Scottish  Rite  loss  is 
$ico,coo  with  insurance  of  about  $75,000. 
Among  the  valua'ole  Masonic  matter 
destroyed  in  the  Scottish  rite  building 
were  the  Hacker  library,  the  finest 
in  the  world,  and  the  Masonic 
collection  of  1000  photographs.  In  falling, 
the  buildings  covered  several  small 
buildings,  including  the  plumbing  store 
of  Clark  &  Sons,  whose  loss  is  $500  o 
with  no  msurance,  and  a  book  store,  the 
loss  on  which  is  not  known.  Besides 
this  $io,ooo  damage  was  done  to  sur- 
rounding property. 

At  7:30  the  fire  had  burned  itself  out. 
There  were  eighteen  human  pickled 
bodies  in  the  medical  college,  all  of 
which  were  cremated, 


CHIEF  BLACK'S  REPORT. 


Recommends  the  Establishment  of  a  Private 
Telephone  System. 

The  board  of  fire  commissioners  held 
a  regular  monthly  meeting  this  after- 
noon at  the  city  hall.  The  first  report  of 
Chief  Engineer  Black  was  received.  He 
details  a  number  of  appointments, 
among  the  number  that  of  ex-Chief  Jack- 
son as  second  assistant  chief. 

The  chief  strongly  recommends  the 
establishing  of  a  private  telephone  sys- 
tem between  the  different  fire  halls 
which  can  be  obtained  at  an  outlay  ot 
$342  for  material,  the  labor  being  per- 
formed by  the  electricians  and  others  of 
the  department.  A  number  of  import- 
ant changes  were  enumerated,  such  as 
the  dropping  off  of  four  unnecessary 
captains  and  an  equal  number  of  lieu- 
tenants.

A  Valuable  Public  Servant  Who  Should  be 

Retained  in  Office. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  want  to  occupy  a  little  of  your  space 
with  a  statement  of  my  experience  as  a

I  don't  want  to  speak  of  any  ties  of  affec- 
tion, such  as  his  being  an  old  resident, 
an  old  soldier,  or  anything  of  that  des- 
cription, but  I  want  to  speak  of  him  in 
business  hours — as  the  official  survant  of 
the  people  who  elected  him.  .St.  Louis 
county  has  never  had  as  carefully  com- 
petent an  auditor  as  he  is,  and  if  I  may  be 
allowed  to  quote  from  the  Bible  in  a  plea 
for  his  political  perpetuation,  I  should 
like  to  take  for  my  text:  "By  their  works 
ye  shall  know  them." 

The  state  auditors  of  the  present  and 
past  terms  have  frequently  taken  the 
opportunity  of  complimenting  Auditor 
LaVaque  on  the  promptness  of  his  deal- 
ings with  the  state  and  the  marked  and 
universal  correctness  of  his  reports  and 
returns.  Never  once  since  he  occupied 
the  office  has  any  state  offici.il  been 
obliged  (so  I  have  learned  at  St.  Paul) 
to  send  anything  back  to  his  office  for 
revision,  enlighternnent  crcorrection — 
something  very  rare  in  the  records  of 
county  auditors  in  Minnesota.

their  duties  and  with  an  entire  disregard 
of  their  political  affiliation. 

I  had  occasion  a  shorttime  ago— about 
the  last  ot  May— to  make  some  starch  in 
the  records  of   the   auditor's   office.      1 
asked  one  of  the  clerks  about  the  books, 
and  he  said  "what's  the    use  of  hunting 
through  all  those  books?  It  will  take  you 
at  least  half  a  day  to  find  what  you  want. 
Why  don't  you    ask  the 'old  man?'    He 
can  tell  you  what  you   want  to  lind  out 
just  about  as    fast    as  you    can  ask  the 
questions."       I  asked  the  'old  man,'  and 
Auditor  LaVaque  told    me  in  less  than 
fifteen      minutes    all    that    I  wanted  to 
know.    That's  the  kind  of  a  man  that  all 
business  and  common  interests  reciuire  in 
the  highly  responsible  officeof  county  aud- 
itor— a  man  who  is  unerringly  correct  and 
who  can  save  many  patrons  of  the  office 
two  or  three  or  more  hours  of  time.  That 
man  is  a  valuable    public    servant   who 
should  be  retained  in  oftice  just  as  long 
as  he  displays  those    qualification!.    Mr. 
LaVaque  is  not    given   to    gossip;    his 
time  is  too  valuable  for  that,  and  I  never 
yet  went  to  his  office  that  I    did  not  find 
him  hard  at  work  at  some  kind    of  labor 
that  most   county  officials  would    have 
performed  by  clerks. 

Auditor  LaVaque  has,  in  liis  official 
capacity,  been  a  far  better  legal  adviser 
to  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
than  some  of  the  county  attorneys,  for  he 
has  always  been  on  hand  when  wanted, 
and  he  has  done  more  to  equalire  as- 
sessments and  terret  out  those  who  have 
been  evading  the  payment  of  taxes  than 
any  other  official  in  the  county.  He  is 
invariably  just  and  equitable  in  hi;j  deal 
ings  with  all  who  call  upon  him,  and  the 
poor  man  has  just  as  good  a  show  with 
him  as  the  man  of  many  thousand:!. 

Many  people  will  remember  Mr.  La- 
Vaque's  somewhat  spirited  reply  to  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  when 
they  consulted  with  him  over  a  year 
ago  in  regard  to  what  wages  the 
laborers  on  the  county'  roads 
should  receive,  the  general  opinion 
among  the  commissioners  bein^j  that 
$1.25  per  day  was  sufficient.  His  ajiswer 
was  published  in  all  of  the  papers  at  the 
time,  but  it's  pretty  good  campaign  stuff 
anyway  and  will  bear  repeating.  In 
reply  to  the  question  he  blurted  out- 
"Well,  gentlemen,  [$1.25  a  day  is  not 
enough.  No  white  roan  should  ever 
work  for  less  than  $2,00  per  day  ;it  any 
kind  of  employment.  Men  will 
work  harder  for  a  decent  salary  and  I  am 
sure  the  county  will  be  the  gainer  in  the 
end."  Unfortunately  for  the  lalioring 
man.  Auditor  La  \'aque's  figure  wss  not 
adhered  to  in  fixing  up  the  salary  1  st. 

That  he  is  not  a  friend,  in  a  discnmin- 
ating  sense,  to  corporations  ms.y  be 
gleaned  from  his  record  in  the  matter  of 
making  them  pay  taxes.  He  has  dis- 
covered and  brought  into  the  treasury 
over  $30,000  of  back  taxes  which,  but 
for  bis  determined  efforts,  would  never 
have  been  received  by  the  county.  One 
corporation  paid  over  $6700  of  back 
taxes,  another  had  to  fork  over  $14403, 
and  there  are  many  other  instances  ol 
similar  value  to  every  dweller  ii  St. 
Louis  county. 

Of  his  candidacy  as  an  independent

National  Bareaa  Investieations. 
Investigations  bearing  on  economic 
questions  are  now  being  made  by  the 
bureau  of  labor.  Among  these  is  an 
exhaustive  inquiry  into  the  strikes  of 
the  la.st  seven  years,  but  entirely  inde- 
pendent of  the  work  of  the  railroad 
strike  commission.  Only  facts  will  be 
dealt  with,  including  such  data  as  the 
number  of  men  who  struck,  the  dura- 
tion of  their  idleness,  the  amount  of 
wages  lost,  the  loss  of  employers,  tne 
course  of  the  various  strikes,  etc. 

Another  inquiry  ordered  by  congress, 
the  work  of  which  is  now  being  planned, 
is  the  eflfect  of  machinery  on  labor. 
Tills,  of  course,  involves  a  study  of  the 
whole  modern  industrial  system  and  a 
phase  of  the  question  in  which  the 
workiugmen  of  the  country  will  be  in- 
tensely interested.  The  scope  of  this  in- 
quiry will  be  naturally  almost  infinite. 
Tr.ide  organizations  will  likewise  be 
greatly  interested  in  the  third  line  of 
inquiry,  which,  however,  will  not  bo 
commenced  before  next  summer,  al- 
though plans  for  conducting  it  are  now 
being  considered.  This  investigation 
will  take  in  the  most  interesting  field  of 
the  relations  of  woman  to  industry. 
Necessarily  it  involves  a  study  of  all 
branches  of  our  national  industry  in 
which  women  are  now  employed  or  for 
Which  they  are  adapted,  the  ascertain- 
ment of  facts  going  to  show  where  and 
how  they  have  displaced  men,  the  efiFect 
of  their  employment  upon  the  wages  of 
men,  the  capacity  of  woman  to  contest 
for  a  livelihood  in  the  industrial  world 
and  her  earning  capacity.  I

New  Vork  Workins  Girls. 

The  strike  of  the  girl  cloakmakers  I 
consider  one  of  the  most  important 
movements  that  have  taken  place  in 
many  years.  None,  except  those  who 
are  familiar  with  the  conditions  of  the 
toilers  on  the  east  side,  can  realize  the 
terrible  way  iu  which  these  girls  are 
handicapped  in  their  struggle  for  a  liv- 
ing. That  many  thousands  of  girls  are 
unable  to  earn  more  than  $3  or  $4  a 
week  I  assert  most  emphatically.  It  can 
be  proved  by  a  visit  to  the  east  eido  at 
any  time. 

That  honest  girls — sad  truth  though 
it  is — are  driven  to  the  streets  for  a  liv- 
ing I  can  assert  with  equal  emphasis.  It 
is  a  matter  of  common  kuowledgo  among 
the  poor  toilers  themselves.  Struggle  as 
they  may,  many -out  of  the  great  multi- 
tude fall  by  the  wayside,  borne  down  by 
the  iron  hand  of  poverty,  when  there  is 
not  a  friend  to  help,  not  a  voice  to  speak 
a  word  of  encouragement  or  hope. 

Girls  earning  not  more  than  $3  or  |4 
a  week  are  sometimes  the  solo  support 
of  a  sick  father  and  mother.  It  is  no  use 
to  plead  these  conditions  to  their  em- 
ployers. All  the  answer  tliey  can  get  is 
that  they  ought  to  be  thankful  to  get 
any  work  to  keep  them  from  absolute 
starvation. 

What  are  these  poor  girls  to  do?  They 
rannot  go  without  tho  necessary  cloth- 
ing. They  cannot  see  their  loved  ones 
suffering  for' want  of  the  necessaries  of 
life.  They  are  hemmed  iu  on  all  sides, 
and  the  end  is  that  they  have,  in  some 
cases,  to  go  on  the  streets. — Lizzie  Ma- 
hony.

Czar  Nicholas  and  Princess  Alix  Are  lo  Be 
Wedded  Soon. 

Berlin,  Nov.  3.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Tageblatt  from  St.  Petersburg  says  that 
the  rings  were  exchanged  yesterday  be- 
tween the  Czar  Nicholas  and  Princess 
Alix  of  Hesse-Darnstadt. 

The  same  dispatch  adds  that  the 
funeral  of  the  late  czar  has  been  fixed  to 
occur  between  Nov.  16  and  Nov.  20,  and 
that  the  wedding  of  the  czar  and  Prin- 
cess Alix  will  take  place  a  few  days 
afterwards. 

It|is  expected  that  the  czar  will  upon 
this  occasion  grant  an  extensive  political 
amnesty. 

TWO  GOOD  SPEAKERS. 


College  Students  to  Investlg:ate  the  Tene> 
ments  For  Scientific  Purposes. 

It  is  expected  that  the  students  of 
Columbia  college  will  begin  within  a 
few  days  a  practical  investigation  into 
the  social  system  among  the  tenements 
of  this  city.  This  new  departure  in  the 
college  curriculum  will  be  directed  by 
the  department  of  sociology,  whose 
work  was  inaugurated  with  the  opening 
of  the  present  term. 

To  President  Low  it  seemed  that  the 
best  results  could  be  obtained  if  the 
students  who  elected  the  sociological 
course  could  be  put  in  touch  with  some 
society  or  association  in  the  municipal- 
ity which  made  a  special  feature  of 
work  among  the  poor.  As  the  Charity 
Organization  society  stands  at  the  head 
of  all  tho  institutions  of  that  kind  in 
the  city,  its  officers  were  communicated 
with,  with  the  result  that  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  w^hat  is  called 
"field  work"  in  conjunction  with  the 
several  district  committees  of  that  soci- 
ety. 

Of  the  plan  of  work  to  be  pursued  by 
tho  students  in  sociology,  the  details  of 
which  have  been  largely  arranged  by 
him.  Professor  Richmond  Mayo-Smith 
said  yesterday: 

"Our  first  step  in  the  direction  of  es- 
tablishing a  practical  basis  upon  which 
to  gain  access  to  tho  poor  of  the  city 
was  to  effect  such  relations  with  the 
Charity  Organization  society,  the  Uni- 
versity Settlement  society  and  tho 
Brooklyn  board  of  charities  that  our 
students  could  be  appointed  by  those  in- 
stitutions as  their  agents,  to  make  per- 
sonal and  active  investigation  into  the 
social  condition  of  the  poor. 

"It  is  our  intention  as  the  class  en- 
larges to  establish  independent  dis- 
tricts, governed  by  students,  to  make 
independent  investigations  among  the 
poor.  These  investigations  and  the  re- 
sults obtained  wull  bo  purely  for  statis- 
tical and  scientific  purposes,  and  there 
is  nothing  of  sentiment  about  them.  " — 
New  York  Herald. 


Reese  and  Howard  to  Speak  Here  on  Monday 
Evening. 
Darius  F.  Reese,  the  Republican  can- 
didate for  clerk  of  the  supreme  court, 
and  Stephen  B.  Howard,  of  Minneapolis 
who  represented  Hennepin  county  in 
last  legislature  and  will  be  elected  to  the 
state  senate  next  Tuesday,  will  speak  at 
United  States  hall  on  Monday  evening.

The  six  Hoars'  Workday. 

Agitation  for  a  working  day  of  six 
hours  only  is  said  to  have  been  iu  prog- 
ress for  a  year  or  more  in  some  of  the 
trades  unions  in  this  country.  It  is  not 
known  just  how  extensively  the  matter 
iias  been  discussed,  but  tho  comparison 
of  views  appears  to  have  proceeded  so 
far  that  it  is  proposed  to  call  formally 
upon  the  unions  for  expressions  of  opin- 
ion as  to  tho  advisability  of  publicly 
stating  a  preference  for  the  limitation 
of  work  to  six  hours  per  day  in  some  of 
the  trades,  perhaps  beginning  with  the 
builders. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  tho  Nation- 
al Typographical  union,  at  Louisville, 
the  president  recommended  the  adop-' 
tion  of  a  shorter  working  day  as  one  of 
the  things  that  should  be  striven  for  by 
the  printing  fraternity  in  the  United 
States  and  suggested  the  accumulation 
of  a  large  fund  for  the  purpose  of  pros- 
ecuting the  fight.

Nelson  Will  Be  Elected. 
Governor  Nelson  will  have  a  plurality 
of  between  2o,oco  and  2?,ooo  next  Tues- 
day. This  conclusion  is  reached  after  a 
careful  and  conservative  estimate  ob- 
tamed  from  each  county  in  the  state. 
All  talk  of  Mr.  0,ven  being  elected  is 
balderdash.  The  great  Populist  gains 
since  the  campaign  opened  are  mythical. 
Investigation  shows  that  the  reports  of 
the  Populists  are  merely  wind  and  have 
no  foundation  in  fact.  As  for  Gen. 
Becker,  the  Democratic  candidate,  he 
will  not  receive  as  many  votes  as  Lawler 
did  two  years  ago  and  there  is  no  possi- 
bility of  his  election. 

Chairman  Tarns  Bixby,  of  the  Repub- 
lican state  central  committee,  is  confi- 
dent that  Governor  Nelson  will  have  at 
leas:  25,000  plurality.  He  is  probably 
correct,  because  he  has  reliable  advices 
regarding  the  situation  in  all  parts  of  the 
state.  Allowing  all  that  the  extremists 
claim  for  Owen,  it  is  safe  to  put  down 
Governor  Nelson's  plurality  at  20,000. 
The  estimate  of  25.000  plurality  is  item- 
ized as  follows:  Nelson,  105,000;  -Owen, 
80,000;  Becker,  65,0^0;  Hilleboe,  10,000. 
A  second  25,000  estimate  gives  Nelson 
110,000  votes;  Owen,  85,000;  Becker,  55,- 
000  and  Hilleboe,  10,000.  A  third  one 
gives  Nelson,  110,000;  Owen,  100,000; 
Becker,  40.000;  Hilleboe,  10,000,  and  re- 
duces the  plurality  to  lo.ooc,  at  the  same 
time  giving  Owen  60  percent  of  the  Law- 
ler vote  of  iSfjj. 

The  Republican  vote  bv  congressional 
districts  two  years  ago  was  J  15.000,  with 
three  districts  lost.  Nelson's  vote  was 
more  ihan  5000  below  this  vote,  yet  he 
had  about  14.C00  plurality.  This  year's 
estimate  by  congressional  districts  gives 
Republican  congressmen  a  total  plu- 
rality of  30,000,  and  if  Nelson  has  a  plu- 
rality of  25.000  he  will  again  fall  behind 
the  congressional  vote; he  can  fall  be- 
hind it  three  to  one  ai  compared  with 
iSq2  and  still  have  his  1893  plurality. 

The  Minneapolis  Journal  says  that 
Owen  cannot  carry  Hennepin  county 
without  a  revolution, and  nubcdy  believes 
that  there  is  anything  like  a  revolution 
in  the  air.  It  has  been  estimated  that  in 
Hennepin  county  Nelson  will  have  16,000 
votes;  Owen.  12.000;  Becker,  9000;  Hille- 
boe. 2COO.  This  is  allowing  much  to  the 
Populist*,  when  it  is  remembered  that 
two  years  ago  Lawler  had  more  than 
14,000  votes  in  the  county,  and  Donnelly 
but  about  3000.  It  is  more  likely  that 
Owen's  vote  in  the  county  will  fall  much 
below  12,000.  That  Governor  Nehon 
will  be  elected  is  as  certain  as  the  sun 
will  rise  on  the  morning  of  election  day. 


They  Do  Not  Agree. 

In  a  recent  speech  at  Anoka,  Maj. 
Baldwin  asserted  that  "there  were  only 
two  candidates  in  the  field  in  this  dis- 
trict, Halvotsen  and  himself,  and  stated 
that  Towne  was  net  in  it." 

When  John  G.  Brown,  who  is  Bald 
win's  political  manager,  returned  a  few 
da>s  ago  from  a  tour  of  the  southern  por- 
tion of  the  district,  he  told  a  different 
story.  A  report  of  an  interview  with 
him  stated:  "He  says  that  Baldwin  is 
going  to  win,  and  by  a  plurality  that  will 
not  be  a  beggarly  few  hundred  like  two 
years  ago,  and  C.  A.  Towne  will  not  be 
the  last  in  the  race.  The  increase  in 
Populism  in  this  state,  he  says,  is  mostly 
a  iiction,  Halvorsen  stands  no  show  of 
evQn  coming  in  second." 

These  opposing  statements  by  the 
major  and  his  manager  show  that  they 
are  badly  at  sea  as  to  the  result  and  that 
they  are  merely  whistling  to  keep  up 
their  courage  when  they  predict  the 
major's  re-eleciion.  The  fact  ot  the 
matter  is  that  neither  Baldwin  ncr  Hal- 
vorsen is  in  the  race.  The  trend  of 
public  sentiment  is  so  strongly  in  favor 
of  Charles  A  Towne  that  both  his  op- 
ponents will  be  distanced.  The  Baldwin 
managers  are  badly  rattled  and  this  is 
why  they  contradict  each  other  when 
they  are  asked  to  predict  the  result  ot 
next  Tuesday's  vote.

FOUND  DEAO  \H  A  PIT. 

Albert  Sullivan  Perished  in  the  Norman  Mine 
at  Virginia. 

VfRGiNiA,  Minn.,  Nov.  2— [Special  to 
The  Herald.l-Albert  Sullivan,  employ- 
ed by  the  Duluth,  Missaba  &  Northe.n 
Railway  company  here  and  who  hss 
been  missing  since  last  Saturday  nig'nt 
was  found  dead  yesterday  in  the  bottom 
ot  a  deep  pit  at  the  Norman  mine.  His 
aged  mother  lives  at  .Republic.  Mich. 
He  Itft  town  about  8  o'clock  Saturday 
evening  saying  he  was  going  to  visit 
frienos  near  the  mine  and  nothing  was 
heard  of  him  until  yesterday  a  man 
passing  by  happened  to  notice  him  at 
the  bottom  ot  the  pit.  It  is  thought  that 
in  the  dark  he  walked  into  the  open 
m'ne.  which  is  about  70  or  80  feet  deep, 
with  a  slope  of  about  40  degrees  from 
top  to  bottom.  This  mine  is  worked  on 
a  plan  known  as  the  milling  process, 
bullivan  was  an  Odd  Fellow. 

It  is  expected  the  Oliver  mine  will 
close  down  for  a  few  days  on  account  of 
no  boats  in  sight  to  take  care  of  the 
ore  from  the  docks  They  have  pulled 
off  their  night  crew  for  this  season.

DEiCRATS  ENTK 


Their  Largest  Meeting  of  the  Campaign  in 

Duluth  Held  at  the  Temple  Last 

Evening. 


Maj.  Baldwin  Talked  of  the  Red  Lake  Reser- 
vation, Deep  Waterways  and  Towne's 
Theatrical  Capabilities. 


Addresses  by  Gen.  Becker  and  John  Ludwig 

of  the  State  Ticket— Bede  Given  an 

Ovation. 


The  fire  of  Democratic  enthusiasm 
burned  more  brightly  last  night  than  at 
any  time  during  the  campaign  in  Du- 
luth, whether  for  the  last  lime  this  fall  or 
not  will  be  determiued  next  Tuesday. 
At  any  rate,  the  town  was  full  of  Demo- 
crats last  night,  and  a  big  blue-coated, 
brass-buttoned,  plug-hatted  and  torch- 
lighted  parade,  with  accompaniments  of 
brass    bands,     fireworks    and      hurrah, 

marched  proudly  to  the  Temple,  fol- 
lowed and  preceded  by  a  crowd  which 
packed  the  opera  house  from  pit  to 
dome. 

Once  in  the  hall  the  enthusiasm  was 
not  suffered  to  die  out,  and  each  sally  of 
the  speakers  scoring  a  point  for  Democ- 
racy was  greeted  by  wild  cheers,  and 
each  of  the  speakers  received  the  same 
kindly  reception.  Bede  and  Baldwin  re- 
ceived ovations,  and  Becker  and  Ludwig 
were  not  far  behind.

S.  T.  Harrison  presided  and  in  a  short, 
happy  opening  speech  charged  the  late 
temporary   cessation   of   business   pros- 
perity to  the    McKinlev    bill   and   the 
Sherman  law,  and  said  that   the   Wilson  j 
bill  is  undoing  the  efifects  of  the    disas-  ! 
trous    Republican    legislation.    "If    the  | 
Democratic    party     is     perpetuated    in  i 
power,"  he  said,  "we  shall  see  a  reign  of 
unprecedented  prosperity." 


John  Ludwig's  Speech. 

Hon.  John  Ludwig,  Democratic  candi- 
date for  lieutenant  governor,  was  the 
first  speaker.  "The  Repubicans,"  he 
said,  "tell  us  that  the  Democrats  are  to 
blame  for  the  hard  times  and  that  they 
are  not  fit  to  run  the  government.  The 
Populists  tell  us  there  is  something 
wrong,  but  they  do  not  say  what  it  is. 
The  temperance  party  telis  us  nothing. 
Then  the  Democratic  party — they  have 
told  you  for  fifteen  years  that  something 
was  wrong  and  that  if  you  would  put 
them  in  power  they  would  fix  it.  They 
said  they  would  repeal  the  McKinley 
bill,  the  force  bill  and  the  silver  bill,  and 
they  did.  They  have  been  in  only  a 
little  over  a  year,  but  the  Republicans 
want  them  to  undo  in  that  time  the  work 
of  thirty  years  of  Republican  rule. 

"All  these  years  the  Republicans  have 
been  piling  the  duty  higher  and  higher 
claiming  that  they  were  protecting  the 
manufacturers.  They  protected  things 
i  so  much  that  it  became  prohibition  and 
goods  went  so  high  that  with  lower  wages 
the  laboring  men  could  not  buy  them. 
They  built  up  magnificent  fortunes  for 
the  manufacturers  and  impoverished  the 
laboring  men. 

"Vou  are  going  to  have  here  tomorrow 
night  a  young  man  from  Winona  (Taw- 
ney)  who  will  tell  you  that  the  Demo- 
crats don't  know  anything  about  running 
the  barley  business.  I  say  that  no  one 
in  the  country  knows  more  about  barley 
than  a  Democrat.  (Laughter.)  \  ou  see 
very  plainly  that  they  do  not  know  what 
they  are  talking  about." 

The  Major  Has  His  Say. 

Major  Baldwin  was  the  next  speaker, 
and  he  was  enthusiastically  received. 
After  thanking  the  audience  for  his  recep- 
tion he  continued:  "My  opponent,  Gen. 
Towne,  as  he  is  being  whirled  over  the 
railroads  in  the  private  car  of  the  super- 
intendent of  the  road,  savs  to  the  people 
be  meets  on  the  road  that  Baldwin  is 
ignoring  the  political  questions  and  chas- 
ing after  such  will-o  ihe-wisps  as  the 
opening  of  the  Red  Lake  reservation  and 
deep  waterway  to  the  sea.  Will-o-the- 
wisps!  A  man  who  calls  those  grand 
business  enterprises  will-o  the-wisps  does 
not  know  what  he  is  talking  about. 
Minnesota  never  asked  for  any  greater 
legislation  than  that  in  favor  of  the  deep 
waterway. 

"I  would  rather  remain  at  home  and 
take  up  the  work  of  rebuilding  Duluth 
than  to  go  to  Washington  on  the  cow 
catcher  of  one  of  Jim  Hill's  engines  or  in 
the  private  car  of  the  superintendent  of 
the  Northern  Pacific.  As  my  time  is 
limited  tonight  I  must  plead  guilty  to  the 
charge  of  neglecting  political  questions. 
It  would  seem  proper  that  I  should  give 
you  anaccount  of  my  stewardship.  Every 
day  has  given  me  a  higher  appreciation 
of  the  honor  youjhavc  conferred  upon  me 
and  increased  my  gratitude. 

"I  have  tried  to  work  in  your  interests 
and  have  always  acknowledged  .  you  as 
my  only  master.  I  have  never  forgotten 
your  tods  and  struggles,  and  one  of  the 
proudest  recollections  of  my  life  is  of 
the  contest  which  resulted  in  sending  a 
Democrat  to  represent  you  in  congress. 
That  was  the  turning  point  in  the  history 
of  the  Sixth  district.  It  is  now  Demo- 
cratic, and  we  will  keep  it  so  in  spite  of 
this  young  Demosthenes  whom  the  Re- 
publicans have  placed  in  the  field,  this 
boy  orator  who  has  lived  in  the  state  less 
than  four  years  and  who  has  made  no 
attempt  to  identify  himself  with  the  busi- 
ness interests  of  the  community. 
The  Major  Grows  Sarcastic. 

"Of  Towne  as  a  man  I  have  nothing  to 
say.    I  don't  know  anything.     Do   your" 
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Not  for  a  Day  but  for  all  Time. 

Memories  of  the  White  City  are  fading— all  but  otie.

He  then  gave  a  little  sketch  of  Towne's 
life,  dwelling  sarcastically  on  his  theatri- 
cal capabilities.  "He  is  a  man  of  educa- 
tion, of  some  literary  attainments,  and, 
as  a  man  I  have  nothing  to  say  against 
him.  But  as  a  representative  in  con- 
gress I  have  a  good  deal  to  say  against 
him.  Had  the  Republicans  nominated 
the  brainy,  broadminded  O.  D.  Kinney, 
or  any  other  of  a  hundred,  I  would  have 
been  satisfied. 

"I  will  now  give  an  account  of  my 
stewardship.  You  will  remember  that 
shortly  after  my  election  I  removed  to 
Washington  and  was  in  constant  attend- 
ance on  the  closing  session  of  the  Fifty- 
second  congress.  That  experience  was 
of  incalculable  advantage  to  me  after- 
wards. 1  have  introduced  durintr  my 
service  thirty  bills,  more  than  any  other 
member  of  the  present  congress.  All 
but  three  of  these  were  in  your  interest. 
The  most  important  were  those  for  the 
relief  of  the  settlers  on  the  Mille  Lacs 
reservation  and  the  Northern  Pacific  in- 
demnity lands,  for  the  opening  of  the 
Red  Lake  reservation  and  the  deep 
waterway  to  the  sea, 

"Ten  of  these  became  laws,  and  eight 
received  favorable  reports  in  committee 
and  will  receive  action  in  the  house  early 
in  the  coming  session.  The  most  im- 
portant bills  were  those  for  the  opening 
of  the  Red  Lake  reservation  and  the 
deep  waterway.  The  Red  Lake  bill  I 
pledged  to  the  people  and  I  have  kept 
that  pledge.  The  bill  passed  the  house 
.and  it  is  not  my  fault  that  it  did  not  pass 
the  senate."  He  spent  some  time  on  the 
history  of  the  bill,  and  said  that  it  was 
opposed  by  Senator  Davis  on  the  osten- 
sible ground  that  he  did  not  want  it  to 
pass  until  the  question  of  the  state's 
rights  to  school  lands  had  been  deter- 
mined. He  said  that  that  had  no  bear- 
ing on  the  bill,  and  that  it  was  opposed 
by  the  pine  ring. 

Red  Lake  Bill  Will  Pats. 

"Davis  can't  help  it,"  he  continued.  "It 
will  pass  the  senate  at  the  next  session 
and  receive  the  president's  signature.  If 
I  am  elected  I  pledge  you  that  it  will  be- 
come a  law.  You  realize  the  importance 
to  Duluth  of  the  opening  of  the  Red 
Lake  reservation,  with  its  wealth  of  tim- 
ber, agricultural  lands  and  probably 
minerals,  all  of  which  is  tributary  to  Du- 
luth. 

"A  still  more  important  measure  is  that 
for  the  construction  of  a  deep  waterway 
to  the  sea.  That,  as  you  know,  has  been 
one  of  my  hobbies,  and  it  was  one  of  the 
issues  in  the  campaign  two  ye.irs  ago.  I 
would  like  time  to  go  into  this,  but  all 
Duluth  men  are  familiar  with  it. 

"My  bill  provides  for  the  construction 
and  operation  by  the  government  of  a 
deep  waterway  canal  connecting  the 
great  lakes  with  the  Atlantic  ocean.  To 
do  this  I  would  issue  $70,000,000  in  bonds 
of  a  low  deno.Tiination,  from  $25  up,  at  2 
per  cent  interest,  the  object  being  to 
make  a  popular  loan,  a  safe  invest- 
ment for  wage  earners.  On  principle  I 
am  opposed  to  further  issues  of  bonds, 
but  in  this  case,  where  $200,000,000  an- 
nually could  be  saved,  I  consider  it  a 
good  investment.  It  would  save  from  5 
to  7  cents  or.  every  bushel  of  wheat  and 
increase  the  value  of  wheat  lands  Sio  an 
acre. 

"Cleveland  is  committed  to  it,  and  it 
is  now  an  administration  measure.  The 
president  said  he  would  be  glad  to  make 
it  the  crowning  act  of  his  administration. 
I  should  like  to  make  it  the  crowning  act 
of  my  life,  as  I  shall  if  I  am  elected." 
[Applause.  I 

"i  Wil  I  Be  Elected." 

He  denied  the  charge  that  he  had  any 
sensations  to  spring,  "Gen.  Towne,"  he 
said,  "claims  that  he  will  have  5000  plur- 
ality, I  don't  believe  his  friends  would 
bet  on  that.  I  don't  claim  that  much;  1 
would  be  satished  with  less.  But  I  say 
now,  as  I  said  two  years  ago,  make  no 
mistake;  in  spite  of  the  opposition  of 
pine  land  rings  and  railroad  and  corpor- 
ate interests,  I  shall  be  elected.  The 
hght  is  one  of  the  pine  land  rings 
against  the  honest  voters.    [Applause.] 

"I  have  been,  to  say  the  least,  severelv 
criticized  for  ray  vote  on  iron  ore.  I  did 
speak  and  vote  to  put  iron  ore  on  the 
free  list,  and  when  I  did  so  I  acted  in  the 
interests  of  the  masses,  in  the  interests 
of  the  users  of  the  products  of  iron  ore 
to  every  one  of  whom  prices  will  be 
c  heapened  oy  placing  ore  on  the  free 
list. 

"The  shipments  of  ore  are  increasing 
and  will  increase  under  a  free  system. 
The  Mesaba  range  controls  the  output 
of  the  country  and  with  deep  waterways 
would  control  the  output  of  the  world." 

He  then  went  into  the  pension  ques- 
tion and  admitted  being  a  pension  re- 
former, but  said  that  there  are  injustices 
in  the  present  law,  and  his  relorms  would 
consist  in  remedying  these  and  striking 
from  the  pension  list  those  who  do  not 
need  or  deserve  aid  from  government. 
He  believed  in  pensioning  the  honest,  de- 
serving soldier. 

"Shame  on  Towne  and  on  all  the  poli- 
ticians who  tried  to  bring  the  pension 
question  into  the  campaign,"  He  dwelt 
on  his  excellent  war  record  and  asked: 
"Can  such  a.man  be  the  enemy  of  the  de- 
serving old  soldier?" 

Gen,  Becker  Lauds  Duluth. 

Gen.  Becker,  the  Democratic  candi- 
date for  governor,  was  greeted  with  ap- 
plause and  began:  "As  I  stand  here  to- 
night  in  the  presence  of  this  vast  con- 
course my  mind  reverts  to  the  time  when 
I  first  looked  at  Duluth,  It  was  more 
than  forty  years  ago,  and  one  or  two 
houses  and  one  steamboat  on  Lake  Su- 
perior constituted  the  sole  wealth  of  a 
place  which  was  surrounded  by  an  al- 
most unbroken  wilderness.  Mighty  as 
the  changes  have  been  in  the  last  forty 
years,  they  will  be  mightier  in  the  next 
forty,  and  the  man  standing  in  Duluth 
then  will  see  one  of  th'e  most  populous 
cities  and  one  of  the  most  important 
manufacturing  marts  and  commercial 
centers  on  the  continent. 

"I  am  here  tonight  to  talk  of  the  issues 
of  the  campaign  from  a  Democratic 
standpoint.  The  issues  have  a  two-fold 
character,  federal  and  state  questions. 
The  origin  of  the  Democratic  party  dates 
from  the  American  revolution,  and  the 
history  of  the  party  is  the  history  of  the 
country.  It  has  great  influence  in  shap- 
ing the  afifairs  of  the  government  in 
eveiy  state  from  ocean  to  ocean  and 
from  lakes  to  gulf.  The  party  therefore 
is  entitled  to  a  respectful  hearing. 
Thomas  Jefferson,  the  author  of  the 
delaration  of  independence  is  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  party,  and  the  idea  of  the 
object  of  government  as  given  bv  him  in 
that  document  is  the  idea  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party.  That  is,  the  object  of  gov- 
ernment is  to  secure  to  the  governed  life, 
liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

"The  Democratic  party  believes  in 
equal  rights  for  all.  We  believe  that 
there  is  too  much  special  legislation. 
The  government  that  undertakes  more 
than  it  ought  will  not  accomplish  much. 
The  party  that  promises  most  is  likely  to 
disappoint  the  most. 

"The  Democratic  party  iti  theory  and 
in  practice,  is  in  favor  of  the  most   ceo- 
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draw  Knute  and    vote  for  Becker,  and  1 
think  they  will  do  it, 

"You  are  all  going  to  vote  for  Bald- 
win, too.  I  can  see  that.  I  don't  need  to 
speak  of  him,  you  all  know  him  too 
well.''  He  gave  a  witty  plea  lor  Bald- 
win's election,  dwelling  on  the  fallacy  of 
electing  a  Republican  to  represent  the 
district  in  a  Democratic  administration 
because  he  would  be  powerless.

nomical  administration  of  the  govern- 
ment. We  believe  in  the  strictest  ac- 
countability on  the  part  of  public  ofificfirs 
and  that  the  funds  derived  trom  tarta- 
tion  should  be  only  such  as  are  necessary 
to  carry  on  the  government.  It  is  an 
outrage  to  tax  one  class  for  the  benefit  of 
another. 

Wants   Bimetalism. 

"We  have  always  maintained  that 
silver  and  gold  side  by  side  should  ctm- 
stitute  the  currency  of  the  country.  Any 
legislation  which  has  given  one  prefer- 
ence over  the  other  has  been  passed  by 
the  Republican  party.  My  own  vi.jw 
of  the  duty  of  the  government  is  that  it 
should  furnish  all  the  currency  the  busi- 
ness of  the  country  requires,  and  that  it 
should  never  be  delegated  to  an  indi- 
vidual or  a  corporation.  I  believe  that 
paper  money  is  needed,  and  that  it 
should  be  issued  by  the  government  just 
as  bonds  are  issued,  and  I  believe  that  it 
would  be  just  as  good. 

"This  is  not  the  first  time  I  have  been 
a  candidate  for  governor  of  this  state. 
Thirty  years  ago,  when  I  was  full  of  the 
vigor  and  enthusiasm  ot  youth,  I  was 
nominated  by  the  Democratic  party.  I 
know  better  now  the  cares  and  responsi- 
bilities of  such  an  otiice,  and  when  the 
last  nomination  came  unanimously  I 
accepted,  not  through  ambition,  but  tie- 
cause  I  felt  it  to  be  a  call  from  iny 
party. 

"You  have  named  your  ticket  and  it 
deserves  your  hearty  support,  as  the  men 
upon  it  are  all  men  of  character  and  true 
and  loyal  Democrats.  In  the  contest  we 
are  now  waging  Democrats  should 
stand  by  their  colors  and  the  candidates 
may  be  sure  of  a  big  victory.  In  my 
opinion  the  man  who  gets  8o,ooo  votes 
tor  governor  will  be  elected.  The  Demo- 
cratic candidate  in  i8qo  received  85,000 
votes  and  in  1892  he  received  94,000 
votes,  so  you  can  elect  the  present  can- 
didate if  you  wish  to. 

-Stand  by  Your  Colors." 

•'Some  Democrats  wisti  to  defeat  Nel- 
son and  so  they  are  going  to  vote  for 
Owen.  Don't  make  that  mistake.  The 
Populist  vote  in  1892  was  smaller  than  in 
1890,  and  it  will  be  impossible  for  them 
to  elect  their  candidate.  On  the  other 
hand  many  Democrats  consider  that  the 
election  of  Owen  would  be  a  fatality  to 
the  state,  and  they  are  going  to  vote  for 
Nelson. 

"I  know  a  better  way  than  either  of 
those.  Stand  by  your  colors  and  elect 
your  candidate,  and  you  will  defeat  them 
both.  Let  the  fainthearted  drop  to  the 
rear,  the  army  will  be  stronger  and 
there  will  still  be  enough  left  to  win  the 
battle. 

■'We  have  had  thirty-five  years  of  Re- 
publicanism, and  it  is  now  time  for  a 
house  cleaning.  We  want  to  put  in  hon- 
est Democrats  who  will  clean  out  the  un- 
savory places.  In  conclusion,  if  I  am 
elected  I  shall  take  my  position  with  a 
aetermination  to  do  my  whole  duty.  I 
believe  the  Democratic  ticket  will  go  in, 
and  if  it  does  my  door  shall  not  be  closed 
nor  my  ear  refused  to  any  man  who  has 
a  right  to  be  heard."

Jadam  Gets  an  Ovation. 

J.  Adam  Bede  when  he  slipped  to  the 
front  of  the  stage  received  the  ovation  of 
the  evening.  '-When  I  used  to  come 
down  from  the  range,  "be  said,"  my 
Republican  friends  would  tell  me  that  I 
was  the  only  Democrat  left.

I  knew  there  there 
were  Democrats  elsewhere  in  the  Six^ 
district,  but  I  didn't  know'there  were  9o 
many  in  Duluth.  You  are  all  going  i» 
vote  for  Gen.  Becker,  I  can  see  that.  The 
last  time  I  was  in  St.  Paul  I  advised  the 
Republican  committee  if  they  were 
afraid  of  having  Owen     elected  to  with- 


A  lAtter  .Oay  "Mrs.  Partington  Waxes  Wroth 
at  the  British  Trades  Congress. 

Tho  New  York  Tribune's  London  cor- 
respondent, George  W.  Smalley,  known 
irreverently  as  the  "Tory  squire"  be- 
cause of  his  eagernesB  to  serve  the  Eng- 
lish landed  aristocracy  and  to  ape  their 
manners,  is  sorely  distressed  because  of 
the  spread  of  socialistic  doctrines  among 
the  English  trades  unions.  The  Nor- 
wich congress,  which  by  the  orderliness 
of  its  deliberations  and  the  high  intelli- 
gence of  its  members  has  been  a  beacon 
light  for  labor  organizations  of  other 
lands,  he  describes  as  a  socialistic  con- 
clave. In  tones  of  horror  and  amaze  he 
tells  of  this  body's  irreverent  attacks 
upon  the  house  of  lords,  its  presumptu- 
ous determination  to  make  trades  unions 
a  powerful  factor  in  English  politics 
and  its  denunciation  of  obstructiouary 
tactics  in  the  house  of  commons.  The 
purely  socialistic  demand  for  the  na- 
tionalization of  all  tho  means  of  produc- 
tion and  distribution  inspires  him,  of 
course,  with  the  most  extreme  indigna- 
tion, but  hardly  more  so  than  the  mere 
spectacle  of  these  vulgar  workingmen 
presuming  to  engage  at  all  in  politics, 
which  in  England  from  time  immemo- 
rial has  been  distinctly  a  gentleman's 
game. 

Squire  Smalley  is  a  sort  of  latter  day 
Mrs.  Partington.  His  pen  makes  a 
pretty  fair  broom,  but  with  it  he  cannot 
sweep  back  the  rising  tide  of  England's 
industrial  ocean.  The  very  classes  to 
which  Smalley  toadies  are  responsible 
for  the  spread  of  socialism  in  England. 
The  British  workman,  be  he  farmhand 
or  artisan,  has  ever  been  taught  the 
glories  of  a  modified  feudalism.  He  now 
proposes  to  have  the  state  do  what  the 
land  owning  class  has  long  pretended 
to  do — furnish  him  with  work,  care  for 
him  when  sick  and  provide  for  him  in 
old  age.  In  all  nations  tho  revolt  of  tho 
wageworkers  takes  the  form  of  a  de- 
mand for  that  limited  form  of  socialism 
involved  in  the  nationalization  of  all 
natural  monopolies.  In  America  a  large 
and  constantly  growing  class  of  per- 
formers would  go  no  further,  building 
an  edifice  of  healthy  individualism  upon 
this  socialistic  foundation.  But  in  Eng- 
land the  individualistic  school  makes 
little  headway,  and  it  seems  fair  to  be- 
lieve that  the  demand  for  a  wholly  pa- 
ternal state  has  grown  out  of  the  pre- 
tended paternalism  of  a  privileged  aris- 
tocracy. 

There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  tho  accu- 
racy of  Mr.  Smalley's  observations, 
whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  value 
of  his  protest.  Socialism  is  progressing 
with  monster  strides  in  England.  No- 
where in  tho  world  is  so  Bystcmatic,  en- 
thusiastic and  effective  a  propaganda 
being  urged  as  that  of  the  Fabian  so- 
ciety of  London.  Social  reformers  in  all 
countries  may  well  keep  their  eyes  on 
England,  for  not  all  the  protests  of 
Tories  and  their  journalistic  allies  can 
check  the  radical  movement  in  which 
the  brawn  and  the  brain  of  the  nation 
are  united.  — Chicago  Times.

Arbitration  In  New  Zealand. 

One  result  of  the  recent  Democratic 
victory  in  New  Zealand  will  be  the  pas- 
sago  of  a  compulsory  arbitration  law 
within  six  mouths,  and  it  will  not  be 
long  before  this  example  is  followed  by 
the  Australian  colonies.  This  law, 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Reeves, 
will  work  satisfactorily  and  do  a  vast 
amount  of  good,  will  provide  that  any 
association  of  regist.ered  workingmen 
may  file  a  complaint  against  on  employ- 
er and  compel  him  to  show  cause  in 
court  why  wages  should  be  reduced 
or  why  they  should  not  be  raised.  Em- 
ployers, on  the  other  hand,  will  get 
tho  right  to  compel  the  association  of 
employees  to  appear  in  court  in  case  of 
a  strike.  When  either  party  brings  tho 
other  into  court,  both  parties  are  to  bo 
bound  by  the  court's  decision.  The  act 
will  apply  only  to  registered  laborers 
and  incorporated  associations  and  will 
protect  employers  against  actions 
brought  by  laborers  not  connected  with 
any  organization. — Washington  Post. 

Mr.  Wright  Too  Optimistic. 

Mr.  Carroll  D.  Wright  makes  an  as- 
sertion which  is  quite  too  optimistic  to 
pass  unchallenged.  "There  is  not  an 
employer,"  he  says,  "that  I  have  met 
in  my  life  that  would  not  be  glad  to  in- 
crease wages  if  he  could,  and  there  is 
not  a  workiugmau  whom  I  know  who 
is  not  willing  to  do  good,  honest  serv- 
ice for  a  good,  honest  day's  pay. "  Mr. 
Wright  has  been  singularly  fortunate  if 
he  has  met  only  employers  and  employ- 
ees of  this  sort.  Other  meu  know,  if  he 
does  not,  that  there  are  employers  that 
will  not  raise  wages  under  any  circum- 
stances, however  able  they  may  be,  un- 
less they  ai-e  obliged  to  do  so  in  order  to 
secure  the  labor  desired.  They  also 
know  that  there  are  employees,  and 
thousands  of  them,  who  are  quite  will- 
ing to  take  all  tho  pay  they  can  get 
withont  rendering  any  equivalent.  If  all 
employers  and  all  workmen  were  such 
as  Mr.  Wright  describes,  there  would 
be  little  need  of  arbitration  of  any  sort. 
—St.  Louis  Journal.

an  Intimation. 


E.  H.  Harrison,  colored  proorietor  of 
the  Spalding  hotel  barber  shop,  cut  his 
throat  with  a  razor  at  1:20  o'clock  this 
afternoon  in  the  shop  and  died  soon 
after.  The  jugular  and  carotids  were 
completely  severed,  as  well  as  the  wind- 
pipe, and  the  head  was  half  detached 
from  the  body.  Doctors  say  that  he 
probably  lived  five  seconds. 

There  were  but  few  in  the  shop,  and 
no  one  noticed  anything  unusual  until 
his  fall  was  heard.  He  was  sitting  on  a 
stool  back  of  the  c^sh  counter  when  he 
cut  his  throat  and  he  fell  to  the  floor  and 
died  almost  immediately. 

The  cause  assigned' is  despondency 
over  business  troubles.  He  bought  the 
shop  about  ten  months  sgo,  and  had  not 
been  very  successful.  Besides  he  had 
property  in  the  ciiy  w  i.a  was  pretty 
well  tangled  up  in  financial  difficulty. 

The  first  intimation  of  his  intention  to 
commit  suicide  was  given  last  right  to 
his  brother,  who  thought  nothing  of  it  at 
the  time.  He  was  groaning  in  bed  and 
his  brother  asked  him  what  ^he  trouble 
was.  He  then  said  that  he  was  in  trouble 
and  that  he  expected  to  die  soon,  and  he 
gave  his  brother  instructions  to  look  in 
his  trunk  for  a  deed  to  a  lot  on  Minne- 
sota point,  which  should  be  his.  The 
matter  did  not  occur  to  the  brother  again 
until  he  came  back  from  dinner  and 
found  that  Harrison  was  dead. 

He  was  a  very  steady,  sober  young 
mar,  and  the  probability  is  that  his 
despondency  deranged  him  somewhat. 
He  was  26  years  of   age  and    unmarried.

Towne  Will  be  Electtd  to  Congress  on  Tues- 
day by  From  Three  to  Five  Thousand 
Pluraliy. 


A  Liberal  Estimate  of  the  Democratic  and 

Populist  Vote  Gives  Towne  Over  Three 

Thousand. 


Careful  Review  of  the  Situation  Throughout 

the  District  and  the  Outlook  in 

Each  County. 


The  election  of    iSgj    will    probably 
bring  out  a    much    larjjer    vote    in    the 
Sixth    coniressional    district    than    has 
ever  before  been   cast.     In    1892    there 
were  cast  for  member  of    congress    39,- 
8q6  votes,  of    which   Judge    Searle    re- 
ceived 16,954,  Maj.   Bild*in  17.317,  Par- 
sons (Pop.)  3  973  and  Curjal  (Prob)  1692. 
There  is  not  a  county  from  which  I  have 
received  estimates  which  does   not   esti- 
mate a  largely  increased  vote.     Perhaps 
only  Piae   will    show    a    decrease,    and 
that,  if  it  does,  only  on    account    of    the 
loss  of  h  fe  by  the  forest  fires    there   and 
the  removal  of  a    large  number    of    the 
survivors.     The  total  vote  of  the  district 
will  be  about  45.000,  it  may   run    to    46,- 
000.    Of  this  number  I  do  not    see   how 
Kitlel  Halvorsen  can  get  to  exceed  8000 
votes,  despite  all  the  claims  of   Populist 
gains,  ana  it  is  likely  to  be    under   6000. 
The  rest  will  be  divided  between  Towne 
and  BAldwin,  for  there  is  no    Prohibition 
candrd  ite  in  the  field.     Upon  a  cursory 
glance  at  the  field  and   judging  from  the 
repoits     I    have    heard    from    different 
parts  of  the  district  Mr.  Towne   will   re- 
ceive at  least  4000  votes  more  than  Mai. 
Baldwin. 

Based  on  Reliable  Information. 
Within  the  past  ten  days  I  have  been 
in  Ml  lie  Lacs,  Sherburne,  Wright. 
Stearns,  Morrison,  Verndale,  Crow  Wing 
and  Aitkin,  and  have  received  pretty 
good  reports  from  Itasca,  Cass  and  Carl- 
ton.    There  are  a  few  counties  of  which 


nay  information  is  vague  and  of  which 
my  estimate  must  be  more  or  less  of  a 
haphazard  kind.j|These  are  Pine,  Hub- 
bard, Benton  and  Todd.  By  going  over 
with  men  of  most  of  the  counties  of  the 
district  I  have  arrived  at  the  table  below 
of  probabilities,  and  I  am  willing  to  put 
my  name  to  an  article  containing  this 
estimate  of  the  vote  of  the  district,  to  be 
considered,  of  course,  in  connection  with 
the  remarks  concerning  the  conditions 
in  each  county  which  will  follow.

Plurality  for  Towne ...3  025 

These  estimates  are  all  in  round  num- 
bers, and  give  a  total  vote  of  46,435.  The 
real  vote  will  be  something  very  near 
these  figures.  The  plurality  shown  for 
Towne  of  3025  is  likely  to  be  very  much 
increased  instead  of  diminished.  I  do 
not  see  how  it  can  get  below  the  figures 
given  unless  St.  Louis  county  slumps  ofif 
very  much  from  what  all  Republicans 
believe  it  will  do. 

Aitkin  ind  Anoka. 

In  Aitkin  county  I  have  given  Towne 
a  lead  over  Baldwin  of  225,  which,  I 
think,  is  about  right.  All  the  men  from 
there  with  whom  I  have  talked 
say  Towne  will  get  about 
two-thirds  of  the  900  or  1000 
votes  polled,  the  rest  divided  between 
Baldwin  and  Halvorsen.  Anoka  county 
gave  Searle  230  plurality.  I  give  Towne 
only  200,  but_all  Republicans  cl»im  that 


he  will  get  more  than  Seatle  did.  Belt- 
rami is  mere  guess  work.  Benton  I  have 
given  to  Baldwin  by  300.  which  is  85 
more  than  he  had  in  1892.  I  am  in- 
clined to  think  be  will  gain  in  that  county 
enough  to  make  my  estimate  correct 
and  it  may  be  he  will  get  considerable 
niore;  but  Republican  campaigners  tell 
me  that  Towi.e  will  more  than  hold  his 
own  and  that  my  estimate  is  too  liberal. 
Carlton  gave  Seajle  262,  and  in  my 
table  of  probabilities  I  have  allowed 
Towne  only  225.  Senator  Allen  says  it  is 
all  Towne  and  that  he  will  much  more 
than  uphold  Searle's  plurality.  Cass 
couijiy  is  given  to  Towne  by  an  in- 
creased plurality,  becaused  of  the  in- 
creased vote  therv.  and  the  fact  that  the 
Populist  gains  all  come  from  the  Demo- 
crats and  are  in  Democratic  districts. 
Cook  casts  so  small  a  vote  that  it  will 
cut  little  figure.  I  hardly  think  the  vote 
there  will  be  as  large  as  in  1892.  I  am 
told  that  it  will  be  just  about  solid  for 
Towne,  but  I  have  allowed  him  only 
about  half  the  Republican  plurality  of 
two  years  ago. 

The  Outlook  in  Crow  Wing. 
Crow  Wing  county  in  the  table  is 
made  to  give  200  for  Towne.  I  am  in- 
clined to  believe  that  this  is  at  least  100 
too  small.  Most  Republicans  there  esti- 
mate his  plurality  at  400  and  certainly 
all  reports  are  very  favorable  to  him. 
The  Halvorson  vote  there  is  liable  to 
almost  disappear  and  Towne  will  be  the 
gamer.  Hubbard  will  go  for  Halvorsen, 
but  Towne  will  lead  Baldwin.  Itasca 
county  is  claimed  by  Democrats  by  200 
for  Baldwin.  I  give  it  to  Towne  by  200 
from  the  best  information.  On  Thurs- 
day I  believed  that  to  be  perfectly  safe 
I  would  make  it  a  stand  off  in  my  esti- 
mate, but  news  I  have  since  received 
leads  me  to  change  the  estimate  to  200. 
Lakte  is  put  down  at  only  the  normal 
Republican  plurality,  but  Towne  is  cer- 
tainly stronger  than  the  party  in  1892. 

Mille  Lacs  county  is  claimed  by  local 
Republicans  at  450  for  Tow.ie.  1  have 
estimated  it  at  only  200  for  Towns, 
which  I  really  believe  will  be  found  be- 
low the  returns.  Searle  had  302  in  the 
county.and  there  have  been  many  changes 
in  favor  of  the  Republicans.  1  am  told 
that  while  the  Republican  vote  will  be 
largely  increased  over  1892,  the  Demo- 
crats will  practically  increase  theirs 
none  at  all.  I  expect  a  plurality  of  over 
400  for  Towne,  but  to  be  conservative 
give  the  smaller  figures. 

Morrison  County's  Vote. 
Maj.  Baldwin  received  a  plurality  of 
509  in  Morrison  county  in  1892;  1  give 
him  only  250  this  year,  Morrison  has 
always  b;en  a  strong  Democratic  county 
and  I  may  be  way  off  here,  but  I  think 
not.  The  Republican  gains  are  startling 
in  that  county,  and  I  believe  that  it  is 
not  improbable  that  Mr.  Towne  will 
conie  out  of  it  with  an  almost  even  vote. 
Maj.  Baldwin  expects  a  largely  increased 
plurality  there,  but  why  he  does  is  hard 
to  see.  Pine  I  give  to  Mr.  Towne  by  25, 
as  against  58  for  Baldwin  in  1892.  There 
were  certain  influences  for  Baldwin  in 
his  first  campaign  which  enabled  him  to 
carry  the  county,  which  are  now  for 
Towne. 

SI.  '.ouis  Solid  for  Towne. 

St.  Louis,  la  mv  f^'ima'p,  is  put  down 
at  320J  for  Towne.  I  believe  it  will  be 
3500.  The  Democrats  concede  1500  to 
2000.  The  registration  of  18,000  ought 
to  mean  a  vote  of  14,000  to  15,000  and 
Towne  should  receive  half  of  all  the 
votes  cast,  according  to  the  feeling  of  the 
people  here.  Towne  will  not  only  poll 
the  full  Republican  vote,  but  get  a  large 
number  of  Populists  and  Democrats.  I 
have  yet  to  meet  a  man  who  is  not  a 
Democratic  worker  who  will  predict  that 
Baldwin  will  get  as  many  votes  as 
he  did  in  1892.  I  think  he  will 
get  about  the  same  number  and 
that  he  will  get  nearly  1000  more  than 
Halvorsen.  I  have  not  followed  the 
home  situation  so  closely  as  oihers  here 
and  so  those  who  hold  that  Towne  will 
get  over  50  per  cent  of  all  the  votes  of 
the  county  and  the  rest  be  divided  about 
equally  between  Baldwin  and  Halvorsen 
may  be  much  better  judges. 

Of  Sherburne,  Wadena  and  Wright  I 
have  lately  written.  I  think  I  am  likely 
to  prove  too  liberal  in  my  estimates  to 
Baldwin  in  all  three,  as  in  Todd,  and  I 
certainly  have  not  overestimated  any  of 
these  counties.  Todd  I  put  down  at  100 
for  Towne  as  against  136  for  Searle. 
Workers  assured  me  on  Thursday  that 
Todd  was  likely  to  give  an  increased 
Republican  vote  and  that  my  estimate 
may  be  much  too  low. 

In  Stearns  County. 

Stearns  county  is  claimed  for  Baldwin 
by  from  2500  to  3500.  I  concede  him 
2600,  but  would  not  be  surprised  if  it 
were  only  2000  or  2200.  I  notice  that  the 
political  correspondent  of  the  Pioneer 
Press  gives  it  at  only  1500  and  calls  it  a 
very  liberal  estimate.  The  Germans  of 
Stearns  are  not  satisfied  with  Baldwin 
and  are  kicking  over  the  party  traces, 
while  there  have  been  many  conversions 
from  Democracy  to  Republi'cianism.  The 
Democrats  of  the  county  are  nretty  well 
torn  up  and  every  Republican  Is  working 
hard  for  Towne  and  the  rest  of  the  ticket. 
Another  danger  to  Baldwin  there  is  Kittei 
Halvorsen.  He  will  surely  take  several 
hundred  Democratic  votes  and  hurt  him 
far  more  than  he  will  Towne. 

The  friends  of  Maj.  Baldwin  have 
made  a  frantic  effort  to  trade  off  Becker 
for  Baldwin  votes  from  Populists,  but  are 
not  succeeding  very  well  and  I  do  not 
believe  they  will. 

Towne  by  Three  Thousand. 
In  closing  this  series  of  articles,  I  am 
iiot  afraid  to  go  on  record  with  a  predic- 
tion that  Towne  will  defeat  Maj.  Baldwin 
next  Tuesday  by  a  plurality  of  3000  votes, 
and  it  need  surprise  no  one  if  he  is  5000 
ahead  of  his  nearest  competitor.  He 
has  made  a  splendid  campaign,  such  a 
campaign  as  no  man  in  Minnesota  ever 
before  made  and  has  aroused  an  enthus- 
iasm that  is  astonishing.  I  believe  he 
will  be  elected  without  the  vote  of  St. 
Louis  county,  that  he  will  come  up  to  her 
borders  with  a  fair  plurality  and  the 
plurality  here  will  only  raark  the  size  of 
his  total.  I  do  not  predict  this  absolutely 
because  of  the  uncertainty  or  rather  the 
lack  of  knowledge  I  have  regarding  two 
or  three  counties.

There 
are  many  more  enthusiastic  curlers  in  the 
city  than  ever  before,  and  the  exciting 
Scottish  sport  will  occupy  a  good  deal  of 
attention.  When  the  season  will  open  is 
left  largely  to  the  weather  clerK,  for  cold 
weather  is  all  that  the  Curline  club  is 
waiting  for.  Last  winter  the  season 
opened  at  Thanksgiving,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  club  hope  to  open  by  that 
time  this  year. 

QThe  association  is  in  excellent  condi- 
tion as  regards  finance  and  enthusiasm, 
and  some  exciting  sport  is  promised 
when  the  season  opens.  It  is  probable 
that  the  club  will  have  a  bonspiel  of  its 
own  sometime  during  the  winter,  at 
which  rinks  from  Winnijleg  and  other 
places  will  compete.  The  bonspiel  of 
the  Northwestern  Curling  association 
will  not  come  to  Duluth  this  year. 

The  Merriam  medal  will  also  probably 
be  played  off  later  in  the  winter.  It  was 
won  last  winter  by  the  R.  J.  McCleod 
rink,  consisting  of  R.  J.  McLeod,  Harry 
Hurdon,  Ron  Smith  and  Thomas  Gib- 
son, The  m.  dal  was  woninjanuary.and 
is  to  be  held  for  one  year,  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  an  interesting  contest. will  be 
had  for  its  possession.

The  Athletic  association  winter  sports 
are  confined  to  curling,  skating  and 
snowshoeing.  The  Polo  club  has 
branched  off  for  itself,  and  will  also  fur- 
nish amusement  in  its  line  this  winter. 


Members  of  the  Polo  club  are  busy 
making  their  arrangements  for  the  win- 
ter, when  their  attention  will  be  princi- 
pally confined  to  the  management  of 
their  new  rink  at  Twentieth  avenue  east. 
In  connection  with  the  rink  there  will  be 
some  interesting  polo  matches  during 
the  season,  but  most  of  the  time  will  be 
given  up  to  skating  only. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  work  to  be 
done  in  order  to  get  the  street  car  barn 
in  shape  for  a  rink,  but  the  boys  are 
hard  at  work  and  expect  to  have  every- 
thing in  readiness  for  the  ice  sometime 
next  week.  The  rink  will  be  wholly 
lighted  by  electricity,  and  the  main  part 
will  be  lighted  by  five  arc  lights.  The 
rink  proper  will  be  75  feet  by  150  feet, 
and  three  sides  will  be  arranged  with 
seats  for  spectators. 

Two  waiting  rooms,  one  for  men  and 
one  for  woman,  will  be  fitted  up,  each 
15  by  30  feet.  There  will  also  be  a 
smaller  room  12  by  16  feet  which  may 
be  engaged  for  skating  clubs  or  parties 
by  application  in  advance.  No  trouble 
will  be  spared  to  make  the  rink  a  suc- 
cess. 

It  will  be  open  after  the  season  com- 
mences every  day  except  Sunday  from 
2  p.  m.  to  6  p.  m,  and  from  7  p.  m.  to 
10:30   p.  m.

This  winter  the  Ski  club  will  probably 
reorganize  early  in  the  season  and  will 
have  a  number  of  contests.  There  are 
several  experts  in  the  city  who,  with  a 
little  practice,  made  some  good  records 
last  year,  and  they  will  undoubtedly  be 
beaten  this  year.  It  is  not  everybody 
that  can  ride  skis  on  their  first  attempt, 
for  their  tricks  beat  roller  skates  and 
bucking  broncos  for  mischief,  but  there 
is  lots  of  sport  in  them  after  the  trick  is 
acquired. 

The  sport  is  yet  in  its  infancy  in  Du- 
luth, but  the  hills  give  great  opportuni- 
ties for  practice,  and  it  will  consume  => 
large  share  of  attention  this  winter.

CITIES  OF  THE   NORTHWEST. 

A  Visitor  Gives  His   Impressions  of  Duluth's 
Progress. 

The  New  York  Churchman  of  Sept.  15 
contained  a  letter  by  Rev.  R.  B.  Snow- 
den  on  "The  Cities  of  the  Northwest." 
Some  space  is  devoted  to  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis.    Of  Duluth  the  writer  says: 

"Duluth,  known  the  world  over  by  the 
title  which   Proctor   Knott  gave  it— 'The 
Zenith  City  of  the    Unsalted  Seas'— con- 
sisted twenty-five    years    ago  of    a    few 
board  houses    in    the    midst  of  stumps. 
Wonderful  energy  has  been  shown  in  its 
building  up  since   that    rude  beginning, 
and  it  stands  now  a    tribute  to  the  enter- 
prise and  vigor   of   our  best    American 
pioneer  life.    Including    West  Superior, 
virtually    a    part      of      it,    there    are 
at      this      commanding        point      100- 
000      people.        Electric       cars       run 
in    all      directions      on      broad      and 
well- constructed    streets    and    avenues, 
which    are    graced    with    many    public 
buildings  that  are  worthy  a  place  in  any 
metropolis.      Great     wharfs,    elevators, 
flour  and  sawmills  and  other  conditions 
of  industrial  activity  indicate  commercial 
importance.    Ten  railroads  center  here. 
The  resources  of  the  place  are  the  iron 
mines  north,  the  wheat  country  west,  the 
lumber  district  north  and  west  and  the 
shipping  of  all  the  lakes  which  finds  here 
its    natural    entrepot.      More    grain    is 
handled  here  than  at  Chicago. 

"The  harbor  has  been  formed  by  a  na- 
tural reef  or  bar  which  has  been  im- 
proved and  through  which  an  entrance 
250  feet  wide  has  been  opened.  Within 
is  a  smooth  roadstead  capacious  enough 
to  accommodate  all  the  shipping  of  the 
lakes.  Duluth  is  built  where  nature 
would  seem  to  say  no  city  could  be  built, 
for  a  high,  precipitous  ridge  of  rock  rises 
back  of  the  shore,  and  over  this  the 
streets  and  avenues  have  been  carried  at 
great   outlay   of   labor    and     expense.

Fine  views  of  the  lake  are  obtained  from 
these  heights,  which  rise  600  feet. 

"The    primeval    forest    has  been  en- 
tirely cleared  away,  and  as   yet  very  few 
shade    trees    have  betin   set    out.    This 
absence  of  foliaee  take  s  away    from  the 
attractiveness  of  the    place.     Lakeside 
and  Lester   Park,    suburbs  which    have 
lately  been  annexed,  promise  to  become 
fashionable  residence    juarters.     Duluth 
has  one  of  the  most  imj>osing  high  school 
buildings    to    be    seen    anywhere,   con- 
structed in  the  most  substantial  manner 
of    Lake    Superior    stone,    a    red    col- 
ored   sandstone    that    is    quarried    in 
massive    blocks    and      becomes     very 
hard     after     exposure      to     she     air. 
This    public    school  edifice    is  of  large 
proportions,   and  replete    with  every  fa- 
cility for  satisfactory  work.    Some  of  the 
churches  of  the  city    are  equally  credit- 
able to  the  public    spirit    ot  the  citizens. 
The  place,  though  of  very   rapid  growth, 
has  evidently  never  had  a    fast  life  like 
many  new  towns  of  the  West;  the  popu- 
lation   has    been    enterprising    but  also 
moral,  and  the  city  which  has  sprung  up 
under  their    bands  has    sought  develop- 
ment  on    the  best    lines  of  social  pro- 
gress."

So  it  is,  and  as  the 
hills  stand  up  in  lofty  form  above  the 
flat  level,  so  does  minstrelsy  maintain  a 
prominence  and  a  main  place  in  the 
affections  of  the  patrons  of  amusement. 
The  authors  and  managers  of  the  hybrid 
farce  comedy  attempt  to  disarm  criti- 
cism by  the  line  on  their  house  bill  and 
official  promulgations,  "tor  laughing  pur- 
poses only."  The  minstrel  manager 
might,  if  he  so  chose,  announce  that  his 
enterainment  is  "ft>r  pleasure  only;"  as, 
unlike  the  drama,  the  performance 
carries  no  plot  to  weary  the  mind,  and 
the  plots  ot  some  of  the  plays,  it  must  be 
confessed,  are  very  wearisome.    - 

When  a  person  goes  to  a  minstrel 
show,  such  a  one  as  presented  by  W.  S. 
Cleveland,  he  is  set  upon  enjoying  him- 
self and  having  a  whole  lot  of  laughs  with 
the  comedians,  and  if  he  sheds  a  few 
tears  at  the  rendering  of  a  tender  song, 
he  does  not  regret  the  emotion.  Then 
one  is  pretty  safe,  always  so  with  Cleve- 
land, to  take  his  mother,  sister  or  best 
girl  to  an  evening's  delight,  supplied  by 
the  merry  mummers,  masked  m  burnt 
cork. 

The  program  of  the  minstrels  is  long, 
but  it  IS  not  broad;  it  would  not  do  to  have 
it  SO,  and  it  Jis  no  retlection  on  the  thea- 
ter to  say  that  a  good  many  very  good 
people  who  never  patronize  the  drama 
in  any  form,  are  lovers  of  the  traveling 
troubadours,  and  never  miss  an  oppor- 
tunity to  participate  m  a  session  cf  song 
and  jolly  fun  offered  bv  the  minstrels.

There  is  a  disposition  among  a  certain 
cotorio  of  critics  in  this  country  to  sneer 
at  any   lea- '.ing  man   who  may  consider 

that  he  is  a  sufficiently  potent  attraction 
to  bo  entitled  to  tho  dignity,  discord  and 
ducats  which  arc  commonly  supposed  to 
fall  to  tho  lot  of  most  of  tho  brilliant  lu- 
minaries of  tho  theatrical  finnainent. 

It  is  difUcult  to  understand  whence 
these  critics  expect  the  stellar  ranks  to  bo 
recruited  if  not  from  the  leading  men, 
who  by  virtue  of  their  position  are  at  least 
presumed  to  have  had  thorough  training 
in  tho  work  which  would  qualify  them 
tor  higher  honors. 

When  Henry  Miller  became  practically 
a  star  several  years  ago,  these  sclfsamo 
critics  sneered  at  him.  When  William 
Morris  undertook  to  go  out  on  his  own 
hook,  he   was   refeiTcd   to  with    derision, 


liicont^nelmy  rmiculM.  /inu  yotixoomb 
w-«s  and  Miller  Is  tbo  leading  actor  ot 
Charles  Frohinan's  Kmpiw^  theater  iitock 
company,  incomp.irably  the  strongcsij  or- 
.Sianizatien  of  its  kind  in  this  country,  and 
Ijoonard  Boynn  is  the  highest  saYiried 
leading  man  in  America  or  EngJnnd, 
where  he  also  starred,  plhying  tho  title 
rolo  in  "Claudinn"  more  than  -100  coijsec- 
ntlvp  time.'?.  The  barking,  snapping  "crit- 
ics '  to  whom  I  have  referred  aro  laigely 
responsible  for  tho  fact  that  tho  Icafling 
man  of  each  of  the  four  most  impoitant 
companies  in  America  devoted  to  scilous 
work  is  an  Englishnij^n. 

There  is  a  very  general  Impression  that 
most  managers  are  literally  overwhelmed 
with    the   manuscripts   of   supposed-tjo-bo 
great  plays.    This  is  a  very  huge  mistnke, 
except  perhaps  in   ono  or  two  ca.ses.     Tho 
number  of  new  plays  which  even  claiDi  to 
bo  of   l;he  higher  grade,  suitable  for   stock 
purposes,  turiu-d  out  in  this  country  in   a 
year  Is  suriirisingly  small.    Naturally  only 
an    infinitesimal    percentage   of    thes-o    is 
produced.     Tho  reasons  for  It  aro  not  hard 
to  find.    In  f  Jio  first  placii,  very  few  oi"  our 
people  write  good  plays.     Tliis  is  mainly 
attributable  to  the  arrant  commcrciaLjow 
ardico  of  most  American  managers.     Tho 
ordinary   individual,  devoid    of   influence 
and    not    per.sonally  acquainted  with    the 
magnate,  will  send  his  play  on  by  express 
— prepaid — carefully   done    up,  and   after 
waiting  a   considerable    time  and  writing 
t(}  request -the  return  of  his  manuscript  ho 
will  in  nine  cases   out   of   ten  get  it  back 
with  the  seals  unbroken  and    tho    charges 
marked  "collect. "  Mo.^t  English  managers 
will  read  any  play  submitted,  at  least  un- 
til a  point  is  reached  where    it    is   decided 
that  the  work   is  worthless.     In  this  way 
they  fraquently  get  hold  of  valuable  pieces 
of  the.itrical  property  upon  very  fnvorablo 
terms.     As  a  result  (jf   this  policy,  several 
names  have  bwn  added  to  tho  listtif  pros- 
perous   Englhsh    playwrights   within    the 
hist  couple  of  years,  but    1  will   defy  any 
one  to  mention  a   single   person  who   has 
stepped  into  the   ranks   of   tho  recognized 
American  writers  of   phiys  of   tho   higher 
gr.-ido  within  the  same  period. 

No;  almost  every  fellow  with  a  little 
imagination,  some  liteniry  ability  and  a 
liking  for  tho  theater  has  been  at  some 
time  or  other  possessed  of  tho  idea  i,hat 
he  could  write  a  real  good  play.  He  gen- 
erally docs  it,  too,  dashing  it  off  within 
two  or  throe  weeks  and  rusliing  it  oil  to 
somo  prominent  manager  before  tho  ink 
is  dry,  and  from  one  to  three  months  later 
he  gets  it  back— by  express,  collect — ^nd 
it  suddenly  dawns  upon  him  that  his  play 
has  not  even    been  opt-ned.

cious  amphitheater.  Ten  years  ago  the 
first  show  was  given  in  the  old  garden, 
famous  for  its  six  day  go-as-you-please 
walking  raaldhcs,  pugilistic  knockouts 
and  other  sporting  affairs.  Tho  shows 
hp.vo  taken  place  there  every  year  since 
with  regularity.  For  six  years  they  wcro 
given  :it  a  loss,  but  tho  managers  were 
fnrsighted  nu-n  and  very  enthusiastic  in 
the  belief  that  somo  day  tho  show  would 
"cateh  on"  and  become  a  great  success. 
To  attain  that  end  a  big  syndicate  was 
formed,  with  a  capital  of  .-lio'.OOO.OOO,  tho 
head  men  of  v.liich  were  not  only  promi- 
nent hor.sejnen,  but  al.so  men  of  the  high- 
est social  stjinding.  To  the  temporary  .sor- 
r^nv  of  old  New  Y<)rkers  the  old  .Madison 
.^(piare  (Jarden,  in  which  occurred  so 
many  gr.-uid  affairs,  was  tori»  d<iwn,  and 
in  its  plaee  was  erected  one  of  the  hand- 
sonust  structures  in  this  country  if  not  in 
tho  world.  Then  came  the  grand  opening 
of  tho  si.vth  annual  show,  with  a  blan'  of 
trumpets. 

(^n  the  night  of  the  opening  every  one 
of  the  12,000  scats  was  occupied,  and  in  the 
va.st  a.ssemblage  could  bo  found  million- 
aires rubbing  elbows  with  hostlers  and 
grooms;  pretty  .society  women  standing  at 
tho  rail  and  fairly  going  into  ecstasies 
when  a  favorite  horso  took  a  prize,  while 
they  themselves  were  surrounded  by  a  lot 
of  curious  pc(jple  who  paid  to  them  more 
attention  tliat  to  the  horses.  So  the  show 
continued  to  be  patronized  by  the  elite  of 
the  city  from  year  to  year  until  the  climax 
of  its  success  seems  to  have  been  reached. 
The  affair  is  not  only  a  horse  show,  but  it 
is  a  beauty  show  as  well.  It  is  the  only 
v»eek  of  the  year  when  those  who  are  not 
in  tho  inner  circle  of  society  can  go  to  a 
public  resort  and  get  a  felimpse  of  tho  real 
Four  Hundred,  and  the  success  of  the 
affair  is  all  the  greater  now  because  socie- 
ty ;>ocs  to  the  show  to  sec  tho  horses,  and 
tho  i)eoplo  go  to  stxi  society. 

Tho  prize  list  this  year  amounts  iofUO,- 
000,  and  among  tho  contestants  for  blue 
ribbons  will  be  some  of  the  most  valuable 
horseflesh  in  this  country  and  in  Europe. 
This  annual  show  has  ceased  to  be  a  local 
affair,  tor  tho  magnitude  of  its  success  of 
recent  years  has  induced  owners  and  breed- 
ers from  :Maine  to  California  to  enter  their 
horses. 

Tho  rivalry  among  the  bi-eeders  and 
owners  of  the  hackney,  that  specimen  of 
hur.sellcsh  Avhich  is  jjurely  English,  is  so 
great  at  present  that  it  is  neces.sary  to  bring 
over  from  Yorkshire,  England,  a  person 
who  is  considered  the  best  judge  of  tho 
haekney  borse  in  tiie  world.  His  awards 
.have  never  yet  been  criticised,  and  .•»«  an 
e-xumple  of  his  good  judgment  it  may  ^M^ 
only  necessary  to  remark  thtjt  last  year  at 
his  l]i>t  appearance  in  this  country  ho  up- 
.set  all  the  decisions  made  by  our  own 
judges  and  explained  the  ground  for  his 
decision  in  a  very  able  manner  and  to  the 
sjitislaction  of  every  one. 

This  year  the  numbortjf  entries  is  great 
er  than  ever,  and  an  the  day  of  the  open- 
ing, when  tho  trumpeter  lormally  an- 
nounces the  fact  from  the  center  of  the 
ring,  there  will  bo  1,500  horses  of  .1II 
chisses  and  values  to  come  under  tho 
critical  eye  of  experienced  judges  and 
compete  for  the  prizes  and  ribbons.  The 
fa:noiis  hackney  stallion  Matchless  of 
Londesboro,  tho  king  of  hackncya  of  the 
world,  and  owned  by  13r.\V.  .Seward  Webb, 
a  brother-in-law  of  the  Vanderbilts,  will 
again  enter  the  ring  and  attempt  to  ivtain 
his  honors  against  the  famous  prize  win- 
ner Fashion,  possessor  of  over  100  medals 
ami  ribbons  and  owned  by  Mr.  Prescott 
Lawrence;  Star  of  Mepal,  o\vned  by  Mr. 
John  Bloodgood;  Bonfire,  owned  by  Mr. 
John  A.  Logan,  Jr.,  of  Youngstown,  CS., 
and  Cadet,  a  famous  chestnut  hackney  re- 
cently imported  .md  owned  by  Mr.  A.  .T. 
Cassatt  of  Philadelphia. 

Tlic  admirersof  tho  trotting  horse  will 
gather  around  tho  ring  and  watch  with 
eag<'r  interest  tho  judging  of  the  famous 
horses  which  arc  entered.  Thegn^it  stal- 
lion Stamboul,  whose  petllgree  is  known 
by  every  troMing  ailmirer  in  this  coun- 
try, will  have  as  competitors  Quartermas- 
ter, who  is  called  the  king  of  trotters  by 
his  admirers;  Bayard,  a  famous  blue  rib- 
bon winner,  and  a  score  of  other  finely 
bred  trotters.  The  managers  of  the  show 
could  not  induce  the  owners  of  the  great 
trotters  Alix,  queen  of  the  turf;  Direc- 
tum, tho  sc-Ulion  king,  and  Nancy  Hauks, 
the  ex-queen,  to  enter  tho  lists,  but  the-^e 
famous  trotters  will  be  on  baud  and  givo 


for  the  amusement  of  the  assemblage.  In 
tho  other  trotting  I'lasses  the  competitors 
will  Ikj  from  the  Inmous  trotting  stables 
of  Harry  Hamlin  o.'

Mrs.  John  Ger- 
keli,  Wiio  is  iiiiiiw,,  i;.s  uuo  of  the  i'nost 
graceful  equesttian.=;  in  Now  York,  has 
traveled  throngboitt  the  country  to  find  n:i 
ideal  prize  winner.  On  a  remote  Kentucky 
farm  >hc  found  her  clioicc,  a  pretty  chest- 
nut horse  which  sho  named  Eadas  after 
Lord  Rosebcry's  fajnous  Derby  winner. 
This  is  only  one  es  ample  of  the  enthusi- 
asm that  is  displajod  by  exhibitors  to  win 
the  blue  ribbon  in  tho  cl.ass  in  which  they 
exhibit,  for  as  soon  as  th<!  award  is  made 
the  value  of  the  liorse  immediately  goes 
up,  and  any  number  of  people  arc  anxious 
to  purchase  it  at  a  profit  to  tho  owner. 

The  four-ip-hard  and  tandem  classes 
will  bring  into  the  ring  not  only  some  ot 
the  finest  high  snejiping  horses  in  this 
countr.v,  but  also  all  tho  crack  "whips' 
who  have  become  quite  famous  of  late 
through  their  clevcT  work  on  the  \k>x  seat.

TKE  PNEUMATIC  DUCKBOAT. 


When  the  Huntor  Is  la  It,  HIp  Profllo  Is 
Decidedly  .-lldernuinic. 

This  sca.son'8  n«welty  for  duck  shooters 
Is  a  pneumatic  boat  wlpch  weighs  only  20 
pounds  and  ma.v  bo  easily  collapsed  and 
folded  into  a  small  p:ickagc.  When  the 
hunter  is  inside  of  it  and  wears  the  water 
proof  capo  that  goes  with  it,  ho  has  the 
side  elevation  of  a  prosperous  alderman. 
The  capo  fits  the  top  of  the  boat  perfectly, 
and  if  one  could  see  under  the  water  the 
hunter  would  closely  resemble  a  triangular 
ink   bottle  mounted  upon  legs. 

The  Ijoat  itself  is  of  rubber  duck  cloth 
and  looks  like  a  circular  soup  tureen  fit- 
ted with  boots.     When   the  hunter  sits  in 
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the  craft,  he  slips  his  legs  down  into  the 
legs  of  the  boat  and  may  then  watch  his 
decoys  by  tho  hour  without  danger  of 
catching  oold  or  absorbing  inflammatory 
rheumatism.  Around  the  sides  of  the  boat 
aw  loops  which,  when  filled  with  brush, 
will  conceal  the  hunter  from  the  sharp 
eyes  of  his  game.  If  ducks  fail  to  conio 
within  gunshot,  the  hunter  still  possesses 
a  trump  card  that  may  fool  them.  The 
legs  of  tho  lioat  are  fitted  with  fins,  and  if 
metaphorical  kicking  at  the  remoteness  of 
ducks  be  followed  by  actual  kicking  of 
the  legs  tho  lx)at  may  easily  be  sent  through 
the  water  at  a  fair  rate  of  speed  toward 
more  promising  waters. 

What  will  be  the  fato  of  the  hunter  if 
he  tips  over  or  punctures  his  nautical  tiro 
does  not  appear,  but  the  probabilities  aro 
that  if  ho  doesn't  get  ducks  ho  will  .at 
least  get  a  ducking.  In  fair  weather  tha 
hunter  will  dispense  with  tho  rather  cum- 
bersome cape,  but  by  donning  the  cape 
when  it  rains  he  can  sit  in  the  water  and 
allow  a  miniature  Niagara  to  pour  down 
bis  back  without  getting  wet.

Not  Much  Doing  in  Local  Labor  Circles  This 

Week,  Owing  to  the  Political 

Campaign. 


Talk  of  Reorganizing  the  Clerks'  Union  at 

an  Early  Date  and  on  a 

Larger  Scale. 

The  Official  Trades  and   Labor  Directory  of 

Minnesota  for  1894-5    Has  Just 

Been  Issued. 


In  labor  circles  there  is  practically 
notliin^  doing.  For  the  time  being,  po- 
litical matters  have  superseded  local  or- 
ganized affairs,  and  no  meetings  have 
been  held  which  would  be  of  any  public 
interest.  This  is  not  wholly  the  fault  of 
politics,  for  the  fact  still  remains  that 
Duluth  at  the  present  time  is  the  best 
organized  town  in  the  state,  only  a  very 
few  trades  not  being  connected  with  the 
Federation  of  Labor. 

There  is  ^'reat  talk  of  reorganizmg  the 
Clerkb'  union.  Pressure  is  being  brought 
to  bear  on  the  clerks  by  the  bosses,  who 
desire  to  have  some   protection  from  the 
numerous  "fake"  sales    which    have  re- 
cently struck  Duluth,    and  as  the  feder- 
ation will  not  act  while  the  clerks  remain 
indifferent   there    is  a   likelihood  that  a 
move  will  be    made    shortly  to    get  the 
boys  in  line,  on  a  much  larger  scale  than 
has     been    heretofore    attempted,   viz., 
includmg  not  only  the  clerks  employed 
in  dry  goods  stores,  both    male    and    fe- 
male, but  also  the  clerks  employed  in  all 
the  grocery  stores  throughout    the    city. 
If  this  is  accomplished  and  there    seems 
no  reason  to  doubt  but  it  will,    some    of 
the  lar^'er  unions   throughout   the    town 
had  belter  look  out  for  their  laurels. 

The  official  "Trades  and  Labor  Di- 
rectory" of  Minnesota,  for  1894-5,  has 
just  been  issued.  The  book  contains  a 
roster  of  labor  organizations  in  the  state, 
the  hours,  places  ot  meetings,  the  names 
of  the  officers,  and  addresses  of  all  cor- 
responding secretaries,  thus  facilitating 
correspondence  between  the  state.  Typo- 
graphically it  is  a  credit  to  the  publish- 
ers, and  will  be  of  great  value  to  labor 
leaders.

In  this  8cranil)lo  women  of  labor  are 
the  victims  and  children  tho  sacrifices. 
Even  men  without  organization,  witlv- 
ont  iutelligenco  and  without  tho  tenac- 
ity of  purpose  to  maintain  their  rights 
are  mowed  down  and  crushed  beneath 
the  juggernaut  of  mammon.  The  only 
hopo  for  the  perpetuity  of  the  iuHtitu- 
tions  of  our  country,  the  safety  of  wom- 
en and  defense  of  children,  the  protec- 
tion of  our  manhood  and  the  progress 
of  our  race,  lies  in  the  organization  of 
the  masses  of  labor.  The  demands  of 
the  toilers  of  America  can  only  find  in- 
telligent expression  and  become  crystal- 
lized into  laws  and  habits  of  daily  life 
by  organization  in  the  unions  of  labor 
and  by  representation  at  the  conventions 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Lalior. 

The  representation  in  the  convention 
will  bo  upon  tho  following  basis:  Inter- 
national and   national  unions  with  less 
than  4,000   members,  one  delegate;  for 
4,000  members  or  more,  two  delegates; 
for  8, 000  members  or  more,  three  dele- 
gates; for  10,000  members  or  more,  four 
delegates;  for  a2,000  members  or  more, 
five   delegates,  and  so  on.    Local,  trade 
or  federal    labor   unions,  state  federa- 
tions, central    labor   unions;  trades   as- 
semblies or  trades  councils,  one  delegate 
each.     All  organizations   to  be  entitled 
to  n-presentation  must  have  a  certificate 
of   affiliation  (charter)  at   least  30  days 
before  the  date  upon  which  the  conven- 
tion is  to  be  held.     Any  delegate  repre- 
senting a   union   must  be  a   member  of 
the  union,  and    if   uot   a   craftsman  of 
the   trade   union  which  sends  him  the 
union  must   give    the   reason  why  such 
delegate  was  chosen.   Delegates  nmst  be 
elected   at   least   two  weeks   before  the 
time  of  holding  the  convention. 

The  trades  unions  of  Denver  have  ap- 
pointed a  reception  committee,  tho  mem- 
bers of  which  will  be  at  the  railroad 
statiuns  at  tho  times  delegates  will  no- 
tify tlK>m  of  their  contemplated  arrival 
and  routes  of  travel.  Delegates  desirous 
of  being  received  by  the  reception  com- 
mittee should  notify  Mr.  Roady  Keue- 
han,  1.5  tS  Wazel  street,  Denver.

STRASSER'S  ECONOMIC   LAW. 


67  per  cent  of  the  agncnlJtuxa'fibopers 
are  out  of  work,  while  in  the  wine  dis- 
trictsof  the  Cher  and  Herault  the  num- 
ber of  idle  bands  amounts  to  from  73  to 
SO  per  ceut.  As  a  set  off,  all  but  8  per 
cent  of  the  miners  and  qnarrymen  are 
fully  occupied.  In  the  food  trades  7  per 
cent  of  the  bakers,  20  per  cent  of  the 
cooks  and  15  per  cent  of  tho  butchers' 
men  are  without  occupation.  Tho  state 
of  things  in  Paris,  as  acknowledged  by 
the  representatives  of  the  various  trades 
unions,  is  still  worse.  Whereas  only  7 
per  cent  are  wanting  work  in  the  book 
tratles  in  the  provinces,  the  number  is 
19  per  cent  in  Paris,  while  18  per  cent 
of  the  workmen  in  tho  leather  and  fur 
dressing  tr.-jdes,  27  per  cent  of  the  shoe- 
making  trade  and  77  per  cent  of  the 
glove  trade  are  out  of  work. 

It  is  reckoned  that  of  tho  men  en- 
gaged in  tho  mechanical,  spinning  and 
weaving  industries  13  per  cent  are  idle; 
among  the  hand  loom  weavers,  81  per 
cent;  in  the  hosiery  trade,  24  per  cent; 
in  the  dyeing,  bleaching  and  sizing 
trades,  lii  per  cent;  in  the  lace  and  em- 
broidery trades,  36  i^ei  cent;  of  the  up- 
holsterers, 15  percent;  of  the  tailors,  2(J 
per  cent,  and  of  the  hatters,  16  per  cent. 

Illinois  Fed?ration. 

The  Om.-iha  platform  of  1892  has  been 
indorsed  by  the  Illinois  branch  of   the 
Am(;ri(;an  Federation  of  Labor,  as  also 
the  Springfield  platform  of  July  4,  1 894, 
of  the  laborers  and  agricultnri.sts,  in  fa- 
vor of  tho  People's  Party.    A  resolution 
has  also  been  passed  pledging  the  Illi- 
nois State  Federation  of  Labor  to  support 
the  state,  congressional,  county  and  lo- 
cal tickets  of  the  People's  Party  in   Il- 
linois  during   the   coming    campaign. 
Among  the  resolutions  adopted  was  one 
that  tho  supremo  court  of  Illinois  be  re- 
quested  to  render  a  decision   upon  the 
contested   provision  of   tho  eight  hour 
law  for  women  and  children  employed 
in  factories    and    shops;  also  one  that 
Sund.iy  closing  in  Chicago  bo  indorsed 
and  the  city   council  of  Chicago  be  re- 
quested to  pass  the  Smiday  oidiuance. 


oSnaequeut  sutdivis'ion  of  work  in  l^^go"! 
shops.  This  renders  it  impracticabM for 
the  employer  to  take  a  personal  intttest 
in  each  of  his  men  or  to  give  them  an 
all  around  training.  It  ia  more  profita- 
ble to  set  tho  learner  at  work  upon  a 
single  machino  or  branch  of  wi>rk 
where  he  will  soon  acquire  speed.  The 
boy  prefers  this,  because  he  is  eager  to 
begin  earning  as  soon  as  possible,  but 
the  apprenticeship  system  as  managed 
under  modern  conditions  is  at  best  a 
poor  method  of  trade  instruction.  " 

Tho  disappearance  of  apprentices  is 
only  one  of  tho  phenomena  in  the  pro- 
gressive development  of  machine  ))ro- 
duction.  It  is  a  necessary  result  of  the 
substitution  of  pturely  mechanical  laJaor 
for  the  skilled  work  of  trained  artificers. 
The  boy  who  as  an  apprentice  wai  a 
helper  to  the  journeyman  now  becomes 
his  competitor,  and  save  in  a  very  iew 
crafts  has  so  brief  a  period  of  tutelage 
as  not  to  be  in  the  proper  sense  an  ap- 
prentice at  aU.  New  conditions  govern 
industry  today,  and  he  is  but  blind  v^ho 
would  try  to  solve  the  problem  of  labor 
now  by  tho  principles  which  applied  to 
it  three-quarters  of  a  century  ago.  Yet 
this  is  exactly  what  a  host  of  professed 
economists  are  trying  to  do. — Chicitao 
Times.

THE  FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL. 

Call  for  the  American   Federation   of   Labor 
Convention. 

The  following  call  has  been  issued  by 
Pre.sideut  Samuel  Gompers  and  the  ex- 
fcutive  council  of  the  American  Feder- 
ation of  Labor: 

To   the   Trade    Unionists   of  America, 

Greeting: 

Pursuant  to  our  laws,  you  are  hereby 
notified  that  the  fourteenth  annual  con- 
vention of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  will  be  held  in  tho  Old  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Fourteenth  and  Lawrence 
streets,  Denver,  and  will  be  called  to 
order  at  10  o'clock  in  tho  morning  of 
Dec.  10,  1894,  and  continue  in  session 
each  succeeding  clay  until  the  business 
before  the  convention  shall  be  conclud- 
ed. 

In  inviting  the  trade  unionists  of 
America  to  pirticipate  in  our  conven- 
tion it  is  not  amiss  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  past  year  has 
witnessed  strange  scenes  and  incidents, 
so  strange  that  tho  whole  world  stood 
aghast  lest  tho  free  institutions  of  our 
country  were  about  to  be  shattered,  the 
rights  ficcured  and  guaranteed  were  to 
bo  treated  with  contempt  and  tho  liber- 
ties of  our  people  trampled  under  foot. 

The  judiciary,  yielding  to  tho  wealth 
and  bidding  of  avaricious  corporations, 
has,  by  tho  flagrant  issuance  of  injunc- 
tions restraining  union  men  from  exer- 
cising their  legal  and  natural  rights 
and  punishing  them  for  contempt,  prac- 
tically flung  to  the  winds  the  right  of 
trial  by  jury.  Tho  right  of  the  masses 
of  latwr  to  organize  for  self  protection 
is  placed  in  jeopardy,  the  courts  decid- 
ing our  organizations  to  be  conspiracies. 
For  the  first  timo  in  the  history  of 
the  country  and  in  contravention  to  all 
constitutional  law  and  rights  the  fed- 
eral troops,  in  spite  and  against  the  pro- 
tests of  the  state  authorities,  were  sent 
into  several  states  ostensibly  to  main- 
tain interstate  couimerce  uninterrupt- 
ed, but  in  truth  to  overawe  wor>3nen 
engaged  in  a  contest  in  defense  of  their 
rights  and  to  aid  their  fellow  workers. 
These  facts  must  receive  our  considera- 
tion, and  in  no  uncertain  tones  must  wo 
declare  our  position  upon  them  and  our 
unceasing  eflfort  for  their  solution  and 
the  final  emancipation  of  labor. 

For  more  than  a  year  the  i)eople  of 
our  country  have  been  suffering  from  a 
great  industrial,  commercial  and  finan- 
cial crisis*.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of 
our  fellow  workers  have  lieen  vainly 
seeking  opiwrtunities  to  earn  their 
bread  by  the  sweat  of  their  brows. 
Though  this  lack  of  employment  is  in 
no^^^se  the  fault  of  the  workers,  yet 
the  unenaployed  are  mainly  dependent 
upon  our  efforts  for  permanent  relief; 
hence  wise  legislation,  some  tangible, 
even  heroic,  action  of  our  convention 
will  be  necessary  to  relieve  us  from 
those  awful  conditions  which  confront 
us.  Some  action  must  be  taken  by  which 
both  those  overemployed  and  unemploy- 
ed may  be  benefited  and  relieved  of 
their  burdens. 

Tho  failure  of  congress  to  give  heed 

to   tho  voice  and   demands  of  labor  in 

legislation  deserves  our  greatest  thought. 

The   efforts   to   unite    lalxir's   forces 

must  be  carried  on  to  a  successful  end. 

The  programme  submitted  to  tho  last 
convention  will  bo  reported  upon,  and 
it  will  require  all  tho  experience,  tact, 
judgment,  earnestness  and  honesty  of 
our  fellow  unionists  to  take  such  ac- 
tion as  will  protect  and  further  the 
interests  and  welfare  of  the  wage  earn- 
ers in  connection  with  this  and  all  oth- 
er matters  which  will  be  brought  before 
otir  convention.

The  Growth  of  I^abor  Organizations  Close- 
ly Allied  to  Panics. 

Mr.  A.  Strasser  of  Buffalo,  ex-presi- 
dent of  the  Cigar  Makers'  International 
union,  is  enrhnsiastic  in  his  belief  in 
tho  future  progress  of  the  labor  move- 
ment, and  he  is  convinced  that  in  timo 
the  entire  working  population  of  tho 
country  will  be  thoroughly  organized. 
To  tho  development  of  organization  in 
the  past  he  has  given  nmch  close  and 
leep  study,  and  from  his  observations 
"ie  has  deduced  what  he  calls  the  eco- 
nomic law  of  development. 

According  to  Mr.  Strasser,  the  growth 
of  organized  labor  in  every  civilized 
country  is  closely  related  to  the  periocls 
of  financial  and  indu.strial  depression 
that  come  at  almost  regular  intervals. 

"In  England,"  he  said  to  the  writer, 
"tliere  were  panics  in  1817,  1827,  1887, 
1847,  ]8o7,  18()7,  1877,  and  there  is  de- 
pression there  now,  somewhat  in  ad- 
vance of  schedule  time.  After  each  p:m- 
ic  the  labor  movement  has  grown  <-nor- 
mou«ly.  When  tho  period  of  depression 
recurs,  there  is  always  a  fallin^'^  olf 
again,  but  tho  drop  is  much  less  than 
the  advance,  so  that  each  time  a  fresh 
begirning  has  to  bo  made  the  foiuida- 
tion  is  brciader  and  stronger,  and  in  the 
long  run  the  movement  is  ever  progress- 
ive. In  other  word.s,  two  forward  steps 
are  taken  to  every  backward  one. 

'•In  the  United  States  panics  and  the 
grov.th  of  tho  labor  movement  begat 
later    than    in    England    for    the   rea- 
son, of  c(r-use,  that  American  industries 
aro  younger   than   English  ones.     The 
first  panic  here  came  in  1837,  the   next 
in    1S57.     Then    there  was   trouble   in 
187.3,  then    in    1884,  and  then  in  1893 
came  the  depression  from  Which  we  are 
just  beginning  to  recover.    You  see  that 
the   panic  period  is  decreasing  in  this 
couutiy,  and  I  believe  we   shall  suffer 
business   depression  here  in  the  future 
every  ten   years.     Now,  as  to  the  labor 
movement  in  America,  its  progress  and 
its    intimate   connection   with   panics. 
Not    to   go  too  far   back   into  history, 
there  were,  at  the  close  of  tho  panic  in 
the  year  1877,  40,000  memher.s  of  labor 
organizations    in    tho    L'nlted    States. 
When   business   revived,  the   organiza- 
tions increased,  and  more  rapidly  than 
ever  before.   By  the  time  the  hard  times 
of  1 SS 1  began  the  union.s  numbered  fully 
250, 000  members.   The  immediately  fol- 
lowing depres.sion   brought  tho  number 
down   to  200,000,  but  that,  it  will   be 
observed,  was  five  times  as  great  as  tho 
total   membership   of    1877.     In    1886, 
with  tho  increa.so  of   business,  came  a 
corresponding  increase  of  membersliip 
of  organized  labor,  which  at  high  wa- 
ter mark  reached  at  least  90,000.     Tho 
panic  of  J8();3-4  of  course  caused  a  fall- 
ing (ifT,  and  v.  severe  one.     Tho  number 
at  present  is  probably  4.50,000.     This, 
you  will  observe,  however,  is  more  than 
ten  times  as  manj-  as  the  total  member- 
ship in  1877. 

"By  189(>,  in  my  opinion,  there  will 
be  a  considerable  revival  of  business, 
which  will  increase  greatly  in  the  years 
following,  and  the  membership  of  the 
organizations  will,  in  my  judgment, 
reach  1,2.jO,000  by  tho  timo  the  high 
tide  of  business  is  with  us  again.  Then 
certain  cla.sses  of  workiugmeu  will  be 
organized  that  hare  never  been  brought 
into  the  fold  before,  as  was  the  case  in 
England  when  the  revival  of  18S9-:»0 
v.'as  follov,'ed  by  the  organization  of  t!io 
dock  laborers,  the  mafohmakers,  tl'.e 
transatlantic  sailors,  all  workers  wlio 
had  never  before  been  induced  to  unite 
for  their  common  good. 

"The  revival,  of  course,  will  be 
marked  by  many  strikes  for  increast-d 
wages,  tho  same  as  periods  of  depression 
are  marked  by  strikes  against  reduc- 
tion of  wages.  Now,"  concluded  Mr. 
Strasser,  "by  1903,  in  which  year,  ac- 
cording to  my  calculation,  wo  shall  be 
again  visited  bydepre.esion,  the  orgr.i.i- 
zations  will  be  enormously  stronge-, 
both  in  numbers  and  in  plan,  than  eve  r 
before. ' ' 


A  Current  Charge  Against  Labor  Organl- 
;:ations  Thoroughly  Dii«pro\-e(l. 

Profefsor  Bemis  has  done  a  real  serv- 
ice to  tho  labor  organizations  of  the 
United  States  in  disproving  the  very 
current  charge  that  they  discriminate 
against  American  boys  in  choosing  ap- 
prentices to  tho  various  mechanical 
trades,  and  that  therefore  native  born 
Americans  nreimablo  to  engage  in  such 
occupations.  This  assertion,  which  has 
i^iined  wide  credence,  was  made  some 
time  ago  in  an  article  in  The  Century 
Magazine  in  theno  words: 

"The  American  boy  has  no  rights 
which  organized  labor  is  bound  to  re- 
f^pect.  Ho  is  denied  iu.'^ti'uctiou  as  an 
apprentice,  and  if  he  bo  taught  his  trade 
in  a  trade  .school  he  is  refused  admis- 
.siou  to  nearly  all  trade  imions  and  is 
boycotted  if  he  attempts  to  work  as  a 
uonunioji  man.  The  question  of  his 
character  and  skill  enters  into  the  mat- 
ter only  to  discriminate  against  him. 
-All  the  trade  unions  of  tho  country  are 
controlled  liv  foreigners,  who  comprise 
a  great  majority  of  their  mombcr.s. 
While  they  refuse  admission  to  tho  born 
American  boy,  they  admit  all  foreign 
applicants  with  little  or  no  regard  to 
their  training  or  skill.  " 

Theso  allegations,  if  they  could  be 
substantiated,  would  be  a  serious  thing 
for  organized  labor.  There  is  no  more 
room  in  this  couutiy  for  industrial  or- 
ganizations which  discriminate  against 
tho  native  born  than  for  political  or- 
ganizations which  ostracize  those  of  for- 
eign origin.  "Know  Nothingism"  and 
"apaism"  are  as  detestable  in  business 
as  in  politics.  Professor  Bemi.s,  how- 
ever, has  demonstrated,  we  think,  with- 
out leaving  room  for  reasonable  doubt, 
that   this

very  serious  charge  against 
our  labor  unions  is  without  foundation. 
It  is  a  pity  that  his  article  did  not  ap- 
pear in  one  of  the  popular  magazines  of 
general  circulation  rather  than  in  tho 
purely  economic  publication  in  which 
it  was  given  space,  and  which  circu- 
lates mainly  among  college  professors 
and  theoretical  students  of  politics.  It 
would  bo  Well  for  people  interested  in 
furthering  the  cau.se  of  organized  Inbor 
to  procure  the  publication  of  a  careful 
summary  of  it  as  widely  as  pos.sible. 

It  is  impracticable  in  a  necessarily 
brief  article  to  give  any  just  idea  of  the 
extent  of  the  investigation  which  Pro- 
fessor Bemis  made  before  announcing 
his  conclusions.  He,  however,  explains 
his  method  with  sufilcient  explicitness 
to  warnmt  confidence  in  the  results  ob- 
tained. As  to  the  assertion  that  foreign- 
ers control  our  labor  unions  and  refu.so 
admission  to  tho  American  born  boy  ho 
says: 

"While  the  foreign  born  aro  in  tho 
majority  in  many  of  tho  hard  handed 
industries,  this  is  not  bceauso  of  our  la- 
bor organizations,  but  often  in  spite  of 
their  efforts — of  lato  increasing — to 
m-event,  by  restricting  immigration, 
uiis  form  of  competition  of  those  with 
a  lower  standard  of  living.  Where  tiio 
American  born  are  not  in  our  unions  it 
is  either  because  the  American  boy  does 
not  like  manual  labor,  and  so  is  not  en- 
gaged in  the  trades  in  which  there  are 
unions,  or  else  he  refuses  to  join  the 
union  of  his  trade.  An  intense,  self  sul- 
ficiout  individualism,  which  was  more 
fitted  to  our  earlier  history,  whero  or- 
ganization of  capital  was  also  little  de- 
veloped, than  in  the  present  era  of  tho 
corporation  and  the  trust,  keeps  a  largo 
but  of  late  decreasing  percentage  of  the 
American  boys  actually  in  our  trades 
from  joining  tho  unions  of  those  trades. ' ' 
Of  tho  other  charge— namely,  that  the 
unions  aro  hostile  to  the  apprenticeship 
system  per  se — Professor  Bemis  says: 

"Only  17  of  tho  48  unions  had  any 
national  rales  restricting  apprentices, 
and  only  14  of  these  unions,  with  71,- 
UOO  members,  or  14  percent  of  the 500,- 
000  in  the  48  unions,  reported  any  suc- 
cc>s8  in  the  enforcement  of  such  rules. 
« 'f  th^se  71,000,  0,500  were  glass  work- 
ers, C,  !17  were  hatmakers,  38,000  were 
iron  molders  and  20,000  were  journey- 
men tailors,  and  those  last  allowed  one 
apprentice  to  every  journeyman,  the  ap- 
prenticeship lasting  four  to  five  years, 
a  very  liberal  rale.  I^he  downfall  of  tho 
approntjcesbip  system  is.  largely  duo  to

There  were  37  deaths  in  Duluth  in 
October,  indicaiing  a  death  rate  of  6 08 
per  1000.  There  were  88  births  of  which 
51  were  females  and  37  males.  Twins 
were  noted  in  three  instances.  Typhcid 
fever  carried  off  7  persons  and  4  died 
from  violent  causes  and  4  from  pneu- 
monia, 6  from  tuberculosis  and  4  from 
chronic  ailments.

Recently  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
reading  a  hook,  v.-rittou  by  au  Euglish 
visitor  on  America,  which  seems  to  he 
a  painstaking  work  on  tho  part  of  the 
antiior.  and  yet  I  owe  it  to  ray  readers 
and  follow  citizens  to  correct  some  of 
Thv<  ovident  niistmderstaudings  contain- 
ed in  it. 

Of  course  we  joke  Chicago  ahout  the 
size  of  hor  feet  and  Philadelphia  about 
l>eiuK  slow,  but  it  never  occurred  to  us 
to  think  tliat  our  English  brothers  and 
."isters  would  take  tho  matter  seriously. 
For  instance,  tho  writer  says:  "Many  9 
time  in  America  have  I  been  cousciout 
of  that  pang  and  .^hndder  which  are  felt 
only  in  tho  presence  of  hatred,  and  I 
question  whether  the  enmity  between 
the  British  and  the  Americans  at  the 
most  exasperating  crisis  of  the  war  could 
over  linvo  been  more  intense  than  some

that  I  have  seen  flashing  in  the  eyes  and 
hoard  from  tho  lips  of  Amoricans  against 
I'ollow  citizens  in  distant  sections  of  their 
country.  I  have  scarcely  known  whether 
to  laugh  or  mourn  when  I  have  been 
told  that  tho  New  England  people  are 
all  peddlers  or  canting  priests;  that  the 
people  of  the  south  are  all  heathens,  and 
those  of  the  west  all  barbarians.  Nay,  I 
was  even  told  in  New  York  that  the 
Rhode  Island  people  were  all  he-athens 
and  the  New  Jetsoy  folks  no  bettor. 

"Some  Baltimore  ladies  told  me  that 
the  Philadelphia  ladies  say  that  no  Bal- 
timore lady  knows  how  to  put  on  a  bon- 
noT,  but  that  tho  Philadelphia  ladies 
have  something  worse  the  matter  with 
them  than  that,  for  they  do  not  know- 
how  to  be  hospitable  to  strangers.  Yet,  " 
the  author  adds,  "I  saw  some  pretty 
bonnets  most  becomingly  worn  in  Balti- 
more, and  I  can  speak  confidently  as  to 
tho  hospitality  of  Philadelphia.  " 

It  is  sad  that  any  one  should  go  to  the 
expense  of  writing  a  book  in  which  these 
matters  are  taken  so  seriously,  but  hero 
is  a  volume,  and  there  are  two  more  of 
them  besides,  in  which  the  world  is  in- 
formwl  that  the  bitterness  existing  be- 
tween Boston  and  Cincinnati  almost 
borders  on  bloodshed  and  rapine.  "Aft- 
er my  declaration  that  I  liked  Cincin- 
nati," says  the  writer,  "a  Boston  lady 
exclaimed:  'Why,  that  wild  place!  They 
tell  me  that  in  Cincinnati  the  people  do 
not  sit  down  to  their  dinner,  but  eat 
standing  up.'  " 

Oh,  how  painful  it  is  to  be  so  imper- 
\Ws  to  a  joke  that  it  cannot  be  taken 
iny)  the  system  without  two  or  three 
pei-tinoids  to  help  tho  mental  digestion 
in  avsimilating  it!  I  was  speaking  to  a 
good  friend  a  year  ago  at  his  home  in 
Turuh^m  Green  regarding  the  Indian, 
in  wboV  he  seemed  very  much  interest- 
ed. When  I  said  that  some  of  our  most 
serious  w\vcs  had  been  with  members  of 
the  Bull  l-imily,  notably  with  John  and 
Sitting,  he  seemed  stunned. 

"I  beg  pardon,"  said  he,  which 
means  that  ho  did  not  understand  me. 

Then  I  patiently  repeated  tho  remark, 
but  with  that  profound  gravity  of  face 
which  I  cannot  avoid,  for  to  me  life  is 
a  serious  matter.  He  looked  at  mo  quite 
a  sp'll,  with  an  expression  f^f  rleep  sor- 
row, and  tlun  said:  "Surely  you  have 
made  a  jolly  fluke  in  your  history,  Mr. 
Nye,  for  you  know  that  wo  are  of  an 
entirely  different  raoo  from  Sitting  Bull, 
and  besides,  you  know,  John  Bull  is 
really  only  a  .sort  of  general  term,  don't 
yon  see?  When  we  say  John  Bull,  we 
don't  really  mean  anybody  in  partieu- 
lar.    There  really  is  no  such  person.  " 

Afterward  I  learned  that  if  I  wished 
to  say  anything  facetious  I  had  to  pre- 
pare his  mental  soil  for  it  by  two  or 
three  roars  of  laughter.  Then  by  plant- 
ing tho  joke  in  a  warm  place,  with  a 
sunny  exposure  and  fertilizing  it  with  a 
jab  or  two'in  his  ribs,  the  Lonniot  could 
eventually  sprout.  It  is  «  Jiational  ca 
laniity. 

I  found,  too,  that  the  humorous  persi 
fla^'e  and  good  nature*!  and  spirite;! 
badinage  going  on  lietwfcen  St.  Paul  and 
3Iiuneapolis  nmst  be  taken  in  real  ear- 
nest by  my  friend  acro.>s  tho  water,  and 
though  a  college  bred  man  of  great 
wealth  and  refinement  he  said  that 
there  must  bo  still  a  groat  deal  of  dense 
ignorance  and  sectional  bitterness  in 
America  when  in  a  city  the  size  of  Min- 
neapoli.'?  a  church  congregation  could 
get  op  and  walk  out  of  the  church  in  a 
huff  because  the  clergyman  took  his  text 
from  St.  Paul. 

I  have  another  book  of  travel,  written 
on  America  by  a  Scotchman,  in  which 
ho  dcvotos  a  chapter  ta  the  almost 
tiouttdlt^s.fiu-ais  of  Di^t^..  "^glosin^ 


this  CuaptefT*  lie  says,  *'I  cAnnot  per- 
haps do  better  than  to  give  a  few  statis- 
tics  regarding  these   enormous  farms. 
According  to  a  very  reliable  newspaper 
published  in  New  York,  one  of  these 
bonanza  farmers  sent  out  his  half  grown 
children,  each   one   bound  to   a  sulky 
gang  plow,  and  told  them  to  plow  to  the 
north  end  of  the  farm  and  back.    They 
did  so,  returningrwith  a  half  dozen  oth- 
er sulky  plows  driven  by  their  children. 
I    certainly  would   not   have   believed 
this,"  he  adds,  "had  I  not  been  assured 
by  a  New  York  gentleman  that  it  was 
an  actual  fact,  and  that  he  had  seen  the 
plows    while   in   Mandan,    N.  D.      He 
also  told  me  that  a  large  Dakota  plant- 
er, who  owned  a  very  extensive  farm, 
had  to  give  a  two  year  mortgage  on  it, 
and  before  he  could  get  the  mortgage  on 
tlio  south  end  of  it  recorded  it  was  due 
on  the  north  end. ' ' 

A  gentleman  residing  in  Glasgow  told 
uio  that  he  would  not  like  to  live  in 
America   on   account   of  the  cyclones. 
"They  must  be  intensely  disagreeable,  I 
judge,"  said  he.     "I  was  reading  only 
the  other   day  in   au  American  paper 
about  the  immense  power  of  suction  they 
possess,  sort  of  electric,  I  imagine,  for 
in  this  account  it  stated  that  a  cyclone 
passed  through   a  large  dairy  farm  in 
South  Dakota  and  sucked  the  cows  en- 
tirely dry!    Marvelous,  isn't  it?" 
• '  Ye.s, ' '  I  said.   '  'It  must  have  been. ' ' 
"And  yet,"  ho  added  thoughtfully  as 
he  poured  out  for  himself  another  bowl- 
ful of  Scotch  whisky,  which  tasted  like 
an'  old  pair  of  smoke  tamied  buckskin 
moccasin.s,  "it  is  even  more  marvelous 
to  read  about  the  escapes  which  some 
people  have  from  death  in  these  phe- 
nomena.    I   saw  not   long  ago  in   an 
American  paper  a  description  of  how  a 
young  negro  was  picked  up  bo<lily  by  one 
of  these  cyclones  and  hurled  head  first 
through  a  brick  college  without  injury. 
He  found,  too,  when  he  returned  to  oon- 
.sciousnes.s,   after    passing   through  the 
college,  that  there  was  a  diploma  in  his 
pocket.     The   account  goes  on  to  state 
that  ho  still  imagines   that  in  passing 
through  the  college  somebody  tried  to 
haze  him.   It  is  marvelous  how  these  at- 
mospheric phenomena  work,  is  it  not?" 
I  had  to  admit  that  it  was.   But  I  had 
to  catch  a  train  and  could  not  remain  to 
toll  him  how  hyperbole  in  America  fur- 
nished more  phenomena  than  electricity. 
The  author  of  this  work  on  America 
comments  sadly,  too,  on  the  mobs  which 
are  composed  of  latiies  and  gentlemen, 
and   on  page  170   describes  a  mob  that 
opened  with  prayer.     This  was  in  Bos- 
ton.    "They  were  the  gentlemen  of  St. 
Louis,  "'says  tho  author,  "who  burned 
the  black  man  and  baiiished  the  students 
of  Marion  college.     They  were  tho  gen- 
tlemen of  Cincinnati  who  denounced  the 
abolitionists  and  raised  the  per.secution 
against   them.     They  were   tho   magis- 
trates  and   gentry   of  Vicksburg   who 
hanged  wayfarers,  gamblers  and  slaves 
in  a  long  row.   They  were  the  gentlemen 
of  Charleston  who  broke  open  the  post- 
office  and  violated  the  sacred  functions 
to  tho  insult  and  injury  of   the  whole 
country. " 

But  this  author  should  remember  that 
those  were  the  days  wlien  our  forefa- 
thers were  right  fresh  from  England 
and  had  still  in  them  the  spirit  of  the 
mother  country,  which  led  the  gentry 
of  England  to  bum  down  cathedrals  and 
all  such  frolic  as  that.  We  know  bettor 
now. 

While  wo  are  on  historical  subjects 
I  take  the  liberty  of  offering  here,  in 
verse,  an  item  of  North  Carolina  histfirv 
regarding  tho  time  when  tho  old  blue 
laws  wore  more  active  than  at  present. 
The  poem  has  been  carefully  corrected 
as  to  spcllinir  and  grammar  by  J.  M. 
Puller,  LL.D.  and  Ph.  D.,  editor  of  The 
Gleaner,  Ashevillo;  price,  10  cents  per 
annum.  (I  mean  that  the  paper  is  10 
cents.   Not  Mr.  Fuller.)   It  is  entitled: 

MERE   THOl'GHTS. 
Ah,  how  Tirao  ha.s  mowed  his  millions 
Since  the  ilays  of  which  I  sijeali  of, 
Carflesslike  and  .sort  of  re<kl(s.s— 
Mowed  the  Rwjd  and  .span.tl  the  wicked, 
Left  the  Tmrdoek  and  the  thi.stle 
WhiLst  he  sla-shed  tho  meek  eyed  violet, 
From  hi.s  pwket  Uwik  his  whetstone, 
Put  au  edge  upon  his  falchicjn, 
And  his  blade  -sanR  in  the  niowinjr 
Whilst  tlif  wyndhlew  t'arough  his  whiskers. 
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'  Soniptrrfng  that  wouVTThoiTi  one  speinwtuid. 
This  it  wa.s  of  which  I  speak  of. 

Mr.  Pangborn  owed  a  neighbor, 
Owed  him  pretty  near  nine  dollars, 
And  he  awore  he'd  never  pay  it, 
So  he  gave  his  wife  the  homestc!.d, 
Chu<;kling  in  his  sleeve  the  meanwhile. 
Swearing  low  that  he'd  net  pay  It 
Till  the  germ*  of  hell  were  frozen 
And  malaria  driven  from  it. 
So,  ala.s!  Napoleon  Pangborn 
TVVnt  into  repudiation. 
And  when  Mr.  Miggs  came  to  him. 
Awked  him  for  hi.s  old  nine  dollars. 
Told  him  tliat  he  npe<lf>d  pantses 
For  himself  and  thase  dear  to  him, 
Pangbcms  wrath  was  something  frightful, 
For  liH  .swore  not  only  riidely. 
But  with  wonderful  vehemence, 
ywearing  fjust  and  swearing  faster 
Till  his  br««th  would  clog  and  ohoke  him. 
Thus  it  was  of  which  I  sptjak  of. 

But  Napoleon  did  not  notice 

That  old  Miggs  had  kept  a  notch  stick 

F<jr  toikeep  a  .sort  of  tally 

Of  the  oaths  turned  loose  by  Pangbom, 

Nor  that  Miggs  'most  always  sas8,-d  him 

.Tu«t  as  hv  was  almost  ceasing, 

Irritating  Mr.  PanglMDm, 

Meautiii'.e  tilling  up  the  notch  stick. 

This  it  was  of  which  I  speak  of. 

Thus  it  liapptued  Mr.  Pangborn, 
Who  was  not  up  in  the  statutes. 
Did  not  know  that  the  informer 
Uot  a  quarter  from  the  .swearer 
For  ta  pay  for  his  endeavor, 
P'or  to  bo  remuneration 
For  tho  Job  of  which  I  speak  of.

CHRISTIAN    ENDEAVOR.  "" 

Topic    For  the  Week    Begliiniiij'   Nov.  4. 
Comment  by  Kev.  8.  H.  Doyle. 

Topic— How  to  keep  the  Lord's  day.— Mark 
ii,  23-28. 

The  subject  of  how  to  keep  the  Lar<l's 
day  is  always  an  important  and  an,8f>- 
propriate  one.  There  are  perhaps  fi)w 
more  practical  questions  bafore  the 
church  today  of  greater  importance  than 
the  proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath 
day.  As  the  Christian  finds  his  final 
guide  in  all  matters  in  the  teachings  at»d 
Bctions  of  the  Lord  Jasus  Christ,  we  can 
do  no  better  than  study  these  in  relation 
to  the  Sababth  day.  In  looking  at  the 
example  of  Christ  in  reference  to  the 
Sabbath  we  learn: 

1.  Christ  warns  us  agauist  a  merely 
external,  ceremonial  observance  of  the 
Sabbath  day.  This  is  the  great  lesson  of 
the  Scriptures  quoted  in  connection  with 
the  topic.  The  scribes  and  the  Pharisees 
find  fault  with  Christ  and  His  disciples 
because  they  plucked  and  ate  the  grain 
in  the  fields  on  tho  Sabbath  day.  There 
was  no  sin  in  the  plucking  and  eating. 
This  was  allowable  by  the  Moeaic  la^- 
They  did  not  therefore  complain  because 
of  that,  but  because  of  the  <lay  up<)u 
which  it  was  done.  Bfut  Christ  rebuk-sd 
and  answered  their  clisu'ges.  He  taught 
that  the  needs  of  hitraauity  transcend 
any  laws  or  traditions  that  may  be  coa- 
nected  with  the  observance  of  the  Sab- 
bath; that  works  of  mercy  and  necessity 
are  allowable  even  wheu  tho  ordinary 
works  of  life  are  not  so.  Lc*  us  he<}d 
this  warning.  Let  us  have  the  true 
Christ  spirit  of  Saibbath  dbservance, 
placing  more  evidence  upon  tho  spirit 
than  upon  the  letter.  It  is  very  oft«m 
that  by  an  opposite  course  Christijui 
people  themselves  arouse  opposition  w 
the  Sabbath  day.  Wo  must  guard  our- 
selves against  this  danger. 

2.  Christ  taught  that  the  Saibath  Is 
to  be  n  day  of  worship  tcKrod.  This  He 
taught  by  His  example.  Tho  Sabbalh 
day  found  Him  in  the  temple  worshijj- 
ing  (iod  and  instrnctinj?  the  people  in 
godly  things.  Thus  are  wo  to  keep  this 
day — keep  it  sacred  and  holy  as  a  day 
upon  which  we  assemble  to  worship  GJcd. 
In  His  holy  sanctuaiy. 

3.  Christ  taught  that  tho  Sabbath-Wiis 
made  for  man.   It  was  made  for  his  good 
— not  for  him  to  do  as  ho  pleases  upon 
it.     It  is  for  our  good  to  -worship  Gofl. 
It   is  also  for  our  good   to  rest  from 
worldly  employments  and  recroatiouH. 
Thus  only  can  we  truly  worship  God 
Thus  only  can  we  do  our  life  work  besii 
We  should  therefore  keep  the  Sabbath 
as  a  rest  day.

Those  reporting  a  net 
loss  aro  New  Bruns^vick  and  Nova 
Scotia,  New  York,  Ohio,  Lakes,  Illinois 
and  Iowa.  Vermont  presbytery  reports 
the  same  as  last  year.

Advertising  is  an  art  and  the  highest 
evidence  of  advancement  in  that  art  is 
a  well  displayed  advertisement  in  a  reg- 
ularly published  newspaper  of  good 
standing.  Of  course  novelty  is  a  de- 
sirable thing,  but  such  firms  as  the  Vog- 
elers.  Helmbolds.  Rices,  Wanamakers, 
Stewarts.  Ayers,  Douglas,  Jones, 
Means,  Centaur  company.  Willimantic 
Thread  company.  Swift's  Specific  com- 
pany. Dr.  Greene.  Paine's  Celery  Com- 
pound, Libbey's  National  Lead  com- 
pany. Dr.  Pierce,  and  numbers  of  others 
of  greater  or  less  national  notoriety 
whose  public  announcements  are  found 
in  The  Herald  from  time  to  time,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  local  patrons,  all  know  the 
value  of  printer's  ink  when  spread  out  in 
the  columns  of  a  good  newspaper.  But 
this  article  is  not  intended  as  a  boom 
effort  for  newspaper  patronage,  but 
simply  to  call  attention  in  an  interesting 
way  to  some  peculiarities  and  novelties 
adopted  by  advertisers,  outside  of  news- 
papers, all  over  the  world. 

Job  printing  wasn't  so  cheap  nor  nearly 
so  perfect  100  years  ago  as  it  is  now, 
and  there  is  in  the  possession  of  the 
Smithsonian  institute  an  original  poster 
written  by  George  Washington,  the  first 
president  ot  this  country,  advertising  the 
comiiig  sale  of  a  female  slave.  It  per- 
haps isn't  generally  known  that  "first  in 
war,  first  in"-ta-ra-rum  was  a  slaveholder, 
but  it  IS  a  fact,  and  the  hero  of  the  cherry 
tree  story  bought  ana  sold  human  flesh 
in  original  packages. 

Run  down  the  line  of  the  presidents  to 
a  point  somewhat  nearer  our  own  time 
and  generation 

Andrew  Johnson?  A  number  of  his 
handbills  advertising  his  tailor  shop  are 
still  in  existence  and  prized  beyond  price 
as  souvenirs  of  that  accidentally  elevated 
man. 

A  few  years  ago  H.  T.  Helmbold,  the 
buchu  man,  in  addition  to  liberal  news- 
paper patronage,  set  out  to  paint  before 
the  eyes  of  every  known  nation  on  the 
face  of  the  globe  the  glories  and  cap- 
abilities of  his  patent  buchu  extract.  He 
spent  something  like  $8,000,000  in  ad- 
vertising of  all  kinds  before  his  reason 
was  clouded,  and  "Take  Helmbold's 
Buchu"  blazed  in  gaudily  painted  let- 
ters, in  a  bable  of  tongues,  from  every 
place  of  historic  interest  all  over  the 
world.  It  was  a  case  of  perverted  zeal, 
but  It  was  a::  little  bit  peculiar  to  read 
Helmbold's  signs  on  the  Mount  of 
Olives,  or  to  see  them  staring  from  the 
crumbling  walls  of  the  Mecca  of  the 
Jews.  No  place  was  sacred  from  the 
brushes  of  Helmbold's  army  of  wayside 
advertisers.  The  big  pyramids  of 
Cheops,  from  its  time  abrased  sides,  told 
about  the  wonderful  buchu,  the  arches 
of  the  bridges  over  the  Thames  in  Lon- 
don, and  the  Seine  in  Paris,  repeated  the 
announcement;  rocks  along  the  Nile 
cataracts  carried  the  news,  and  then 
came  miniature  copies  of  the  picture 
named  "Hottentots  Seen  Gathering 
Buchu  Leaves  for  H.  T,  Helmbolo. 
Druggist." 

St.  Jacob's  oil  was  another  well  adver- 
tised preparation,  both  in  and  out  of 
newspapers.  The  Vogelers.  of  Balti- 
more, spent  a  score  of  fortunes  in  mak- 
inji  that  product  famouj,  and  the  little 
children  all  over  the  world  grew  to  be 
familiar  with  the  figure  of  the  monk 
holding  a  bottle  of  St.  Jacob's  oil  in  his 
haiid  and  apparently  contemplating  it. 
This  same  firm  purchased  several  small 
side  wheel  steamers  with  enormous 
paddle  boxes  on  which  the  familiar  monk 
was  seen  and  sent  them  all  over  the 
leading  and  navigable  rivers  of  America 
and  they  were  the  originators  of  the 
puzzle  cards  with  hidden  horses,  men 
and  animals  and  sent  them  broadcast  all 
over  the  world. 

The  famous  baking  powder  was 
another  test  of  varied  forms  of  advertis- 
ing, and  its  concomitant  of  tests  of  gov- 
ernment chemists  made  those  important 
kitchen  aids  famous  all  over  the  globe. 
John  Wanamaker  dotted  Pennsylvania] 
Delaware,  Maryland  and  adjoining  states 
all  over  with  his  roadside  signs  and  the 
various  sewing  machine  companies  fol- 
lowed in  his  wake,  and  began  to  use 
barn  roofs  and  walls  of  farm  buildings 
until  in  some  sections  the  scenery  was  a 
kaleidoscopic  mass  of  color  extolling 
some  kind  of  manufacture. 

About  the  next  important  innovation 
was  that  of  a  man  named  Gross,  of  Chi- 
cago, who  platted  a  big  piece  of  subur- 
ban acreage  into  city  lots  and  named  the 
place  Grossdale.  He  was  a  liberal  pat- 
ron of  the  papers  round  about  Chicago, 
but  for  several  months  he  sent  up  on 
Saturdays  a  number  of  small  balloons 
filled  with  hot  air,  to  which  were  attached 
deeds  to  lots  in  his  suburb  of  Chicago 
and  the  novelty  created  a  furore  and  the 
addition  today  is  one  ot  the  best  popu- 
lated far-out-suburbs  of  the  Windy  <3ity. 
Dr.  Ayer,  he  of  Sarsaparilla  fame,'  was 
an  advertiser  par  excellence  in  the  news- 
papers and  out  of  them  and  Ayer's 
Almanac  has  an  annual  issue  in  many 
languages  of  something  like  15,000,000 
copies.  Its  yellow  covers  are  as  familiar 
as  the  little  red  schoolhouses  and  there 
is  scarcely  a  farm  house  in  the  East,  as 
well  as  many  places  in  the  West  where 
the  little  book  is  not  to  be  found  and 
frequently  consulted.  The  patent  medi- 
cine men  followed  Aytr's  plans  as 
closely  as  possible  and  started  many  new 
plans  for  attracting  attention. 

Then  came  the  tobacco  men  who  at 
first  gave  away  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  small  packages  of  plug  and  smoking 
tobaccos  of  different  brands  and  then 
came  the  flood  of  pictures  of  famous  men 
and  women  issued  by  this  class  of  adver- 
tisers. They  all  recognized  the  value  of 
well  established  newspapers  and  used 
their  columns  freely.  But  all  these  plans 
after  a  while  lacked  novelty  and  the  dif- 
ferent railway  passenger  agents  com- 
menced the  publishing  of  beautiful  il- 
lustrated books  of  travel  and  informa- 
tion. The  railroads  never  slighted  the 
newspapers  but  they  issued   their  books 


and  pamphlets,  many  of  them  works  of 
art,  m  addition,  and  tbev  spent  large 
sums  of  money  in  this  manner,  ilso  in 
the  preparation  of  attractive  trade  marks 
of  their  various  lines. 

Then  came  the  day  of  shape  cards, 
and  this  ran  like  wildfire  all  ovtsr  Am- 
erica and  England,  although  it  never 
attained  much  prominence  in  Germany 
where  It  started.  Copies  of  beautiful 
sta  u  .  y,  in  mono-chromatic  and  blend- 
ed colors.  Famous  groups  were  repro- 
duced; well  known  faces— the  preiddents 
and  professional  people,  bits  of  scenery 
and  public  buildings  all  paid  tribate  to 
the  advertisers'  search  for  novelty  and 
™any  beautiful  productions  resulted. 

The  rubber  goods  men  and  the  beer 
men  were  next  in  line  with  taking  novel- 
ties, the  rubber  people  sending  out 
thousands  of  small  rubber  boots  and  the 
beer  people  thousands  of  little  bottles  of 
beer  all  over  the  world,  but  even  these 
things  grew  old  and  nothing  new  in  the 
advertising  line  startled  the  advertising 
world  until  the  last  world's  fair  wjien  a 
multitude  of  schemes  were  sprung  to 
catch  the  public  eye. 

Jl^e  Old  Dominion  Cigarette  company 
did  not  want  the  earth  so  they  aston- 
ished the  people  bv  using  the  sky.  Mr. 
Turk,  their  chief  of  advertising,  evolved 
a  scheme  for  painting  his  firm"s  product 
in  the  heavens.  He  bought,  for  his  peo- 
ple, the  two  big  search  lights  which  were 
used  at  the  World"s  fair  at  Chicago  and 
by  a  patent  which  he  wi  I  not 
divulge  he  throws  in  brilliant  light  the 
advertisement  of  his  goods  on  the  clouds 
The  light  is  to  be  seen  a  distance  of  85 
miles  and  is  of  the  intensitv  of  194,000,- 
000  candle  power  and  Mr,  Turk  uses  the 
newspapers  liberally  m  announcing  his 
exhibitions,  generally  heading  his  page 
or  half  page  announcements  with  the 
startling  line  "Watch  the  Heavens!" 
This  is  the  latest  novelty  and  Duluth 
will  probably  see  it  in  a  month  or  two. 

"What  will  the  advertisers  do  oext?" 
is  the  problem  which  the  world  is  await- 
ing with  some  little  anxiety.
